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Nine, 3-Bedroom Townhouses On Wren Terrace OK’d

The Planning Board 
approved the proposal of 
Ryder Development Corp. 
for the construction of nine, 
three-bedroom townhouses 
with garages and surface 
parking at 37-45 Wren Ter- 
race at their meeting last 
Wednesday. 

“T think the neighbors will 
be satisfied with the end re- 
sults,” said Attorney Robert 
Harnais, who is representing 
Ryder Development. 

_ Three of the units will 
front Wren. Terrace; the re- 
maining six will be located 
towards the back of the 


46,000-square-foot, unde- 
veloped property. 
The nine, two-story 


townhouses will each be as- 
signed two parking spots in 
a lot located in the middle 
of the property which will 


be accessible through a 
24-foot-wide driveway. 

The site will be serviced 
by public sewer and water 
utility lines. 

Developers will provide 
storm water and sheet flow 
mitigation to collect water 
which currently flows to a 
paper street called Eagle 
Terrace. 

Most excess water will 
be collected on-site and 
delivered underground and 
though Eagle Terrace to the 
Forest Avenue water collec- 
tion system. 

Any additional water 
runoff which may be created 
by the new buildings will be 
mitigated as will currently 
existing water sheet flow. 

Maintenance of a reten- 
tion “pond on-site which 
will drain through a pipe to 
Eagle Terrace will fall to the 


condo association according 
to Harnais. 

A peer review conducted 
by consulting and engineer- 
ing firm Beals + Thomas 
determined that the storm 
water management plan in 
place was adequate, said 
President of Beals + Thom- 
as George Preble. 

“Those drainage issues 
have been handled and 
planned to the satisfaction 
of the Planning Depart- 
ment,” said Chairman Wil- 
liam Geary. 

In the case of excessive 
storms, snow will be trucked 
off-site said Preble. 

Neighbors who spoke at 
the public hearing voiced 
concerns regarding the pos- 
sibility of increased traffic 
in the area and excessive 
water runoff. 

“Wren Terrace is a very 


narrow street,” said Kathy 
Deady of 40 Forest Ave. 
“There should be no parking 
on Wren Terrace for the ex- 
tra cars if there are any extra 
cars. You can’t get by. there 
if you’re trying to pass even 
just one car.” 

Harnais said there would 
be minimal traffic impact 
and additional visitor park- 
ing on site would eliminate 
the possibility of cars park- 
ing on the street, possibly 
slowing down or impeding 
traffic. 

“[The developer] has ex- 
cess parking on site — both 
covered parking and surface 
parking — and has a park- 
ing ratio higher than the 
ordinance requires,” said 


Planning Department Direc- ° 


tor Dennis Harrington, who 
added that sight lines would 
not be impacted. 


Noel Gannon of Grove 
Street said he was concerned 
for the safety and well-being 
of his five children. 

“We know there’s nine 
units. going in, they’re two- 
bedroom units; you can be 
guaranteed there will be 16 
to 20 extra cars,” he said. 
“Right now, the way the traf- 
fic is there, it’s very difficult 
for cars coming down the 
hill to go slowly and right 
now I would guarantee that 
80 percent of the people that 
drive down that hill, they’re 
speeding.” 

“I am very concermed for 
the safety of my kids and 
other kids that are in the 
neighborhood,” he said. 

He added that his prop- 
erty had been flooded sev- 
eral times over the past few 
years during excessive rain 


storms and said he remains 
concerned that the new units 
will create additional run- 
off. 

“The existing drain- 
age issues are going to be 
mitigated substantially,” 
said Geary. “This proposal 
should be an improvement 
over the existing situation.” 

A dust and rodent control 
plan will be carried out as a 
condition of the permit. 

Construction and deliv- 
eries will take place Mon- 
day through Friday, 7 a.m. 
to 6 p.m., Saturday 8 a.m. to 
4 p.m., and no construction 
or deliveries will take place 
Sunday. 

Harnais noted that since 
the proposal is a a build-by- 
right project, the applicant 
would not be seeking any 
variances. @

As Officer Goldman 
returned to the area of Taffrail Road, he observed a male walk- 
ing and talking on his cell phone. The Officer asked him what 
his name was and the male gave the name of the owner of the 
cell phone. He then asked the Officer what was going on and 
he was told about the incident. 

When asked what he was doing earlier, the phone owner 
said he was hanging out at his friend’s house and pointed to a 
building on Taffrail Road. He denied ordering Chinese food 
and when asked if anyone else used his cell phone to place an 
order, he said he wasn’t sure. He added that he left his phone 
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unattended while it charged 
so someone could have used 
it. He continued to deny any 
involvement in the incident, so 
the driver/victim was asked to 
respond to the scene. Since it 
would take the victim 30 min- 
utes to respond, the Officers 
asked the phone owner to bring 
them to the house he claimed to 
be in earlier. 

The resident of the apart- 
ment was awakened and she 
claimed there was nobody else 
in the house. She stated that she 
did have a couple of friends over the house earlier but no one 
ordered any Chinese food. She was adamant that there was 
never any Chinese food in her house tonight. When asked 
if the Officers could check the house, she offered, “You can 
come in and check the kitchen but that’s it.” 

This statement alerted the Officers that the tenant could be 
hiding someone in the house. There was no:sign of any Chi- 
nese food in the house. She also denied there were any males 
in the house at all. She said that her friends were just hanging 
out and not doing anything wrong, however, there was a strong 
odor of burnt marijuana coming from inside of her house. This 
made it difficult to smell any remnants of Chinese food if it 
had been there. She admitted that she and her friends had 
smoked marijuana earlier but stated she didn’t have any more. 

Officer Goldman then went back outside and advised the 
phone owner that the victim was responding for a show-up 
identification. The Officer realized that the phone owner 
wanted to speak but he was hesitant because there were other 
people around.’ Sergeant Flaherty asked him if he wanted to 
wait in a cruiser as it was getting cold outside and he said, 
“Sure, but I’m not getting cuffed am I?” He was told that he 
was not under arrest and therefore would not be handcuffed. 

As they walked to the cruiser, the phone owner biurted out, 
“T want to tell you something. I didn’t do anything, but there 
was a guy there who said he wanted to rob a delivery guy.” 
He continued by stating that he just met the guy yesterday and 
didn’t know his name but they had mutual friends. He said 
that the suspect borrowed his phone and placed the order us- 
ing the name “Bill.” He didn’t believe that the suspect would 
actually go through with it, especially since everybody at the 
house had plenty of money. He stated that he went upstairs 
for a while and when he came down the suspect was gone. He 
learned that the suspect went outside, so he looked out and saw 
the suspect leaning into the driver’s window of a small white

car (vehicle victim was operating), In less than a minute, the 
suspect came running into the house with a bag of Chinese 
food. 

According to phone owner, the suspect didn’t even eat any 
of the food, although others did. The phone owner said that he 
believed that the tenant of the apartment knew that the suspect 
robbed the delivery driver, and that she was eating the food 
with some other friends. The phone owner then said that the 
suspect was stillin her apartment, which the Officers believed 
once they met the tenant. He was hiding in one of the upstairs 
bedrooms. 

Officer McDermott and Sergeant Flaherty returned to the 
house and spoke with the tenant again, this time advising her 
that they knew that the suspect was upstairs in one of the bed- 
rooms and asked if they could go look for him. Sergeant Fla- 
herty further advised her that there was enough information 
and evidence to apply for a search warrant if necessary. She 
gave Sergeant Flaherty and Officer McDermott permission to 
go upstairs and look for the suspect. 

Officer McDermott located the suspect lying on the floor 
next to a bed in a room that was in darkness. The suspect 
matched the description given by the victim. He denied any 
involvement in the robbery, however, the phone owner con- 
firmed that it was the same person who robbed the victim. The 
phone owner said that the suspect told him to call the Police 
and meet at 30 Empire Street so the suspect could escape. The 
suspect, a 22 year old Malden resident, was placed under arrest 
and charged with, “Armed Robbery and Assault & Battery.” 
Nice Work!

Abe Cohen Memorial Service 


At United Methodist Church 


A memorial service “Re- 
membering Abe Cohen” 
will be held Saturday, Oct. 
18 at 2 p.m. at Quincy Com- 
munity United Methodist 
Church, 40 Beale St., Wol- 
laston. 

The service is sponsored 
by the South Shore Coali- 
tion for Human Rights. 

Mr. Cohen, a Massachu- 
setts human rights activist, 
died June 22 in Greenfield. 
He was 97 years old. 

A longtime Quincy resi- 
dent, he had recently moved 
to Greenfield to live with his 
son David and daughter-in- 
law Judy Atkins. 

Mr. Cohen was born in 
Malden on Sept. 22, 1916, 
the eldest son of the late 
Hyman and Fannie Cohen 
and later brother to William. 
Like his parents, he was 
a lifelong socialist and-a 
fighter for peace, justice and 
equality for all people. One 
of his first political actions 
as a young boy was passing 
out leaflets in protest of the 
coming execution of Sacco 
and Vanzetti. 

Mr. Cohen graduated 
from Quincy High School 
and then attended and gradu- 
ated from the Massachusetts 
College of Optometry in 
1937. He served in the U.S. 
Army as a medic from 1942 
to 1946, reaching the rank 
of captain. He was wounded 
once and captured twice, but 
talked his way Out of capture 
both times. | 
“’Qn returning from the 
wat, he’ married’ Madeline 
Sivachek, whom he met as a 
teen when they both worked

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at Camp Nitgedeiget. Mr. 
Cohen then began a new 
career as a maker of monu- 
ments, starting the United 
Granite Co., in Quincy, with 
friends. 

During the 1950s, Mr. 
and Mrs. Cohen suffered 
constant harassment from 
the FBI because of their pro- 
gressive political beliefs. In 
1956, he was called before 
the Massachusetts Commis- 
sion on Un-American Ac- 
tivity with which he refused 
to cooperate. Years later, he 
received a citation from the 
city of Quincy honoring his 
commitment to justice and 
his refusal to bow to politi- 
cal pressure. 

In the 1980s, Mr. and 
Mrs. Cohen and many others 
worked to overcome racial 
discrimination in housing 
in the city of Quincy. Their 
suit against the city helped 
pave the way to open public 
housing in Quincy to minor- 
ities. During his life, he was 
also president of the Jewish 
Community Center and was 
active with the Community 
Action Program in Quincy 
and was a founder with his 
wife of the South Shore Co- 
alition for Human Rights.

which has been serving sea- -

Students Of Former Houghs Neck Congregational 
Church Sunday School Teacher Muriel Bonney

A group of women who 
were at one time students of 
Muriel Bonney, who was a 
Sunday school teacher at the 
Houghs Neck Congrega- 
tional Church, are celebrat- 
ing 65 years of friendship. 
Bonney, who was born in 
March of 1898, taught grade 
10-42: Sunday school stu- 
dents, “boys and girls, 
but fi ee a special bond 
with “her girls.” 
“In 1949, a group of her 
students unanimously de- 


cided to form a club called - 


the Jr, ‘Bonney Lassies. Over 
the: years; the group grew to. 
include roughly 23 mem: 
bers. 

Bonney extended her car- 
ing and dedication beyond 
the classroom and invited 
the Jr. Bonney Lassies to 
her home for Christmas par- 
ties and other festive occa- 
sions. Along with her sister, 
Dot Hubbell, she set up the 
get-togethers and provided 
delicious food and treats for 
her girls. 

One of Bonney’s girls, 
Gloria Brummitt, recalled 
how amazed she was at 
the set-up that greeted her 
for gatherings at Bonney’s 
home. “At that time as young 
girls, it Was so impressive to 
us, while sitting around her 
large dining room table, to 
be served hot chocolate and 


tea in:bone china cups and 
our food on very beautiful 
dinnerware. And we didn’t 
use napkins; we used servi- 
ettes,” she said. 

Napkins are sometimes 
referred to ‘as serviettes in 
the United Kingdom, Ire- 
land, Australia, New Zea- 
land, South Africa, and 
some parts of Canada. 

Another one of the girls, 
Margie McAllister, noted 
how special Christmas time 
was as a member of the Jr. 
Bonney Lassies. “[Bonney]} 
would reach into her china 
cabinet to bring out her very 
best bone chinaware;” she 
recalled. 

McAllister iechenbaned 
how comfortable the girls 
felt talking to Bonney about 
anything, no mater how out- 
landish it may have seemed 
at the time. 

Despite her declining 
health, she kept meeting 
with her girls at their homes 
and for special Mother- 
Daughter Dinner events, 
where the. Jr. Bonney Lass- 
ies would proudly present 
their mothers to Bonney. 

Sometimes the meetings 
would occur at the’ church. 
Other times, the group would 
gather at a restaurant. 

The first Mother-Daugh- 
ter ‘Dinner took’ place on 
May 23, 1949.

Florence (Kneeland) 
McNelly remembered Bon- 
ney as “my Sunday school 
teacher and how lovely she 
always was.” 

Bonney had a “wonder- 
ful spirit” and always en- 
couraged her girls to attend 
church regularly said Anne 
(MacKinlay) Baxendale. 

Madelyn (Leggat) Mac- 
Donald said that Bonney 
held a genuine interest in 
her girls’ lives and was al- 
ways concerned for them. 

At Christmas time, Mac- 
Donald would continue her 
family’s tradition of door- 
to-door caroling. With her 
four children in tow, she 
would always make a stop 
at Bonney’s home where the 
children. would present her 
with little gifts:

the party. 

Brummitt remembered 
one of Bonney’s simple 
dishes she would ‘serve on 
her special dinnerware that 
she called “Rin-tum-tood- 
ley-do.” While everyone 
laughed at the silly name, it 


turned out to be cheesy to- © 


mato sauce Over a cracker 
which turned out to be a 
group favorite. 

Brummitt became a Sun- 
day school teacher herself 
due to the example set by 
Bonney. 

On the Jr. Bonney Lass- 
ies’ 50th anniversary, the 
girls celebrated by taking a 


commuter boat into Boston 
and enjoying a meal on the 
waterfront. 

Their conversation had 
naturally, at that point, shift- 
ed from chitchat about boys 
and first dates. to discussion 
of their families, babies, 
children, and grandchildren. 

For their 65th anniver- 
sary, the girls met for dinner 
at the 99 Restaurant. 

They plan to meet again 
for a Christmas gathering i in 
December. 

A ~seholarship fund, 
which was set up in Bon- 
ney’s memory, benefits col- 
Jege-bound young people 
Who are members of the 
Houghs' Neck Congrega- 
tional. Church. The Jr. Bon- 
ney Lassies, to this day, 
contribute generously to the 
scholarship fund. 

Bonney passed away on 
Nov. 22, 1991 at the age of 
93. 

Prior to the creation of 
the Jr: Bonney Lassies,

The Quincy Housing

Rachel’s Challenge: A Message Of Tolerance, Kindness 


150 Students Attend Presentation Focusing On Writings By Victim Of Columbine School Tragedy 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

A group of roughly 150 
Atlantic and Central middle 
school students gathered 
in the’ North Quincy High 
School gymnasium last 
Wednesday to watch a pre- 
sentation by Rachel’s Chal- 
lenge, a non-profit, national 
organization created to 
spread a message of toler- 
ance and kindness across the 
United Sates and Canada. 

~The organization _is 
named after 17-year-old 
Rachel Joy Scott, the first 
person to lose her life in 
the Columbine High School 
shooting on April 20, 1999. 

Scott was fatally shot as 
she ate her lunch outside the 
school library with a friend 
by Eric Harris and Dylan 
Klebold, two senior stu- 
dents who would go on to 
kill 12 students, one teacher, 
and injure over 20 others in 
a rampage that lasted seven 
and a half minutes. 

Both committed suicide 
inside the school following 
the attack. 

The presentation focused 
heavily on the essay and di- 
ary writings of Scott. 

“I have this theory that 
if one person can go out of 
their way to show compas- 
sion, then it will start a chain 
reaction of the same. People 
will never know how far a 
little kindness can go,” she 
wrote in a school essay ti- 
tled “My Ethics, My Codes 
of Life.” 

In it, she challenged her 
reader to start their own 
chain reaction of kindness 
and compassion. 

She handed in that essay 
just months before she was 
killed. 

Students were shown 
news clips of the chaos fol- 
lowing the shooting and 
heard frantic 911 calls made

by teachers and staff as they 
hid in classrooms, closets, 
and underneath tables. 

Speaker and presenter 
Patrick Nixon asked how 
many people in the gymna- 
sium had lost a friend or rel- 
ative over the last two years 
and dedicated the presenta- 
tion not only to the memory 
of Scott, but to the loved 
ones those in the audience 
had lost. 

Nixon began working for 
Rachel’s Challenge three 
years ago and has experi- 
ence with non-profit and 
children’s programs. He 
was bom in Kansa City 
but moved to Denver, CO 
around the age of 10. 

He ‘said he never met 


Rachel but remembered the 
day of the shooting vividly 
as he was a sophomore in 
high school at a school not 
half an hour away from Col- 
umbine. 

Following that tragic day, 
he went to visit a makeshift 
memorial built upon Scott’s 
small red Acura near the 
school. 

“Tt was covered with all 
these gifts and flowers and 
notes as a way to honor her 
and remember her life,” he 
told students. “That image 
has always stuck with me.” 

He has since met her fam- 
ily who weren’t even aware 
of all of her quiet acts of 
kindness until they discov- 
ered her diaries and writings

The‘\motivational and ed- 
ucational ‘program uses the 
“Awaken the Learner Five- 
step School Improvement 
Process” which challenges 
students to spread positive 
energy through acts of com- 
passion and kindness. 

The first of five challeng- 
es given to students was to 
eliminate prejudice by look- 
ing for the best in others by 
giving people three chanc- 
es before reaching a final 
judgement on their charac- 
ter. “When you look for the 
worst, you’re going to find 
it,” said Nixon. “When you 
look for the best you’re go- 


ing to find that, too.” 

People tend to respond to 
our expectations of them, he 
added. 

The second challenge 
was to dream big and to 
not limit yourself. Those 
dreams, he said, should be 
tumed into life goals. 

“The only thing that mat- 
ters is one thing: the ability 
to believe in yourself,” said 
Nixon. 

The third challenge was 
to choose positive influenc- 
es and to be a positive influ- 
ence on others. 

Scott, who wrote six dia- 
ries filled with poetry, illus- 
trations, and observations, 


chose Anne Frank. as one of 
her role models along with 
Martin Luther King, Jr. 

Nixon likened Frank’s 
need to jot down her feel- 
ings in her personal journal 
to the writings left behind 
by Scott. 

Frank’s death in a con- 
centration camp and Scott’s 
death at Columbine were 
both a result of extreme 
hatred he said, noting that 
Klebold and Harris carried 
out the shooting on Adolph 
Hitler’s birthday. 

“Anne’s life encouraged 
Rachel to follow her dreams 
and Anne’s writing encour- 
aged Rachel to record her 
own thoughts and dreams in 
her own diary,” said Nixon. 

The diary Scott had in 
her backpack on the day of

To Long Island In Interim 


Lynch Backs 
New Bridge

U.S. Rep. Stephen F. 
Lynch believes Boston 
should build a new bridge 
to Long Island and provide 
ferry service to access the 
island in the interim. 

Boston Mayor Martin 
J. Walsh closed the bridge, 
which connects Moon Is- 
land to Long Island, Oct. 8, 
citing safety concerns. The 
bridge has been a point of 
contention between Quincy 
and Boston for years; it can 
only be accessed via Squan- 
tum. 

During a recent interview, 
Lynch (D-South Boston) 
said Boston should work 
with the MBTA to begin 
ferry service to the island, 
which is used for a homeless 
shelter and other non-profit 
facilities operated by the 
Boston Public Health Com- 
mission (BPHC), so people 
can receive services there 
while the bridge is closed. 
There is a pier on the island 
that could be used as a berth 
for a ferry. 

“T think that you could 
probably service all the fa- 
cilities out there by ferry if 
we reached out to the MBTA. 
I’m not sure what the dock- 
ing facility there looks like, 
but I think it would be a hell 
of a lot cheaper in the short 
term if we serviced it by 
ferry and then did a whole 
analysis of the cost and re- 
use of that bridge,” Lynch 
said. 

“People are concerned 
about losing the facilities 
over there in terms of sub- 
stance abuse and services 
that are being provided over 
there. That’s why we’re 
looking at using a ferry to 
move people back in forth 


for the time being.” 

Lynch, however, does not 
feel ferry service is a viable 
long-term option. 

“No, I don’t think it 
would,” the congressman 
responded when asked if he 
felt ferry would be prefer- 
able in the long run. 

“Obviously, if you’re go- 
ing to have any. volume of 
people going there the ferry 
is very cumbersome and it’s 
slow. During winter months, 
it’s a rough, rough road. Ide- 
ally, if you’re talking trans- 


- portation, the bridge is the 


best way to go. But I think 


‘Mayor Walsh is_ talking 


about a five-year construc- 
tion process. You can’t just 
shut everything down for 
five years. That’s why I’m 
suggesting a ferry in the 
short term.” 

The BPHC has reported 
the bridge would take five 
years to design, permit, 
and construct. Building the 
new bridge, the agency esti- 
mated, would cost $80 mil- 


lion. Boston and the state’s - 


transportation department, 
MassDOT, are splitting the 
$9 million cost to design a 
replacement bridge. 

Long Island has re- 
mained closed to the public 
for years. If a new bridge is 
built, Lynch believes Boston 
officials should consider al- 
lowing the public to use the 
island. 

“T think that’s something 
they should consider,’ he 
said. “It’s a beautiful area. I 
think we have to take a good, 
hard look about reprogram- 
ing uses out in that area. I 
would want to get the mayor 
of Quincy and the mayor of 
Boston together and find out 
what their needs and what 
their ideas are.”

A ise: Paul gets around. 
In cars, that is. 

The public affairs manager for AAA Southern New 
England, John is commonly known as the Car Doctor. 
He’s worked for AAA for the past 30 years, including 
the last two decades as the Car Doctor. 

His job includes test-driving about 50 or 60 vehicles 
a year. He knows he has a dream job that car enthusi- 
asts would drool over. After all, how many of us get 
to drive a $71,000 spanking new Corvette Stingray 
convertible one week and climb behind the wheel of a 
$135,700 BMW i8 gull-wing hybrid the next? 

Or hit the gas on a 707-horsepower Dodge Hellcat 
on a private race track? While your wife is saying “for- 
get it,” that experience is just another day at the office 
for John. 

Of course, all this experience has a purpose. 

John writes new car reviews, feature articles and a 
question and answer column in the monthly publica- 
tion, AAA Horizons. If you haven’t seen his name in 
print, then you’ve probably heard his voice on radio 
offering expert advice on the automobile industry. 

John is 59 years old and lives in Abington with his 
wife, JoAnn. 

In his familiar question and answer format, we re- 
cently sat down with John and-asked him questions 
about his job, new cars and advice for car enthusiasts. 

Question: What kind of experience do you have 
in the automotive industry? 

Answer: “I attended a private trade school after 
high school to become an auto mechanic. I then went 
to work at a couple of different garages and ended up 
being a service manager. I’ve always believed in good 
communications with customers. I always thought you 
didn’t just fix the car, you talked to the customer about 
what was wrong with the car and why they brought it 
in. 

“In 1985, I applied for a job with a AAA auto diag- 
nostics center. I turned the position down and I joked 
with the person that if you ever have an opening in 
management, give me a call. I liked the idea of ex- 
plaining to people what’s wrong with their car. Three 
or four months later, they called me back and I ac- 
cepted the job. I’ve been there for 30 years. 

“Even to this day, I still maintain my ASE master 


- technician certification which you have to renew ev- 


ery five years so I try to stay up-to-date on everything 
automotive whether it’s the nuts and bolts side of it or 
it’s new cars. I try to stay current. 

Q: What are your responsibilities as the Car 
Doctor? 

A: “I try to give everybody as unbiased an answer 
as I can as to what’s wrong with their car. I like to con- 
sider my job as half Consumer Reports, half consumer 
advocate, half next-door-neighbor that you’d ask for 
advice. I’m not going to tell anybody how to rebuild 
an engine, but I am going to tell them if it needs to be 
rebuilt. I like to think of myself with readers and AAA 
members as I’m the second opinion you should seek. 
When somebody tells you what’s wrong with your car, 
give me a call and let me give you my opinion as to 
what I think could be wrong. Your repair shop knows a 
lot more about your car than I do, but maybe I can help 
you make the decision on what to do with your car. 

“When it comes to being AAA’s Car Doctor, that’s 
what I try to be. I try to help people with their decision 
whether it’s keep the car they have, buy a new car, re- 
pair the car they have, buy the car for their kid but try 
to have that discussion with them: why do you want 
to do this? And give them an idea of what it’s going to 
cost. I’m just trying to give them the right information 
based on certain things that should be done at a certain 
time.” ; 


JOHN PAUL, AAA of Southern New England’s Car Doctor, is 
8 certified automobile mechanic with more than 30 years expe- 
rience in the auto industry. 


Q: What information do you use to offer guid- 
ance? 

A: “T use a couple of third-party technical data bas- 
es. One is called Mitchell and the other is All-Data. 
They typically replicate the factories’ service informa- 
tion. It’s still my opinion — probably nobody knows 
more about your car than the factory because they built 
it after all — so when it comes to how a repair should 
be done, I'll use that. And then I’ll supplement it with 
my Own experience but also there are some other data- 
bases that are useful. I still use a thought-process to 
go through what could be wrong with a car and then 
look at that -90 percent of the time it could be one 
thing, but 10 percent of the time it isn’t that! Lets ook 
at what it could be. Here are some options. When it 
comes to repairing a car or buying a new one, my line 
is always “it’s cheaper to fix an old car than it is to buy 
a new one” but sometimes you have to think you’ve 
gone as far as you can go. It’s still going to be cheaper 
but you have to look at dependability. If you have a 
$6,000 car and it needs a $4,000 transmission, there 
has to be some really good reasons to keep that car to 
put that kind repair into it. 

Q: What cars do you own? 

A: “My wife has a PT Cruiser convertible and I drive 
a Hyundai Sante Fe. My wife likes convertibles — she 
owned a Volkswagen Cabriolet before that and really 
liked that car. We wanted a four-seater convertible that 
was front-wheel drive that had a trunk big enough to fit 
a beach chair. And the PT Cruiser was about the only 
thing that fit. I drive the Sante Fe because it’s all-wheel 
drive and has good cargo space.” 

Q: Do you test drive a lot of vehicles antally? 


A: “I drive between 50 and 60 cars a year. These are ' 


all press cars. They belong to the vehicle manufactur- 
ers — not dealers. They are distributed in New England 
from one company. They know what my audience is — 
they kfiow the type of readers I have. There are times 
when I reach out to them. For example, GM is releas- 
ing a mid-size pick-up truck — the Colorado and Can- 
yon — I really want to drive those trucks because they 
are about the only mid-size truck left. I really want to 
see what they did with it. One of the things is they put 
a diesel engine in it. 

“With today’s cars, there’s not really any bad car 
anymore. It used to be cars hesitated and stalled - you 
don’t see that anymore. Today, there are other issues 
with cars such as technology advancements that are so 
cumbersome that it’s a distraction. When you have to 
do four things to change a radio from FM to AM, just 
give me a knob and a button. Some of the manufactur- 
ers are starting to listen to that. 

“I get frustrated with some of the technology some- 
times going to voice technology where you press a 
button and say one thing but it repeats another, that’s 
aggravating. For a while everybody was paying too 
much attention to cup holders and 12-volt outlets. I

BEAN AND SPINACH SOUP 

*I like Eden brand beans because they 
are easier to digest and the cans do not have 
the BPA lining that is linked to health prob- 
lems. 

2 cups white kidney beans (canellini), 
canned (or home-cooked) 

2 tablespoons olive oil 

1-2 cups kidney or red beans, canned (or 
home-cooked) 

1 cup garbanzo beans (chickpeas), 
canned (or home-cooked) 

About 3-4 cups fresh spinach, kale or 
escarole, washed, drained and chopped or 
10-0z.frozen chopped spinach 

4 cups vegetable or chicken broth 

1 cup tomato sauce 

1 medium onion, chopped 

3 large cloves garlic, minced 
2 tsp. dried basil 

Sea salt and Pepper to taste 


Saute onion in saucepan with olive oil 
until fragrant. Add garlic and basil and stir 
for a minute or two but do not let garlic 
brown. 

Simply toss in everything else and com- 
bine. Let come to a boil then cover and 
simmer about 45 minutes. Serve hot with 
some parmesan cheese. Even better the 
next day!

Here is a delicious and unique soup that 
has a lot of healthy additions to it. Loads of 
vegetables, lentils, and even pumpkin which 
makes the soup thick and delicious.

Heat oil over medium heat in large soup 
pot.

during the Blizzard of 1978, 
was off by nearly- five feet 
because FEMA used a mark 
recorded outside of Boston’s 
harbor islands and not a tide 
gauge closer to shore. Ad- 
ditionally, the appeal iden- 
tified areas where FEMA’s 
reported ground elevation 
did not match the actual el- 
evation. 

FEMA responded to the 

city’s appeal Aug. 26, ask- 
ing three highly technical 
questions. Woodward & 
Curran responded to those 
questions Oct. 14. Shea was 
optimistic about the appeal 
given the nature of the FE- 
MA’s response. 
“I’m quite happy to say 
they were very, very detailed, 
specific questions about de- 
tailed, specific things,” Shea 
said. “They weren’t global 
questions, which is always 
a good sign that FEMA is 
reviewing this appeal at a 
very detailed level looking 
at very specific pieces.” 

Shea said FEMA now 
has six months to decide 
on the appeal and expects 
an answer from the federal 
agency next spring. It could 
take up to'120 days after 
the decision before revised 
maps take effect. 

Councillor Doug Gutro, 
who has been critical of the 
administration’s _ handling 
of the flood maps, asked 
Shea how many properties 
would be removed from 
flood plains as a result of the 
letter of map revision. Shea 
anticipates somewhere be- 
tween 700 and 800 proper- 
ties being removed from the 
flood plains outright. Others 
would be placed into lower 
risk zones, meaning proper- 
ty owners would get a break 
on their flood insurance. 

“I would look for 700 to 


800 to be removed from the 
flood zone. I would also — as 
important if not more im- 
portant — look for the level 
of risk for those in the flood 
zone to come down, meaning 
the flood waters are not go- 
ing to be as high as FEMA is 
predicting them to be,” Shea 
said. “That does impact the 
amount of money you pay 
for your insurance.” 

Councillor Michael Mc- 
Farland asked Shea if hom- 
eowners who are removed 
from flood plains as a result 
of the appeal, or are placed 
in lower risk zones, would 
receive reimbursement for 
flood insurance they paid 
for. Shea explained that fed- 
eral legislation that passed 
earlier provides for such 
reimbursement. Where that 
money will come from, 
however, is unknown. 

McFarland also request- 
ed an update on how much 
Quincy has paid Woodard 
& Curran and other firms 
to file the appeal. Auditor 
Susan O’Connor indicated 
that she would provide that 
answer to McFarland at a 
later time. 

In addition to filing a let- 
ter of map revision, Woodard 
& Curran partnered with 
Quincy’s Engineering De- 
partment to obtain elevation 
certificates for individual 
property owners. As of Oct. 
1, the owners of 1,584 par- 
cels requested an elevation 
certificate, 1,264 of which 
had been processed. 

Of those processed, 198 
were deemed to be clearly 
outside of flood zones. An 
additional 192 parcel own- 
ers were recommended to 
file an individual letter of 
map appeal (LOMA) with 
FEMA to have their proper- 
ties removed from the flood 
plain. For the remainder of 


those processed — 874 par- 
cels — it was recommended 
that they not file a LOMA 
and wait for Quincy’s appeal 
to go through, though they 
could still use the elevation 
certificate to obtain a lower 
flood insurance rate. 

FEMA, Shea noted, also 
revalidated 80 previously 
filed letters of map appeal 
the day after the new maps 
took effect, meaning those 
parcels remain outside of 
flood plains. The owners of 
67 parcels, who had been 
in flood plains under previ- 
ous FEMA maps but had not 
requested an elevation cer- 
tificate, were removed from 
flood plains when the new 
maps took effect. 

Shea is also helping to 
increase Quincy’s commu- 
nity rating, which provides a 
discount on flood insurance 
to property owners. The rat- 
ings take into account city 
projects to control flooding, 
such as sea walls and other 
infrastructure work. 

Quincy has a rank of 
eight on the community rat- 
ing system, meaning prop- 
erty owners receive a 10 
percent discount on flood in- 
surance premiums. The city 
is one of five communities 
in Massachusetts with that 
rating, joining Braintree, 
Chatham, Hull, and Scituate. 
Shea hopes the city will be 
given a rank of seven when 
FEMA evaluates -communi- 
ties next fall, based on flood 
control projects included in 
Quincy’s most recent capital 
improvement project (CIP) 
bond. That would translate 
to a 15 percent discount on 
flood insurance premiums 
for property owners. No 
community in Massachu- 
setts has a rating of seven or 
better. 


BJ’s Gas Station To Open 
At 30 Liberty St. By Year End

BJ’s_ Wholesale Club 
will be opening a 12-pump 
gas station at 30 Liberty St. 
by the end of the year, ac- 
cording to project manag- 
ers despite members of the 
public voicing concerns that 
the project would result in 
an increase in traffic in the 
area. 

“We are very cognizant 
of the fact that we have 
residents in the surrounding 
area,” said Josh Swerling, a 
senior project manager with 
Bohler Engineering during a 
recent meeting of the Board 
of License Commissioners. 

Six fuel dispensers will 
allow 12 vehicles to gas up 
at once at the station located 
off of Burgin Parkway. 

BJ’s Wholesale Club’s 


retail store is located at 200 
Crown Colony Dr., about a 
three-minute-drive from the 
site. 

Attendants will direct 
cars to fuel dispensers, pre- 
venting them from block- 
ing or idling in the entrance 
he said. The station will be 
completely self-serve and 
one to three attendants will 
be available to assist patrons 
during operating hours. 

One-way traffic flow to 
and from pumps will also be 
maintained by attendants. 

“We are sensitive towards 
the neighbors as it relates to 
site lighting as well,” added 
Swerling. “We have LED 
site light fixtures proposed 
which-allows us to provide 
direction to the illumination 
that we’re providing so that 


it’s all downward directed 
and out into the site, not al- 
lowing spillage along the 
perimeter and off the prop- 
erty.” 

John Dzwonczyk, an en- 
gineer with JGD Associates, 
said that the site could hold 
about 25 cars at once with- 
out causing vehicle spillover 
onto the street. 

Vapor recovery systems 
will ensure no smell of 
gasoline leaves the area, he 
added. 

Above ground diesel will 
be stored for use by a back- 
up generator. 

“This gas station will be 
able to run during a total 
power outage. The backup 
generator will be able to run 
the entire station,” said rep-

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nature of the beast, and you 
just work through it with the 
DEP and any other of the 
myriad of regulators that get 
involved in a project of this 
scope,” Walker said. 

“None of the DEP’s com- 
ments change the end result

seding Order of Conditions 
denying the project should 
be issued,”’ Freed wrote in a 
letter dated Oct. 7. 

“MassDEP recommends 
that the applicant file a new 
Notice of Intent with the 
Quincy Conservation Com- 
mission after all land own- 
ership issues have been re- 
solved.” 

Freed’s letter to the city 
also cited technical prob- 
lems with the original notice 
of intent that should be ad- 
dressed in a new filing. The 
city, she said, should seek a 
review from the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers to deter- 
mine if a water quality cer- 
tificate is needed from the 
state and provide additional 
details on the proposed 
stormwater design, among 
other reasons. 

Koch unveiled his plans 
for the $12 million project, 
which includes renovations 
to Teel Field, the creation 
of a new 157-parking lot, 
and new retaining ponds to 
address flooding problems, 
during a public meeting 
last winter at North Quincy 
High.

~Doug Gutro was not present 
at that meeting. 

Since then, the city has 
finalized the purchase of six 
of the nine Hunt Street and 
Newbury Avenue homes it 
plans to raze to make way 
for the project. Quincy has 
paid a combined $2.945 
million for those properties, 
according to the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds’ 
database.

the shooting had a single 
bullet hole in it. The bullet 
that passed through that dia- 
ry ultimately passed through 
her body. 

On the back of the diary, 
Scott had. written in large 
letters “I won’t be labeled as 
average.” 

The fourth challenge was 
to speak to others with kind- 
ness and not cruelty. 

“Your words have the 
power to hurt and your 
words have the power to 
heal,” he said. al 


Nixon asked students to - 


reflect on a time when some- 
one criticized or made fun of 
them and to remember how 
they felt in that moment. 

Clips were shown of 
Scott’s brother Craig who 
was in the library during the 
shooting and narrowly es- 
caped harm himself. 

His friend, 16-year-old 
Isaiah Shoels, was one of 
the few African-American 
students at the school. Craig, 
who was. crouching under- 
neath a table with Shoels, 
said that the shooters hurled 
racial slurs at him before 
shooting and killing him. 

“{Craig] watched as his 
friend Isaiah was accosted 
with racial slurs in the last 
few seconds of his life,” 
said Nixon. 

“They took my sister who 
had a lot of potential and she 
had a lot of dreams and a lot 
of passion,” said Craig as 
he tried to hold back tears. 
“She made a difference in 


a lot of people’s lives, and 
they killed her.” 

Nixon closed the presen- 
tation by asking students to 
start their own chain reac- 
tion by thinking of those 
they care about and, in the 
following three days, telling 
them that they were loved 
and appreciated. 

This was their final chal- 
lenge. 

Students were then urged 
to sign a Rachel’s Challenge 
banner available at their 
school, to make a pledge to 
promote kindness, and to 
eliminate their own preju- 
dices. 

The program was created 
by Scott’s father and step- 
mother, Darrell and Sandy 
Scott not long after the 
shooting in 1999. 

Over 21 million people 
have heard their daughter’s 
message so far and an ad- 
ditional two million people 
are touched by her compas- 
sion each year. 

In the last three years, 
over 500 emails have been 
sent to Rachel’s Challenge 
from students who saw the 
presentation and _ sought 
help for themselves due to 
suicidal or violent thoughts 
said Nixon. 

George and Laura Bush, 
Bill and Hillary Clinton, El- 
ton John, and Glenn Close 
have all endorsed Rachel’s 
Challenge and Bill Cosby 
helped jump-start Rachel’s 
Challenge in the state of 
Georgia. 

Chuck Norris — a sup- 


porter of the program — 


dedicated his autobiography 
in Rachel’s memory and he 
and his wife Gena have be- 
come good friends with the 
Scott family. 

Rachel’s Challenge has 
also partnered with the Cal

need of immediate repair. 
Another report issued on 
April 30 following a rein- 
spection outlined operational 
issues such as poor commu- 
nication between the main- 
tenance department and the 
authority as well as physical 
condition concerns such as 
exposed electrical wiring, 
holes in walls, improperly 
stored combustibles, mold 
and mildew, and in one case 
raw sewage from a unit’s 
bathroom leaking through 
the floor and onto a tenant’s 
stove in the unit below. 

Officials from the U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) 
stepped in to inspect feder- 
ally-owned housing author- 
ity properties and units in 
July. 

The person, who will be 
titled the Director of Inspec- 
tions, will be working for 
the newly created Division 
of Inspections. 

“We’re not exactly sure 
how many people we’ re go- 
ing to need because in ad- 
dition to the regular job re- 
sponsibilities of a property 
manager, now we'll be ask- 
ing them to do inspections,” 
said Lydon. 

He added that anyone 
considered for the position 
would need “heavy-duty 
housing authority experi- 
ence.” 

The authority, he said, 
began drafting an employ- 
ment listing two weeks ago 


but he didn’t know when it 
would be completed nor did 
he know when it would be 
made publicly available to 
applicants. 

He clarified that property 
managers do_ inspections 
when issues are brought to 
their attention, however the 
Director of Inspections will 
be tasked with inspecting 
100 percent of all units on 
an annual basis. 

Lydon is hopeful to have 
the position filled in the next 
30 days. “I’ve got to go to 
DHCD and talk to DHCD 
and get their approval as 
well,’ he said. ““We’re cur- 
rently working on a job de- 
scription.” 

“I think historically we 
have suffered from _ the 
fact that modernization 
and maintenance were on 
the same level with no one 
above that and it allowed 
a lot of discretion by em- 
ployees who are no longer 
here,” said Lydon, alluding 
to former maintenance man- 
ager David Ferris, who was 
put on paid administrative 
leave July 9 and ultimately 
handed in his resignation on 


Sept. 12. ‘ 

It was revealed earlier 
this year that incompetent 
maintenance management 
led to unsafe and unsanitary 
living conditions for hous- 
ing authority tenants. 

Orders sent to the main- 
tenance department dating 
back to 2008 were found 
that were either ignored or 
flagged as low priority by 
Ferris. 

He also knowingly 
signed off on work orders 
that were never completed, 
said Lydon. 

Ferris held the $75,000 
per year position for over 10 
years and managed roughly 
50 maintenance workers. 

“My concern is that all 
the problems we’ve had 
have come from poor rules, 
poor communication, and no 
accountability,” said Com- 
missioner Thomas Lynn. 

Lydon said that histori- 
cally, from an organization- 
al perspective the authority 
was set up to fail. 

The appointment of the 
Director of Operations must 
be approved by the board he 
said.

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Lynch: Broader Training Needed For Ebola Response 


Congressman Also Comments On ISIS Threat, November Elections 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

U.S. officials overstat- 
ed the country’s ability to 
handle a potential Ebola 
outbreak and first respond- 
ers and healthcare providers 
need more training on how 
to combat the deadly virus, 
U.S. Rep. Stephen F. Lynch 
said in a recent interview. 

The South Boston Demo- 
crat commented on the Ebo- 
lacrisis during an hour-long 
interview. He also touched 
on a number of other topics, 
inclyding the ISIS situation 
in the Middle East, the up- 
coming midterm and guber- 
natorial elections, Boston’s 
anticipated bid to host a 
future Olympic games, and 
new legislation that would 


affect Quincy and other — 


communities Lynch repre- 
sents. 

“J think we may have 
out-of-the-box overstated 
the response that we have 
and I think we’ve overstated 
the unlikelihood that there 
could be a problem here in 
the United States,” Lynch 
said when asked for his 
opinion on how the White 


House responded to the Eb- 
ola pandemic. 

“The fact of the matter 
is recently in West Africa 
there had been some policy 
changes that directly affect 
us. For a while they had a 
containment policy in all 
three countries — Liberia, 
Guinea, and Sierra Leone. 
But now because Sierra Le- 
one only has about 100 iso- 
lation beds and about 1,400 
afflicted patients, they’ve 
changed their policy pub- 
licly. They’ve now turned 
to giving gloves and smocks 
and masks out to the gen- 
eral public and they’re hav- 
ing them treat their family 
members at home. They’re 
no longer doing contain- 
ment. 

“The [Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Preven- 
tion] has re-assessed. what 
the population may be in 
terms of those infected 
with Ebola. Because of that 
explosion, and we’ve got 
probably a worse problem in 
Liberia, then you could have 
thousands of people getting 
on planes trying to escape

At the 
current rate, the CDC has 
stated there could be up- 
wards of 1.4 million cases 
of Ebola in those countries 
by Jan. 20, 2014. Given the 
increasing amount of cases, 
Lynch said federal officials 
should put restrictions in 
place on flights to Guinea, 
Liberia, and Sierra Leone. — 

“We’re there already,” 
the congressman responded 
when asked if there would 
be a point where the US. 
should restrict flights to and 
from the three countries. 

“Not a complete ban, 
but travel restrictions so 
that you put — like I said, 
you’ve got to have a three- 
hour observation for people 
trying to get on flights. I 
think you’ve got to put the 
restrictions on and it has to 
be almost a quarantine-type 
arrangement. I know it will 
be cumbersome, but if we’re 
going to allow healthcare 
workers to go in and out of 


as much information as pos- 
sible on the virus. 

“Our goal is to educate, 
ease anxieties, end the myths 
surrounding Ebola, tell peo- 
ple what to do if they’re 
afraid or if they think they 
have it,” John Holiver, Ma- 
net’s chief executive, said in 
a recent phone interview.

More than 4,400 have 
died from Ebola in West Af- 
rica, according to the World 
Health Organization. More 
than 8,000 cases have been 
reported. Ebola has also 
killed one man in the U.S., 
who contracted the virus 
while overseas and was ad- 
mitted to a hospital in Dal- 
las. Two nurses who treated 
the man later contracted 
Ebola. 

No cases have been re- 
ported in Massachusetts, 
though a Braintree health 
center was evacuated when 
a man who recently returned 
from West Africa arrived 
and complained of a head- 
ache and body aches. Bos- 
ton health officials later de- 
termined the man did not fit 
the criteria for being consid- 
ered at high risk for Ebola.

that report troubling. 

“That was a collapse of 
protocol. As I understand 
the facts, she was in direct 
contact with the patient in 
Dallas. She had self-report- 
ed, self-tested. She had an 
elevated temperature, head- 
aches, muscle aches — some 
of the precursors of Ebola — 
called the CDC and they di- 
rected her to travel,” Lynch 
said. 

“That’s a problem. When 
a nurse self-reports — she 
was doing the right thing 
and I don’t know where the 
failure occurred, but it oc- 
curred. That’s troubling. So 
now we have a scramble go- 
ing on to try and locate all 
the passengers on that plane 
and everyone she came in 
contact with.” 

The House Committee on 
Oversight and Government 
Reform, of which Lynch is 
a member, will be conven- 
ing tomorrow (Friday) for a 
hearing on the Ebola situa- 
tion in Dallas. Among those 
scheduled to attend is CDC 
Director Thomas Frieden. 

ISIS 

Lynch, who will become 
the ranking Democrat on the 
national security subcom- 
mittee of the House Com- 
mittee on Oversight and 
Government Reform during 
the next session of Congress, 
completed a trip to Iraq and 
Turkey earlier this month. 

While. in the Middle 
East, he met with leaders 
of the Kurdish and Syrian 
groups the U:S. and its al- 
lies are equipping to fight 
the Islamic State of Iraq and 
Syria (ISIS). America and 
the allied nations have also 
launched airstrikes against 
ISIS. 

Lynch, who was one of 
only two Bay State con- 
gressmen who voted in fa- 
vor of arming the Syrian 
rebels, said the U.S. should 
not commit ground troops to 
the region. The U.S., he not- 
ed, spent $24 billion from 
2003-2011 to train 938,000 
Iraqis. 

“There are enough Iraqi 
boots on the ground to fight 
this fight if they’re willing 
to do so. It’s not a lack of 
ability; it’s a lack of will- 
ingness. They would just as 
well sit back and have the 
U.S. come in there, have our 
sons and daughters fight that 
fight, and deliver their coun- 
try to them,” Lynch said. 

“You think they would 
be motivated because their 
families are at risk. Their 
villages would be taken 
over. Their wives and 
daughters are being taken 
into slavery, basically, and 
the men of their villages are 
being beheaded. They’re 
being forced to convert into 
this brand of conservative, 
somewhat of a Wahhabis 
Muslim ideology. You’d 
think the motivation would 
be there within the Shia 


community and within the 
moderate Sunni community 
to go ahead and fight, but we 
haven’t seen it yet.” 

Lynch expressed confi- 
dence in the Kurdish Pesh- 
merga fighters the U.S. is 
equipping to take on ISIS 
in Iraq. The Kurds have 
worked with the U.S. since 
the start of the Iraq War in 
2003. 

“There is a long history 
there, since 2003, of work- 
ing with the Kurds and the 
Peshmerga. We have found 
them to be very competent 
in terms of military capabili- 
ties. We have found them to 
be very sensitive to ethnic 
minorities and religious mi- 
norities. They protect them. 
They allow them to practice 
their own religion,” Lynch 
explained. ‘e 

“So I think our money 
is well spent in that regard, 
but we’ve got to get them 
the weapons. Right now, 
the weapons are going in 
through Baghdad and I have 
some real misgivings about 
that because it’s not a great 
relationship between Erbil, 
which is the Kurdish capital, 
and Baghdad. We’ve got to 
work that through.” 

The congressman is less 
confident in the Syrian op- 
position forces — known as 
the Free Syrian Army — be- 
ing brought together to fight 
ISIS in that country. 

“T’m a little bit unsure of 
their credibility at this point. 
I saw some things there — 
these groups, some of them 
won’t sit in the same room 
with each other. They only 
seem to come together to 
fight against ISIS,” Lynch 
said. 

“Somebody asked me 
how confident I feel about 
that group, and I said on a 
scale from one to ten I’m 
about a three. I’m not sure 
our retraining and equipping 
effortssare going to be suc- 
cessful there, based on what 
we’ve got going on right 
now. But it’s early, I could 
be persuaded. 

“The Free Syrian Army 
is still an unknown quantity. 


~It really doesn’t exist yet. 


It’s just all these disparate 
groups. They’re responding 
similarly, but they’re not re- 
sponding together. 

“The other problem 
we have is most of these 
groups in the Free Syrian 
Army have been dislodged 
from their homes and their 
villages, especially around 
Aleppo, by Bashar al-As- 
sad, the incumbent regime 
in Damascus. So they want 
to get him. We want them to 
fight ISIS.” 

November’s Elections 

When asked about the 
upcoming midterm elec- 
tions and the race for control 
of the U.S. Senate, Lynch 
noted recent polling has 
shown Republicans picking 
up seven seats, which would 
give the GOP 52 senators. 


One of the closest Sen- 
ate contests is in neighbor- 
ing New Hampshire, where 
incumbent Democrat Jeanne 
Shaheen, a former governor 
of the state, is being chal- 
lenged by Republican Scott 
Brown, who _ previously 
represented Massachusetts 
in the Senate. Lynch an- 
ticipates Shaheen being re- 
elected Nov. 4 

“Tt’s interesting. Shaheen 
is very tough. She has a good 
organization there. She’s got 
a solid record. I know she’s 
not originally from New 
Hampshire, but she’s been 
there so long people have 
sort of adopted her,” he ex- 
plained. 

“T think it’s going to be 
incredibly close. The polls 
have all been within the 
margin of error, the ones 
that I’ve read. But I would 
say, based on the power of 
incumbency, Shaheen prob- 
ably has a slight advantage 
up there.” 

Lynch has not endorsed 
either candidate — Demo- 
cratic Attorney General 
Martha Coakley or Repub- 
lican Charlie Baker — vying 
to be elected the Bay State’s 
next governor Nov. 4. Just 
weeks away, that race ap- 
pears to be a dead heat. 

“T think it might rest on 
turn out,” Lynch replied 
when asked what factors 
would determine who would 
win the election. 

“T think the economy has 
been a real concern for peo- 
ple and I think that probably 
helps Charlie Baker’s cam- 
paign because he is seen as 
a good manager; he’s got a 
record of that. 

“I think, unfairly per- 
haps, what is going on in 
Washington may be nega- 
tively affecting Martha 
Coakley’s campaign and her 
ability to win over some of 
the unenrolled and moder- 
ates. People don’t like what 
they’re seeing. 

“Unfortunately there is a 
sort of negative halo effect 
for Democrats all over in 
terms of how the Democrats 
in the White House are han- 
dling Ebola, ISIS, and any 
number of crises — immi- 
gration, tax reform. Unfor- 
tunately, the party in power 
in the White House usually 
suffers a negative conse- 
quence when things aren’t 
going well. I think that’s the 
case now.” 

Boston Olympics 

Boston is one of four 
American cities — along 
with Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco, and Washington, D.C. 
— ona shortlist to bid to host 
the 2024 Summer Olym- 
pics. The potential bid is 
being championed by John 
Fish, the CEO of Suffolk 
Construction, and is sup- 
ported by other business- 
men, including former Gov. 
Mitt Romney and New Eng- 
land Patriots owner Robert 
Kraft. 


Lynch believes Boston 
could successfully host the 
Olympics, but should only 
do so if the city were able 
to gain enough long-term 
benefits, such as dorms for 
colleges and a new stadium 
to replace aging White Sta- 
dium in Jamaica Plain. 

“T think it could be done. 
It would probably be a 
Greater Boston Olympics; 
I don’t think they could 
accommodate _ everything 
within the city. There would 
be a role for Quincy to play, 
if they chose. If we did this, 
we could do a very good 
job,” Lynch said. 

We have to try and do a 
good cost benefit analysis 
as to what would be left af- 
terwards and what are the 
benefits going to be. I know 
there are some colleges and 
universities in the area that 
are thinking about dormi- 
tory construction. Is there 
a way to use the proceeds 
from the Olympics to create 
these dormitories on cam- 
puses that would be able 
to host the Olympic village 
and places for the athletes to 
come in? Then you would 
have those dormitories avail- 
able for students afterwards, 
so there would be a positive 
result for those colleges. 

“I know they’re talking 
about redoing a stadium. 
White Stadium in Boston 
is an old schoolboy stadium 
in a beautiful area but really 
worn and it hasn’t been kept 
up. Can we revisit that so the 
city of Boston would have a 
brand new spanking stadium 
for their high school sports? 
That would be a good re- 
sidual benefit for the city of 
Boston after it’s done. 


“T know they’ ve got John 
Fish — he’s a really smart 
guy. He’s a friend. He’s got 
a pretty good team looking 
at it. But we would have to 
have enough of those linger- 
ing residual benefits to make 
it worthwhile. There is a 
right way to do this. We just 
have to find that way.” 

New Legislation 

Lynch said he is work- 
ing with his fellow mem- 
bers of Congress to see if 
flood insurance legislation 
that passed earlier this year 
could be amended to extend 
subsidies to people who own 
second homes on the water. 

“We want to look at 
whether or not we can pro- 
vide greater protection to 
those who have second 
homes. A lot of those people 
have had those homes for 
20, 30, 40 years,” he stated. 
“If you lose your second 
home, that’s not a good 
thing either. That hurts the 
real estate industry in the 
South Shore, the Cape and 
the islands. It has a real drag 
on the economy.” 

The congressman would 
also like to provide federal 
money for Quincy’s trans- 
portation needs — including 
a new Quincy Center transit 
station — if Congress passes 
a new transportation fund- 
ing bill. Such a bill has not 
been passed; continuing res- 
olutions have been used to 
provide funding for ongoing 
projects but not new ones. 

“If we do a sizeable piece 
it will give me the opportu- 
nity to plug in some money 
for Quincy. But we just 
haven’t done anything. We 
keep kicking the can down 
the road for six months and

there is no new money,” 
Lynch said. 

“The Republicans were 
saying they would look at it 
again on the House side after 
the election so we’ll see if 
we can get something done 
in lame duck [session].” 

Lynch added that he 
hoped to be able to provide 


billions of dollars, in mul-* 


tiple transportation bills, to 
address Quincy’s needs. 

“Billions if it was pos- 
sible,” he responded when 
asked how much he would 
like to earmark for the city. 

“It might take multiple 
budgets to do that but I 
think the need is there, be- 
tween rail, roadways, the 
mayor has some big plans 
for Quincy Center. There is 
also some basic infrastruc- 
ture we need — flood con- 
trol infrastructure, things 
that are not glamorous but 
basic to some of the [neigh- 
borhoods]. Houghs Neck 
— there is some older infra- 
structure there, some of the 
sea walls. 

“There is a lot of need. 
Quincy is an older city. I’m 
sure the mayor could give 
me a laundry list that could 
exceed a billion dollars.” 

Lynch is also working 
on new legislation, which 
would benefit veterans 


-returning home from ac- 


tive duty who are hired to 
work in the federal gov- 
ernment. Those employees 
currently receive no paid 
sick time during their first 
year of work in the federal 
government. Lynch’s bill 
would give them 104 hours 
paid sick time, equal to the 
amount federal employees 
receive after one year on the 
job.

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On Monday, October 13, 2014, at approximately 6:10 p.m., 
Officer James. Cassidy and his K9 partner Khiya, a trained 
and certified narcotics detection dog, were patrolling the West 
Quincy area when they were dispatched to the area of Water 
Street and Brook Road after a convenience store was robbed 
at knife point. One of the suspects was soon apprehended and 
arrested. 

At approximately 8:15 p.m., Officer Cassidy was traveling 

- north on Copeland Street directly behind a small white two 
door sedan. The vehicle had bold dark tint on the rear and side 
windows making it difficult to see inside the vehicle. There 
appeared to be an out of state license plate attached to the rear, 
however the Officer was unable to see which state the vehicle 
was registered to. A black after market bracket was secured to 
the top section of the plate obstructing the view of the state. 

Officer Cassidy activated his lights and sirens and attempt- 
ed to stop this vehicle as it turned left from Copeland Street 
onto Furnace Brook Parkway. The vehicle maintained its 
speed without stopping or slowing down until it approached 
the entrance to the Mobil gas station, where it slowed and ap- 
peared to be turning into the parking lot. The vehicle suddenly 
turned left onto Miller Street and back in the direction of Co- 
peland Street. 

Once on Miller Street, the vehicle pulled over. Once the 
vehicle stopped and the Officer Was about to radio QPD Com- 
munications, the passenger door opened and a male stepped 
out and began to walk away. For safety concerns, the Officer 
exited his cruiser, ordered the passenger back in the vehicle 
and then radioed QPD Communications and requested assis- 
tance. Officer Paul Murphy arrived on scene moments later. 

Still not knowing how many occupants were inside the 
vehicle due to the dark tint, the Officers approached the pas- 
senger side of the vehicle and used his flashlight to see four 
occupants in the vehicle. None of the occupants were wearing 
seat belts. The driver said he was not aware that the Officer 
was trying to stop him. The driver gave the Officer his driver’s 
license and registration, claiming the vehicle belonged to his 
uncle. 

With the intentions of issuing citations to the passengers 
for no seat belts, the Officer requested identification from each 
of them. None of the passengers were able to produce an ID. 
The front seat passenger was asked for his name, date of birth, 
and age. As he gave this information, his date of birth and age 
did not match up. The 20 year old avoided eye contact and 
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appeared to be very nervous, 
with his right hand shaking. 
The right rear passenger gave 
his name and the Officers im- 
mediately recognized him from 
past dealings involving drug of- 
fenses and past firearm convic- 
tions. The left rear passenger 
also provided his information. 
Officer Andrew Keenan arrived 
on scene for assistance. 

As Officers Murphy and 
Keenan kept an eye on the oc- 
cupants of the vehicle, Officer 
Cassidy checked the license 
plate on the vehicle, which was registered out of Mississip- 
pi. Communications informed the Officers that the driver’s 
license was suspended and the vehicle was registered. Due to 
the fact that the front passenger attempted to walk away, the 
fact he provided a conflicting age and date of birth, no identi- 
fication, coupled with his unusually high level of nervousness, 
the Officer requested Communications check his information. 
Communications stated that the front passenger had a number 
of firearm violations on his record and a suspended driver’s 
license. Communications informed the Officers that three of 
the four occupants had firearms charges on their record and all 
of their driver’s licenses were suspended. 

Since no one could drive, a tow was requested for the ve- 
hicle. At this point, all occupants were removed from the ve- 
hicle. Schlager’s Towing arrived and per department policy 
an inventory search of the vehicle was conducted prior to the 
tow. During this inventory search of the rear floor area on the 
driver’s side, Officer Cassidy found a silver semi-automatic 
handgun under the driver’s seat. 

At this point, Officers Murphy and Keenan placed each in- 
dividual into custody. The driver was given his Miranda rights 
and the Officer then demanded to see a License to Carry Fire- 
arms, which he could not produce. This procedure happened 
for all the occupants but no one had the required License to

Carry Firearms. All four were charged with unlawful posses- 
sion of the firearm. 

The following factors lead Officer Cassidy to believe that 
all four occupants were aware of the firearm in the vehicle. 
The driver dictated the location of the stop, which ended up 
being a dimly lit section of Miller Street. Once stopped, the 
actions of the front passenger, attempting to distance himself 
from the vehicle and its occupants, or possibly attempting to 
draw the Officer’s attention towards him and away from the ve- 
hicle, were all factors. The firearm.was a loaded Raven Arms 
Model MP-.25 and the serial number had been filed away and 
sanded flat. The driver was charged with, “Obstructed License 
Plate, Failure to Stop for Police, Failure to Wear Safety Belt, 
Operating after Suspension, Illegal Possession of a Firearm, 
Illegal Possession of Ammunition, and Possession of Firearm 
w/ Defaced Serial Number.” 

The front passenger was charged with, “Failure to Wear 
Safety Belt, Illegal Possession of a Firearm, Subsequent Of- 
fense, Illegal Possession of Ammunition, Possession of Fire- 
arm w/ Defaced Serial Number. The rear passengers were both 
charged with, “Failure to Wear Safety Belt, Illegal Possession 
of a Firearm, Subsequent Offense, Illegal Possession of Am- 
munition, Possession of Firearm w/ Defaced Serial Number. 
All four suspects were from Boston and in the early 20’s. Nice 
Work!

Ask The Secretary Of Interior

Question: Can you help me decipher all the different 
paint sheens for interior walls? Robyn 

Dear Robyn, 

Yes, it can be confusing. To make matters worse, the 
sheens can vary from one manufacturer to another. For ex- 
ample Benjamin Moore has six interior sheens — flat/matte, 
eggshell, pearl, satin, semi-gloss, and high gloss, while Cal- 
ifornia Paints has separate flat and matte and also a velvet 
flat finish. 

Let’s concentrate on the four basics: flat, eggshell, semi- 
gloss, and gloss. Flat is least reflective and therefore a good 
choice for walls with slight blemishes; use on ceiling or 
low-traffic areas like living and dining rooms, or an adult 
bedroom. Eggshell, easier to clean and more durable, cre- 
ates a soft polished, subtle shine and is a great choice for 
low- and medium-traffic areas including a hallway, child’s 
room, or family room. Semi-gloss and satin have similar 
properties; they offer a shiny, smooth finish and are scrub- 
bable and stain-resistant. This sheen is more versatile for 
all rooms including high-traffic and high humidity rooms 
like kitchens, laundry rooms, and bathrooms. Semi-gloss is 
also a perfect choice for interior trim. Finally, a gloss finish 
provides extreme durability and washability and provides a 
noticeably shinier luster. Choose gloss when painting doors 
and trim, cabinets, and floors. 

A few final words ... First, always rely on the advice 
of a professional. Paint store owners can suggest not only 
the right sheen, but the proper brushes and rollers for each 
project as well. Second, don’t underestimate the need for a 
primer or, nowadays, for only $3 more per quart, a paint and 
primer in one. Third, if you find a color offered by one man- 
ufacturer but prefef another brand, most paint stores have 
all the formulas in their computers. Finally, buy the most 
expense paint you can afford; you’ll never be disappointed. 
Some paints simply have more hue (or color) in them. If you 
go for a bargain brand, you’ll end up spending more time on 
more coats that might not last as long as a major brand. For 
the past two years in a row, Consumer Reports has named 
Behr (from Home Depot) as their top paint. 


Question: /s it OK to have living room furniture without 
a sofa? Marie-Claire 

Dear Marie-Claire, 

Absolutely! In fact, depending on your room size, it 
might be your only option. I also find it more interesting. I 
have designed living rooms with two loveseats or even four 
club chairs encircling a round coffee table. Be daring; think 
outside the box.

QUESTION: How of- 
ten should automotive fluids 
be changed, if at all? I don’t 
mean oil; I’m talking about 
power steering, brake, and 
coolant fluids. My regular 
mechanic says it’s only nec- 
essary when you have work 
done on the brakes, steering, 
etc. But the guys at big chain 
stores and even the dealer- 
ships say they should be 
changed semi-regularly. So 
who dol believe? Also, why 
do General Motors vehicles 
require only Dex-Cool cool- 
ant and none other? What’s 
the difference from Prestone 
or any other brand? I’d re- 
ally appreciate your opinion 
on this subject. 

ANSWER: The best 
advice is to follow the rec- 
ommendation from your 
vehicle owner’s manual. 
It many cases fluid such as 
transmission, differential 
and power steering fluids 
are designed to left in the ve- 
hicle for well over 100,000 
miles. That being said it is 
my advice to change any

nated regardless of the mile- 
age. Regarding Dex-Cool 
uses organic acid technol- 
ogy and in some cases have 
an extended service life over 
150,000 miles. It is this or- 
ganic acid technology that 
makes Dex-Cool unique. At 
one time you needed to use 
only General Motors brand 
coolant but now many man- 
ufacturers have Dex-Cool 
compatible products includ- 
ing Prestone. 

Q. My wife is looking 


to trade up to a more upscale 


vehicle a car she plans on 
keeping for several years. 
She is looking at 2010-2012 
MercedesE350, Hyundai 
Genesis, Infiniti G37X, Ca- 
dillac CTS Lexus ES 350, 
BMW 525xi, and Toyota 
Avalon. Which of these do 
you recommend? 

A. All these cars are good 
choices with each car hav- 
ing its own unique charac- 
teristics. The BMW, Infinity 
and Cadillac are more of a 
driver’s cars, the Lexus, 
Mercedes and to some ex- 
tent the Genesis and Avalon 
are more luxury cars with- 
out the emphasis on being a 
sports sedan. My choice for 
a sport/luxury sedan would 
be the BMW and for de- 
pendable luxury it would be 
the Lexus. 

Q. My mechanic is of 
the opinion that it is better 
for a vehicle to be left out 
than garaged. He seems to 
think that vehicles do not 
“dry out” after heavy rain 
or snow. What is your opin- 
ion? 

A. To some extent your 
mechanic is correct, but in 
my opinion only to a point. 
If the garage was complete- 
ly air tight the car would 
remain damp and possibly 
cause rust or corrosion. If 
your car is wet or snow cov- 
ered, it will dry providing 
there is some ventilation in 
the garage. If the garage has 
windows, or vents insure 
they are open-even just a 
bit, this will allow the air to 
circulate and allow the car 


to dry out.

tery on my hands. I own 
a 2004 BMW 325Ci, 5sp. 
manual, with 145,000 miles. 
Recently I had quite a few 
repairs; the mass airflow sen- 
sor, oil level sensor and wa- 
ter pump were all replaced. 
The problem is, one week 
later I needed to add oil and 
have been adding about one 
quart of oil about every 300 
miles. There are no leaks on 
the garage floor and no blue 
exhaust. I took it to a garage 
in town who “fixed” it for 
$1,000, by replacing the oil 
separator. I brought it back 
after 3 weeks and 3 more 
quarts of oil. They checked 
the cylinders, “pressures”, 
and found a minimal leak 
from one gasket that would 
not account for the massive 
oil loss. Any advice is great- 
ly appreciated. 

A. I believe the car is 
burning oil and it may be 
caused by an issue with the 
PCV (crankcase ventilation 
system). A malfunctioning 
PCV system can result in 
excessive oil consumption. I 
would go to;either a BMW 
specialist or the dealer and 
have them test the PCV sys- 
tem for proper operation. 

Q. I have a 2009 Tra- 
verse and the power steering 
stops working at idle speed 
and comes back at 1200 rpm 
and works okay after that. 
On the internet I have found 
mentions of a faulty pump, 
rack and pinion unit or even 
a "clogged inline filter. Is 
there a known solution with- 
out replacing everything in 
the system? 

A. There is a specific 
procedure to check the pow- 
er steering system operation.

There are a few tests you can 
do without specific tools. 
Start with a visual inspec- 
tion of the power steering 
system looking for damaged 
or leaking hoses. If all looks 
okay you can perform a sim- 
ple “flow test.” The power 
steering system should flow 
about one gallon of fluid per 
minute. If the pump is not 
following this amount the 
pump will need replacing. 
At a professional shop the 
technician will install gaug- 
es to test pump pressure to 
diagnose then failed part. 

Q.I’m going to buy anew 
car and am interested’in the 
Subaru Forester. Googling 
the Subaru Forester brings 
up many articles about ex- 
cessive oil consumption. 
I am also participating in 
an online discussion about 
Forester oil consumption. 
The Subaru Owner Manuals 
currently state that losing up 
to 1 quart of engine oil per 
1200 miles is considered 
within limits. That’s shock- 
ing to me. I haven’t bought 
a hew car in 10 years, but I 
almost never have added oil 
to cars I’ve owned unless 
they had engine problems. 
Seems that this may be a 
story worth pursuing? What 
do you know about this? 

A. I have not heard of 
any particular issues with 
the newest Subaru models, 
although Subaru did issue a 
service bulletin about a new 
design piston ring if oil use 
is noted.

¢ Service intervals for oil changes, brake, 
transmission and power Steering fluids and 
coolant have increased with advances in tech- 


nology. 


¢ Monthly safety checks are critical for de- 
tecting issues that could lead to a hazardous 
situation or major repair. 


New fluid technologies 
and engine designs have 
combined to reduce the 
burden of properly main- 
taining today’s vehicles. 
Fewer trips to the repair 
facility, however, may put 
motorists at risk of missing 
clues that could head off 
safety issues or expensive 
repairs. 

“Every vehicle has a 
unique maintenance sched- 
ule, but many automakers 
are extending service inter- 
vals for vehicle fluids,” says 
John Paul, AAA Southern 
New England Manager of 
Traffic Safety. “Less main- 
tenance improves the cost 
of vehicle ownership, but 
fewer visits to the repair 
facility means the techni- 
cian will have fewer op- 
portunities to check your 
vehicle for signs of wear. 
It’s important for motorists 
to conduct monthly safety 
inspections to identify is- 
sues before they escalate.” 

Examples of new fluid 
service intervals include: 

¢ Oil: Cars today are 
designed to travel at least 
5,000 miles between oil 
changes, and many newer 
models can be driven up 
to 7,500 miles or more be- 
fore an oil change is nec- 
essary. Some vehicles that 
use full-synthetic engine 
oils have service intervals 
approaching 15,000 miles. 
Be sure to check your oil 
level, either under the hood 
or through the vehicle’s 
onboard computer system.

¢ Coolant: Require- 
ments for flushing the 
coolant can vary from ev- 
ery two years to more than 
100,000 miles, depending 
on the coolant type used. 
However, be sure coolant 
levels are correct as leaks 
in the system could cause 
major issues. 

¢ Brake fluid: Most 
vehicle manufacturers rec- 
ommend that brake fluid 
be replaced periodically 
to flush moisture and con- 
taminants from the sys- 
tem. Check your vehicle 
owner’s manual for spe- 
cific recommendations. If 
not specified, AAA recom- 
mends flushing the brake 
system and replacing with 
new fluid every two years. 

¢ Transmission fluid: 
Modern automatic trans- 
missions are increasingly 
being filled with “lifetime” 
fluids that do not need to be 
changed until the vehicle 
has traveled 100,000 miles 
or more. The owner’s man- 
ual or maintenance booklet 
is the definitive source for 
specific transmission fluid 
requirements. 

A monthly, 10-minute 
vehicle inspection can 
highlight issues that need 
attention. Motorists should 
check the level of the en- 
gine oil, brake fluid, engine 
coolant, washer fluid and 
power steering fluid. In 
addition, a check of the tire 
pressure and tread depth 
will help ensure safety on 
the road.

I got into a BMW once and there were no bins to put stuff 
like keys or cell phones. One little bin would have made this 
car so much fun to drive. There are some things like that. 

“Years ago I went to a track event to drive a new Mer- 
| cedes. I drove it around the track and the engineer came up 

to me afterward and said “what did you think of the car?” 

And I said it’s a fabulous car. I think I had a water bottle 
with me and I said but there’s no place for my water bottle. 
He said to me, “You Americans want to do everything but 
drive.” And I said, yeah, kind of. We want to have a place 
ie | for a coffee cup or our keys or our accessories. We don’t 
if want to lock our phone in the glove box. We want to have it 
readily available. Some of that’s cultural. You get in some 
‘a cars and you think this has a place for everything. Too bad 

it’s a terrible car to drive.” 
i Q: Tell us your impressions on some of the new cars 
for 2015 that you’ve driven? 

A: “I recently drove the 2015 Corvette Stingray convert- 
ible. The base sticker is $58,000 and the one I drove was 
$71,000 because it had a lot of extras like an electronic sus- 
pension system so you could dial it from a touring setting to 
a track setting. You could drive this car every single day and 
be comfortable. There were cup holders, there were places 
to put things, it drove nicely. This one was an automatic. It 
rode soft enough that you could drive it in and out of Boston 
every day and not feel beat up by the time you were done. It 
was obscenely fast. If you were cruising around, it was quiet 
as can be. If you floored it, it scared old ladies and children. 
The interior was as good as any European sports car. It was 
a great car to drive. 

“I drove an Infinity QX80 — a large sport utility vehicle 
that is about the same price as a Corvette. It was like driving 
a school bus but if you needed to carry six people around 
and cargo, it’s a good vehicle for that. It’s very luxurious 
- it has every toy in it — and can drive through any kind of 
weather. 

“T also drove the 2015 Dodge Challenger Hellcat. It has 
il 707 horsepower and I drove it for only a half hour on a 
) track. The track is a private track in New York called the 
Monticello Race Track. It’s a 4.1-mile track with multiple 
i 


elevations. Where there was a straight-away, it had an auto- 
matic transmission that you manually shift — I downshifted 
and nailed the gas pedal and it was scary fast to the point 
where a 1970s muscle car that couldn’t get an inspection 
sticker because it was too radical, that’s what this car felt 
like. It was phenomenally fast. The Corvette was fast but at 
700 horsepower when you step on the gas, it slams you back 
in the seat and you can’t help but smile until you get scared. 
I think I was going 130 miles per hour in a blink of an eye 
and it had the ability to stop afterwards. 

“When I got out of the car the person from Chrysler came 
back and said “you have the same expression that every- 
body else has.” Nobody needs that much horsepower but 
just the idea that it’s there makes the car ridiculously fun to 
drive. It’s a fun, fun car to drive. 

‘I have-not driven the new Mustang yet. It’s just starting 

to make its way into press fleets.” 
“T also drove the truly exotic BMW 18 — the gull-wing, 
hybrid that goes zero to 60 in under four seconds and gets 
35 miles per gallon. It has gull-wing doors and I said to the 
BMW person there, how do I even get in this thing? It prob- 
ably has a top speed of 180 mph and looks like as exotic 
as an exotic car can be. Just to know the manufacturers are 
looking at hybrid technology with super car performances is 
interesting in itself.” 

Q: a you have any advice for prospective new car 
owners” 

A: “First of all, you’re going to ask, “when did cars get 
so expensive?’ Even the Chrysler 200 I drove was a $32,000 
car. That’s a lot of money for most folks. There will be some 
sticker shock. Decide what your budget is. I always like to 
tell people think about the cost of the car, not the monthly 
payments. Sometimes, people can make the monthly pay- 
ments work, but if you have a six-year loan on a car, you’re 
going to need to think about at some point you’re going to 
have to be making payments and you’re going to be paying 
for repairs at the same time. So the shorter loan is better be- 
cause at some point you’re going to need to put tires on the 
car — you could spend $1,000 on tires and-$1,000 on brakes 
once the car has 40,000 or 50,000 miles on it. 

“Think about what you need in a car. So many people 
when they have kids for instance, they think they have to 
get an SUV or mini-van because I have to carry around all 
the stuff that-comes with my kid. Maybe you don’t need all 
of that space. Maybe you can get by with something that is 
a little bit smaller. 

“Assess your needs and decide if you are buying a car 
based on need or want. There’s a lot to be said about the 
practicality. You are going to spend all this money — you

should decide what do I want from this car, what do I need 
from this car, do I want something that has a great warranty? 
Do I want something that isn’t going to break down? Do I 
want something stylish or gets great gas mileage? You may 
even want to look at insurance costs. 

“Buy with your head, not with your heart.” 

Q: What is the most important thing a car owner 
should do to keep their car running? 

A: “Read the owner’s manual. It’s the least-read book 
ever written. Today’s cars are pretty complicated and some- 
times you need the owner’s manual to figure out what stuff 
is and how it works. In the owner’s manual are also all the 
maintenance recommendations. If you want your car to last, 
you need to do at least a certain amount of basic routine 
maintenance and all the information is there. 

“Two things come out of that. One is you are following 
the manufacturer’s recommendations so as long as you do 
that there can never be a question about ‘well, you didn’t do 
this often enough so we’re not going to cover it under war- 
ranty’ and the second thing is that there may be times when 
you go to the dealer and the dealer might say ‘you should 
change the oil every 3,000 miles.’ And you can tell them 
‘well, my owner’s manual says I can change it every 7,000

miles.’ You find out that by following the factory’s schedule 
of maintenance you actually save money. 

“There are some who say the factory maintenance is the 
minimum maintenance required which is true but there’s also 
in a lot of cases no need to do more than that. To make the 
car last, read the owner’s manual and follow the advice.” 

Q: What is the most common complaint you hear 
from car owners? 

A: “We are starting to hear about problems with tire pres- 
sure monitors. Depending on the system, we are starting to 
hear about some of batteries going dead. You can’t replace 
the battery. You have to replace the sensor. You could spend 
a couple of hundred dollars or more to replace all the tire 
pressure monitor sensors and you can’t disable them. A ga- 
rage can’t physically take them out and throw them away 
and put a $2 valve stem in because you are in essence dis- 
abling a federal safety system. We are starting to see some 
of those go bad. 

“Another is the cost to repair is shocking to seeps, It 
used to be if you drove a Chevy or a Ford it was pretty rea- 
sonable to fix. If you drove a fancy European car it would 
be more expensive. Now, all cars are expensive to fix. Still 1

Showdown Against Duxbury Here Friday Night

Quincy hadn’t let loose 
on its passing attack yet 
this season heading into 
last week’s Patriot League 
matchup at Hingham: So 
when head coach Bill Rear- 
don gave all-everything 
quarterback James Lam the 
green light to take to the air, 
it proved to be a nightmare 
for the Harbormen.

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Faith Lutheran Church Celebrates 125th Anniversary 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

Over 125 people watched 
as a 122-year-old time cap- 
sule was removed from the 
cornerstone of the Faith Lu- 
theran Church in Quincy on 
Saturday according to Pas- 
tor Heidi Johnston who said 
the opening of the copper 
strongbox was just part of a 
week-long celebration of the 
church’s 125th anniversary. 

Stone workers from M. 
J. Nicholls Landscaping De- 
sign and Construction care- 
fully removed the time cap- 
sule which was placed in the 
cornerstone in November of 
1892. 

Once the lid was re- 
moved, it was discovered 
that because the container 
was not sealed, water had 
leaked into the strongbox 
and damaged the items in- 
side which included what 
was described by Johnston 
as possibly a Swedish hym- 
nal book or bible, Boston 
and Quincy newspapers of 
the time, an 1892 Swedish 
almanac and several Swed- 
ish coins dating back to 
1892. 

“Tt was pretty wet and 
moldy,” said Johnston, 
who has been pastor of the 
Faith Lutheran Church since 
2012. She added that once 
some pages of the book 
were peeled back, a member 
of the church’s congregation 
said she recognized the writ- 
ing as Old Swedish. 

Hidden —_ unexpectedly 
behind the cornerstone in a 
crawlspace was an incan- 
descent light bulb from the 
1890s. 

Johnston said the light 
bulb was: most likely inad- 
vertently left behind by the 
workers who constructed 
the building, but she was 
still excited by the find. 

“It was a bonus,” 
said. 

The newspaper pages in 
the box were badly damaged 
but small bits still remained 
readable.

have a mechanic that you’ ve 
built a relationship with and 
it could be at the dealer or at 
an independent shop. If you 
have someone you’ ve built a 
relationship with, trust them 
to do the right thing.” 

Q: Technology advance- 
ments in motor vehicles — 
where are we going in the 
next 5 or 10 years? 

A: “We are going to get 
to the point that the technol- 
ogy is going to let us do al- 
most anything we want. But 
then we’re going to decide 
whether it is a need, is it 
just nice to have or is it just 
showing off? 

“I was driving the Volvo 
S60 a month ago. I got an 
email from Volvo asking me 
if | had a cell phone to down- 
load this Volvo app. I down- 
loaded the app and they sent 
me a code and I had to put it 
in the vehicle identification 
number. The app would al- 
low me to remote start the 
car from anywhere in the 
world, lock and unlock the 
doors, track all the car’s use, 
brought up Google maps if 
I forgot where | parked. It 
would tell me the percent- 
age of oil life left, if the tires 
were properly inflated, basic 
maintenance all appeared 
on my phone. Just the idea 
that all that technology is 
there then you have to de- 
cide if you really need all 
that technology. Then there 
becomes the issue of priva- 
cy. If I know it, then Volvo 
knows it, too. Do they need 
to know where my car is at 
all times and how fast it’s 
been driven and when the 
last time it was in for an oil 
change? 

“TI drove a Hyundai So- 
nata that had an intelligent 
cruise control. I set the 


cruise control at 100 mph. 
I got on the highway and 
traffic on the highway was 
only going 50 mph and it 
would keep a safe distance 
between me and the car in 
front of me. I didn’t step on 
the gas or the brake for the 
entire 20 minutes I was on 
the highway. 

“T took the off ramp. The 
car in front of me was going 
25 mph. The cruise control 
was still set at 100 mph — 
it would only go 20 mph. I 
pulled up to a red ight and 
the car in front stopped and I 
would stop. The car in front 
of me went and and my car 
would go by itself. I did this 
for an hour. I got so used to 
how the car performed I was 
in a downtown area. The 
light in front of me turned 
red but there was nobody in 
front of me. I thought “oh my 
gosh, I have to stop.” I got so 
used to the car in front of me 
having to stop that it would 
make my car stop. Well, 
there was no car in front of 
me and the light turned red 
and the car doesn’t know 
the light turned red but the 
technology got to the point 
where the car almost drove 
itself. 

“All of this technology 
is there but there’s a fear 
that if we let the cars do all 
the work, we’ll forget how 
to drive. Will the car be so 
technologically advanced 
that you don’t do anything 
other than just get in it, the 
car knows you are there and 
just drive away? 

“All of this technology 
is becoming more and more 
available. There’s also the 
fear about who’s going to fix 
all this technology because 
it will break. 

Q: What are some of 
your favorite cars? 


A: “In the classic car cat- 
egory, the 1969 Chevy Ca- 
maro. One of the versions 
had a 302 engine. I like the 
lines of the ’69 better than 
the ’68. I’m pretty smitten 
with the 2015 Chevy Cor- 
vette Stingray. It’s a pretty 
nice car. 

“The BMW MS -— any 
of the later models - is a re- 
ally nice car. I like a certain 
amount of utility. The Acura 
MDxX has every luxury con- 
venience and it’s all-wheel 
drive and it’s a great sport 
utility vehicle. Round it off 
with a great pick-up truck 
like the Chevy Silverado. 
It’s a comfortable, well-put 
together truck. 

“If I could throw one 
more car in there, and I’ve 
only driven it once, it would 
be the Shelby Cobra from 
the 1960s. It was just loud 
and mean. I just felt you 
were connected to the road 
and connected to the car. 
You were just emotionally 
attached to the car. It was 
fun to drive. 

“T like fast cars, I like 
practical cars, I like use- 
ful cars. I like weird cars. 
I owned a Corvair Con- 
vertible..It was a fun car to 
drive — it wasn’t anything 
fast but it ran well. I also 
had an electric car once be- 
cause I wanted to see how 
it worked. I drove it off and 
on for a few years before I 
sold it. 

Q: Car — enthusiasts 
would say you have a 
dream job. Agree? 

A: “I have a fantasy job. 
There are some days like 
when I had the Corvette it 
made me sad when I had to 
give it back. I’m very fortu- 
nate to be able to drive these

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City Has Enough Revenue 
To Pay Downtown Debt 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

More than enough new revenue 
has been generated within Quincy 
Center to pay off $40 million in 
bonds the city used to pay for ex- 
penses related to constructing the 
Walter J. Hannon Parkway and the 
city’s. planning director remains 
confident in the ability to pay off 
that debt in future years, even with 
downtown development at a stand- 
still. 

The City Council’s downtown 
committee met Monday night to 


review the district improvement 
financing (DIF) borrowing used 
to pay for expenses related to ac- 
quisition of land for the Hannon 
Parkway. The state’s DIF program, 
which began in 2004, allows com- 
munities to issue bonds and pay 
them back from newly generated 
revenue within a certain district. 
In Quincy’s case, the DIF district 
runs along Hancock Street from 
Dimmock to School Streets and 
from Burgin Parkway and Granite 
Street east to Washington Street 


and Southern Artery. 

The council authorized DIF 
bonds for $10 million and $30 
million in 2005 and 2007, respec- 
tively. Of the $40 million the city 
has been authorized to borrow, the 
city has taken out $37 million in 
bond anticipation notes (BANs), 
a funding mechanism that allows 
the city to pay only interest until a 
bond is issued. 

Typically, BANs may only be 
used for two years before a bond

$800,000 Vehicle Equipped With ‘Jaws Of Life’

The Quincy Fire Department 
welcomed the newest addition to 
its fleet of emergency vehicles on 
Tuesday: morning with a dedica- 
tion ceremony attended by Mayor 
Thomas Koch and Fire Chief Jo- 
seph Barron. 

The new Ladder 5 truck pulled 


into the station — without sirens 
blaring — in North Quincy and 
replaced a 20-year-old vehicle re- 
cently taken. out of service. 

The older truck will be kept as 


a spare vehicle at the Fore River 


Shipyard in space provided by Dan 
Quirk of Quirk Auto Group. 
The $800,000 cost of the truck, 


which has a 109-foot ladder, was 
paid for by the city and an addi- 
tional $100,000 was used to fully 
outfit it with the “Jaws of Life” 
hydraulic rescue extraction tool at 
a cost of roughly $40,000, a self 
contained breathing apparatus at 
$4,000, and hand and power tools.

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Emily Suslowicz: 
Fashion Focused 


he’s only 16 years old but Emily Suslowicz already 
sees her future. 

The Quincy High School junior is focused on 
making a name for herself in the fashion world and hopes 
someday to launch her own clothing collection. 

Emily is talented enough and driven enough to achieve 
the goal and you can see for yourself next week. 

She will appear on the new reality TV show Project Run- 
way: Threads, a fashion competition series on Lifetime. 
Emily is one of three contestants on the show’s third episode 
that airs Thursday, Nov. 6 at 10 p.m. 

The one-hour show is hosted by Vanessa Simmons and 
features judges Designer and CFDA Member Christian 
Siriano, Seventeen magazine editor Gina Kelly and You- 
Tube Fashion sensation Ingrid Nilsen. Simmons is an ac- 
tress who appeared on MTV’s Run House. Siriano was the 
season four winner of Project Runway - the series that spun- 
off “Threads.” 

How did Emily do in the competition? Well, she can’t 
disclose the outcome before the show airs next week, But 
she says she was peers happy with the experience and the 
results. 

“I was definitely ti just to put my design on TV,” she 
says. “That was enough for me. I got to meet designers and 
the editors of Seventeen magazine. That was great. Going 
to California was great and I got to tour the college I want 
to attend — the Fashion Institute of Design and Merchandis- 
ing.” _ 

Emily was selected to appear on the show after attend- 
ing a presentation from FIDM while she was interning at 
Nordstrom’s. 

“I had already seen the presentation from the woman who 
gave it and she suggested that I audition. I auditioned for it 
because I want to be on Project Runway when I’m 18 and I 
thought it would be good practice. It’s the same format: you 
have to do the same stuff on the shows. I didn’t think I’d 
actually get on it and then I did,” she says with a big smile. 

Joining Emily on the show is her father, David, who is 
her assistant. 

“Contestants choose a family member to go with them. 
They are just helpers. The idea for the show is to showcase 
the children’s talent so they don’t want any family members 
who know how to sew,” she says. 

On the show, Emily and two other contestants — a girl 
from Chicago and a boy from California — are given a style 
challenge. They present a look that is designed at home. 

“It’s supposed to represent who we are as a designer and 
then it’s immediately judged on the runway and the winner 
receives an advantage in the main challenge. My challenge 
had a theme to it but I can’t give it away. I had to create a 
look that goes with this purpose and my dad had to help me. 
Then (the judges) throw twists at you and you had a create a 
second look in the same amount of time.” 

Asked what was the most difficult aspect of the show, 
Emily replied: - 

“I think the difficult part was remembering to stay who I 
am as a designer. I wanted my look to follow the challenge 
but I also wanted to show my aesthetics as a designer so I

didn’t want to sway from that just to go with the challenge 
so I made sure my look was still grunge but it fell into the 
challenge. 

“T was just happy that I was able to do that.” 

She says.the feedback she got from the judges was posi- 
tive. Their critiques were also helpful. 

“They told you want you needed to hear,” Emily. ex- 
plained. “They gave everyone positive comments but also 
some helpful critiques, too. Just because we’re kids they’re 
not going to conceal any critiquing. They told us what we 
needed to hear whether it was construction-wise — you can 
fix this and this — or we don’t see what we’re going for.

¢ On Nov. 10, 1969, “Sesame Street,” a TV show that 
would teach generations of young children the alphabet 
and counting, makes its broadcast debut. Over the years, 
critics have blamed the show and its use of brief segments 
for shrinking children’s attention spans. 

* On Nov. 13, 1974, Karen Silkwood is killed in a 
‘car accident in Oklahoma on her way to a meet with a 
reporter. She reportedly carried documents proving that 
Kerr-McGee Corp. was negligent when it came to worker 
safety at its plutonium plant. The theory was that someone 
forced her off the road to prevent the meeting. 

¢ On Nov. 14, 1986, Wall Street arbitrageur Ivan 
Boesky pleads guilty to insider trading and agrees to pay a 
$100 million fine. “Boesky Day,” as the SEC would later 
call it, was crucial in exposing a nationwide scandal at the 
heart of the ‘80s Wall Street boom. 

¢ On Nov. 16, 1999, construction begins on a giant 
bonfire at Texas A&M University, the continuation of a 
90-year tradition. Two days later, the 59-foot-high pile of 
more than 7,000 logs collapsed, killing 12 students and 
injuring another 27.

“After the initial ‘show us your style’ challenge, every- 
one got something to keep in mind when they made their 
next design and whether to push it a little farther or do a 
little bit less. They offered advice to help ensure that we all 
did better in the main challenge. It’s helping us be the best 
designers that we can be because they want us to succeed.” 

There are eight episodes this season and each episode 


features three teens or tweens competing for a prize package + 


of $25,000. The winners each receive $10,000 to be used 
at Jo-Ann Fabrics, a scholarship to a summer program at 
FIDM, and a top-of-the-line sewing and embroidery studio 
from Brother International. The winning designer’s look 
will also appear in Seventeen. 

While it’s unclear whether the winners from the eight 


__ episodes will return and compete against one another, audi- 


tions for season two are underway. 

Besides the TV exposure, Emily says the experience was 
even more special because she spent quality time with her 
dad. It was her first-time on an airplane and the all-expense 
paid trip included accommodations at the historic Millen- 
nium Biltmore Hotel located on Pershing Square in down- 
town L.A. Scenes from many movies and TV series have 
been filmed at the hotel including Beverly Hills Cop, Ghost- 
busters and Charlie’s Angels. 


“We were on set for six hours a day for four days. We - 
also had time for school and lunch and dinner and inter- 


views. My dad and I got to go to dinner every night in down- 
town LA and we went for walks in the parks. The weather 
was beautiful — 80 degrees. 

“This was a great experience. My dad just made me 
laugh and it made it more fun that he was with me,” Emily 
added. 

Emily’s experience on the show also led to an intern- 
ship with another designer that was on Project Runway. She 
works with Sam Donovan — he appeared on Project Runway 
“Under the Gun” and he came in second. 

“He is from Boston and I followed him on Twitter and he 
said he needed an intern. I emailed him and told him my in- 


~ terest. He asked to see my work and resume. I sent it to him 


and I just started working for him about a month ago. I work 
with him on the weekend. He teaches me how to do things 
that I don’t know how to do so it’s more like a learning thing 
which is great. It’s great to learn from him because he went 
to Parsons — one of the top fashion schools in the country.” 

Emily has a full plate and has immersed herself in what 
she hopes is the beginning of a successful career in fashion. 
Besides the internship, she is a fashion major at QHS and is 
the head of the merchandising committee for the show’s an- 
nual Fashion Show that is set for next April 10°. She’s busy 
creating fashions for the show and also has designs on her 
own clothing collection. 

The QHS fashion show — which could feature has many 
as 100 students next spring — is coordinated by Lorraine 
Walsh, the. faculty advisor. Emily calls Walsh her mentor. 

“She definitely showed me that I wanted to be in fashion. 
I knew nothing about it when I was a freshman. I knew how 
to hand sew but I really didn’t have an interest in it until we 
started making clothes. I made a dress for myself and Ir re- 
ally liked it.” 

She’s come a long way in a short time. The third-year 
high school student knows she has the potential to be a big- 
name in fashion. 

“Ever since I started fashion as a freshman in high school, 
I’ve really taken an.interest and I’ve tried to do more to get 
there with internships and jobs and auditioning for Project 
Runway: Threads, It showed me that from the judge’s cri- 
tiques and being in L.A. and seeing some of the top design- 
ers in the country that I can hold my own. 

“It showed me that I have the potential to do well and 
make a living as a designer. It’s a tough industry especially 
if you want to go to fashion school and make a living. You 
have to really want it bad and put in the work and effort 
which is what I’ve always wanted to do but wasn’t sure if it 
was possible. 

“Getting reassurance that girls would want to wear my 
clothing makes me want to do it even more,” she adds. 

Viewers tuning in Nov. 6 will see more than a talented 
teen-ager from Quincy with ambition and drive. 

They will hear Emily share an important message about 
her own life experience that should resonate with teens and 
adults alike. ~- 

And, like the outcome on the show, we’ll let Emily speak 
about this on TV next week. 

But let’s just say that even if Emily doesn’t win the fash- 
ion challenge, she’s already a winner.

He’s Voting Yes On Question 3 


I will be voting to oppose 
casino gaming in Massa- 
chusetts by voting YES on 
QUESTION 3 because of 
the very reasons offered to 
support casinos: jobs and 
tax revenues. 

Proponents of casino 
gambling trumpet construc- 
tion jobs, permanent casino 
jobs, and a flood of local 
and state tax revenues gen- 
erated by the project as the 
reason to support these casi- 
nos. However, a new study 
shows that for each new slot 
machine in a casino, 1-2 lo- 
cal jobs are lost each year. 
This occurs because “pocket 
change” and “fun money” 
that otherwise would have 
been spent in support of 
local restaurants and busi- 
nesses is spent instead at 
casinos. 


Even if that new study is 
wrong, I am opposed to the 
gambling industry as a way 
to generate jobs and rev- 
enue in the Commonwealth 
because I believe that turns 
casinos into an easy “quick 
fix” to economic problems. 

One of the commercials 
in favor of casinos portrays 
an Everett woman thanking 
Wynn Resorts for its prom- 
ise to clean up an area of Ev- 
erett neglected for decades. 
My response: it takes a 
casino to clean up Everett? 
Where are Everett’s resi- 
dents, community organiz- 
ers and city officials? 

Are people in Everett, and 
are tax payers in the Com- 
monwealth, looking for oth- 
ers to do what they should 
be doing themselves? 

I am opposed to casinos 


as an economic engine be- 
cause in supporting them for 
the sake of economic devel- 
opment I believe we are do- 
ing on a local and Common- 
wealth level what we would 
never advise on a personal 
level. 

If a family was strug- 
gling to make ends meet, we 
would never encourage that 
family to attempt to double 
their money at a casino in 


order to pay their bills. But, 


isn’t that what supporting 
casinos does? Aren’t we 
gambling on the gambling 
industry as a way towards 
prosperity in the Common- 
wealth? 

I .believe the answer to 
our economic questions is 
full employment where each 
worker is paid a living wage 
based on work that adds 


value to society. We have a 
long way to go in this coun- 
try in achieving full em- 
ployment. But, I believe we 
get there when each person 
takes his or her responsibil- 
ity to society seriously and 
contributes work, civic en- 
gagement, and tax revenues 
for the common good. 

While casinos may pro- 
duce short-term winners, on 
the whole, supporting them 
for economic reasons is an 
excuse for us to avoid the 
important work necessary 
to achieve true and lasting 
prosperity that justly shares 
the common wealth. 

I invite you to join me in 
voting YES on QUESTION 
3 and against casino gaming 
in Massachusetts.

The City Council has already received a transfer 
order for $4,000 from Mayor Thomas J. McGrath to 
meet the cost of the plans for the new wing, but this 
order is in the finance committee. 

In his plea for action, Supt. Muir is expected to 
present similar figures to the City Council that he has 
already given to the school committee, showing that 
the annual growth of the school’s attendance makes 
the addition necessary for the fall of 1933.

‘Story Of Jessie Ewing Glasgow, Jr.’ Tonight 


University of Massachu- 
setts Boston history profes- 
sor Julie Winch will discuss 
her research into the life of 
Jesse Ewing Glasgow, Jr., at 
a Quincy Historical Society 
program, Thursday, Oct. 30 
at 7 p.m. at the Adams Acad- 
emy in Quincy Center. 

Glasgow’s story is one of 
living in two very different 
societies and of maintain- 


ee 


ing purpose and integrity 
while facing death. Born in 
Philadelphia in 1838, Glas- 
gow grew up a free African 
American in a nation that ac- 
cepted African ‘slavery. As 
a young man in the 1850s, 
he moved to Scotland and 
attended the University of 
Edinburgh. On a return visit 
to Philadelphia in 1859, he 
was in demand as a speaker 
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| 425 Hancock St. Quincy 
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for anti-slavery groups. 

In 1860, knowing he was 
fatally ill, he returned to 
Scotland and wrote the first 
full account and explanation 
of John Brown’s recent raid, 
trial, and execution to be 
intended for a British audi- 
ence. 

Drawing on Glasgow’s 
writings, Professor Winch 
will examine Glasgow’s ex- 
periences, his complex rela- 


tionships with both America 
and Scotland, and the talent 
and potential that was cut 
short by his death. 

This program is co-spon- 
sored with the St. Andrew’s 
Society of Massachusetts 
and the Scots Charitable So- 
ciety of Boston.

Stuffed Peppers With Leftovers 


By MARIE 

One thing about making stuffing is 
you’re not limited as to what you can use, 
and no matter what -it seems to comes out 
great. 

And that’s about what happened when 
I was about to make stuffed peppers-and 
found a couple of things in the refrigerator. 

When I told my daughter Rita about 
them, she said I should call it “Everything 
but the kitchen sink” stuffed peppers. 

STUFFED PEPPERS 

4 peppers (I used green and red) 
2-3 cooked brussels sprouts (optional) 
(they were in the fridge) (cut in small 
pieces) 
2 crumbled up meat balls 
1 cup brown rice (cooked) 


1/2 slice bread (soaked) 

1/4 cup grated Parmesan cheese 
2 tablespoons tomato sauce 

5-6 black olives (cut in pieces) 

Cook the rice according to directions. 
Cut the meatballs into small pieces. Cut the 
tips off the peppers, and use small pieces if 
desired in the stuffing. Mix all of the ingre- 
dients together, and stuff each pepper. I usu- 
ally drizzle each pepper with a little olive 
oil on each so they don’t dry. Place side by 
side in a baking pan. Add a bit of water and 
a small amount of oil on the bottom of the 
pan, and bake covered in a 350 degree-oven 
until peppers are tender. 

PS. Peppers can also be cut in halves 
and stuffed.

2 heaping tsp. raw honey. Dash of sea 
salt. Dash of vanilla. 

Small amount of slivered almonds or 
chopped walnuts and dried cranberries 
or raisins, 

Just mix all up and spoon into ice cube 
trays. Freeze for 1-20 minutes and pop out. 
These made about 6 candies. Keep in fridge 
or they will melt. Enjoy!

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Gov’s Race, Ballot Questions Spotlight Election Tuesday

is running for higher office 
for the second time since be- 
ing elected attorney general 
in 2006. In 2010, she ran 
in the special U.S. Senate 
election, when she was up- 
set by Republican state Sen. 
Scott Brown. Coakley was 
re-elected attorney general 
later that year. 

Baker and Coakley are 
joined by three independent 
candidates running for gov- 
emor. 

Tuesday’s election also 
features races to fill two 
open statewide seats — at- 
torney general and treasurer 
— and two members of Quin- 
cy’s delegation in the state 
house face challengers. Not 
to be overlooked are four 
ballot questions, asking vot- 
ers to repeal casino and gas 
tax legislation, expand the 
bottle bill, and require em- 
ployers to provide sick time 
to employees. 

Polls open at 7 a.m. on 
Tuesday, Nov. 4, and remain 
open until 8 p.m. City Clerk 
Joseph Shea is predicting a 
42 percent turnout on Elec- 
tion Day. In 2006, the last 
time there was an open gov- 
emor’s race, the turnout in 
Quincy was 53.7 percent, 
with 29,271 of the 54,495 
registered to vote in the city 
casting ballots. That number 
was even higher in 2010 as 
31,603 of the 55,231 regis- 
tered. to vote did so, good 
for a turnout of 57.2 percent. 
Shea said there appears to be 
less interest this time around 
than either of the previous 
two state elections. 

“It just seems quieter,” 
he said. “J can’t put my fin- 
ger on [why].” 

Shea’s estimate is based 
in part on the number of ab- 
sentee ballots received. As 
of noon on Oct. 24, 710 res- 
idents had voted absentee. 
Shea anticipates up to 1,000 
total absentee ballots being 
cast before the deadline to 
do so at noon the day before 
the election. Approximately 
2,500 absentee ballots were 
cast leading up to the No- 
vember 2012 presidential 
election; turnout reached 70 
percent on Election Day that 
year. 

Despite the open race for 
governor and other state- 
wide offices, Shea believes 
the ballot questions may be 
the bigger draw Tuesday. 

“The questions are bring- 
ing out some folks,” he said, 
“maybe more than the can- 
didates on the ballot.” 

The election will cost 
Quincy approximately 
$78,000 — the city pays for 
poll workers and police de- 
tails, among other expenses, 
while the state picks up the 
tab for printing the ballots. 

The five candidates run- 
ning for governor, and their 
running mates seeking to 
serve as lieutenant gover- 
nor, are: 


¢ Charlie Baker, 57, of 
Swampscott. Baker is the 
state’s former secretary of 
administration and finance. 
He served in that capacity 
from 1994-98 under Govs. 
Bill Weld and Paul Cellucci. 
Previously, he worked as 
Weld’s secretary of health 
and human services from 
1992-94. 

In 1998, Baker became

CEO of Harvard Vanguard 
Medical Associates. Less 
than a year later, he was 
named president and CEO of 
Harvard Vanguard’s parent 
company, Harvard Pilgrim, 
and remained there until 
July 2009. From 2004 until 
2007, Baker was a member 
of Swampscott’s board of 
selectmen. He graduated 
from Harvard College and 


earned an MBA from North- 
western. 

His running mate is 
Karyn Polito. A Shrews- 
bury resident, she served in 
the state House of Repre- 
sentatives from 2001-11 and 
ran unsuccessfully for state 
treasurer in 2010. Polito 
previously served on the 
Shrewsbury board of select- 
men and the state Lottery 


Commission. 

Baker defeated Mark 
Fisher in September’s pri- 
mary election. Baker and 
Polito appeared in Quincy 
just days after the primary 
and were later endorsed 
by Mayor Thomas Koch, a 
Democrat. Baker received 
33.5 percent of Quincy’s 
vote when he ran for gover-

“Being there for the first 
gay marriage vote was a sig- 
nificant event in the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
and I was proud to lead the 
fight for gay marriage,” he 
said. “I was the only South 


Shore representative from 
here to the Cape that voted 
for gay marriage.” 

Mariano supported the 
legislature’s bill that cleared 
the way for gambling in 
Massachusetts and opposes 
Question 3 on November’s 
ballot, which would repeal 
that law. He noted that state 
loses an estimated $1 billion 


annually to casinos in Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island. 
“I do believe we lose an 
awful lot of revenue out of 
Massachusetts — that seems 
to be lost in the debate,” 
Mariano said. “We’ve been 
estimating that we lose $1 
billion a year in money going 
to Mohegan Sun and other 
gambling venues, which is a 


significant amount of money 
and we would like to recap- 
ture that if we could.” 

He added that casinos 
would not threaten the state’s 
lottery revenues, explaining 
that residents already have 
the option to visit casinos in 
neighboring states.

said. “Infrastructure is an 
economic development is- 
sue. People have to be able 
to get to work. Trucks have 
to be able to roll over the 
highways. We’ve neglected 
our infrastructure for 15 
years because we don’t 
know how to pay for it.” 

He also noted indexing 
would help the environment 
by encouraging residents to 
drive more fuel efficient ve- 
hicles. 

Mariano opposes Ques- 
tion 2, which would expand 
the state’s bottle deposit bill 
to include non-carbonated 
soft drinks if approved. 

“T do think it’s an addi- 
tional tax — it’s a tax at the 
register if you do purchase 
any of these drinks,” he 
explained. “Number two: 
it provides a real burden to 
small businesses who have 
to create space and find ad- 
ditional room to handle the 
bottles that are returned. Not 
everyone goes to a redemp- 
tion center.” 

Mariano supports Ques- 
tion 4, which would require 
companies with 11 or more 
employees to provide paid 
sick time to certain employ- 
ees if passed. 

“There are an awful lot 
of people who work very, 
very hard without the op- 
portunity to accumulate any 
sick days,” he said, later 
adding. “I don’t think it’s a 
burden on small businesses. 
What I think it does is cre- 
ate some labor stability for 
some of these small busi- 
nesses. When you can give a 
benefit like this, employees 
tend to stay with you a little 
longer.” 

In the race for gover- 
nor, Mariano is behind his 
party’s nominee, Attorney 
General Martha Coakley. 
He said he supports her plan 
to expand access to Head 
Start and other early edu- 
cation programs, beginning 
in gateway cities such as 
Quincy. 

“Her positions on early 
childhood education, I sup- 
port strongly,” Mariano 
said. “I’ve always been a 
supporter of early childhood 
education. It’s one the great 
indicators of success for stu- 
dents. The earlier you get 
these kids in school, the ear- 
lier you get them reading, 
the more successful they’re 
going to be.” 

Mariano resides at 200 
Falls Boulevard in Quincy. 
He is married to Eve Pow- 
ell, a former teacher. Mari- 
ano grew in Quincy and 
holds a bachelor’s degree 
from Northeastern and a 
master’s of education from 
UMass Boston. In addition 
to his time on Beacon Hill, 
Mariano also served on the 
Quincy School Committee.

I want to 
enforce the laws that exist,” 
she said. 

“I want to help stop the 
waste, the fraud, and the 
abuse that goes on in this 
state.” 

Since she began running 
for office, Kriegel has been 
out meeting and greeting 
people in the communities 
she aspires to represent. 
She’s enjoyed doing that so 
far. 

“T love it. I love talking to 
people. It’s been fun. Every 
time I go out — I go door-to- 
door and I go up to people 
on the street — everybody is 
looking for a change. And 
people are so nice,” Kriegel 
said. 

“I knew a lot about the 
community but I’m meeting 
so many nice people. It’s 
amazing, it really is.” 

If elected, Kriegel said 
one of her first priorities 
would be to make it easier 
for companies doing busi- 
ness, or hoping to do busi- 
ness, in the state. As an 
example, she noted that 
Massachusetts has a corpo- 
rate excise tax, commonly 
known as an inventory tax, 
of $2.60 per $1,000 of in- 
ventory. 

“Regulations that hurt 
businesses that want to start 
doing business,” Kriegel re- 
plied when asked which is- 
sues are facing her district. 
“We have that silly inventory 
tax — who does that? Where 
would you start a business, 
here or New Hampshire?” 

She also wants to ensure 
the state does not provide 
welfare benefits to persons 
who entered the country il- 
legally. 

“Tightening up on wel- 
fare benefits for illegals. 
You can self declare and say 
‘I’ma resident’ and get ben- 
efits,” Kriegel said. “That’s 
not fair. That’s out of my 
money, your money. It’s not 
fair.” 

Kriegel, who lives in a 
senior citizens building at 
25 School St. in Quincy, 
also identified senior hous- 
ing as a priority of hers. 

Kriegel helped gather 
signatures to” get a referen- 
dum asking voters to repeal 
a state law tying the gas tax 
to the consumer price index, 
on November’s ballot. Krie- 
gel said she will vote yes on 
that question, Question 1, 


citing the cost to drivers and . 


municipalities. 

“It makes everything cost 
more,” Kriegel stated. “It 
makes food cost more. Our 
city taxes — say like in Quin- 


- cy they have to fill the po- 


lice cars with gas, they have 
to fill the school buses with 
gas, so that makes it more 
expensive for the towns.” 

Kriegel is opposed to 
Question 2, which would 
expand the state’s bottle bill 
to . cover non-carbonated 
soft drinks if approved. She 
said it would cost money for 
business to implement the 
expanded law and would 
cost consumers more. 


“We have recycling al- 
ready,” Kriegel said. “Say 
like Stop & Shop, where are 
they going to put those cans 
and bottles? They’d have 
to pay money to store them 
and we then would have to 
pay more at the store. We’re 
already paying more at the 
store because of gas pric- 
es.” 

Kriegel said she was 
unsure of her position on 
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casinos in the state, but 
would vote against Ques- 
tion 3, which would repeal 
the state’s casino law and 
stop them from opening as 
planned. 

“That I am not sure. | am 
going to vote for the casino 
and whatever the people 
decide. I want it for Spring- 
field, for the jobs out there,” 
Kriegel said. 


Kriegel said she would 
vote no on Question 4, 
which would allow employ- 
ees of companies with more 
than 11 employees to earn 
an hour of paid sick time for 
every 30 hours worked, up 
to.40 hours a year. Workers 
at smaller companies would 
earn unpaid sick time at the 
same rate.

SUMMARY 


This proposed law would expand the state’s beverage container deposit law, also known as the Bottle Bill, to 
require deposits on containers for all non-alcoholic non-carbonated drinks in liquid form intended for human 
consumption, except beverages primarily derived from dairy products, infant formula, and FDA approved medicines. 
The proposed law would not cover containers made of paper-based biodegradable material and aseptic multi-material 
packages such as juice boxes or pouches. 

The proposed law would require the state Secretary of Energy and Environmental Affairs (EEA) to adjust the 


container deposit amount every five years to reflect (to the nearest whole cent) changes in the consumer price index, 
but the value could not be set below five cents. 


~ The proposed law would increase the minimum handling fee that beverage distributors must pay dealers for 
each properly returned empty beverage container, which was 2% cents as of September 2013, to 3’4 cents. It would 
also increase the minimum handling fee that bottlers must pay distributors and dealers for each properly returned 
empty reusable beverage container, which was | cent as of September 2013, to 3% cents. The Secretary of EEA 
would review the fee amounts every five years and make appropriate adjustments to reflect changes in the consumer 
price index as well as changes in the costs incurred by redemption centers. The proposed law defines a redemption 
center as any business whose primary purpose is the redemption of beverage containers and that is not ancillary to any 


other business. 


The proposed law would direct the Secretary of EEA to issue regulations allowing small dealers to seek 
exemptions from accepting empty deposit containers. The proposed law would define small dealer as any person or 
business, including the operator of a vending machine, who sells beverages in beverage containers to consumers, with 
a contiguous retail space of 3,000 square feet or less, excluding office and stock room space; and fewer than four 
locations under the same ownership in the Commonwealth. The proposed law would require that the regulations 
consider at least the health, safety, and convenience of the public, including the distribution of dealers and redemption 


centers by population or by distance or both. 


The proposed law would set up a state Clean Environment Fund to receive certain unclaimed container 
deposits. The Fund would be used, subject to appropriation by the state Legislature, to support programs such as the 
proper management of solid waste, water resource protection, parkland, urban forestry, air quality and climate 


protection. 


The proposed law would allow a dealer, distributor, redemption center or bottler to refuse to accept any 
beverage container that is not marked as being refundable in Massachusetts. 

The proposed law would take effect on April 22, 2015. 
A YES VOTE would expand the state’s beverage container deposit law to require deposits on containers for all non- 
alcoholic, non-carbonated drinks with certain exceptions, increase the associated handling fees, and make other 


changes to the law. 


A NO VOTE would make no change in the laws regarding beverage container deposits.

SUMMARY 


This proposed law would (1) prohibit the Massachusetts Gaming Commission from issuing any license for a 
casino or other gaming establishment with table games and slot machines, or any license for a gaming establisltment 
with slot machines; (2) prohibit any such casino or slots gaming under any such licenses that the Commission might 
have issued before the proposed law took effect; and (3) prohibit wagering on the simulcasting of live greyhound 


races. 


The proposed law would change the definition of “illegal gaming” under Massachusetts law to include 
wagering on the simulcasting of live greyhound races, as well as table games and slot machines at Commission- 
licensed casinos, and slot machines at other Commission-licensed gaming establishments. This would make those 
types of gaming subject to existing state laws providing criminal penalties for, or otherwise regulating or prohibiting, 
activities involving illegal gaming. 

The proposed law states that if any of its parts were declared invalid, the other parts would stay in effect. 
A YES VOTE would prohibit casinos, any gaming establishment with slot machines, and wagering on simulcast

This proposed law would entitle employees in Massachusetts to earn and use sick time according to certain 


Employees who work for employers having eleven or more employees could earn and use up to 40 hours of 
paid sick time per calendar year, while employees working for smaller employers could earn and use up to 40 hours 
of unpaid sick time per calendar year. 

An employee could use earned sick time if required to miss work in ofder (1) to care for a physical or mental 
illness, injury or medical condition affecting the employee or the employee’s child, spouse, parent, or parent of a 
spouse; (2) to attend routine medical appointments of the employee or the employee’s child, spouse, parent, or parent 
of a spouse; or (3) to address the effects of domestic violence on the employee or the employee’s dependent child. 
Employees would earn one hour of sick time for every 30 hours worked, and would begin accruing those hours on the 
date of hire or on July 1, 2015, whichever is later. Employees could begin to use earned sick time on the 90th day 


The proposed law would cover both private and public employers, except that employees of a particular city or 
town would be covered only if, as required by the state constitution, the proposed law were made applicable by local 
or state legislative vote or by appropriation of sufficient funds to pay for the benefit. Earned paid sick time would be 
compensated at the same hourly rate paid to the employee when the sick time is used. 

Employees could carry over up to 40 hours of unused sick time to the next calendar year, but could not use 
more than 40 hours in a calendar year. Employers would not have to pay employees for unused sick time at the end 
of their employment. If an employee missed work for a reason eligible for earned sick time, but agreed with the 
employer to work the same number of hours or shifts in the same or next pay period, the employee would not have to 
use earned sick time for the missed time, and the employer would not have to pay for that missed time. Employers 
would be prohibited from requiring such an employee to work additional hours to make up for missed time, or to find 
a replacement employee. 

Employers could require certification of the need for sick time if an employee used sick time for more than 24 
consecutively scheduled work hours. Employers could not delay the taking of or payment for earned sick time 
because they have not received the certification. Employees would have to make a good faith effort to notify the 
employer in advance if the need for earned sick time is foreseeable. 

Employers would be prohibited from interfering with or retaliating based on an employee’s exercise of earned 
sick time rights, and from retaliating based on an employee’s support of another employee’s exercise of such rights. 

The proposed law would not override employers’ obligations under any contract or benefit plan with more 
generous provisions than those in the proposed law. Employers that have their own policies providing as much paid 
time off, usable for the same purposes and under the same conditions, as the proposed law would not be required to 
provide additional paid sick time. 

The Attorney General would enforce the proposed law, using the same enforcement procedures applicable to 
other state wage laws, and employees could file suits in court to enforce their earned sick time rights. The Attorney 
General would have to prepare a multilingual notice regarding the right to earned sick time, and employers would be 
required to post the notice in a conspicuous location and to provide a copy to employees. The state Executive Office 
of Health and Human Services, in consultation with the Attorney General, would develop a multilingual outreach 
program to inform the public of the availability of earned sick time. 

The proposed law would take effect on July 1, 2015, and states that if any of its parts were declared invalid, 
the other parts would stay in effect. 
A YES VOTE would entitle employees i in Massachusetts to earn and use sick time aqvonting to certain conditions.

Voters will also weigh in 
on four binding ballot ques- 
tions Tuesday. The ques- 
tions will appear on the back 
of the ballot. 

Question 1 asks voters 
to repeal legislation that in- 
dexes future increases in the 
state’s gas tax to the con- 
sumer price index (CPI), a 


measure of inflation. A yes 
vote would repeal the index- 
ing, while a no vote would 
make no change to the law.

ees to provide up to 40 
hours of paid sick time per 
year. Companies with less 
than that many employees 
would need to provide up 
to 40 hours of unpaid sick 
time. A yes vote would en- 
act the proposed law, while 
a no vote would make no 
change.

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Honeywell Refinancing Approved

The city’s move to refi- 
nance its lease of Honey- 
well equipment is projected 
to save more than $2.5 mil- 
lion. 

The City Council voted 
Oct. 20 in favor of authoriz- 
ing a $24 million bond to buy 
out the remaining amount of 
the lease. Quincy’s outside 
financial advisor, Cinder 
McNerney, recommended 
the city use the bond to buy 
out the remaining amount 
of the lease to take advan- 
tage of low interests rates 
on bonds, according to Jim 
Fatseas, the chief of staff to 
Mayor Thomas Koch. 

“Rates have moved dra- 
matically and she suggested 
this is something we can’t 
pass up,” Fatseas said. 

The exact amount Quin- 
cy will save won’t be known 
until the bond is issued, at 
which time the interest rate 
would be set. McNerney 
indicated to city officials 
the savings could be in the 
range of $2.6 to $2.8 mil- 
lion, or possibly higher. 

The bond will be paid off 
in full by 2026, keeping it 
on the same schedule as the 
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original Honeywell lease 
agreement. 

In other business Oct. 20, 
the council also: 

Presented a commenda- 
tion to the Quincy Police 
Department in recognition 
of its ‘Narcan program. The 
department’s officers have 
been carrying the nasal 
spray, which can be used to 
reverse an opiate overdose, 
since October 2010. Of- 
ficers have used the spray 
300 times since the program 
began. 

“These public servants 
are literally saving lives by 
using Narcan. They are sav- 
ing lives on a frequent basis. 
These are Quincy’s chil- 
dren, mothers, fathers, sis- 
ters, and brothers. These are 
our people whose lives are 
being saved,” said Ward 4 
Councillor Brian Palmucci, 
who presented the commen- 
dation. 

“If it wasn’t for these of- 
ficers, as individuals and as 
a department, there would be 
far more funerals in Quincy, 
far more tears shed by loved 
ones.” 

Police Chief Paul Keenan 
accepted the commendation 
on behalf of the department. 


He praised the department’s 
patrol officers for the pro- 
gram’s success. 

“l’m the face of the 
Quincy Police Department 
but the patrol officers — the 
men and the women that are 
out on the street everyday 
— are the backbone of the 
Quincy Police Department 
and they’re the ones who 
truly deserve this recogni- 
tion,” Keenan said. 

The council accepted a 
$200 donation from the 500 
Victory Road Association to 
the Quincy Police Depart- 
ment’s DARE (Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education Pro- 
gram). 

Additionally, the council 
accepted $12,725 from vari- 
ous donors to the Mayor’s 
Charity Cup Golf Tourna- 
ment, proceeds of which 
benefit several local non- 
profits. The donations ac- 
cepted Oct. 20 night include 
$5,000 from Cabot, Cabot 
& Forbes; $2,500 from 
Fallon Ambulance; $1,000 
each from Sieméns, QATV, 
Holmes & Edwards, and 
Nauset; $500 from Tighe & 
Bond; and $725 in individu- 
al donations.

private donations, the play- 
ground saw major upgrades 
to its drainage system and 
associated structures. 

A new retaining wall was 
built and new fencing was 
also placed. 

“Cassani said an asphalt 
perimeter was poured around 
the playground which is be- 
hind the school building and 
rubber surfacing was placed 
in high activity areas such 
as below the slide and un- 
derneath the swing set as a 
safety measure. 

He said that he was also 
extremely happy with the 
six new benches placed on 
the playground. 

The benches were pur- 
chased by Squantum resi-

“The Squantum Play-

to enjoy on a daily basis.”

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needs to be issued, but spe- 
cial legislation allowed 
Quincy to issue the DIF 
BANs for up to ten years. 
Because the BANs were 
taken out incrementally be- 
ginning in 2007, the first 
$10 million bond must be 
issued in 2017, followed by 
another $10 million bond in 
2018, and a third $10 mil- 
lion one in 2019. The final 
two BANs worth $3 million 
and $4 million were issued 
in 2012 and 2014, respec- 
tively, and bonds for those 
amounts need to be issued 
by 2022 and 2024. 

To date, the city has paid 
$1.48 million in. interest 
payments on the BANs, ac- 
cording to city auditor Susan 
O’Connor. That money has 
been paid from the short- 
term debt service section of 
Quincy’s annual budget. 

While the money has 
been taken from the city’s 
general fund, Planning Di- 
rector Dennis Harrington 
stated new revenue gener- 
ated within the DIF district 
has been more than suffi- 
cient to pay off the interest 
on the BANs, according 
to reports issued by RKG 
Associates. The increased 
revenue is because of rising 


property values. 

“I’ve tracked it through 
RKG, who are real estate 
economists. We have num- 
bers, a set of numbers, and 
a program to show that there 
are more DIF taxes as a re- 
sult of land values in down- 
town, including 10 Faxon 
and the one next door [Mon- 
roe Place],’ Harrington 
said. 

“We have sufficient tax 
revenue gained to cover DIF 
expenses and to continue to 
cover DIF expenses.” 

Harrington expects new 
projects, such as Quincy 
Mutual’s project at Mer- 
chant Rows (also known as 
Block 4), to bring in more 
than enough revenue to 
make principal payments 
when the city starts issuing 
bonds beginning in 2017. 

“At that time a major 
project will come on Block 
4. Although it’s a private 
project, there are incremen- 
tal DIF taxes that have to 
be paid,” Harrington said. 
“Any other construction 
that’s downtown — we have 
three or four projects going 
downtown -— they all create 
incremental new growth 
taxes.” 

Harrington added that 
RKG’s reports have indi- 
cated approximately $1.5

million in new revenue has 
been generated in the DIF 
district to date. 

In response to that, Ward 
4 Councillor Brian Palmucci 
said the city has been lucky 
it has been able to pay the 
DIF interest without any 
new projects taking place 
yet in Quincy Center. He 
cited a confluence of factors 
that benefited Quincy, in- 
cluding rising property val- 
ues, low interest rates, and 
tax increases. 

“When you’re telling me 
the interest paid thus far has 
been $1.479 million and the 
approximate new growth 
number is $1.5 million, 
we’re pretty lucky because 
it’s right on and we haven’t 
achieved the growth we 
all hoped to achieve in the 
area,” Palmucci said. 

“We’ve been lucky in a 
sense that things have bro- 
ken our way with interest 
rates, with values, with tax- 
ation — a new mayor hasn’t 
come in and lowered the 
taxes or this mayor hasn’t 
come in and lowered taxes — 
because that would change 
the numbers.” 

Downtown committee 
chairman Doug Gutro, who 
was on the council when both 
DIF bonds were authorized, 
said he and his colleagues at 
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the time believed that new 
construction would pay off 
the $40 million in debt; he 
asked the administration to 
check with the state Depart- 
ment of Revenue to see if 
using tax receipts from ris- 
ing property values would 
be eligible to pay off DIF 
debt. Gutro concurred with 
Palmucci that Quincy has 
been lucky to be able to pay 
off the interest so far. 
“When you draw a circle 
around a neighborhood and 
you spend $37 million in 
that neighborhood for pub- 
lic improvements and you 
see absolutely nothing in 
terms of new construction 
or development and you 
rely on increases in existing 
property values to pay down 
the debt, there is a level of 
luck to that,” Gutro said. 
“The original proposal 
under the Phelan adminis- 
tration and continuing un- 
der the Koch administration 
had grand visions of new 
revenues coming from new 
growth and we’re not there 
with those new revenues 
from new growth. We’re 
relying essentially on in- 
creased property values in a 
district that has really seen 
no transformation in seven 
plus years to pay down the 
debt. We’ re fortunate [to be]

Of the $37 million in DIF 
debt issued to date, $33 mil- 
lion has been budgeted. 

The downtown commit- 
tee reviewed the expendi- 
tures Monday night. Pal- 
mucci and Gutro were both 
critical of the use of bond 
money to pay for items in- 
cluding salaries, meals with 
Street-Works, and expenses 
incurred after the city pur- 
chased the Quincy Fair Mall 
and had to wait before de- 
molishing it. 

According to an audit 
provided to the council, the 
city spent more than $1.3 
million of the DIF money on 
personnel services expenses 
from 2008 on; more than 
$50,000 in a purchase line 
item for meals, Quincy Fair 
Mall utility bills and other 
expenses such as fliers and 
photos; and nearly $67,000 
for repairs and maintenance 
relative to the Quincy Fair 
Mall.

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Walking Tour Spotlights Hancock Cemetery History 


Historical Society Director 
Edward Fitzgerald Leads 
Group Of 25 History Buffs

A walking tour of Han- 
cock Cemetery on Saturday 
morning entertained and 
educated over 25 history 
buffs on the importance of 
gravestone imagery and 
highlighted some of the 
cemetery’s most notable oc- 

cupants. 

Quincy Historical Society 
Executive Director Edward 
Fitzgerald, PhD, as part of 
the Quincy Parks Depart- 
ment Environmental Trea- 
sures Program, described in 
detail different gravestone 
designs while tying in ele- 
ments of the history of the 
cemetery and some of the 
people buried there. 

Across the street from the 
United First Parish Church, 
the cemetery — which has 
700 known graves — was 
not connected in any way to 
the house of worship. “You 
have to dissociate the church 
from your imagination all 
together,” said Fitzgerald. 
“The church wasn’t there. In 
fact nothing was there. This 
was the edge of town.” 

He explained that the Pu- 
ritans did not consider burial 

a deeply religious event or 
rite of passage, nor did they 
connect it in any way to 
their houses of worship. It 
was more of a practical af- 
fair, said Fitzgerald. 

“You have to put them 
some place,” he joked. 

The cemetery is named 
after the Rev. John Han- 


cock — whose son of the 
same name was one of the 
country’s founding fathers 
— and was founded c.1640 
with the earliest surviving 
stone being that of the Rev. 
William Thompson who 
died Dec. 10, 1666. 

In 1809, the Adams, 
Quincy, and Beale families 
purchased the site under the 
conditions that cows no lon- 
ger be allowed to graze in 
the area and that a wall be 
constructed to separate the 
cemetery from the city ex- 
plained Fitzgerald. 

Most notably, the cem- 
etery was the original burial 
place of Presidents John 
Adams and John Quincy 
Adams and their wives Abi- 
gail Adams and Louisa Ad- 
ams prior to their relocation 
to the United First Parish 
Church crypt. 

The crowd zigzagged 
through the cemetery, be- 
ing careful not to bump 
into head and footstones 
which Fitzgerald described 
as “haphazardly placed” as 
bodies were not buried in 
chronological order at the 
time. 

Placing stones to mark 
graves became more com- 
monplace in the late 1600s 
he said. He added that it was 
likely that bodies unmarked 
by grave or footstones were 
buried in the cemetery. 

The tombs lining the 
perimeter of the cemetery 
were constructed at a later

the history of the cemetery and some of the people buried there. 


date and signified that the 
deceased was a member of a 
higher socioeconomic class. 
The stones lacked reli- 
gious symbols such as cross- 
es or praying hands as was 
customary at the time and in 
keeping with the Protestant 
belief system. Instead, they 
were adorned with winged 
death’s heads, Grecian urns, 
skulls, and what could be 
interpreted as either waves 
or climbing vines, signify- 
ing the passage of time or a 
soul’s ascent into heaven. 
The lack of religious 
symbols may also have been 
tied into the theological. no- 


tion of predestination which 
is the belief that everything 
that will happen has been 
predetermined by God and 
cannot be altered. 

Fitzgerald pointed out 
what is widely consider the 
cemetery’s most intrigu- 
ing stone due to its unusual 
carvings. Depicted on the 
grave marker were two 
birds — either phoenixes or 
peacocks he said. He specu- 
lated that phoenixes could 
have been used to represent 
rebirth and renewal and that 
the carving was possibly 
the earliest example of such 
imagery used on headstones 


present in New England. 

“There are a number of 
different ways to look at the 
cemetery,” said Fitzgerald. 
“You can look at the designs 
of the stones as pieces of art; 
you can also use it as a way 
of kind of just measuring the 
different stages in which the 
early history of this commu- 
nity thought about death.” 

Once Mount Wollaston 
Cemetery opened in 1855, 
Hancock Cemetery slowly 
fell into disuse with very 
few burials occurring in the 
20th century. 

“I love the history,” 
said Quincy native Marjo-

When asked which issue 
would be the most impor- 
tant to voters as they head to 
the polls next Tuesday, both 
Keenan and Gosule agreed 
it would be the state’s fi- 
nances. 

Keenan, a former Quincy 
city councillor running for 
his third term in the State 
House, said steps have been 
taken over the past several 
years to improve Massachu- 
setts’ finances. 

“T think the most impor- 
tant issue is making sure 
we have our financial house 
in order and we have been 
taking great steps in that 
regard,” Keenan said. “We 
have been able over the past 
several years to reduce the 
income tax rate — we are 
now at 5.2 percent. While 
doing that we’ve been able 
to start restoring some of the 
budget cuts that occurred.” 

“T think it’s important we 
continue to monitor each 
and every budget for fraud, 
waste and abuse,” Keenan 
added. “Once we have our 
financial house in order, 
we’re then able to commit 
the resources that we need 
to commit to education, to 
transportation infrastructure, 
to all the things that need to 
be done. Getting the house 
in order is the first thing we 
need.to focus on next ses- 
sion.” ' 

Gosule, a certified pub- 
lic accountant who helped 
champion the passage of a 
three strikes law:in Massa- 
chusetts, cited waste in the 
state’s budget...

Gosule, who owns an 
accounting practice in Mil- 
ton, responded by saying 
the state should help small 
businesses grow, encourage 
employers to do businesses 
here, and boost local aid. 

“Obviously economic de- 
velopment is really impor- 
tant to the district and to the 
state. I’m a believer, based 
on my background, that you 
have to have a win-win situ- 
ation. That means we have 
to have a state economy that 
encourages employers to be 
here. And good employers 
are going to hire good em- 
ployees. We have to have a 
win-win situation. Econom- 
ic development would mean 
we sponsor small businesses 
and I don’t believe we’ re do- 
ing that,” Gosule stated.

trucks and cars, while at the 
same time maintaining the 
usual flow of traffic. 
However, these safety-fo- 
cused designs require finan- 
cial commitment. They are 
not prohibitively expensive, 
but they are new and become 
more difficult to implement 
if there are not sufficient 
revenues to support them.

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Board Votes 4-1 For Sportsplex Beer, Wine License

The Board of License 
Commissioners in a 4-1 vote 
last Tuesday approved the 
application of the Marina 
Bay Sportsplex, 260 Victory 
Rd., allowing them to serve 
beer and wime to patrons on 
site despite concems from 
neighbors regarding a lack 
of parking im the area, the 
possibility of an increase in 
traffic, and meise. 

“We will never resemble 
a night club,” said manager 
Donald E. Martin, who has 
successfully applied for two, 
one-day licenses in the past 
permitting him to sell alco- 
hol during charity events. 


i “There were no incidents 


or complaints that we’re 
aware of,” he said. 

The 24,000-square-foot 
facility, which opened ‘in 
2011, is a completely en- 
closed sports facility that 
hosts soccer, lacrosse, base- 
ball, football, and other 
sports leagues. 

Martin said that alcohol 
would be served primarily 
to customers using the virtu- 
al golf machines in the eve- 
ning hours and that people 
would not be going to the 


plexés in neighboring cities 
who serve alcohol to their 


customers pushed him to 
apply for the Common Vict- 
ualer Wine and Malt Restau- 
rant License. 

Customers have also 
been requesting that alcohol 
consumption be permitted 
on site, he said. 

“It’s in response to its ex- 
isting customers and clien- 
tele,” said Attorney Jon Ai- 
eta. “These individuals have 
asked whether they can have 
a drink before or after some 
of their adult leagues. 

“No one in the Quincy 
immediate area has access to 
this type of a facility without 
our facility,” he said. 

Alcohol will be served 
from a roughly 5-foot-long 
countertop with no seat- 
ing. Customers will then 
be directed to a separate 
room with about eight or 
nine tables where they will 
be able to drink their bev- 
erages. Prepackaged foods 
that can easily be heated up 
in a microwave will also be 
served. 

Alcohol will only be 
served by individuals who 
are TIPS (Training for Inter- 
vention ProcedureS) certi- 
fied on the ground level in 
plastic cups; the upper level 
will remain closed off to pa- 
trons, 

Aieta said the alcohol 
serving area would have a 


capacity of 35 patrons. 

Both youth and adult 
sports leagues use the facil- 
ity, however Aieta stressed 
that the two would not in- 
termingle and both adults 
and children would not 
see changes to their league 
schedules. 

“This is something that’s 
an accessory use; it’s not go- 
ing to change the identity of 
the Sportsplex,” he said. 

He added that those who 
have just finished a work- 
out would most likely be 
wearing workout clothes 
and would not be comfort- 
able heading to another bar 
or restaurant outside of the 
complex for food or alco- 
hol. 

Board members were pre- 
sented with a petition signed 
by roughly 150 people, 
mostly Quincy residents, 
in support of the proposal.

asked 14-year-resident 
of Marina Bay Maureen 
Glynn. “Every time I turn 
around somebody gets a li- 
quor license. 

“We have an issue with 
parking,” she added. 

Martin noted that adult 
leagues typically use the 
Sportsplex on weeknights 
during the colder months 
which are off-peak hours for 
Marina Bay’s restaurants. 

Kelly Coleman, whose 
father Peter Coleman is a 
member of the facility’s 
management team, said she 
was in favor of the project. 

“T actually don’t really 
understand the arguments 
against the liquor license 
because there are plenty of 
establishments there that 
already serve alcohol and 
setve a far greater number 
of patrons than this would,”

Ward 6 City Councillor 
Brian McNamee, who has 
been vocal in his opposi- 
tion of the complex hold- 
ing any alcohol licenses in 
the past, spoke out against 
the proposal relaying con- 


cerns from Marina Bay resi- 
dents who feel that there are 
enough establishments serv- 
ing alcohol and that the area 
was low on parking spaces. 

“The vast majority of 
Marina Bay residents are 
adamantly, vehemently 
opposed to this,” he said. 
“[Martin] can talk about en- 
hancing the experience of 
his customers but my role is 
to make sure that he doesn’t 
enhance the experience of 
the residents of Marina Bay 
to more noise and drunken- 
ness.” 

He said he was concerned 
patrons would loiter in park- 
ing lots causing trouble fol- 
lowing’closing time. 

“This is not a welcome, 
additional license to Marina 
Bay,” he said. 

McNamee’s _ sentiment 
was shared by Board Chair- 
man Joseph Shea. 

“My opposition is based 
on parking, general traf- 
fic flow, and I think there’s 
enough places [serving al- 
cohol] at Marina Bay,” said 
Shea. “I will be voting no.” 

Several board members 
said they felt any increase in 
traffic would be negligible 
and that parking would not 


be impacted by granting the 


‘ license. 


Fire Chief and board 
member Joseph Barron said 
he was in support ofthe pro- 
posal because the facility is 
entirely indoors. 

“J don’t really have any 
hiccup with this,” added 
board member and Police 
Chief Paul Keenan. “I don’t 
think we’re adding a lot of 
people to Marina Bay. I 
don’t think people are going 
to go out there and decide to 
go hang around and drink 
beer. I think basically you’re 
going to serve the clients 
you already have.” 

Beer and wine will be 
served between 8 a.m. and 
1 a.m., seven days a week, 


however Aieta said that if 
patrons are not present, alco- 
hol service will be stopped 
earlier in the evening. 

The applicant will not be 
seeking a full liquor license 
in the future, said Aieta.

I need help choosing paint colors for two adjoining 
rooms. I have brown leather furniture in the living room and 
a light cherry dining room set. I want two different colors 
but don’t know where to start. Sharon 


Dear Sharon: 

You’re in luck; brown is a neutral so all paint colors will 
go with your furniture. First, choose one color you love. For 
example, if you open your closet and you have lots of blue 
clothes, you obviously like the color blue. Go to the pajnt 
store and look at the selection. Consider how much natural 
light you have in the room before you choose a paint chip 
too dark. I’d suggest something in the middle of the paint 
strip so there is not too much contrast with the brown furni- 
ture. So, there’s one paint color.

Next, find yourself a color wheel. Complimentary colors 
are those opposite each other on the color wheel and work 
well together for a dramatic look; for example all tints and 
shades of reds and greens, blues and oranges, violets and 
yellows will work together. Remember, all tints and shades; 
so if you choose blue and orange, the colors could be colo- 
nial blue and peach. Analogous colors are beside each other 
on the color wheel and play well together, too, for a har- 
monious look. So reds and oranges, oranges and yellows, 
yellows and greens, greens and blues, and blues and violets 
will also work in adjoining rooms. 

Also, I recommend you choose two colors with the same 
value — the brightness or darkness of a hue. Line up the 
two paint strips with your choices for the living and dining 
rooms and choose two colors in the same position on the 
strip. In other words, if you choose a color for one room 
that’s the third from the top on the strip, choose the second 
color third from the top on the second strip. I’m not saying 
you can’t deviate one tint or shade in either direction, but if 
they line up, they have the same value and will live happily 
ever after. 

One final tip: bring the wall color from your living room 
into the dining room in a tablecloth, draperies, and accesso- 
ries. In the same vein, add the dining room wall color on pil- 
lows, chair throws, area rug, etc. in your living room. Both 
rooms will look coordinated this way.

Winter Protection 


For Young Plants 


Q: Last winter was a doozy by any standard, and sev- 
eral of my border shrubs that had survived previous winters 
unprotected froze and died off. I replaced them, but I ddn’t 
want a repeat if we have another bad winter. What’s the best 
way to protect the new plants? -- Jane V., Worcester, Mass. 

A: Many shrub varieties are hardy, and can put up with 
a lot of weather. Some do very well under a coat of snow 
or ice (which actually can help insulate the plant during the 
coldest part of winter). But snow-less cold snaps or sudden 
weather changes can test even the toughest of these plants. 

Since these are new plants, you should take extra protec- 
tive measures regardless of how mild or rough the winter is. 
Go ahead and place burlap covering (available at home and 
garden stores by the yard) over or around the shrubs, ideally 
before the first hard frost, but definitely ahead of any multi- 
day periods with temperatures below freezing. 

Drape or wrap the burlap around the shrubs, not too tight- 
ly -- enough to keep it from flapping loosely in the wind, but 
not so tight that it constricts the plant. Secure the wrap at 
the base of the plant with twine, again being careful not to 
damage the bark. 

For larger outdoor plants with extended branches, care- 
fully tie up the branches by loosely wrapping twine around 
the bottommost branches, then sliding the twine circle up- 
ward a few inches to gather in the plant. Repeat with another 
length of twine to secure the branches higher up, and repeat 
again higher up if necessary. Then wrap burlap around the 
plant and secure. 

If you’re worried about a plant being pushed over by 
wind or banks of snow, place wooden stakes around the 
plant and wrap burlap around the stakes and plant to se- 
cure them. During the winter, immediately clear snow banks 
from around the plant so the weight doesn’t push the plant 
over. 

Protect the roots of new and old shrubs during the winter, 
by placing fresh mulch around their base as an insulator. 
First, rake back existing mulch to expose the base of the 
tree or shrub trunk to the air for a few days. Next, cover the 


- exposed area with new mulch. 


Straw, pine needles or wood chips, or a combination of 
these, work well as winter mulch, insulating without com- 
pacting, so that water can get to the roots. This cover needs 
to be removed in the spring. 

HOME TIP: Mulch around tree and shrub bases should 
be kept just 2 or 3 inches deep, to insulate while allowing air 
and water to get to the roots.

Proposed 398 Residential 
Units Draws Questions 


About Construction, Traffic

The developers aiming to 
build 398 residential units 
next to the HighPoint apart- 
ment complex will have 
six weeks to come back to 
the City Council with more 
information about the pro- 
posed project’s impact on 
traffic on nearby residential 
streets. fg 

The council, in its ca- 
pacity as Quincy’s special 
permit granting authority 
(SPGA), met Oet. 22 to re- 
view plans by AvalonBay 
Communities to develop the 
25-acre Quarry Street parcel 
into five residential build- 
ings, a project known as 
Avalon Quincy. 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci — whose district 
includes neighborhoods 
near the Avalon Quincy 
site, but not the site itself 
— voiced concern about the 
project’s impact on resi- 
dential streets. The devel- 
oper, he said, would need to 
amend its plans to provide 
some mitigation for any im- 
pacts residents on those.side 
streets might encounter. 

“Will you do some more 
work? Will you do some 
more traffic counts? Will 
you help us alleviate nega- 
tive impact, mitigate any 
negative impact this project 
will have on those residen- 
tial side streets?” Palmucci 
said. 

“If you’re willing to do 
that, I’m willing to keep an 
open mind. The folks in the 
area, their biggest problem is 
the traffic. It’s a big enough 
problem right now.” 

Lars Unhjem, Avalon’s 
director of development, 


said the company would re-. 


visit that issue in the coming 
weeks and provide an updat- 


ed plan to the council when 
it meets to consider the 
proposal again on Dec. 3. 
Unhjem also said he would 
provide Palmucci and Ward 
3 Councillor Kevin Cough- 
lin with information relative 
to traffic at HighPoint and 
a traffic study conducted 
when that project was first 
conceived in 1998. 

Coughlin, who repre- 
sents the Avalon Quincy and 
the residential areas directly 
abutting it, also raised con- 
cern regarding construction 
on site. HighPoint was con- 
structed during his tenure on 
the council, and he received 
numerous complaints from 
residents about its impact. 

“The complaints I re- 
ceived about the blasting, 
and the hoe ramming, and 
the construction process, 
and the noise, and the dust 
and construction activities, 
and times that work was go- 
ing — it was a constant bat- 
tle,’ Coughlin said. 

“| know what these folks 
had to go through and the 
specter of that happening 
again is not endearing.” 

In particular, Coughlin 
was concerned because the 
foundation of one of the five 
planned buildings would 
need to be constructed, 
meaning blasting could be 
necessary to get down to 
bedrock. 

Unhjem replied that it 
would be difficult to tell if 
blasting or hoe ramming 
would be needed because 
the site was formerly home 
to a municipal dump and 
steel or other objects could 
be mistaken for bedrock 
if boreholes were used for 
testing. The impact of the 
project, he added, would be 
less than HighPoint’s im-

City Hosts Housing Symposium, 
16% Population Growth Projected 


Mayor Thomas Koch, in 
partnership with the Mas- 
sachusetts Area Planning 
Council, recently hosted a 
special housing symposium. 

The symposium, attend- 
ed by more than 60 agency 
haeds, business leaders and 
city officials, was led by the 
city’s economic develop- 
ment team of Nick Verenis 
and Maureen Geary and 
was held in the Richardson 
Room of the Thomas Crane 
Public Library. 

With a growing num- 
ber of young professionals 
moving into the city, hous- 
ing development is surging 
in the city and an analysis 
by the MAPC found that de- 


mand for housing in Quincy 


will continue to grow for the 
next several decades. 

The MAPC analysis an- 
ticipates that the City’s pop- 
ulation will grow by 16 per- 
cent by 2030, with the most 
demand for housing found 
in younger groups and a 
segment of the population 
now approaching retirement 
age. 

Koch said the city’s ag- 
gressive economic develop- 
ment plans must strike a bal- 


_ anced approach “that targets 


the right. areas and protects 
existing neighborhoods.” 
“What we have happen- 
ing now is a great deal of 
potential being realized with 
the number of young people 


and young families moving 
into the City, and that’s going 
to continue to push housing 
demand,” Koch said. “For 
the city, that means con- 
tinuing to do the things that 
promote growth, but at the 
same time, keeping our eye 
on the ball when it comes to 
traffic issues, parking issues 
and the other factors of in- 
creased development.” 

The key elements of the 
City’s economic develop- 
ment planning efforts re- 
volve around new and ex- 
panded housing near public 
transportation and other city 
amenities — which are they 
prime drawing points for 
young residents, Koch said. 


tion will be done. 

“I can’t make a prom- 
ise, but we will do the same 
things that were done before 
in terms of communicating 
with the neighborhood if we 
are exposed to a situation 
where we need to introduce 
loud noises relative to blast- 
ing or hoe ramming,” Un- 
hjem explained.

Ward 6 Councillor Brian 
McNamee expressed con- 
cern about the developer’s 
employment practices, not- 
ing Quincy’s special permit 
granting criteria allows the 
council to consider neigh- 
borhood _ characters/social 
structures, community 
needs, and the impact on the 
city among other criteria. 
“I’m going to look for 
Avalon to demonstrate, be- 
fore they get a favorable vote 
from me if one at all exists, 
that they support commonly 
held values of the commu- 
nity,” McNamee said. “That 
includes paying the prevail- 


‘ing wage, a commitment to 


do work with contractors 
that are committed to field- 
ing a skilled labor force that 


includes apprentice training, 
safety training etc. 

“I’m also going to look 
that they hire local. I know 
that that’s been struck but 
there can be efforts to hire 
from not New Hampshire, 
but certainly locally.” 

City Solicitor Jim Tim- 
mins, however, advised Mc- 
Namee against basing his 
decision on those criteria. 

“You’re not permitting 
the applicant, this is per- 
mitting the project and it’s 
based on the physical dy- 
namics of the site,” Tim- 
mons said.

Revelations At Souther Tide Mill?

Could a mill site over 
200, years old hold some 
stories? 

Over the years, some 
visitors to the Souther 
Tide Mill have sensed 
something they couldn’t 
explain—a door closing, 
a floor board creaking, 
feeling a presence. We 
wondered if bringing in 
a spirit medium might 
help to shed some light 
on this. 

At a recent visit to the 
Souther Tide Mill on the 
Southern Artery, spirit 
medium Karen Miranda 
of QATV’s Whispers 
From The Other Side 
said she made contact 
with several spirits. 

Frank Hogan of 
Friends of Souther Tide 
Mill had contacted Ms. 
Miranda and invited her 
to tour this 19th cen- 


tury mill to see if she— 


could sense any presence 
there. She had no pre- 
vious knowledge of the 
tide mill and was eager 
to visit it. Hogan and 
Doug Morrill, president 
of the Friends, showed 
her around the mill. 
Amongst the spirits 
she was in contact with 
were two men named 
John and two people, 
Francis and Frances, as 
well as a woman who 
told Miranda that she had 
been a slave. Miranda 
described these people 
and their dress to Morrill. 
John Sr. indicated to her 
his pleasure at people

coming back to the mill and 
trying to preserve it. 
Miranda showed her 
sketch pad on which she had 
drawn a portrait of a male. 
Morrill then showed her a 
portrait of one of the Souther 
men who bore a remarkable 
resemblance to the person 
in the sketch. It looked like 
Francis L. Souther. His wife 
was Frances. Francis L. 
Souther was the first Union 
soldier to die in the Civil 
War. He died at the Battle 
of Big Bethel in southern 
Virginia in June 1861. 
After that, at Mount Wol- 


laston Cemetery, Mor- 
rill showed Miranda the 
gravestone of Francis and 
Frances Souther. He told 
her that Francis’ grand- 
father was John Souther, 
Sr., the original owner; 
Francis’ father was John 
Souther, Jr. 

Miranda also pointed 
out that, when she first en- 
tered the mill, she sensed 
that the spirits were cau- 
tious. It took a little time 
before they revealed them- 
selves to her, later making 
her feel welcome.

midfield. 

“We did make some 
big glays on defense, we 
just didn’t make enough of 
them,” said Reardon. 

--- Quincy was close, on 
the threshold in the final two 
periods. With the score tied 
at 14-14 late in the third, a 
Duxbury blitz stopped Lam 
on fourth down at the Drag- 
ons’ two after the Presidents 
had marched 83 yards in 11 
plays. 

With Duxbury up, 21-14 
and just over 4:00 left, Lam 
broke cleanly around the 
left side at the Quincy 43. 
He was gone. Absolutely 
gone. Tie game. There was 
nothing but 57 yards of turf 
ahead of him. But Dux- 
bury’s Nick Gearin reached 
out and just caught Lam by 
the shoestring. Three plays 
later Quincy fumbled, and 
the Dragons put it away with 
two late touchdowns. 

“James looked like he 
was gone on that run, but we 
should have been able to get 
it in from the two when we 
got close,” said Reardon. 

--- These games are usu- 
ally won up front. Quincy’s 
line of Calley, Abraham 
Hoti, William Young, Steve 
Scolaro and Mike Munroe 
cleared holes on offense 
and, on defense, stopped 


the inside running game of 
Duxbury backed by line- 
backers Bergonzi, Cronin 
and Alex Leo. 

“Our line blocked well 
and gave us room to run 
through three quarters,” said 
Reardon. 

So, what decided it? The 
Dragons don’t have a single 
player who goes both ways. 
Duxbury is strictly two-pla- 
toon. Maimaron felt that his 
depth wore down Quincy in 
the second half. In addition, 
the absence of tailback Jah- 
vae Handsom-Fields for the 
second straight game was a 
factor.

Republican Charlie 
Baker appeared the winner 
of one of the closest guber- 
natorial races in Massachu- 
setts’ history Tuesday with 
a razor-thin margin that in- 
cluded a four-point win over 
Democrat Martha Coakley 
in Quincy. 

As The Sun went to press 
early Wednesday morning, 
Baker held a 48% to 47% 
percent lead over Coak- 
ley. With 95 percent of the 
statewide vote reporting, 
Baker had 979,127 votes to 
Coakley’s 951,782. Out of 
1,930,90 votes cast in the 
governor’s race, Baker’s 
lead at 12:30 a.m. Wednes- 
day was 27,345 votes. 

At least one major news 
outlet projected Baker the 
winner of the tight gover- 
nor’s race shortly after mid- 
night. However, Secretary 
of State Bill Galvin indicat- 
ed that if the election margin 
were less than one percent, 
he would seek a recount.

The Democrats’ drive to take over the 13 Congres- 
sional District, state senate seat in the Quincy-Braintree 
District and at least three house seats, in addition to retain 
the one gained four years ago, is expected to be a major 
factor in bringing out the vote on the South Shore. 

The 80 percent figure generally held four years ago in 
the list of off-year elections when there was not as strong 
a fight between the two major parties for local offices.

At the Quincy city clerk’s office, 440 absentee ballots 
have been processed to date. 

In the last off-year election in 1954, 79.5 percent of 
Quincy voters turned out to cast their ballots.

The Democratic election sweep covered the South 
Shore, as well as the state and the nation when that party 
locally wrested from the Republican a seat in Congress.

2 tablespoons white vinegar 
1/4 cup green olives (pitted) 

1/4 cup black olives (pitted) 

1/4 cup capers 

6 tablespoons olive oil (to start) 

In the hot oil start by sautéing the egg- 
plant in single layers, and cook until tender. 
Keep doing this until the eggplant are fin- 
ished. You will have to add as much oil as 
you need until they are finished. Set aside. 

In the same pan, sauté the onion, celery, 
salt and pepper, the olives and the capers. 
Add the tomato paste and the crushed toma- 
toes and vinegar, and cook for a 10 minutes.

Millet Fritters

Have you ever cooked with millet? 

Millet is a very small, round grain with a 
history that traces back thousands of years. 
It was the chief grain in China before rice 
became popular and continues to sustain 
people in Africa, China, Russia, and India, 
among other places. 

Millet is an extremely nutritious and har- 
dy crop that grows well under harsh or dry 
conditions, both of which contribute to its 
widespread use and popularity around the 
world. 

Millet can be used in porridges, cereal, 
soups and breads. It is a delicious wheat 
free substitution for couscous because of its 
consistency. Always rinse before cooking, 
and use 1 part Millet to 2 parts liquid. It is 
that easy! You can find it in the bulk section 
of the health food store. 

I like to cook it in broth, and add a bunch 
of fresh herbs then put a pat of butter on it 
with some pecorino romano cheese as a side 
dish. But here is a recipe for Millet Fritters 
that I hope you will enjoy. 


1/3 cup millet cooked according to pack- 
age directions (I cook mine in salted broth 
for more flavor, and cook it a little extra to 
help to get it “Mushy” so it is a good consis- 
tency to make the fritters.) 

1/4 cup onion, chopped fine 

1/4 cup red bell pepper, chopped fine 

1 garlic clove, minced 

2 tablespoons olive oil 
1 teaspoon dried basil 
2 tablespoons or so of fresh parsley 

1 egg, beaten 

1 teaspoon sea salt, 1/2 teaspoon pepper 

3 or so tablespoons romano or parmesan 
cheese 

Simply mix all ingredients together 
(when millet is cooled) well with wooden 
spoon until nicely incorporated. Form into 
patties (a couple of tablespoons is a good 
size) and cook in heated skillet in some ol- 
ive oil. Do not flip until edges are browned, 
but not burned. Flip over and cook un- 
til the other side is done. Drain on paper 
towel lined plate. This recipe is great with 
a spoonful of tomato sauce and a sprinkling 
of cheese! Enjoy!

The Quincy Animal Shelter — 
15 Years Later: Why Are We Still Here?

There are many reasons 
why The Quincy Animal 
Shelter, Inc. still operates 
today. The answer is very 
simple; 15 years later there 


are still many animals in 


Quincy that need our servic- 
es. There are plenty of vol- 
unteers that show up every 
day and care for our home- 
less cats and dogs. 

In June of 1998, our 
goal was immediate and 
clear. Stop the killing of 
homeless cats and dogs in 
Quincy. There were few re- 
sources available, just some 
very dedicated volunteers, 
a building and two animal 
control officers gracious 
enough to let us work along- 
side them. 

From the start we always 
said we are the type of busi- 
ness that truly wants to go 
out of business someday. We 
hope that someday, animals 
will no longer be dropped 
off at our doorstep in a bag 
or box or worse. We hope 
that the phone will stop ring- 
ing with people saying “I’m 
moving today and can’t keep 
my seven cats!” 

We pray that there will 
not be any more Puppy Doe 
investigations. We wish that 
the family dog would not be 
given up because no one has 
time for him. We want pets 
to be healthy and well cared 
for. We wish that we could 
close our doors forever but 
for the right reason. We 
wish that no more animals 
suffer at all. 


The reality is that we are 
still here. Despite finding 
homes for more than 500 
cats and dogs each year, for 
the last 15 years, the need 
still exists. 

We are not there yet. 

QAS is just one of many 
shelters and rescue groups 
in the South Shore Area do- 
ing the exact same thing! 
We have made progress in 
spaying and neutering but 
it is not as significant as we 
would like. This year al- 
ready we have seven preg- 
nant cats. Kitten season 
means the use of many re- 
sources and of course, that 
means we need dozens of 
adopters. Of course kittens 
are adorable, we love them 
too, but there are still far too 
many kittens that are born 
and never even make it to us 
to be rescued. Overall, we 
have made some progress 
with dogs; but the homeless 
cat population is still a huge 
problem in Quincy. 

We are still here because 
we do good work. We have 
more than 150 loyal volun- 
teers caring for our animals 
each week who serve on our 
committees and Board of 
Directors. Many have been 
with us since 1999. The 
shelter is a great place to 
volunteer. We are also still 
here because of the loyal 
support of the community. 
We rely on private dona- 
tions to operate the shelter. 
We are still here because we 
care about what we do and 
that we do it well. We work 
hard to make the best deci- 


sions for our animals. Every 
animal is treated like it is 
one of our own. 

We are still here because 
we need to be here for the 
humans too. Unfortunately, 
situations occur and people 
have to give up their ani- 
mals. Sometimes they can- 
not afford’ veterinary care. 
We are here to help. 

We are still here because 
the City of Quincy allows 
us to reside in their building 
and work alongside Animal 
Control officers Don Con- 
boy and Bruce DiBella. 

In 1998, many of us had 
no idea what we were doing. 


We had pets but we never ' 


ran a business or gave ani- 
mal vaccinations or trained 
a dog. We just had passion 
and the commitment. That 
was enough. We are still 
here because we still have 
that same passion and that 
same level of commitment. 

We can’t give up. 

We have so many stories 
to tell, many happy endings 
and some very sad. As new 
volunteers walk through the 
door so do more cats and 
dogs that need a hug. They 
still need us and that is why 
we are still here. 

The last 15 years have 
gone by fast. I have always 
joked that we want to go out 
of business, it is pretty clear 
that will not happen. for a 
good long time. We hope to 
be around as long as we are 
needed. : 

What would happen if 
we were not still here? 
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ing the same topics using 
the same books as their fifth 
grade peers in elementary 
school.

“T think it’s safe to say 
that a number of towns are 
wrestling with some of the 
same issues we are with 
growing populations or 
shifting populations,” said 
Owens. 

“When I look at the other 
communities going through 
similar things... they have 
a population of 10,000 
people total,” said commit- 


tee member Anne Mahoney. 
“They’re apples and orang- 
es compared to what we’re 
looking at.” 

Conversation shifted to 
open enrollment requests at 
the first grade level in the 
Point Webster and Sterling 
districts. There are currently 
183 students enrolled in the 
fifth grade between the two 
schools. 

Last year, seven students 
requested placement at a 
K-5 school, however none 
of the requests were granted 
because the target schools 
were already at or approach- 
ing capacity, said DeCristo- 
faro. 

The previous year, five 
of eight requests to attend a 
K-5 school were granted. 

As of now there are no 
open enrollment requests for 
aK-5 school, said Owens. 

All open enrollment re- 
quests should be granted for 
parents not wanting to send 
their fifth graders to Point 
Webster or Sterling, said 
Perdios. 

“If fifth grade in middle 
school is such a great idea, 
then we should be offering 
that to the other schools... 


why was Central not consid- 
ered for that?” she asked the 
committee. 

A new Central Middle 
School facility was built, 
opening in 2013 with a 
grade 6-8 configuration. 

Mahoney asked for sta- 
tistics showing how many 
children leave Quincy Pub- 
lic Schools to go to the city’s 
private schools such as the 
Catholic Academy in North 
Quincy or leave the system 
all together. 

“We don’t want students 
to leave our schools,” she 
said. 

McCarthy insisted that 
leaving the public school 
system happened across all 
grades in all public schools 
in the city and attempted to 
table the discussion because 
he felt it was not relevant to 
the topic at hand.. 

“You either pull your 
child out of the school 
they’ ve been in since kinder- 
garten or put them in a whole 
new school for a year before 
they go to middle school 
anyway or you let them 
go to middle school where 
you’re not sure they’re get- 
ting the same equal opportu-

School Committee Questions — 


Validity Of MCAS Test

A summative review and 
comparison of 2013 and 
2014 MCAS scores present- 
ed at the Oct. 22nd meet- 
ing of the School: Commit- 
tee revealed increases and 
decreases in performance 
amongst English Language 
Learners (ELL), high needs 
students, and students with 
disabilities. 

Committee § members, 
however, questioned the va- 
lidity of assessing academic 
performance using one stan- 
dardized test. 

Prior to presenting board 
members with the scores, 
Superintendent of Quincy 
Public Schools Richard De- 
Cristofaro said that he had 
anticipated an overall two 
percent increase in MCAS 
scores this year. 

In some cases the im- 
provements were dramatic 
and well over the two per- 
cent goal. Grade four ELL 
students saw a ten percent 
increase in correct answers 
since last year in the math 
category. Science scores in 
the overall school popula- 
tion however, remained rel- 
atively stable with only a 6 
percent decrease in correct 
answers since last year. 

‘ While board members 
applauded the improved 
scores, they questioned the 
validity of assessing a stu- 
dent’s knowledge using only 
one testing tool. 

“We have a mixture of 
kids that we’re looking at so 
it’s a lot to expect because 
when you’re looking at it, 
overall we have so many 
different levels and there are 
certain kids who are achiev- 
ing higher proficiencies in 
that group,” said school 
committee member Anne 
Mahoney. “It would be so 
much simpler if we had one 
elementary, one middle, 


and one high school and we 
don’t so the needs at each 
of our schools are unique to 
those_schools.” 

She added that educators 
are being spread thin due to 
over testing and having to 
cater to Common Core Stan- 
dards which are designed to 
prepare students for intro- 
ductory college courses or 
entering the workforce. 

“TJ hate that we’re bas- 
ing all of our evaluations 
on one test,” said commit- 
tee member Paul Bregoli. 
“This MCAS is a snapshot 
of all our children. It’s a 
visual test that doesn’t take 
into account those children 
who are auditory learners, 
or need to learn or be evalu- 
ated through a multi sensory 
approach.” 

He added that develop- 
mentally, some children are 
not ready to take on a curric- 
ulum that focuses heavily on 
teaching to cater to MCAS 
and Common Core. “I just 
don’t like the way we evalu- 
ate our kids,” he said. 

He urged parents not to 
base their children’s school 
success solely on the results 
of the MCAS. 

Committee member Da- 
vid McCarthy applauded 
the improvement of ELL 
and high needs students but 
echoed Bregoli’s statements, 
saying that the district was 
“locked into” the test and 
Common Core Standards. 
“When you get past the 
MCAS, you graduate and 
you move on; they’re look- 
ing at SATs, they’re looking 
at your school...who brings 
up MCAS anymore?” 

“Every kid doesn’t fit 
into the same box,” said 
Mayor Thomas Koch who 
suggested sending a letter 
to Department of Education 
officials criticizing educa- 
tion mandates pushed on 


school districts.

“When you go into a 
hospital most of the time it 
is one-stop shopping.” 

The vision center is ex- 
pected to open in December, 
the behavioral health and 
dentistry suites in mid-Jan- 
uary, and the pharmacy in 
February. 

The West Squantum 
Street facility isn’t Manet’s 
only location that under- 
went major renovations. 
The organization received a 
$500,000 HRSA grant to up- 
grade its Hull facility, which 
was used to add new exam 
rooms and could attract up 
to 4,000 new patients. 

“We just got a grant for 
$500,000 to upgrade our site 
in Hull. We put in a number 
of new exam rooms on the 


first floor. We upgraded the 
facility to be more modern. 
We brought new technology 
down there,” Holiver said, 
including new labs. 

“If you look at the place 
it’s absolutely _ beautiful 
down there and we have the 
ability now to see an ad- 
ditional 3,000-4,000 new 
patients down there result- 
ing in probably 15,000 ad- 
ditional visits per year.” 

Manet is also looking to 
bring the medical mall con- 
cept behind the renovated 
North Quincy facility to its 
new site in Taunton. 

“We just got a new site 
down in Taunton, which is 
the furthest from our fam- 
ily. But we picked it up and 
we plan on heading down 
the South Shore and to the 
south. Taunton was some- 
thing we did this year; we’re 
very proud of that,” Holiver 
explained. 

“We worked very close- 
ly -with Steward’s Morton 
Hospital to roll out the same 
concept we have here in 
Taunton, which is the medi- 
cal mall concept.” 

The Taunton site is cur- 
rently housed in a tempo- 
rary location. Manet is in 
the process of looking for a 
permanent space there and 
Holiver said such a space 
should be identified within 
the next 30 days. 

In Quincy, Manet ‘is 
working with the Quincy 
Housing Authority — includ- 
ing QHA executive director 
James Lydon and the agen- 
cy’s board of commission- 
ers — to identify possible im-

“We have a partnership 
with him and the housing 
board to look at German- 
town in particular and to 
see what we can do there to 
improve the facility down 
there,’ Holiver said. “It’s 
very important that we’re 
doing this as a partnership.” 

Holiver himself is new 
to Manet, having come on 
board as its chief executive 
officer in early September. 
He spent the previous 23 
years as an administrator at 
hospitals in Massachusetts 
—before serving as president 
at Norwood Hospital he was

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Memo: QMC May Lose $20M 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Facing increased com- 
petition from hospitals in 
neighboring communities, 
Quincy Medical Center may 
lose $20 million this year, 
which could lead to major 
changes at the hospital. 

An Oct. 29 memo from 
the Massachusetts Nurses 
Association obtained by 
The Sun said the union is 
in talks with Quincy Medi- 
cal Center’s parent com- 
pany — Steward Health Care 
— and academics special- 
izing in health care as well 
as 1199SEIU to identify a 
way for QMC to move for- 
ward given its financial sta- 
tus. The memo indicates the 
hospital could lose $20 mil- 
lion this year, a figure it calls 
unsustainable. 

“We have an agreement 
for a collaborative process, 
involving caregivers, aca- 
demics and the community 
to identify hospital services 
that are viable and meet the 
community’s needs,” the 
memo states. “This implies 
very significant changes. 

“The hospital predicts 
an unsustainable loss this 
year of about $20 million. 
It is becoming clear that the 
conversation must focus on 
IDing outpatient services 
that can thrive if no one can 
describe how inpatient ser- 
vices‘can.viably continue.” 

Sandra McGunigle, 
Quincy Medical Center’s 
director of public rela- 
tions, referred a reporter to 
a Steward spokeswoman 


for comment. Messages left 
for that spokeswoman, Vice 
President of Media Rela- 
tions Brooke Thurston, were 
not returned before The Sun 
went to press Tuesday. 

The memo points out sev- 
eral causes of Quincy Medi- 
cal Center’s financial woes: 
Decreasing patient referrals 
from the Granite Medical 
Group; Radius Specialty 
Hospital’s decision to close 
its 38-bed unit in QMC in 
September; the impending 
loss of a urology medical 
group and a obstetrics medi- 
cal group; the expansion of 
competing hospitals who 
attract both patients and 
physicians; and insurance 
reimbursements, which the 
memo says favor wealthier 
hospitals and hurt commu- 
nity ones, such as Quincy 
Medical Center. 

It goes on to say that many 
of those issues nearly led to 
the closure of Quincy Medi- 
cal Center before Steward 
acquired the hospital in Oc- 
tober 2011. The expansion 
of South Shore Hospital, 
and its pending merger with 
Partners HealthCare, as well 
as Beth Israel’s merger with 
Milton Hospital have made 
inpatient services at Quincy 
Medical Center unsustain- 
able, the memo added, be- 
cause physicians have been 
recruited..to. admit or refer 
patients only to hospitals run 
by Partners or Beth Israel. 

“It is clear, regardless 
of what recruitment efforts 
are made, they will not be 


enough to alter the level of 
inpatient volume to offset 
such large ongoing losses,” 
the memo states. 

“Instead, to keep QMC, 
we will focus on preserving 
jobs with services that can 
thrive — largely outpatient, 
while also securing oppor- 
tunities for the dedicated 
QMC employees at other 
Steward hospitals.” 

The memo further states 
union officers would work 
with the academics to iden- 
tify community needs — in- 
cluding those currently be- 
ing met by Quincy Medical 
Center and those going un- 
met as well as needs being 
met at other hospitals — and 
areas of community demand 
QMC should emphasize. 

Despite the predicted 
losses, the memo concludes 
by dismissing rumors Quin- 
cy Medical Center is facing 
imminent closure. 

“The rumor that there is 
an [imminent] hospital clo- 
sure that should cause care- 
givers to jump ship is inac- 
curate,” the memo states. 

“There is a mutual com- 
mitment to find a way for- 
ward. It will result in very 
significant changes. No 
one knows just what those 
changes will be, because 
this transparent process is 
not fake. Our members will 
know everything as it hap- 
pens without surprises so 
that all have time to make 
rational decisions with full 
information.” 


City Closes On 7th Hunt St. Home

The city has now closed 
on seven of the nine North 
Quincy homes it planned to 
purchase and demolish as 
part of a $12 million project 
to renovate Teel Field and 
construct a new parking lot 
for the field and North Quin- 
cy High School.

31, according to the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds’ 
online records. The house, 
a two-story single family 
home, was purchased for 
$450,000. It had an assessed 
value of $314,100, accord- 
ing to the city assessor’s 
online database. Previously, 
the city purchased six more 
homes in the neighborhood

— five on Hunt Street and 
one on Newbury Avenue — 
for a combined $2.945 mil- 
lion.

City Officials Silent As 
QMC Faces Uncertain Future

These are desperate times 
for Quincy Medical Center. 
According to a recent memo 
from the Mass. Nurses As- 
sociation, this much-needed 
medical facility is facing 
an estimated loss of $20 
million this year — a loss 
the memo calls “unsustain- 
able.” Among the options 
mentioned in this memo: 
a sharp reduction, or even 
possibly the elimination, of 
in-patient services at Quin- 
cy Medical Center — a facil- 
ity that serves a city of more 
than 92,000 people and is a 
major local employer. 

City officials should have 
seen this coming. The com- 
petitive health care mar- 
ket has threatened Quincy 
Medical’s future for some 
time now. In recent months, 
the situation has only grown 
worse, as other South Shore 
hospitals have affiliated with 
major Boston medical cen- 
ters and physicians’ groups 
have been recruited to admit 
patients only to those other 
facilities. Yet on the topic of 
this vital health facility, City 
Hall has been silent. 

That wasn’t always the 
case. When Steward ac- 
quired Quincy Medical 
Center, residents heard not 
only from Steward but also 


from the mayor about the 
great things that were on the 
horizon. City leaders talked 
with excitement and pride 
about the revenues for-profit 
Steward would add to the 
city tax base. 

Sadly, like many of the 
promises made by this ad- 
ministration, it seems that 
this promise also will not 
come to fruition. While city 
leaders have been busy de- 
molishing downtown Quin- 
cy and displacing North 
Quincy homeowners in or- 
der to build a parking lot, 
Quincy Medical Center has 
been flatlining. 

This situation is made all 
the more ironic by the recent 
controversy over a drug re- 
habilitation facility set to 
open just down the street 
from Central Middle School. 
Residents who attended a 
city-organized public hear- 
ing were outraged to. learn 
from Mayor Koch that Phoe- 
nix’s purchase of the prop- 
erty was a “done deal” and 
would move ahead regard- 
less of resident opposition. 
The so-called “public hear- 
ing” was a sham — designed 
only to give the appearance 
of public input when it was

too late for residents to do 
anything about it. 

Another missed opportu- 
nity? 

One can’t help but won- 
der whether our current 
city leaders missed another 
major opportunity here. On 
one hand, you have a pub- 
lic health facility struggling 
to stay alive amid declin- 
ing patient admissions. On 
the other, you have a drug 
rehabilitation facility look- 
ing for a place to admit pa- 
tients in need of treatment. 
Could our city leaders have 
brought these two parties to- 
gether? Could Phoenix have 
potentially leased a portion 
of Quincy Medical Center, 
providing the hospital with 
the revenue while offering 
a far more appropriate loca- 
tion for Phoenix’s programs? 
Could this have been a win- 
win situation for the city, the 
hospital and Phoenix? 

It seems we'll never 
know. What is clear, how- 
ever, is that Quincy resi- 
dents have a right to expect 
city officials to stay on top 
of critical issues like these, 
rather than wasting valuable 
time and taxpayer money 
on costly and unnecessary 
projects that hurt rather than 
help the quality of life in our 
city.

ence. 

Following an invocation 
by Rev. Rebecca Froom 
of the United First Parish 
Church, Douglas Adams, a 
fifth generation descendant 
of John Adams spoke of 
the man who he called the 
founder of the American 
Navy. 

He said he wanted to fo- 
cus on.what he felt was the 
most important day of John 
Adams’ life; Oct. 25, 1764, 
the day he married Abigail. 
Throughout their courtship, 
he kept a journal. “She is 
tender, feeling, sensible, 
friendly,” he wrote of Abi- 
gail. “A friend. Not an im- 
prudent, not an indelicate; 
not a disagreeable word or 
action.” 

She was however, much 
more influential and impor- 
tant to John than that, he 
added. 

“She was his dearest 
friend,” he said. “Also [she 
was] his foremost political 
council.” 

Their relationship was 
remarkable because even 
though they spent extended 
amounts of time hundreds 
of miles and oceans apart, 
they remained connected 
and confided in each other 
through frequent letters, he 
said. 

“The most. earnest wish 
of my soul is to be with 
you,” wrote Abigail to John 
following eight years of 
separation throughout the 
American Revolution. 

Senior at the Woodward 
School for Girls Emma Will 
connected the history of her 
school with the advance- 
ment of women’s education 
made possible through the 
actions of John Adams at his 
wife’s urging. : 

“The school’s founder, 
Dr. Ebenezer Woodward, a 
cousin to the Adamses and a 
leading physician in Quincy 


establish a school for girls,” 
she said. “John Adams was 
strong in the belief that edu- 
cated citizens were essen- 
tial to establish and sustain 
a democracy. He wrote that 
liberty cannot be achieved 
without a general knowledge 
among the people, who have 
a right and desire to know, 
and that children should be 
educated and instructed in 
the principles of freedom.” 

Abigail wholeheartedly 
agreed with her husband 
on educating the population 
and felt strongly that women 
should be afforded the same 
educational opportunities as 
men. “If you complain of 
neglect in the education of* 
sons,” wrote Abigail, “what 
shall I say with regard to 
daughters, who every day 
experience the want of it?” 

“From we who are stu- 
dents, the president’s great- 
est gift to posterity may be 
his requirement that the 
commitment to education for 
all citizens be writ directly 
into our state’s constitution, 
as a duty of the legislature,” 
said Will, who will graduate 
in May as a member of the 
class of 2015. 

“I have chosen to dedi- 
cate my life to service,” 
she said. “I am currently 
engaged in the application 
process to the United States 
Naval Academy...it’s my 
dream the be the first female 
Navy officer in my family.” 

Quincy High School Ju- 
nior Katherine Stevenson 
said the relationship of John 
and Abigail exemplified the

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without teamwork, we 
would struggle.” 

The two confided in each 
other, she said, and worked 
together to shape their com- 
munity, much like teachers 
working together in today’s 
schools to provide students 
with a well rounded educa- 
tion. 

North Quincy High 
School Senior Cornelius 
Koch said “it is not possible 
to speak of this brilliant 
statesman without speaking 
about his partner, Abigail,” 

“They were truly a team 
in every sense of the word,” 
he added. 

He called Abigail one of 
John’s “top advisers” -and 
said of this month’s elec- 
tions that “John and Abigail 
would encourage us all to 
research the issues, educate 
ourselves on the questions, 
and most importantly exer- 
cise our right to vote.” 

Rev. Sheldon Bennett, 
Minister Emeritus of the 
United First Parish Church, 
was the last to address the 
crowd. 

“Through my own years 
of ministry, I often looked 
to John Adams for inspira- 
tion,” he said. “How could 
I not?” 

Some historians, he said, 
have been dismissive of John 
Adams’ presidency, calling 
him ineffective by focusing 
on the highly controversial 
Alien and Sedition Acts 
signed in 1798 following the 
French Revolution. The acts 
increased residency require- 
ments from five to fourteen 
years for American citizen- 
ship, allowed the president 
to imprison or deport aliens 
considered dangerous, and 
restricted public speech crit- 
icizing the government. 

“I believe such dispar- 
aging interpretations fail to 
understand the precarious- 
ness of the national situation 
when Adams took office, 
and they take too narrow of 
a view of what makes for a 
good leader and an effective 
president,” said Bennett. 

Adams, he said, had to 
“face the daunting chal- 
lenge” of following George 
Washington who was wide- 
ly lauded as a successful 
president. 

Below the visage of 
success of the Washington 
presidency, he said, trouble 


- was brewing; trouble that 


was placed directly in the 
hands of John Adams as he 
assumed office. 

The Federalist and Dem- 
ocratic-Republic Parties 
disagreed on fundamental 
issues. Adams, as a Federal- 
ist, favored a strong central 
government with great con- 
trol over commerce and the 
ability to tax citizens while 
the opposing Democratic- 
Republican Party preferred

of his birth Oct. 30. 
strongly against imposing 
tariffs. 

Adams, Bennett said, 
when contemplating going 
to war with France, under- 
stood that following popular 
opinion would be “ruinous” 
to the country and instead 
fought an undeclared war 
with the French labeled 
the “Quasi-War” which oc- 
curred mostly at sea. 

“Although it took him 
until near the very end of his 
term, Adams did in the end 
win an honorable treaty with 
France, ending hostilities,” 
said Bennett. 

“It’s always a great honor 
for me to come over...for 
the annual wreath laying of 
John Adams in recognition 
of his birthday,” said Mayor 
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Thomas Koch. 

“It’s a reminder to me, 
each time I come over 
where we are, who we are 
as a people because of the 
contributions and leadership 
of John Adams and Abigail 
Adams,” he said. 

Petty Officer 2nd Class 
David Clarke and Petty Of- 
ficer 2nd Class Ivan Pena 
of the Navy Honor Guard 
marched the wreath of red, 
white, and blue flowers to 
the basement and into the 
crypt of the church and 
placed it atop Adams’ tomb. 

The tradition of laying a 
wreath on the grave sites of 
all deceased former presi- 
dents to honor their birth- 
day was started by President 
Lyndon B. Johnson. 
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Following closing re- 
marks, the retirement of the 
colors, a musical postlude, 


and a benediction by Froom, 
guests were invited down- 


stairs to view the presiden- 
tial burial place.

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Shutter Repair 
THIS IS AHAMMER 
By Samantha Mazzotta 

Q: My mother’s. house has wooden louver shutters that 
have stayed open on either side of the windows outside the 
house for years and years. Many of them are in disrepair. 
Are they worth saving, or should I replace them? -- Jim H., 
Gardner, Mass. 

A: The decision to repair or replace the shutters is ulti- 
mately yours. But there are some factors you can consider 
as you make that decision. 

¢ How many shutters are on the house? You would likely 
need to replace all of them if you’re refreshing the exterior. 
Shutter replacement can cost between $35 and $55 per shut- 
ter. 

¢ Are the current shutters of good quality or unique de- 
sign? You may not be able to find a match. 

¢ Would the time and effort involved in repairing the 
shutters be more than the cost of replacement? 

¢ Consider what it will take to remove each shutter, the 
amount of repair needed, the hours it will take to accomplish, 
the repair and the cost of the supplies needed to fix them, 

If you decide to replace the shutters, count how many 
you’ll need. To save money you might consider just replac- 
ing the most heavily damaged with matching or near-match- 
ing shutters and then finish replacing the rest when it’s more 
convenient. The risk you run, of course, is not being able to 
purchase the same shutters later. 

Find the manufacturer name and details about the shutter 
(like dimensions), if possible. In newer shutters the infor- 
mation may be found on a sticker or tag on the inside frame 
edge. If there is no information, measure the height and 
width of the shutter. You should also measure the shutters on 
the second floor and any additional floors or attic windows, 
if the house has them, as the dimensions may vary. Then, 
order the shutters you’ll need along with new hardware. 

If you decide to repair the shutters, determine which are 
the most damaged, which need no repair and which need 
some repair or just touch-ups or repainting. Schedule a few 


hours each day or weekend to remove one set of shutters at 


a time and repair them.

As the video points out, often the joints of the shutters 
separate, causing the louvers to slip out of place. Here’s an- 
other video that shows how a decorative shutter with minor 
wood rot is repaired in place: http://www.todayshomeown- 
er.com/video/how-to-repair-exterior-wood-shutters/. 

If louvers are badly damaged or rotted, you should be 
able to find replacements in the same dimensions at your 
home-improvement store. 

HOME TIP: Exterior shutters need little maintenance 
if they’re in good shape..Brush away debris and dirt when 
needed, and keep shrubs and other plants trimmed back.

On Thursday, October 23, 2014, at approximately 11:00 a.m., 
Officer Kristen Bowes was dispatched to Andrews Road for a 
call of a Breaking and Entering into a private home that just oc- 
curred. She was joined by numerous other patrol. Officers, along 
with Detectives and Community Police Officers. K-9 Officer 
Scott Doherty radioed that he was first on scene and gave out a 
description of the suspect as a white male, wearing a gray hooded 
sweatshirt and a hat. 

Moments later, Officer Bowes arrived and interviewed the 16 
year old caller/victim. He said that he was home because he was 
sick. He stated that he was in his upstairs bedroom when he heard 
knocking at the front door. The caller said that he immediately 
thought this was odd because no one ever uses their front door, 
so he went to a second floor window where he could see a male 
(suspect) at the door. 

After knocking for approximately 1-3 minutes, the suspect 
went to the side door and knocked twice. The suspect then walked 
to the rear of the house, so the caller went to another window to 
watch him. The suspect suddenly squatted at the bulkhead in the 
rear of the house. The caller decided it was time to call “911” and 
as he did this, the suspect opened the bulkhead and disappeared 
into it. As the caller remained on the telephone with the Police 
Dispatcher, he could hear someone coming up the stairs to the 
second floor. When the caller saw the same male in front of his 
bedroom door, he yelled, “Get out.” The suspect, without hesita- 
tion, fled down the stairs and ran out the front door, slamming it 
behind him. 

The caller said that Officer Doherty arrived moments later and 
after getting a description, started out searching for the suspect. 

Officer Bowes contacted the caller’s mother to come home, 
then interviewed a neighbor who said that she was in her kitchen 
when she heard a door slam. She said that she stepped outside and 
saw a “younger white guy” running down the sidewalk from An- 
drews Road toward Fenno Street. She provided the same descrip- 
tion as did the caller. The neighbor said that the suspect looked 
back and she was able to get a good look at his face. She knew it 
was not a resident, so she went to the caller’s door, who told her 
that the Police were on their way. 

With this information, Officer Doherty picked up the track 
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of the suspect, which led him to 
the wooded area on Fenno Street 
known as White Rock. The K-9 
Unit led Officer Doherty into 
the woods where Officer Paul 
Matthews was searching for the 
suspect. As the Officers made 
their way into the back end of 
the wooded area, a male sud- 
denly ran across the trail about 50 
yards away. Officer Doherty was 
pulled toward the suspect by his 
K-9 Unit. The Officer shouted to 
the suspect, “Quincy Police K-9 
Unit, you are under arrest, stop or 
I will release the dog and he will 
bite you.” The suspect continued to run from the woods into the 
marsh, so Officer Matthews radioed other Officers that they were 
in pursuit of the suspect. 

As the Officers closed in on the suspect, Officer Doherty 
again instructed the suspect to stop. The suspect then turned 
and started walking back towards the Officers. Officer Doherty 
sternly warned the suspect, “Show me your hands, get down on 
the ground or I will release the dog.” After giving the warning 
three times, the suspect failed to comply and kept coming towards 
the Officers. With the K-9 barking and ready to take action, the 
suspect unpredictably stopped and laid down in the marsh grass. 
Officer Matthews then placed handcuffs on the suspect and he 
was led out to Fenno Street, where Officer Holland transported 
him to the witness’s location. 

The neighbor said she was “98% positive that is the guy run- 
ning in front of the house.” The caller, in the presence of his 
mother, said he was “99% positive that this is the guy that was 
squatting at our bulkhead.” The suspect, a 27 year old Quincy

resident, was placed under arrest for Breaking and Entering in the 
Daytime and was transported to the station for booking. 

During questioning, the suspect said that he was a drug user 
and broke in to the house to support his $200.00 a day drug habit. 
Nice Work! 

In this case, the caller/victim did an excellent job of monitor- 
ing the situation, then acting by calling “911” when the suspect 
entered the backyard. He stayed on the telephone with the Dis- 
patcher and helped the Police in catching the suspect. As always, 
keeping doors locked makes it harder for criminals to get in and 
also prevents face to face encounters.

SCAM: Bogus newspaper subscription renewal notices (from 
FTC) 

For people who subscribe to newspapers, be aware of “urgent” 
renewal notices stating that your subscription is about to expire, 
with a notice to pay up immediately to keep uninterrupted ser- 
vice. Be sure to check that the company sending you this is the 
company you originally signed up through. It is common for sub- 
scribers to get a bill from a company that has no relationship with 
the newspaper’s publisher or billing department. To prevent this, 

¢ Pay online at the newspaper’s website, or contact the paper’s 
subscription department by phone. Use the number on your paper, 
online, or on a previous bill that-you know is real. 

¢ Sign up for auto-renewal and payment, so that you don’t have 
to rely on renewal notices sent by postal mail. Be sure to check 
the price because often times the first year is an introductory offer 
and the price may become “full price.” 

¢ Be aware of changes to your bill. If the price or billing period 
changes, get in touch with the paper using a phone number or ad- 
dress you know is real. In some cases, the price on fake invoices 
has been four times higher than usual, and the subscription period 
has been a year, instead of monthly or quarterly. 

¢ If you suspect an invoice might not be real, check it out with 
your newspaper’s subscription department. If the invoice comes 
from a company you haven’t heard of, or if it has errors and mis- 
spellings, those could be tip-offs to a rip-off.

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Mayor’s Race 
Brewing? 


ith the state election in the rear-view mirror, po- 
litical eyes are beginning to focus on next year’s 
city ballot contests. 

And, a mayor’s race appears to be brewing. 

Anne Mahoney, 
who challenged in- 
cumbent Thomas 
Koch in 2011, says 
she may mount an- 
other mayoral bid 
next year. Koch 
has not indicated 
whether he will 
seek a fourth term but observers believe he -will make 
a run for the first four-year mayoral term next year. 

Mahoney, a three-term School Committee member, 
says she has been encouraged by people to run for 
mayor next year. She remains critical of city manage- 
ment issues that she campaigned on in 2011. - 

“The city management issues that concerned me 
when I ran for mayor in 2011 not only still exist, but 
have gotten far worse. Quincy’s government needs to 
perform better. We need to hire the right people, be- 
come more transparent and pursue only the projects 
that take into account all of Quincy residents,” she 
says. 

“We need to work proactively with companies and 
institutions to keep jobs here in Quincy.” 

Mahoney said she is particularly worried about 
Quincy Medical Center closing at the end of the year. 

“That’s a huge loss for the city, not only for the 
people who rely on it for medical care but for the hun- 
dreds of good jobs that will be lost. Where was the 
mayor when this was happening? While Quincy Medi- 
cal was in distress, he is focused on taking people’s 
homes for a parking lot. That is not good, effective 
government.” 

Mahoney did not set a timetable as when she will 
reach a final decision. 

. But many political prognosticators raliers the race 
for the mayor’s office will start soon after the New 
Year. And the field could get crowded early. 

Besides Mahoney, there is grow- 
ing speculation that Councillor Doug 
Gutro will also make a bid for the 
city’s highest elected office. He told 
us earlier this year that a decision 
about his future political plans would 
be made next year. 

If Gutro and Mahoney decide to 
challenge Koch, that would set up a 
mayoral preliminary election in September.

DiBona is pretty well known in the youth sports 
and veterans’ communities. He has been a long-time 
coach for the Quincy Point Panthers and is a member 
of the Sons of the American Squadron 294, Morrisette 
American Legion, Post. Considering his impressive 
city-wide win in 2013, he would be considered a vi- 
able candidate for councillor at-large next fall if he de- 
cides to get into the race.

status as a “bellwether” community in state elections, 
going with the statewide winner in every contest last 
Tuesday including the close governor’s race. 

Republican Charlie Baker edged Democrat Martha 
Coakley by two percent statewide - or roughly 40,000 
votes. In Quincy, the margin was four percent or 1,148 
votes but not all precincts in Quincy backed Baker. 

Baker and his Lt. Gov. running mate, Karyn Polito, 
won 19 of the city’s 31 precincts. Coakley and her run- 
ning mate, Steve Kerrigan, picked up 12 precincts in 
Quincy. Neither ticket swept all five precincts in any 
one ward. 

Baker, who polled 13,397 votes (49.64%) here, won 
the following precincts: 

¢ Ward 1 Precincts 1,3,4 and 5. 

e Ward 2 Precincts 1, 3A and 5. 

¢ Ward 3 Precincts 1, 2 and 4. 

¢ Ward 4 Precincts 1, 2,3 and 5. 

e Ward 5 Precincts 3, 4 and 5. 

¢ Ward 6 Precincts 3 and 5. 

Baker’s biggest margin was in Ward 6 Precinct 5 — 
Squantum. The margin was 374 votes (Baker had 904, 
Coakley 554). Ward 6 Precinct 5 was also the highest 
turnout in the city with 64 percent (1,538 out of 2,399 
voters cast ballots). That percentage was 20 percent- 
age points higher than the city-wide average of 44.3 
percent. 

Coakley, who received 12,249 votes (45.39%) here, 
won the following precincts: 

¢ Ward 1 Precinct 2 

* Ward 2 Precincts.2, 3 and 4. 

¢ Ward 3 Precincts 3, 5. 

¢ Ward 4 Precinct 4. 

e Ward 5 Precincts 1, 2.

Coakley’s largest margin of victory was in Ward 1 
Precinct 2 - Germantown — with 164 votes. She polled 
422 votes to Baker’s 258. Turnout here was 37.7 per- 
cent. 

Other notes: 

¢ By close margins, Baker won the home precinct 
of Ward 5 Councillor Kirsten Hughes — the state Re- 
publican Committee chairwoman — but lost the home 
precinct of Mayor Thomas Koch. 

In Ward 5 Precinct 3 — Wollaston and Hospital Hill 
areas — Baker won by 36 votes. Baker polled 504 votes 
to Coakley’s 468 votes. Turnout here was 47.5 percent 
(1,031 out of 2,170 voters). 

In Ward 6 Precinct 2 — the area of Atlantic and Nor- 
folk Downs — Coakley edged Baker by 14 votes. Koch, 
a Democrat, had endorsed Steve Grossman in the 
Democratic primary but backed GOP hopeful Baker 
in the final election. Turnout here was 37 percent (606 
out of 1,609 voters).

Quincy will return to the Plan A form of government in 
1958 as a result of Tuesday’s election when the voters dis- 
carded Plan E and ousted three of seven city councillors. 

Plan A won over Plan E, 14,378 to 12,851, as Councillors 
David J. Crowley, Alfred G. Helfrich and Frank E. MacDon- 
ald lost their seats to Thomas S. Burgin, James R. McIntyre 
and Charles L. Shea. 

Mayor Amelio Della Chiesa and Councillors David S. 
McIntosh, Carl W. Anderson and Edna B. Austin retained 
their seats as 65.2 percent of the voters went to the polls. 

McIntyre finished third in the election with 14,187 votes. 
McIntyre, 25, and still a law school student, is the young- 
est man elected to the council in 25 years. He was wound- 
ed during the Korean War in which he served as a Marine 
Corps officer. 

Shea, 28, won election to the council on his second try. A 
Boston College graduate he finished fifth polling 12,116. 

The seventh and final seat on the council was won by 
incumbent Edna B. Austin who polled 12,058 votes, edging 
out 10-year council veteran Crowley by 102 votes. Crow- 
ley received 11,956 votes and was considering asking for 
a recount.

Why Aren’t All Fifth Graders In Middle Schools? 


Last week’s Ad Hoc 
school committee meeting 
concerning fifth grade felt 
more like a presentation of 
“Fifth graders performing 
on a middle school level is 
great and here are the rea- 
sons why.” 

I was disappointed that 
there really wasn’t a rap- 
port among the committee 
members that addressed if 
these fifth graders were at 
a disadvantage compared to 
their peers. Aside from Mrs. 
Mahoney and Mr. Bregoli, 
no else asked any questions 
pertaining to this. I felt that 
the information presented 
was skewed to show only 
Point and Sterling in a bub- 
ble within themselves. 

Part of the concerning 
issue is the achievement 
gap between the standard 
6-8 schools and the two.5-8 
schools we currently have. 
According to the MA Dept. 
of Education, since the inclu- 
sion of fifth graders at Point 
and Sterling the ranking and 
scores have steadily trended 
downward. Whereas the 6-8 
schools have held steady or 
improved. 

Is there a direct correla- 
tion? 

If the school committee 
believes that this cohort of 
students is actually at an ad- 
vantage and are in fact not 


_ disserviced at all, then we 


need to look at equality from 
a different standpoint. Why 
aren’t all the fifth graders in 
the entire city performing as 
middle schoolers? Let them 
all have half days every 
other Tuesday. Let them all 
have health class. We have 
an obesity epidemic, surely 
everyone can benefit from a 
basic understanding of nu- 
trtion. 

What do fifth graders in 
a middle school setting need 
to learn that fifth graders in 
elementary don’t? Why not 
let the fifth graders at Wol- 
laston, Bernazzani, Mont- 
clair, Parker, Squantum, 
Beechwood Knoll, Mer- 
rymount, Snug Harbor and 
Atherton Hough have the 
real life skill of writing a 


research paper in the fifth 
grade with the oppourtunity 
to take a media skills class? 

The list of other com- 
munities presented with 
a 5-8 grade configuration 
can be misleading. Stone- 
ham for example, is only in 
its first year of this model. 
What comparison can be 
made from that? Hanover 
and Belmont only have one 
middle school each in the 
entire town. With all of their 
elementary schools ending 
at grade 4. Natick has two 
middle: schools, however 
both of them are consistent 
in their grade corffiguration 
of 5-8. Quincy doesn’t have 
5-8 across the board. 

The issue remains, are 
fifth graders at Point and 


Sterling at a disservice com- 
pared to fifth graders in the 
rest of the city? 

I gathered from the pre- 
sentation that the school 
committee sees this cohort 
of students at a particular 
advantage and are in fact not 
disserviced at all. If that’s 
the case and the data proves 
this, then why aren’t all the 
fifth graders in the entire 
city performing as middle 
schoolers?

Grilled Pizza With Polenta, Bacon 


By MARIE 

While at the Cape this summer, it seemed 
as though we tried so many other things to 
eat in addition to the usual hamburgers and 
hot dogs. 

Today’s recipe for grilled pizza has a 
totally different topping — cooked by my 
daughter Nancy and husband Jed. Of course 
this pizza can be made in the oven, but this 
one was made on the grill. 

1 pizza crust 

1 cup eggplant (diced) 

1 small onion (sliced) 

1 cup zucchini (diced) 

1 small tube cooked polenta (cut in 1/4 
inch pieces) 

5 slices of bacon (cooked and cut in small 
pieces) 


3 tablespoons olive oil of sautéing 
Whole piece of Mozzarella cheese 

In the hot oil, sauté the onion, and add 
the eggplant and zucchini and cook until 
tender.

5 cups broth (I used vegetable) 

3 tablespoons butter, coconut oil, or 
olive oil 

*] cup cashew cream 

Sea salt and pepper 

*Cashew Cream: 

Place 1 cup of raw cashews rinsed and 
drained in bowl. Boil 3 cups of water and 
pour over cashews and let soak for 30 min- 
utes. Drain but reserve 3/4 cup of the soak- 
ing water and place in blender with the ca- 
shews. Process until smooth and creamy, 
much like Greek yogurt. 

Saute’ onion and garlic i in oil of choice 
until fragrant. Simply add broth, season- 
ings, and broccoli and bring to boil. Cover 
and simmer until just tender and still bright 
green. Uncover and spoon in cashew 


cream. Use immersion blender and blend 
until all pureed. Adjust seasonings and 
serve hot.

Quincy Medical Center had 
struggled financially for a 
number of years — Steward 
bought the hospital out of 
bankruptcy — and the hos- 
pital’s owners attributed the 
decision to close it down to 
a decreasing number of pa- 
tients who sought inpatient 
services, particularly com- 
mercial patients. Since ac- 
quiring the hospital, Stew- 
ard said it invested more 
than $100 million into the 
hospital only to lose nearly 
$20 million a year. 

“While Quincy Medical 
Center earns top quality and 
safety ratings, competition 
from Boston-area medical 
centers, significant cuts to 
Medicare reimbursements, 
continued Medicaid  un- 
derfunding, continued rate 
disparity, and precipitously 
declining inpatient volume 
have made QMC unsustain- 
able,’ Steward’s president, 
Dr. Mark Girard, said in a 
prepared statement Nov. 6. 

“On an average day, only 
one-fifth of all beds are oc- 
cupied and it has become 
abundantly clear that local 
residents no longer seek in- 
patient services from Quin- 
cy Medical Center. 

“While Quincy Medical 
Center will no longer oper- 
ate, we are 100.percent com- 
mitted to delivering conve- 
nient access to health care 
in Quincy, with a new 24-7 
emergency department, 
separate sited urgent care, 
and the ability for patients 
to continue seeing their per- 
sonal doctors.” 

Brooke Thurston, a 
Steward spokeswoman, said 


Monday the company is 
still determining where the 
emergency department and 
urgent care facility would be 
located. The announcement 
of those sites is expected in 
the coming weeks. 

Steward is a subsidiary of 
Cerberus Capital Manage- 
ment, a private investment 
firm that manages more than 
$25 billion and whose other 
holdings include Albert- 
sons and formerly Chrysler. 
Steward was founded in 
2010 after its parent com- 
pany bought out the Caritas 
hospital system. Steward 
operates nine other hospitals 
in the state. 

Approximately 680 
workers are employed at 
Quincy Medical Center. 
Steward said those em- 
ployees would be paid for 
another 60 days and would 
receive comprehensive sup- 
port services going forward. 
The company said it has 
enough job matches and 
opportunities in its system 
for a significant majority of 
those employees. 

The hospital will remain 
open to patients until Dec. 
31. Steward said physicians 
would contact patients di- 
rectly about transitioning 
to new facilities to continue 
their care as QMC closes. 
Steward on Monday an- 
nounced the establishment 
of a hotline for patients and 
other community members 
to ask questions related to 
the hospital’s closure.

Mayor Thomas Koch, in 
a phone interview, said he 
was saddened and disap- 
pointed by the pending clo- 
sure. 

“First of all, I’m obvi- 
ously saddened and greatly 
disappointed to see it clos- 
ing,’ Koch stated, noting 
he and his siblings were all 
born in the hospital. 

“It gets emotional for a 
lot of people when they look 
at it.” 

The mayor identified two 
chief areas of concern: the

* On Nov. 26, 1922, in Egypt’s Valley of the Kings, Brit- 
ish archaeologists become the first souls to enter King Tu- 
tankhamen’s tomb in more than 3,000 years.

Urgent Care Center To Replace QMC 
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an update from Steward on 
QMC’s future after a state 
report found the hospital lost 
$5.6 million in the first three 
months of 2013 — Steward 
never publicly responded to 
the request. The councillor 
said he wanted that update 
because residents were con- 
cerned about the hospital’s 
viability. 

“T had heard a chorus of 
concerns coming from in- 
side and outside the hospi- 
tal about changes going on 
and its long term viability,” 
Gutro explained. “We have 
a responsibility to try and 
understand whether or not 
they have the capability to 
stay afloat. 

“The council did not have 
that opportunity. The ques- 
tion is what was happening 
behind the scenes to keep a 
community hospital here.” 

Residents, Gutro added, 
were still coming to, grips 
with the pending loss of the 
hospital. 

“J think people are just 
letting the news sink in and 
trying to grasp that for the 
first time in 120 years the 
city will be without a com- 
munity hospital,” he said. 

“First and foremost, we 
should be thinking about the 
employees and their fami- 
lies.” 

The hospital first opened 
in 1890 and the city took 
ownership in 1919. In the 
1980s, under the administra- 
tion of then-Mayor Francis 
X. McCauley, the hospital 
underwent a $60 million 
renovation project. 

“It was a big undertak- 
ing and there was a lot of 
money involyed,” McCau- 
ley recalled. “As the say- 
ing goes, hospitals compete 
against other hospitals, and 
we needed modernization 
up there.” 

The new building com- 
pleted as a result of that 
modernization project was 
dedicated to McCauley. Mc- 
Cauley was surprised when 
hospital officials announced 
that decision during a cere- 
mony held at the opening of

the new facility in October 
1989. 

“T had no idea that is 
what they we’re going to 
do,” McCauley said. 

McCauley was born at 
Quincy City Hospital, as 
was his wife, Sandra, and 
their children. The end of 
the hospital, he said, is a sad 
thing. 

“It’s a sad thing. My wife 
and I were both born there. 
All five of our children and 
some of our grandchildren 
were born there. I went 
there always.

In Oc- 
tober of that year, the hos- 
pital became an affiliate of 
Boston Medical Center, and 
changed its name to Quincy 
Medical Center. 

Steward’s decision to 
close Quincy Medical Cen- 
ter may run afoul of an 
agreement reached between 
the chain and Attorney Gen- 
eral Martha Coakley in 2011 
that allowed the purchase of 
the hospital to go through. 

Among other provisions, 
the agreement mandated 
a 10-year period in which 


Steward would not be able . 


to close the hospital and 
would have to offer at least 
the same level of service 
offered immediately prior 
to acquiring the hospital. 
Under the agreement, how- 
ever, Steward could have 
closed the hospital as soon 
as six-and-a-half years af- 
ter the purchase provided 
it experienced two straight 
years of losses and the De- 
partment of Public Health 
received notice 18 months 
in advance. 

Brad Puffer, a spokesman 
for the attorney general, said 
Nov. 6 the office had been 
notified of Steward’s deci- 
sion and was reviewing the 
matter. 

“We have just been noti- 
fied about this decision and 
are currently reviewing it in 
the context of Steward’s le- 
gal obligations,” he said in a 
statement. ; 

Koch, in a Nov. 7 letter to 
Coakley, urged her office to 
investigate the issue, citing

and other provisions in the 
48-page agreement. 

“The agreement contains 
a series of other provisions,

On QMC Closure

City councillors want to 
know more about Steward 
Health Care’s plan ta close 
Quincy Medical Center 
Dec. 31 and replace it with 
an emergency department 
and an urgent care facility 
within the city. 

“It is hard viscerally 
for me personally to watch 
this demise,” said Ward 3 
Councillor Kevin Coughlin, 
who introduced a resolution 
seeking the update Monday 
night. “Equally important 
going forward is what is 
the plan? We’ve heard pro- 
nouncements that they’re 
going to try to do something 
with an outpatient’ facility 
and an urgent care facility 
somewhere in the city if the 
state will allow them do it, 
but to me it’s leaving people 
in a very uncertain state of 
affairs.” 


Coughlin also faulted . 


Steward for not contacting 
Mayor Thomas Koch, the 
City Council, or state regu- 
lators from the Department 
of Public Health, before an- 
nouncing on Nov. 6 their de- 
cision to close the 124-year- 
old hospital. Residents of 
the city, he stated, deserve 
more than an automated 
phone message and should 
have a chance to hear from 
Steward officials regarding 
their plans. 

“We need more than a 
robocall. When I got home 
tenight I had a robocall 
from the president of Quin- 
cy Medical Center seeking 
to reassure me all will be 
well. I don’t know what that 
means,” Coughlin said. 

“IT understand we can’t 
force them to stay open — at 
least that’s what I would be- 
lieve — but I think we as a 


community deserve better at 
this point. So much is going 
to change in the community 
without Quincy Medical 
Center in place.” 

Councillor Doug Gutro 
agreed that communication 
from .Steward was sorely 
lacking in this case. The 
council, he added, has a role 
to play going forward in 
identifying potential service 
that might arise in Quincy 
following the hospital’s clo- 
sure, 

“I do not know where 
we go from here, but there 
could be enormous service 
gaps,” Gutro said. “I think 
that we have some respon- 
sibility in identifying those, 
along with DPH and ev- 
erybody else, and shining a 
light on it.” 

Ward 6 Brian McNamee 
said it would be good to 
hear about Steward’s plans, 
but noted the council would 
be unable to do anything to 
keep the hospital open. 

“It’s not like we still 
have a foot in the game here 
— we’ve sold this facility. I 
don’t want anybody to think 
there is a knight getting on 
a white horse out of this 
City Council chamber that’s 
going to rescue this,” Mc- 
Namee said. 

“J don’t want anybody 
to think we’ll be able to do 
very much, but it would be 
good to hear from them and 
hear what their plan is.” 

Council President Joseph 
Finn added that he would 
like to hear from groups rep- 
resenting some of the hospi- 
tal’s 680 workers, including 
the Massachusetts Nurses 
Association and 1199SEIU, 
to learn what concerns they 
have going forward.

Bodywork Regulations 


Before Committee 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The City Council’s ordi- 
nance committee reviewed 
a proposed new ordinance, 
which would require busi- 
nesses practicing bodywork 
in Quincy to receive licenses 
from the city if approved. 

Businesses _ practicing 
massage therapy are already 
licensed by the state. But 
those state regulations do 
not apply to businesses spe- 
cializing in bodyworks, a 
term that encompasses acu- 
pressure, AMMA therapy, 
Chi Nei Tsang, five-element 
Shiatsu, integrative eclectic 
Shiatsu, Japanese Shiatsu, 
Jin Shin Do, Bodymind 
Acupressure, macrobiotic 
Shiatsu, traditional Thai 
massage, Tuina, Zen Shiat- 
su, and Ayurvedic medicine. 

City Clerk Joseph Shea, 
who is the chairman of the 
city’s Board of License 
Commissioners, told the or- 
dinance committee the num- 
ber of businesses specializ- 
ing in bodyworks in the city 
has grown exponentially in 
the last two decades. 

“There were probably 10 
of these in 1994,” he said. 
“There are probably 100 
that we know of now. This 
is an industry that’s growing 
and growing and growing.” 

Of those 100 estimated 
businesses, Shea said be- 
tween 40 and 49 of them 
have received business li- 
censes from the city. 

One of the main con- 
cerns the regulations hope 
to address is illegal estab- 
lishments practicing body- 
works. Quincy Police Det. 
Leo Coppens said the de- 
partment has shutdown a 
double-digit number of such 
businesses in recent years 


after receiving complaints 
about late hours or illegal 
activities going on inside. 

The proposed new regu- 
lations would require busi- 
nesses specializing in body- 
works to receive a license 
in the city before opening. 
Individuals working in the 
facilities would also need 
licenses of their own. 

Two different drafts 
of the proposed regula- 
tion were submitted to the 
council. The major differ- 
ence between the two sets 
of regulations is who would 
license the bodyworks fa- 
cilities — the Board of Li- 
cense Commissioners or the 
Health Department. Both 
proposed regulations would 
require applicants to under- 
go a criminal background 
(CORI) check and provide 
transcripts from an accredit- 
ed school that teaches body- 
works. They also explicitly 
prohibit any sexual activity 
from taking place inside a 
licensed facility. 

The differences between 
the two proposed regula- 
tions will be reconciled, and 
a final draft will be given 
to the ordinance commit- 
tee for approval at a future 
meeting.

a full investigation can meet 
that goal.” 

Thurston said Steward

“A city the size of Quincy 
really needs it’s own acute 
care hospital.” . 

In cases of medical 
emergencies, such as heart 
attacks or strokes, every 
minute counts, Sheets said. 
Residents’ lives could be put 
at risk if they are forced to 
drive to hospitals in neigh- 
boring Weymouth or Mil- 
ton. 

“There are people who 
aren’t going to be make it if 
they have to drive to South 
Shore Hospital or to Milton 
Hospital.

Tahlia Gunter, Chairper- 
son of QCAP’s Head Start 
Policy Council and QCAP 
Board Member, emotion- 
ally recounted how she has 
been helped using QCAP’s 
services. 

The Head Start Program 
is offered through QCAP 
and prepares children under 
five and their families for 
kindergarten through cog- 
nitive, physical, social, and 
emotional support services. 

“Life comes at us so hard 
sometimes,” said the single 
mother of a five-year-old 
daughter. “Sometimes it 
feels like brick wall after 
brick wall.” 

“TI have struggled,” she 
said. “I understand the 
struggle of the parents, the 
grandparents, the foster par- 
ents who are taking care of 
children.” 

She was diagnosed with 
cancer last April; unexpect- 
ed and devastating news that 
only exacerbated her situa- 
tion. 

She was proud however 
to call herself a survivor as 
the cancer had recently gone 
into remission. 

Through illness and fi- 
nancial strife, she still smiled 
because she saw hope in 
even the most dire of cir- 
cumstances, she said. The 
encouragement and motiva- 


tion offered by QCAP staff 
pushed her to continué on 
with her education. 

“TI always thought that I 
would just go back to school 
while my daughter was in 
Head Start and get my. as- 
sociate’s degree,” she said 
“but I knew that in the job 
market that I had to get my 
bachelor’s so I did that with 
the help and support and 
love and I’m actually proud 
to say that I’m in my mas- 
ter’s program right now.” 

She tearfully attributed 
all of her personal and pro- 
fessional success to QCAP 
and Head Start. Her words 
so touched the audience that 
she received a standing ova- 
tion. 

Strollo called Gunter’s 
personal and _ professional 
success “inspirational” and 
said it exemplified what 
QCAP can do for those in 
need.

‘Some Things Are Worth Fighting And Dying For’

The Sons of the Ameri- 
can Legion, Squadron 294, 
Cyril P. Morrisette Post 
honored the city’s veterans 
during their annual Veterans 
Day observance on Sunday 
at Fort Square where over 
335 American flags were 
placed on the Flags for Vet- 
erans Island in recognition 
and memory of those who 
have or are currently serving 
in the armed forces. 

“As I travel across this 
great commonwealth and 
throughout our nation, I find 
that there are some strange 
people in our cities and 
towns,” said Clifford Smith, 
keynote speaker and past 
National Commander of the 
Sons of the American Le- 
gion. “Sometimes they are 
uncommonly loud, some- 
times they are uncommonly 
quiet. We don’t know much 
about them. We’ve seen 
them come from a different 
time. 

“We see them carrying 
the flag in our local parades. 
They seem too serious about 
carrying the colors, almost 
like someone had died.” 

They march in parades, 
he said, in remembrance of 
friends who passed away 
long -ago. They. stand by 
gravesides even in the rain 
and cold as a show of re- 
spect, and go to Veterans 
Day memorial events year 
after year. 

“I wonder, do they go 
there to remember or do 
they go there to forget?” 
asked Smith. 

“Strange people,” he 
called them. Strange people 

- who remember the horrors 
of war that can never be 
properly emulated in film. 

Despite all of this per- 
_ceived strangeness, he said, 
these people go above and 
beyond and give back to 
their communities by gift-

ing money to scholarship 
funds or by donating their 
time and energy to veterans 
homes and hospitals. 

“Why do they sponsor 
Boy Scouts? Why do they 
sponsor baseball teams? 
Why do they give blood by 
fire trucks and go to parks 
and teach child safety?” 
Smith said. 

He . compared today’s 
young people — who en- 
joy their proms, high school 
graduations, and excitedly 
plan for college — to the 
veterans being honored who 
had to put those milestone 
events on the back burner to 
fight for their country. 

“These strange people 
had to put that on hold to 
fight and die and protect our 
constitution so the youth of 
today can go to a prom and 
graduate and pledge alle- 
giance,” he said. 

“Who are these strange 
people I’m taking about? 
They’re not strange at all. 
They are here today,’ he 
said. “They are our veter-

ans. 

Protecting the constitu- 
tion doesn’t always. have to 
be done on the battlefield, 
said Smith. It can be done 
by instilling the value of 
freedom in those who never 
fought. 

He said that being a 
member of the Sons of the 
American Legion allowed 
for veterans to share their 
experiences with their peers 
while not forgetting the 
hardships of those who had 
passed on before them. 

“Some things are worth 
fighting for and even dying 
for,” said Smith. “Our way 
of life does not come cheap. 
Hundreds of thousands 
of young men and women 
have given their lives and 
millions have suffered per- 
manent injuries to protect 
our freedom.” 

Seeing the flags planted 
firmly in the ground at Fort 


Square made him feel proud _ 


to be an American. : 
“When your nation calls, 
answer it,” he said. 


“The flags on this island 
represent those that have 
served, continue to serve, 


.and those that have made 


the ultimate sacrifice to keep 
America free,” said SAL 
Commander Paul Moody. 
“Remember, if there were 
no veterans there would be 
no America. Freedom is not

A moment of silence was 
held in memory of Joseph 
Koch who served in the 
U.S. Army between 1974- 
1976 and was_ honorably 
discharged at the rank of 
E-4.

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On Tuesday, November 4, 2014, at approximately 6:50 
a.m., Officers Chris Donovan and Joe Cox were dispatched to 
Brook Avenue for a report of a disorder. The reporting person 
was a neighbor in an adjacent apartment, who was told by her 
female neighbor to.call the Police. 

Just before Officers arrived, Communications updated 
responding Officers that the female victim was now on the 
phone with Quincy Police Dispatchers. The victim informed 
the Dispatcher that her boyfriend was intoxicated and she was 
locked inside the bathroom for fear of being harmed. 

Upon arrival, the Officers knocked on the apartment door 
and were met by a male who had a moderate odor of alcohol 
emanating from him, with slurred and slow speech. As the 
Officers entered the apartment, they observed it to be in disar- 
ray, with clothing and other household goods strewn about the 
floor. 

The female victim, upon hearing the Officer’s voices, 
emerged from the bathroom and appeared to be frightened. 
Officer Donovan led the victim outside the apartment to speak 
with her while Officer Cox interviewed the male in the apart- 
ment. The female, now visibly upset, shaking and sobbing, 
said, “I just want him to leave.” When asked what occurred, 
the victim said that she and the male had been dating for ap- 
proximately eight months. He moved in to the apartment two 
weeks earlier, however, he was not on the lease. She stated that 
early in the morning at approximately 2:00 a.m. the male now

The Officer questioned the vic-

Officer Cox told Officer Donovan that the suspect was very 
calm, as if nothing went on, and claimed that the victim/girl- 
friend hit him, but he didn’t want to elaborate because he did 
not want her to get in trouble. Officer Cox asked where she

struck him and he pointed to his left eye which was bruised 
and bloodshot. Due to the absence of swelling and the coloring 
of the bruise, the Officers believed that the mark was at least a 
few days old and most likely had nothing to do with the day’s 
events.

The Officers then placed the suspect, a 28 year old Quincy 
resident under arrest on the charge of “Assault and Battery on 
a Family/Household Member” and then transported to the sta- 
tion by Officer Cox. The victim was then advised of her rights 
under the domestic violence laws and the option of a restrain- 
ing order. The victim said she was unsure, but would go to the 
courthouse if she decided to get one. Nice Work!

TOO OFTEN victims of domestic violence abuse do not 
seek restraining orders for their own protection. There is a 
wide range of order conditions that a victim can obtain. In 
some cases, the victim may want to keep the abuser out of the 
house and away from their place of employment. Others may 
allow the abuser to stay in the house with an order to refrain 
from any abuse. The Police and the courts are there to help 
victims, but the victim must take the first step. A violation of 
a restraining order helps the responding Police Officer take 
immediate action.

Officer Cox told Officer Donovan that the suspect was very 
calm, as if nothing went on, and claimed that the victim/girl- 
friend hit him, but he didn’t want to elaborate because he did 
not want her to get in trouble. Officer Cox asked where she

struck him and he pointed to his left eye which was bruised 
and bloodshot. Due to the absence of swelling and the coloring 
of the bruise, the Officers believed that the mark was at least a 
few days old and most likely had nothing to do with the day’s 
events. Officer Donovan asked the victim if she struck the sus- 
pect and she said that when he was pushing and dragging her 
around the house, she did strike him once to try to get away. 
Just to confirm their beliefs, Officer Donovan asked the victim 
if the mark on the suspect’s face was the result of her hitting 
him, the victim said it was not, adding that it was from an alter- 
cation he got into a week ago in which she was not involved in. 

The Officers went back into the apartment to inquire fur- 
ther, but then the suspect blurted out that he lied about the 
mark being caused by her. 

The Officers then placed the suspect, a 28 year old Quincy 
resident under arrest on the charge of “Assault and Battery on 
a Family/Household Member” and then transported to the sta- 
tion by Officer Cox. The victim was then advised of her rights 
under the domestic violence laws and the option of a restrain- 
ing order. The victim said she was unsure, but would go to the 
courthouse if she decided to get one. Nice Work!

TOO OFTEN victims of domestic violence abuse do not 
seek restraining orders for their own protection. There is a 
wide range of order conditions that a victim can obtain. In 
some cases, the victim may want to keep the abuser out of the 
house and away from their place of employment. Others may 
allow the abuser to stay in the house with an order to refrain 
from any abuse. The Police and the courts are there to help 
victims, but the victim must take the first step. A violation of 
a restrainiag order helps the responding Police Officer take 
immediate action.

Julie Pinkham, the exec- 
utive director of the Massa- 
chusetts Nurses Association, 
addressed the City Coun- 
cil Monday night during a 
90-minute hearing on the 
pending closure of the hos- 
pital. Pinkham was one of 
nearly a dozen speakers at 
the hearing — she was joined 
by other union leaders, vet- 
erans, the head of Manet 
Community Health Center, 
and experts on healthcare 
policy. Steward was invited 


to the hearing, but did not 
attend. A standing room 
only crowd of more than 
60, many of them hospital 
workers, were present for 
the meeting. 

Steward announced the 
pending closure of Quincy 
Medical Center Nov. 6, and 
plans to replace the hospital 
with a standaJone emergen- 
cy department and urgent 
care center in a location to 
be determined within the 
city.

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‘Throwback Bowl II’ je 


e’re dubbing it “Throwback Bowl II.” 
But the 2™ annual Quincy — North Quincy 
Alumni Flag Football Game Saturday is as much about 
the past as it is the future. 

Every dime the game raises — from the sale of 50- 
50 tickets, hats and players shirts — goes back to the 
football programs at Quincy and North Quincy High 
Schools. Money that can be spent on video technology, 
jerseys and player equipment. Helmets alone can run 
upwards of $400 each and outfitting a varsity player 
can cost quite a bit more. That’s a big financial com- 
mitment and coordinators for the alumni game believe 
no youth in Quincy who aspires to be a President or a 
Red Raider should have to sit on the sideline because 
of money issues. 

“We are trying to raise as much as we can and give 
back as much as we can and hopefully the game will 
help — even if it’s in a small way,” says Scott Camp- 
bell, QHS Class of 1989 and one of the event’s coor- 
dinators. 

“The money we raise,” Campbell adds, “is to help 
the players be safe and to be as competitive as they 
can.” . 

Last year, the alumni football game — and a com- 
panion golf tournament — raised $15,000 for the city’s 
two high school football programs. It was split equally 
- $7,500 each — between Quincy and North Quincy. 
Organizers hope to raise even more this year. 

One of the items available to the public for purchase 
is a golf hat featuring North Quincy’s mascot — the Ya- 
koo — swinging a golf club while wearing a Presidents’ 
striped and starred hat. 

That match may seem a bit odd considering togeth- 
erness — on the field, anyway - has not been the trade- 
mark of this intracity football rivalry. But once seniors 
play their final- game on Thanksgiving morning, play- 
ers on both sides join a special high school football 
fraternity in Quincy. A brotherhood that is bonded by 
more than blue and white and red and black. It’s about 
respect, friendship and giving back to this community 
— and nation. 

Some become firefighters, police officers, and ser- 
vicemen defending freedom. Others teachers and pub- 
lic servants and business leaders. The lessons of team- 
work, perseverance and overcoming adversity will 
serve them well in all walks of life. 

“Throwback Bowl II” is also a reunion of sorts 
for others groups that were intertwined with football 
during their high school days.

How big is the reunion game becoming? 

Consider this year’s match-up will feature more 
nearly 100 players representing the two high schools. 
We say “former” in quotation marks because their high 
school days are over.

This year’s squads include players who are travel- 
ing from as far away as Illinois and Florida. Every state 
in New England and New York is represented on the 
field.. The ““Throwbacks” go back as far as the 1970s 
since the last time they donned pads and strapped on 
helmets at Veterans’ Memorial Stadium. 

And the game is competitive. Don’t let anyone tell 
you otherwise. 

Sure, before the game starts, , there i is camaraderie 
amongst the players. 

Then it’s time to get serious. 

“As soon as the whistle blows and the game begins,

it’s very competitive,” Campbell says. “There’s some 
pushing and shoving all in good fun but the teams 
want to win.” 

There’s some chippiness — but in a gentlemanly 
kind of way. You really can’t take the athletic drive out 
of an athlete. 

“At the end of the day, this is still a North Quincy — 
Quincy rivalry,” Campbell says. 

And he scoffs when asked what the score was last 
year. 

“Whatever . . . who cares,” says the affable but nev- 
er timid Campbell. “We know we lost but this is this 
year.” 

The Red Raiders prevailed last year, 32-6. On Sat- 
urday, Quincy is out for redemption. The “Cousins of 
Bill Belichick” are believed to have had two practices 
in preparation of Saturday’s showdown. Campbell 
won’t confirm — but the limp in his legs would indicate 
otherwise. 

While Quincy is out to avenge last year’s loss, North 
Quincy would like nothing better than to go up 2-0 and 
enjoy bragging rights for the next 364 days. 

“Every check that I’ve received from players who 
are participating this year has jotted down at the bot- 
tom on the memo line ‘beat North’ or ‘beat Quincy,” 
Campbell says, noting that even the checking account 
that has been created for the alumni game has two sets 
of check headings. One reads “QHS/NQHS Alumni 
Football.” The other: “NQHS/QHS Alumni Football.” 

The high school football rivalry has roots that run 
deep in this community. The Q-NQ football game dates 
back to 1933. For most high school football players 
here, the last Thursday in November at the stadium is 
the biggest athletic stage they’ll ever stand on. They 
are told to take a moment and soak in the atmosphere 
of the Q-NQ game because for many it’s the defin- 
ing — and final — moment in their high school athletic 
careers. 

They may forget who spoke at their graduations and 
names of some of their teachers. But they’ remember 
the score of those Thanksgiving football tilts when the 
hub of the universe was — for several morning hours 
anyway — set squarely on that 100-yard field at the cor- 
ner of Hancock Street and Southern Artery. 

“Playing football in Quincy at either high school 
develops a brotherhood,” Campbell says. “To this day, 
I still see guys that I played against. We remember the 
games and the moments and we reminisce. 

“This alumni game is something that people are 
drawn to because they get to see people without it be- 
ing a formal reunion. Not only is it not a formal re- 
union, you get to see people from the years before and 
the years after you. Hopefully the kids who graduate 
this year and in the coming years will keep it going,” 
Campbell says. 

“Throwback Bowl II” is more than a reunion. 

It’s about coming together to give back to the foot- 
ball programs so that all of city’s youth have the op- 
portunity to represent their. schools, show their pride 
and some day, be alumni who care about the next gen- 
eration of high school football players. 

“As you get older, this football bond is about the 
love of the game and helping the kids who are playing 
today and making sure they are properly equipped so 
that the teams are as competitive as possible,” Camp- 
bell says. “We want to help give them the resources 
phe can enjoy the een to the fol extent pos- 
Si le .)

Nominated For Mayor 


State Rep. Myron N. Lane and former Mayor Charles A. 
Ross were nominated for mayor in Tuesday’s city prelimi- 
nary election. 

Lane led the field of five candidates with 4,807 votes fol- 
lowed closely by Ross who had 4,478 votes. 

Lane expressed his appreciation for his vote stating, “In 
return for this endorsement I intend to conduct a clean, vig- 
orous campaign, confined to the real issues before us. If I 
am elected Mayor I intend to give the city the best munici- 
pal administration in its history.” 

Ross said, “The vote indicates ultimate victory. It reflects 
confidence throughout the city and is evidence of the ap- 
proval of my pledge to continue the stability and progress 
and betterment of Quincy.” 

(Editor’s note: Ross, who served as mayor during the 
1930s, would win the election. The 1942 city election was 
for three-year terms for mayor and city election. The elec- 
tion ended the staggered elections in place in Quincy since 
1920.)

Mayor Thomas Burgin, who had announced that he 
would retire from office at the end of his term to enlist in the 
Armed Forces, said that he had been commissioned as full 
lieutenant in the U.S. Naval Reserve.

Recipes For Thanksgiving 


By MARIE 

Today’s recipe is for three foods that we 
can enjoy for Thanksgiving Day and be- 
yond. 

One is for a very simple cranberry sauce 
that my daughters Rita and Ann Marie make 
and the other, is for pumpkin cheese cake 
and pumpkin pecan pie both made without 
the conventional pie crust. They are made 
with ginger snaps or graham crackers. 

These recipes are timeless and may be 
some you. have already made. 

CRANBERRY SAUCE 
1 cup cranberries 
1/3 cup orange juice 
1/3 cup sugar 
2 tablespoons honey 
1/2 teaspoon cinnamon 

Mix all of the ingredients together, and 
then cook in a pan until the cranberries are 
all blended in the juices. Within a few min- 
utes you have a delicious cranberry sauce 
ever. 

PUMPKIN CHEESE CAKE 
3-eight ounce packages cream cheese 
(softened) 
1-15 ounce can pumpkin mix (without 
sugar) 

1 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
3 eggs 

In a bowl, whip up the cream cheese, 

sugar and vanilla until smooth. Add the 


pumpkin and the beaten eggs and mix well. 
Set aside. 

For the Crust 
1 1/2 cups ginger snaps or graham crack- 
ers 
5 tablespoons melted butter 

Mix the two ingredients together and 
place on a greased pie plate pressing on the 
bottom and on the sides. Bake in a 400 oven 
for 8 minutes. 

Remove from the oven and place the fill- 
ing. Bake ina 425 degree oven for 15 min- 
utes, and then at 350 degrees for one hour 
or until a toothpick comes clean from the 
center. 

PUMPKIN, PECAN PIE 
1-15 ounce pumpkin pie mix (without 
sugar) 
5 ounces evaporated milk (or 2% milk) 
1 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 
1/2 teaspoon nutmeg 
1/2 teaspoon cloves 
2 eggs (beaten) 
1/2 cups chopped pecans) 

Mix the eggs, milk, sugar and spices un- 
til blended. Add the pumpkin and nuts and 
stir until smooth. 

Use either of the crusts and bake for 8 
minutes in a 400 degree oven. Then when 
filled bake for 425 degree oven for 15 min- 
utes and then 350 degree for one hour or un- 
til toothpick comes out clean in the center. 


Giblet Turkey Stuffing 


By MARIE 

This is a recipe for stuffing that I usually 
make for Thanksgiving Day. It contains the 
giblets from the turkey. If you don’t want 
to use them, just eliminate them from the 
recipe. 

GIBLET TURKEY STUFFING 
4 ounces of ground meat (any favorite) 
2 stalks celery (chopped) 
1 small onion (chopped) 
Livers from the turkey (cut up) 
2 tablespoons Bell’s seasoning (or 
thyme) 
1/2 bag stuffing mix 
1 cup seasoned bread crumbs 
1/4 cup Parmesan cheese 


1/4 cup white wine 

Saute the celery and onion. Add the 
ground meat and the livers and the wine. 
Cover and cook until meat is done. Add the 
stuffing mix that you have soaked in water 
or stock. 

Stir and cook covered, then add the bread 
crumbs and the cheese and cook for another 
few minutes. If the mixture looks thin, add 
more crumbs. If thick add more liquid (wa- 
ter or stock). 

You can either cook the stuffing sepa- 
rately or when completely cooled in the 
turkey. If separate, bake covered in a 350 
degree oven for 25 minutes until done. 


Quinoa Butternut Squash, Kale Pilaf 


By SUZIE 

Here is a delicious recipe for those who 
may be on the “fence” about trying qui- 
noa. Quinoa is easy to digest, gluten free, 
delicious and easy to prepare as well. For 
culinary purposes quinoa is considered a 
“grain” but actually it is a seed. Loaded 
with calcium (who needs milk?) 5 grams of 
protein, fiber, iron, and many other miner- 
als, I think you will start keeping quinoa in 
your pantry after tasting this recipe. 


QUINOA BUTTERNUT SQUASH 
“AND KALE PILAF 


2% cups rinsed and drained quinoa 


~ 5 cups chicken or vegetable broth 


% cup chopped onion 
2 cloves garlic, minced 
1 head of lacinto kale, destemmed and 


_ chopped 


2 cups butternut squash, cubed 
3 tbsp. Olive oil 


1 thsp. Ghee or pasture butter 
sea salt 


pepper 

¥% lemon juiced 

2 thisp. Each fresh sage and fresh thyme, 
chopped. 

Parmesan cheese 

Place quinoa and broth in saucepan and 
let come to boil. Cover and simmer between 
12 and 15 minutes until broth is absorbed 
and quinoa is done. Keep covered. 

While quinoa is cooking, saute’ onion 
in oil and ghee/pasture butter until lightly 
browned and sizzling. Add squash and 
kale. Toss in about a teaspoon of sea salt 
and some freshly ground pepper. Stir well 
and put heat down low. Toss in garlic and 
cover and cook, stirring occasionally, about 
15 -20 minutes until squash is done and kale 
is tender. (Sometimes I -add a bit of broth 
at the end if too dry, it all depends on how 
many times you take off the cover and let 
off too much steam.) 

Toss vegetables in with the cooked qui- 
noa: Add in the herbs, lemon juice, more 
sea salt if needed, and pepper to taste. Driz- 
zle with olive oil and sprinkle with cheese. 
Serve hot.

680 workers employed at 
the hospital. She replied 
that MNA officials, who 
represent 237 nurses— 162 
full-time and 75 per diem 
— at Quincy Medical Cen- 
ter, have met with Steward 
twice in recent weeks to dis- 
cuss new job opportunities 
at other Steward facilities 
and severance packages for 
those nurses. The deal could 
be finalized within one or 
two weeks. 

“The discussion _ that 
we’re having is that people 
should land safely as much 
as they’re able, including 
severance and early retire- 
ment for people, possibly, 
to increase the likelihood 
of being able to place other 
people who are in full time 
jobs,” Pinkham said. 

“T don’t expect that we’ll 
get everything exactly the 
way we wanted, but this 
committee and this mem- 
bership should walk away 
feeling it was a fair and just 
process and comfortable 
with the outcome.” 

Pinkham, who lives in 
Houghs Neck, said Quincy 
needs a hospital of its own. 

“Residents of the city and 
the surrounding communi- 
ties who would otherwise 
use Quincy City Hospital 
will now be forced to go 
elsewhere: South, to South 
Shore Hospital, or over to 
Milton to Milton Hospi- 
tal, or across the Neponset 
Bridge, possibly to Carney 
but more likely:to Boston,” 
she told the council. 

“Ironically, they will 
travel further for their care 
and they will do so at higher 
cost with no improvement in 
their outcomes.”

Nicholson, the former and 
current director of veterans 
services for the city, re- 
spectively, both spoke to 
the council during the hear- 
ing. They did so because 
Quincy Medical Center is 
home to the Quincy Com- 
munity Based Outpatient 
Clinic, which is operated 
by the U.S. Department of 
Veterans Affairs. That clinic 
opened in 2000, after years 
of lobbying by Bradley, who 
said veterans have visited 
the clinic 1,700 so far this 
year. 

Nicholson said veterans 
who use the clinic are in a 
state of ‘double jeopardy,’ 
because of both the pend- 
ing closure of the hospital 
and potential changes being 
made at the VA. Nicholson’s 
primary goal is to keep a 
clinic in Quincy. 

“When I came on board it 
was a Salvation to know we 
had the clinic there for the 
guys and the women here in 
this city. It’s been an ongo- 
ing battle, year in and year 
out, to get extra facilities, 
extra services, extra staff. 
Now we don’t know what 
is going to happen with it,” 
Nicholson explained. 

“The primary requisite 
as the primary advocate for 
the veterans in the city of 
Quincy now is to see that 
that clinic stays here, be- 
cause there isn’t a medical 
delivery system in the world 
that understands the care 
and need of that exclusive 
population known as Ameri- 
ca’s veterans as the Veterans 
Administration does. We’ ve 
got to hold their toes to the 
fire to get their continued 
support.” 

John J. Holiver, the CEO 
of Manet Community Health 


(Ay Granite 
7Q) Gra 


Center, said his organization 
is looking at its facilities to 
see if they could accommo- 
date a relocated VA clinic in 
the city. 

Manet operates four fa- 
cilities within Quincy, in- 
cluding one in Quincy Med- 
ical Center. Holiver said the 
location is the organization’s 
second busiest, behind only 
the location on West Squan- 
tum Street in North Quincy. 
Manet is scouting out pos- 
sible new locations for that 
facility. 

“Plans are already under 
way to make sure that par- 
ticular location goes to an- 
other place in the city that 
is easily accessible by pub- 
lic transportation and other 
ways so that these folks 
do not go untreated,” Ho- 
liver said, noting Manet’s 
renovated location in North 
Quincy could handle all pa- 
tients who seek treatment at 
its Quincy Medical Center 
facility. 

Manet is also looking 
to expand their services to 
offset any loss of service 
resulting from QMC’s shut- 
down. The organization is 
looking at expanding hours, 
including possibly opening 
on Sundays. Additionally, 
Manet is working on agree- 
ments with other organiza- 
tions to provide inpatient 
services for those seeking 
assistance with behavioral 
health; Manet can only pro- 
vide outpatient services at 
its facilities. 

“Many of you know the 
meaning of our name, Ma- 
net. The word means ‘it 
remains, and that’s what 
we plan on doing,” Holiver 
stated. 

“We will be marshaling 
all of our resources to make

sure we can mitigate and 
tackle any issues that come 
up relative to the loss of ser- 
vices happening at Quincy 
Medical Center.” 

Deborah Socolar, the 
former co-director of the 
Health Reform Program at 
Boston University’s School 
of Public Health, outlined 
four potential steps the city 
could take. She suggested 
the city seek an injunction 
or temporary restraining or- 
der to stop the shutdown of 
the hospital or at least keep 
the emergency room open 
past Dec. 31; keep in fre- 
quent contact with Attorney 
General Martha Coakley 
and Attorney General-elect 
Maura Healey relative to 
the closure; urge Gov. Deval 
Patrick to declare a public 


health emergency, which she 
said would allow the state to 
take over QMC; and keep 
in contact with local offi- 
cials in communities where 
other Steward facilities are 
located. 

Following the hearing on 
Quincy Medical Center, the 
City Council approved two 
resolutions relative to the 
hospital’s closing in a pair 
of 9-0 votes. 

The first, introduced by 
Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci, asks the federal 
Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs to find a new location 
in the city for the clinic cur- 
rently inside Quincy Medi- 
cal Center. 

The second, proposed by 
Coughlin, asks Coakley to 
determine whether or not 


Quincy Medical Center Nurses, Steward Nearing Agreement 


Steward’s plan to close the 
hospital violates the 2011 
agreement that allowed the 
for-profit company to pur- 
chase Quincy Medical Cen- 
ter. That agreement required 
Steward to keep the hospital 
open for at least six-and-a- 
half years and provide 18 
months notice to state regu- 
lators before closing. Mayor 
Thomas Koch has already 
asked Coakley to rule on 
that agreement, as have the 
members of Quincy’s del- 
egation on Beacon Hill. 

The DPH will hold a 
community meeting on the 
planned hospital closure 
Dec. 2. That meeting will 
take place at 7 p.m. in- 
side Point Webster Middle 
School’s auditorium, locat- 
ed at 60 Lancaster St.

nearby combustible mate- 
rial. That break-in was the 
second reported incident at 
Old City Hall; just days be- 
fore thieves used a hacksaw 
to remove copper from the 
building. 

Given the previous break- 
in, Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci asked Papanto- 
nis why the security on site 
hadn’t been enhanced before 
the fire. Papantonis said pro- 
viding on site security, the 


only way to stop break-ins, 
is unusual for project sites. 

“We typically do not use 
on site security. It’s really 
just not cost effective,” he 
explained. “It’s the only way 
to guarantee an incident like 
this doesn’t happen but.. it’s 
highly unusual to do that.” 

Since the fire, Nauset has 
installed surveillance cam- 
eras, which are monitored at 
Quincy Police Department 
headquarters, as well as mo- 
tion detector alarms. 


Old City Hall, formally 
known as the James R. 
MclIntyre Government Cen- 
ter, opened in 1844, replac- 
ing the previous town hall 
located on the other side of 
the Hancock Cemetery. 

The building closed in 
2011 because of safety con- 
cerns. The renovation proj- 
ect began in October 2012 
and had been scheduled for 
completion in early 2015 
before the fire broke out.

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Parents Seek Analysis On 
5th Graders In Middle Schools 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

Parents unhappy with 
last month’s meeting of an 
ad hoc school committee 
chaired by member David 
McCarthy and created to ad- 
dress the issue of fifth grade 
students in two of Quincy’s 
middle schools voiced their 
disapproval at last Wednes- 
day’s regular meeting of the 
school committee. 

Alexis Veith, the moth- 
er of a first grader at the 
Clifford-Marshall School, 
thanked board members for 
forming the ad hoc but her 
praise ended there. “I was 
disappointed that the facts 
that were presented to us in 
the presentation contained 
no thoughtful analysis to put 
them in context,” she said. 

Laura Owens, assistant 
to Quincy Public Schools 
Superintendent Richard De- 
Cristofaro, compiled and 
presented a list during the 
Oct. 28 ad hoc committee 
meeting of Massachusetts 
cities that also have grade 
5-8 configurations such as 
Weymouth, Natick, and Ha- 
nover. 

Cities such as Wachu- 


sett and Milford, she found, 


have both 5-8 and 6-8 grade 
configurations. 

“The list-of five to eight 
communities was a list in a 
vacuum,” said Veith. “How 
do these communities actu- 
ally compare to Quincy in 
terms of operation, socio- 
economic status, diversity, 
etc?” 

She said that other cit- 
ies simply having similar 
configurations does not lend 
any credibility to 5-8 middle 
schools. 


She was also unsatis- 
fied with previously shown 
achievement statistics from 
Sterling Middle School 
and Point Webster Middle 
School based on MCAS 
scores and honor student 
status. Highlighting the 
achievement of a small per- 
centage of the student body 
didn’t accurately represent 
the success of the student 
population as a whole, she 
said. 

“We know that Point 
Webster and Sterling do not 
achieve as highly as the oth- 
er middle schools in the city 
by a large margin,” she said. 
“By omitting what their 
peer schools in the city are 
achieving, it seems that this 
achievement gap is trying to 
be swept under the rug.” 

She asked school com- 
mittee members if anything 
would be done as a result of 
the ad hoc to address parent 
concerns since no solid plan 
had been created. 

She also requested that 
“concrete steps” be dis- 
cussed and taken before 
the winter break, prior to 
the start of the 2014-2015 
school year. 

Bringing health class and 
library research-based class- 
es which are offered to fifth 
graders at the city’s middle 
schools to fifth graders in 
the elementary — schools 
would be positive ways to 
equal the playing field, she 
said. 

“On the surface and at 
first I thought things were 
moving in the right direction 
but at some point during the 
presentation...it started to 
become clear that all of this

was kind of a show that was 
put on for my colleagues and 
I that are opposed to having 
some of the fifth graders in 
the city in middle school and 
some in elementary school,” 
said Courtney Perdios, par- 
ent of a first grader at the 
Clifford Marshall Elemen- 
tary School. 

While she understood the 
curriculum being taught to 
fifth graders in both the ele- 
mentary and middle schools 
was the same, she felt other 
differences, such as the fact 
that middle school fifth 
graders gain an additional 
50 hours of class time due to 
an alternating half day Tues- 
day schedule, were drastic 
and needed to be rectified. 

Elementary school fifth 
graders have half days every 
Tuesday. 

“J think we had a good 
back and forth on questions 
and answers,” said McCa- 
rthy. “[DeCristofaro] is tak- 
ing a hard look at all those 
action items that were ad- 
dressed and he’ll probably 
come back in the near future 
and give us an update on 
what’s going to happen — if 
anything is going to happen 
— in regards to Point and 
Sterling.” 

Anne Mahoney, _ the 
school. committee member 
who has been most vocal in 
her opposition to fifth grad- 
ers in middle school, asked 
for clarification as to when 
and if another meeting of 
the ad hoc committee would 
take place. 

McCarthy said that a 
follow-up meeting would be 
scheduled most likely prior 
to the end of Jan. 2015. 


DeCristofaro’s Management, 
Leadership Lauded

The results of a grad- 
ing system created by the 
Department of Elementary 
and Secondary Eduction 
(DESE) and used by the 
city’s school committee to 
evaluate the performance of 
Richard DeCristofaro, the 
superintendent of Quincy 
Public Schools, during the 
2013-2014 school year were 
shared at last Wednesday’s 
meeting of the board. 

Committee member Bar- 
bara Isola presented her 
colleagues with the summa- 
tive evaluation which rated 
DeCristofaro’s performance 
in key areas including pro- 
fessional practice, student 
learning goals, and district 
improvement goals. 

His instructional lead- 
ership was rated as “profi- 
cient,” as were his manage- 
ment and operation skills 
and his ability to create a 
positive professional cul- 
ture. 

He was rated as “exem- 
plary” in family and com- 
munity engagement. 

DeCristofaro was lauded 
for his management of 9,500 
students across 19 locations 
in the city and for his man- 
agement following the re- 
tirement of several members 
of his leadership and princi- 
pal teams as the 2013-2014 
school year came to a close. 

“He engaged with par- 
ents and the general public 
on issues large and small,” 
read the report. 

All comments were 
anonymous and provided by 
committee members. While 
most were positive, one read 
“TI don’t feel like the student 
learning goals were met.” 

Performance goals put in 
place by DeCristofaro for the 
year included an increase in 
performance of two percent 
at every MCAS tested grade

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level in English language 
arts, math, and science be- 
tween 2013 and 2014. 

A presentation during a 
school committee meeting 
earlier in the month revealed 
dramatic improvements that 
were well over the two per- 
cent goal.Grade four English 
Language Learner (ELL) 
students saw a ten percent 
increase in correct answers 
since last year in the math 
category. Science scores in 


the overall school popula- | 


tion however, remained rel- 
atively stable with only a 6 
percent decrease in correct 
answers since last year. 

“We can all agree that 
that was a challenging goal,” 
said Isola. 

The report also revealed 
that some felt the district 
needed to improve on its 
accountability and transpar- 
ency. 

One comment indicated 
that parents at the middle 
school level needed to be 
engaged more thoroughly 
by QPS staff. 

DeCristofaro was then 
described as a “true leader 
of Quincy Public Schools,” 
in another comment. 

He collaborated with 
the school committee dur- 
ing more than 50 school 
committee meetings, ensur- 
ing that all issues were ad- 
dressed, said Isola. 

She clarified that in the 
case of the report, “profi- 
cient” meant that DeCristo- 
faro had met all goals at a 
“rigorous expected level of 
performance.” A rating of 
“exemplary” indicated high 
performance that could be 
used as a template or model 
by other school districts. 

His overall performance 
was rated as “proficient” by 
the school committee as de-

fined by the DESE. 

It was noted that De- 
Cristofaro freely gives out 
his email address and cell 
phone number to parents 
and administrators.

Struggling Homeowners 


Quincy Community Ac- 
tion Programs (QCAP) has 
been selected to lead a new 
initiative in Norfolk County 
working directly with fami- 
lies and individuals facing 
foreclosure. 

The Community Based 
HomeCorps grant will ex- 
pand the organization’s cur- 
rent work providing advo- 
cacy for loan modifications 
and homelessness preven- 
tion services to residents. 

“The HomeCorps pro- 
gram assures that QCAP can 
provide a critical lifeline to 
homeowners facing foreclo- 
sure,” said Beth Ann Strollo, 
QCAP’s Executive Director. 
“Through this program, we 
can help educate homeown- 
ers about their options and 
rights, advocate on behalf 
of our clients with mortgage 
lenders, and help clients 
through the transition from 
homeownership to prevent 
them from becoming home- 
less.” 

The program, known 
as Community Based 
HomeCorps, will focus 
on assisting residents with 
loan modification related 
services, including coun- 
seling to help homeowners 
understand their rights and 
options, and advocacy with 
mortgage lenders. In addi- 
tion, QCAP will provide 
budgeting and __ financial 
counseling, homelessness 
prevention and stabilization 


services, and will connect 
residents to other resources, 
including health care and le- 
gal aid. All services will be 
delivered at no cost to eli- 
gible homeowners. 

The Community Based 
HomeCorps program is an 
extension of the work of 
the HomeCorps program, 
launched by the Massa- 
chusetts Attorney General 
in 2012. The HomeCorps 
program will use funds re- 
covered from the National 
Mortgage Settlement, the 
nationwide state-federal 
settlement over unlawful 
foreclosures, to accomplish 
their ultimate goal of keep- 
ing people in their homes 
and preventing homeless- 
ness. The statewide pro- 
gram places a total of 19 
homeowner advocates in 
12 regions to help mitigate 
foreclosures. 

In a competitive process, 
QCAP was selected by the 
Massachusetts Attorney 
General’s office and Citi- 


zens’ Housing and Planning 
Association (CHAPA) to be 
the sole HomeCorps agency 
providing services to resi- 
dents in Norfolk County. 


The Program provides 
comprehensive services 
throughout the South Shore, 


offering a range of assis- 
tance for homeowners, first 
time homebuyers, tenants, 
landlords, and homeless and 
near homeless families and 
individuals to secure and 
stabilize housing. 

To date the HomeCorps 
Program has directly as- 
sisted more than 13,300 
borrowers in Massachusetts, 
and helped achieve more 
than 2,640 permanent loan 
modifications.

Repairing Cracked 
Exterior Siding 


THIS IS AHAMMER 
By Samantha Mazzotta 

Q: I noticed recently that something had hit the side of 
my house and left a crack in the vinyl siding. It looks like 
just one of the “boards” is damaged, and I don’t want water 
getting inside the walls. Is there a quick way to fix it? -- 
Maryanne T., Denton, Texas 

A: You can put a temporary patch over minimally dam- 
aged siding to protect it from the elements, using a matching 
or near-matching replacement panel purchased from your 
home-improvement store. It’s not an ideal fix, because the 
seam line will be somewhat obvious and the replacement 
panel will not match exactly due to the original siding hav- 
ing weathered. It also won’t hold for many months, so make 
plans to have the damaged siding replaced soon. 

Besides a replacement panel, you’ll need a box cutter, 
measuring tape, a power drill, a siding riveter and rivets. (In 
a pinch you can use a staple gun, hot glue, roof patching or 
nails, but be aware these are not standard siding fasteners.) 
Set up a sturdy work surface near the repair area to mini- 
mize time spent walking back to your workbench. 

Measure the damaged area, adding 4-6 inches on either 
side of the crack. Use this measurement to cut the replace- 
ment siding to the same width. 

Now, you can just slip the new patch into place over the 
damaged area. It will stand up slightly from the surrounding 
siding. To help it sit a little more flush and provide add- 
ed protection, trim away part of the top and bottom of the 
patch. 

Use the box cutter to trim away the topmost row of holes 
-- these are punch outs where anchor nails typically go, but 
you won’t be using them. Cut carefully, and then gently 
snap away the punch outs. 

Next, trim away about half of the bottom “lip” of the 
panel, leaving just a narrow lip to slip around the bottom of 
the siding it will cover. Again, use the box cutter carefully 
and be cautious when snapping away the trimmed portion. 
Here’s a video that explains how to do this: https://www. 
youtube.com/watch?v=4ch30NCj1b0 

Slip the patch into place, tucking the top portion under 
the siding panel above the damaged spot and pushing the 
bottom lip into place. Hold the patch in place by drilling a 
hole through the bottom “lip” of the patch and the bottom 
of the siding panel it’s covering, on either side of the patch 
about an inch or so in. Then, use the rivet gun to place a rivet 
in each hole. 

Again, this patch won’t hold for too long, so plan on re- 
placing the entire panel as soon as possible.

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Emily Bryson Secures Top Spot Among NQ Distance Runners 


Sister Julia Joins Ranks Among The State’s Best 


ran the race of her life for 
the second week in a row to 
join the ranks as one of the 
best cross country runners in 
the state. 

Emily and Julia Bryson 
proved to be twin trouble 
for the Div. 1 field at Satur- 
day’s MIAA All-State Cross 
Country Championships 
on the race weary Franklin 
Park layout. 

Emily followed up her 
second-place finish in the 
Div. 2 race at the RMass 
Championships with a 
fourth-place showing at the 
state meet, battling with a 
half dozen runners through 
the Wilderness _ section 
of the 3.1-mile course on 
the way to fourth place in 
18:30. Emily’s gritty finish 
mirrored her fourth-place 
performance a year ago on 
the Gardner Golf Course. 

Julia’s race turned into 
another defining moment to 
go with her finish at Wren- 
tham a week earlier in the 
EMass meet where she 
cracked the top 10 against 
a deep field to take eighth 
place. She found herself ‘at 
the back of huge lead pack 
and where she settled before 


moving up over the final 
mile and a half to take 10th 
in 19:01. 

North Quincy head coach 
Geoff Hennessy couldn’t 
have asked for more from 
the twins in the biggest meet 
of the season. “It’s just fan- 
tastic,” he said. “We’re just 
super pleased. It’s the cul- 
mination of a great season. 
They’ve done everything 
for four years that we’ve 
asked. It’s been a learning 
process. There was gradual 
improvement year after year 
and here we are.” 

Julia’s performance was 
truly sweet after getting 
knocked out of conten- 
tion last year when she got 
tripped up by another runner 
and finished well back in the 
pack. “I really wanted to get 
in the top 15 last, but I didn’t 
have a good race,” she said. 

The combination of a pe- 
destrian 5:51 opening mile 
and no runner wanting to 
force the pace resulted in an 
enormous pack of nearly 25 
runners. With little room to 
maneuver, Julia was content 
to bide her time and let the 
race unfold in front of her. 

“Tt was really hard to pass 
people the first mile,” Julia 
said. “You had to weave in 
and out.” : 

The pace quickened the 
second mile, but not by 


much, with Julia running 
comfortably in the second 
group. She was still within 
striking distance of the lead- 
ers after navigating Bear 
Cage Hill and heading to- 
wards the 2 mile mark be- 
fore entering the tranquil 
Wilderness section of the 
course. 

“I could see Emily all the 
way to the second mile,” Ju- 
lia said. “I was surprised that 
they were all still packed to- 
gether.” 

Julia began to move hard 
coming out of the Wilderness 
and passed three runners on 
the short uphill heading onto 
the Overlook loop to the fin- 
ish line. She sprinted home 
and assured herself a spot in 
the top 10. 

Hennessy wasn’t sur- 
prised with Julia’s sterling 
performance, especially af- 
ter she battled her way to a 
top 10 performance in the 
EMass race. “Julia suddenly 
became another player and 
took a step up,” said Hen- 
nessy.

cy Mutual Executive Vice 
President Jim Moran said. 

“For Quincy Mutual this 
is all about community re- 
investment and revitaliza- 
tion of our downtown. Our 
hope is with the cooperation 
of civic and business lead- 
ers in the city, together the 
West of Chestnut and East 
of Chestnut projects will 
re-energize and jumpstart 
the overall downtown rede- 
velopment project and help 
inspire other projects else- 
where in the greater Quincy 
Center area.” 

Quincy Mutual and Gate 
Residential will file for 
permits this week to begin 
construction of the West 
of Chestnut proposal. The 
project will require approval 
from the city’s Planning 
Board; a presentation of the 
proposal is expected to take 
place before the board on 
Dec. 10 followed by a pub- 
lic hearing in January. 

The companies hope to 
break ground on West of 
Chestnut next spring. Kyle 
Warwick — the principal at 
Redgate, Gate Residential’s 
parent company — said con- 
struction should take 18 
months with an expected 
opening in the summer of 
2016. The project will cre- 
ate 150 construction jobs; 
it hasn’t been determined 
if union or non-union labor 
will be used. 

West of Chestnut will 
feature two six-story build- 
ings — one on Hancock Street 
with 65 units and the other 
on Chestnut Street with 104 
units. Those units will range 
in size from studios to two- 
bedrooms. Rents, according 


to Warwick, will be half as 
expensive as those seen in 
Boston. Tenants residing in 
those buildings will have ac- 
cess to a café, club suite, fit- 
ness center, yoga studio, and 
media room, among other 
amenities. 

A new public street — 
known as Chestnut Way — 
will run from Chestnut Street 
to Hancock Street. Located 
off of that new street will be 
an outdoor courtyard space, 
featuring an outdoor kitchen 
and play lawn, as well park 
space with trees. Warwick 
said the space on the ground 
level is most important to 
the project. 

“The most important as- 
pect is going to be the public 
realm and what the ground 
plane feels like and how we 
set the stage and set the stan- 
dard for future development 
to march down Hancock and 
march down Chestnut,” he 
explained. 

“It’s the sidewalks. It’s 
the curbs. It’s the retail spill- 
ing out.” 

West of Chestnut also in- 
cludes an underground park- 
ing structure, with room for 
about 90 vehicles. An ad- 
ditional 14 vehicles will be 
able to park in new spaces 
above ground. 

Local business leaders 
were present for Tuesday’s 
announcement. Peter Fore- 
man, the president and CEO 
of the South Shore Chamber 
of Commerce, said projects 
such as West of Chestnut 
will lead the area’s econom- 
ic growth. 

“The success of the South 
Shore’s economic growth is 
going to be led through resi- 
dential development on the 
South Shore with exactly the

STARRY NIGHT 


If any manmade object comes 
close to approximating the ‘look 
of lapis lazuli, it is Vincent Van 
Gogh’s famous  oil-on-canvas 
painting “The Starry Night.” Both 
feature an incomparable deep-blue 
background, upon which shimmer- 
ing stars reveal their light.

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Walking In A Firefighter’s Boots 


Bs paraphrase American novelist Harper Lee, if 
you want to understand — and appreciate — the fire- 
fighting profession, you need to walk in their boots. 

That’s exactly what a group of elected officials, 
city workers and this media member did on a cool but 
sunny November morning recently at the Quincy Fire 
Department’s training facility at the Fore River Ship- 
yard. 

To a man — and the two women — the experience 
was eye-opening, exhilarating and — for the older ranks 
- exhausting. For over two hours, we donned protec- 
tive clothing, helmets and air masks and tanks and 
performed a myriad of firefighter duties in simulated 
— and we can’t emphasize this enough — controlled tac- 
tical exercises. 

The “recruits” crawled on their knees in a black- 
ened maze looking for a fire “victim,” ascended an 
aerial ladder, pried open a-fire door, sprayed water on 
a car that was torched and my favorite, utilized the 
40-pound hydraulic life-saving “Jaws of Life” tool to 
rescue a car accident “victim.” I also enjoyed “creas- 
ing” a car roof with an ax before it was folded back 
like a can of sardines. 

All of the exercises were conducted at the fire 
department’s training facility at the shipyard. It is a 
valuable resource to the department and the city and 
firefighters are grateful that the shipyard’s owner, au- 
tomobile dealer and businessman Dan Quirk, allows 
the department use of the facility at zero cost. ; 

The facility once served as the shipyard’s fire de- 
partment before it closed. Today, the building houses 
two department mechanics where most of the repairs 
and upkeep of apparatus are done in-house. The sec- 
ond floor has classroom space featuring a small pipe 
that can billow theatrical smoke to simulate a real 
fire. Part of the exercise for the “recruits” was haul- 
ing a charged (filled) hose on their knees through the 
“smoke” to an open window where the hose was dis- 
charged outdoors. 

The maze was intriguing and admittedly a little in- 
timidating. Before entering the maze, we learned about 
a “right-hand” search where basically you follow the 
right side of a building (walls, door frames) with your 
hand until you reach an opening that is presumably a 
bedroom. The maze is dark — but not as dark as it is for 
real recruits. They enter the maze with their air masks 
completely blacked out so that they can’t see a thing 
in front of them. 

The maze is a tight squeeze with several twists 
and turns. Behind me was Ward 3 Councillor Kevin 
Coughlin. Recruits are taught to communicate with 
their fellow firefighters and to follow the right-hand 
search so that they do not become disoriented in the 
maze. One way is tapping on their boots or tugging on 
their pants to ensure they stay together. I led the way in 
and Kevin led us out of the maze (thanks Kevin!). 

Lt. Michael Palaza of Ladder 2 in Wollaston said 
the training program is intended to give community 
leaders, decision makers and the media a better un- 
derstanding of what firefighters do simply by doing it 
themselves. 

“We also want to build relationships,” Lt. Palaza, a 
13-year veteran of the Quincy Fire Department, said. 
“At times, we will go before city, state and federal of- 
ficials and address certain issues whether it be training, 
equipment or legislation. This program was construct- 
ed by the International Association of Firefighters to 
help in that process of understanding.” 

The exercise underscores the fact that firefighting 
is a tough, labor-intensive job and demands teamwork 
and trust. 

“The training exercise spotlights what our job is by 
doing it,” said Capt. Rich Bryan, an 18-year depart-

ment veteran who serves as the Hazardous Materials 
Officer and training coordinator. 

“You can’t make a good firefighting movie because 
you can’t see things. We work in a lot of times a zero- 
visibility arena. You can’t make a movie out of that. 
We smoked that room out to give it some theatrical 
effect but it just adds to the difficulty of doing it. 

“Everybody can tell us that our job is labor intensive 
and everything is heavy and is hard to pull and move 
— whether they are hoses full of water or the 40-pound 
‘Jaws of Life.’ To say it’s tough or heavy is one thing 
but then go and pick it up,” Bryan said. , 

The one-day, two-and-a-half hour exercise is a snap 
shot of the actual 10-week training academy that new 
recruits undertake. One item that may be added to fu- 
ture training exercises is utilizing a fire extinguisher. 

“You get a good sense of heat from fire because you 
have to get a little bit closer using an extinguisher than 
you would with a hose,” Lt. Palaza said. 

The “recruits” had help — but it was from a distance. 
Each was assigned a fire department “wrangler” who 
helped teach their recruit about the task at hand. But 
by design, they did not assist in the actual execution 
of that task. 

“We instructed the wranglers to let the group do 
things for themselves,” said Capt. Bryan. “They were 
told that they could tell you something but we didn’t 
want to do it for them because we wanted them to ex- 
perience it 100 percent. ; 

“All of those evolutions that you went through are 
exactly what we would put any recruit off the street 
through. Moving those hose lines — dry and charged 
— throwing (placing) the ladders against a building, go- 


ing up the aerials — that’s all standard academy prac- 


tice.” 
It may have been controlled situations but there was 
still a rush of adrenaline using hydraulic tools or scal- 


_ing the ladder. You want to understand the task and 


perform it well because psychologically you tell your- 
self that completing the exercise will make a differ-

No Sugar Cookies 


By MARIE 

With the holidays just around the corner 
and some people on limited sugar diets, to- 
day’s recipe is for a no sugar pastry. What I 
like most about this cookie is that no sugar 
substitute is used either. 

And these cookies can be made ahead of 
time and will satisfy your sweet tooth with- 
out the added calories. 

I usually don’t bake many things that 
require refrigeration over night, but this 
cookie is worth it. 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees 
1 cup raisins 
1/2 cup chopped apples 


1/2 cups dates 
1 cup water 
1/2 cup butter or margarine 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 cup oats 
2 beaten eggs 
3/4 cups chopped nuts 

Boil the first 4 ingredients for 3 minutes 
at low heat. Add the butter and cool slightly. 
Add the remaining ingredients. Mix well 
and refrigerate overnight. 

Drop by spoonfuls on a greased baking 
sheet and bake for 10-12 minutes. They can 
be stored in a tin or plastic container. 


Pasta And Beans

I grew up on pasta and beans, and my 
dad loved it with a bunch of pepper sprin- 
kled on it (which of course would make him 
sneeze....but we got used to it!) We all loved 
when our mom prepared this dish. Here is 
my recipe for it. Not as good as my moms 
(of course) but tasty just as well! 


1 16-0z. can white beans (pea, navy, 
Great Northern), organic preferred 
4 Tbsp. olive oil 
1 onion, chopped fine 
- 2. carrots, chopped 
2 Tbsp. dried basil 
1 tsp. dried oregano 
2-3 cloves minced garlic 
16-0z. can tomatoes 
1 tablespoon tomato paste 


1 cup chicken broth 
1-2 tsp. salt 
1/2 lb. rice elbow macaroni 


pepper 
grated cheese 


Directions 

Drain beans, Heat olive oil in pan. Add 
onions, carrots, oregano, garlic and basil. 
Cook until vegetables are wilted. Add to- 
matoes, paste, broth, salt, and pepper. Cov- 
er and simmer for about 10 minutes, until 
the vegetables are tender. Add the drained 
beans and simmer for another 10 minutes. 

Meanwhile, cook and drain the maca- 
roni.

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More Life, Safety Deficiencies Found In QHA Units 


Director Of Facilities Management Will Be Hired To Run Maintenance, Modernization Departments 


By KRIS KAEABOKAS 
State inspections of 
Quincy’s’ public housing 
units are still revealing life 
and safety deficiencies such 
as faulty sprinkler heads, 
plumbing leaks, and inope- 
rable fire doors according 
to an update provided by 
a Department: of Housing 
and Economic Develop- 
ment (DHCD) official at last 
Wednesday’s meeting of the 
Quincy Housing Authority. 
DHCD has found “an 
enormous amount of plumb- 
ing issues” including leaking 


showers, sinks, and faucets, ~ 


said James Marathas, Direc- 
tor of the Facilities Man- 
agement Unit of DHCD. 
“The plumbing has been 
neglected for a long period 
of time.” 

“You have 1,700 units. 
You’re going to get leaks 
today, tomorrow, and this 
is definitely a work in prog- 
' ress,” he said. 

A repair project at Snug 
Harbor had to be modified 
following the discovery of 
additional life and safety

hazards. Initially, a lack of 
heat in the bathrooms was 
uncovered which resulted in 
peeling paint and mold. 

Kitchen and bathroom 
exhaust fans were also found 
to be failing. 

During a more recent in- 
spection, it was found that 
toe kick heaters in kitchens 
had been removed as they 
began to fail, leaving a gap 
under cabinets full of loose 
wires. 

The heaters still in place 
were inoperable. 

Any remaining toe kick 
heaters will now be removed 
and all abandoned wiring 
will be safely covered by 
baseboards. 

“Over the years bandaids 
have been put on the heating 
systems, like everything else 
here,” said Marathas. 

Exhaust fans located in 
kitchens will be removed, 
capped, and insulated to pre- 
vent cold air from leaking in 
through the open vents, he 
said. 

“The reality is, I don’t 
think I’ve ever inspected an-

other state unit that has this 
situation where you have the 
secondary fan in the kitchen 
plus you have an exhaust 
hood fan,” said Marathas. 

Inspections by the state 
agency will conclude in De- 
cember with the inspection 
of the 45 units that make up 
Crowley Court in German- 
town. 

“At that point we would 
be hoping that you are in a 
position to begin your own 
inspection process in Janu- 
ary,” Marathas said. 

DHCD has _sprepared 
recommendations for the 
housing authority on how to 
conduct their own, in-house 
inspections such as review- 
ing an equal amount of units 
per month and completing 
repairs in those units before 
proceeding with the next 
round of monthly inspec- 
tions. 

Inspections of ten percent 
of Quincy’s 930 state-aided 
public housing units and 
common areas conducted on 
March 31, April 1, and April 
3 of 2014 revealed subpar 


living conditions in need of 
immediate repair. 

A report issued on April 
30 following a_ reinspec- 
tion outlined operational 
issues as well as physical 
condition concerns such as 
exposed electrical wiring, 
holes in walls, improperly 
stored combustibles, mold 
and mildew. 

Federal officials from the 
U.S. Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development 
(HUD) stepped in and began 
inspecting Quincy Housing 
Authority properties in Au- 
gust following the inspec- 
tions and troubling findings 
made by DHCD. 

DHCD officials are now 
concerned with improving 
the work order system imple- 
mented by the QHA. “What 
we found were a lot of work 
orders were getting called in 
from the tenants and then the 
work orders were not being 
distributed out and then they 
weren’t coming back and 
there wasn’t clear account- 
ability for the work order,” 
said Marathas, who added 


that a new system will likely 


be put in place by the end of 


the week. 

Orders will be assigned 
to specific staff members in 
the maintenance department 
who will fill out a sheet dai- 
ly recording their work. The 
sheet will then be turned in 
at the end of each work day 
to a manager. 

Work completed will be 
verified by the site foreman. 
Follow-up inspections will 
then be done to ensure that 
work has been completed 
satisfactorily. 

Maintenance staff will 
also be required to wear uni- 
forms following complaints 
from tenants that staff were 
not easily identifiable. 

Former maintenance di- 
rector David Ferris resigned 
from his position as mainte- 
nance manager for the Quin- 
cy Housing Authority after 
reports revealed earlier this 
year that mismanagement 
led to unsafe and unsanitary 
living conditions for hous- 
ing authority tenants. 

Orders sent to the main- 


tenance department dating 
back to 2008 were found 
that were either ignored or 
flagged as low priority by 
Ferris. He also knowingly 
signed off on work orders 
that were never completed 
according to James Lydon, 
executive director of the 
housing authority. 

Ferris was put on paid 
administrative leave July 9. 
He handed in his resignation 
on Sept. 12. 

Lydon said it was unlike- 
ly anew maintenance direc- 
tor would be hired and that 
all oversight would be con- 
ducted by a yet to be hired 
Director of Facilities Man- 
agement who would run the 
maintenance department, 
modernization department, 
and in-house inspections. 

Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration 
(OSHA) training will be 
scheduled for maintenance 
staff in the near future.

The existing building, 
which is located in a Busi- 
ness A zoning district, is 
home to a realtor and a flo- 
rist. Developer Sean Galvin 
said his company is inter- 
ested in keeping the realtor 
on site, because it is a low 
impact business that doesn’t 
generate much foot traffic;

— spoke against the proposal 
during the meeting.

He told the 
Planning Board he hosted a 
community meeting on the 
project in October; more 
than 35 residents attended 
and only two raised con- 
cerns regarding traffic. The 
type of mixed-use develop- 
ment proposed for the site, 
Coughlin added, is the type 
of project the city is looking 
to build in places such as 


downtown Quincy and Wol- 
laston Center. 

“It’s the type of concept 
I think we’ ve embraced as a 
city. I think that this particu- 
lar Business A site is ripe 
for some type of redevelop- 
ment,” Coughlin said. 

“Quite honestly, although 
I’m as concerned as anyone 
because | live in the neigh- 
borhood and | understand 
the traffic concerns, I don’t 
believe that this particular 
proposal is going to have the 
adverse implications _ that 
some might suggest.” 

The second project ap- 
proved Nov. 12 was a pro- 
posal by Kai W. Lee to 
raze the existing house at | 
Edwin St., a lot adjacent to 
Atlantic Middle School, and 
replace it with three town- 
house condominiums in a 
three-story building. 

The townhouses on site 
will be smaller than most 
townhouses built in Quincy, 
according to attorney Chris- 
topher Harrington. He said 
each unit would be 1,472 
square feet. That square 
footage includes a one-car 
garage for each unit; resi- 
dents of the new building 
will be able to park an ad- 
ditional vehicle in front of 
their garages.

The site is located in a 
Residential B zoning area, 
and Harrington said the 
project was designed to 
comply with those zoning 
requirements. A site plan 
review from the Planning 
Board was needed because 
the project includes three 
units. 

Robert Kane, an Edwin 
Street resident who lives 
next door to the lot in ques- 
tion, said he and his fellow 
neighbors supported the 
project because it is an im- 
provement on the current 
building. 

“We really don’t have 
any problems with this be- 
cause this property is such a 
disaster —it’s a wreck,” Kane 
said. “Basically, we and the 
abutters do not have a prob- 
lem with this because it’s a 
nice looking building.” 

The final project ap- 
proved during the Nov. 12 
meeting was a proposal by 
Thomas Meade to tear down 
the existing building at 74 
Crescent St. in West Quincy 
and replace it with a three- 
unit, three-story building 
totaling 1,331 square feet. A 
hearing on that project had 
been held during the Plan- 
ning Board’s ‘Oct. 8 meet- 
ing.

He played with Quincy 
coach Bill Reardon for the 
Presidents in the 1990s. He 
was an assistant to Bob No- 
ble at Quincy. He was an as- 
sistant to Ken McPhee and 
and Jim Connor at North. 
He has coached and played 
in the rivalry for the better 
part of 20 years. He knows 
the story and he knows the 
characters. 

And hé loves it. 

“It means as much every 
year. It never changes,” said 
Nutley. “I know all these 
guys on both sides.

AFFORDABLE CARE ACT: If you are shopping in the 
Health Insurance Marketplace, only shop at HealthCare.gov.

Official helpers will never ask for money or 
try to sell you a particular plan.

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Koch Expects

bb be can just about pencil in Mayor Thomas Koch as 
a candidate for re-election next year. 

Koch says he expects to seek a fifth term in 2015. The 
mayor also squashed rumors that he’s taking a job in the 
Baker administration. 

“TI expect to be a candidate for re-election in 2015 but 
I will not make a final decision announcement until after 
the beginning of the new year,” he said 
last week. 

Speculation about Koch not running 
next year and instead joining Governor- 
elect Charlie Baker in his administra- 
tion in January were rampant after Bak- 
er won the gubernatorial election Nov. 
4. Koch — a Democrat who is elected in 
non-partisan in city elections — backed 
the Republican Baker in the final election against Demo- 
crat Martha Coakley. 

But Koch’s support will not result in a state post in the 
next governor’s administration, he says. 

“Charlie Baker and I have never discussed a position 
for me in his administration,” Koch told The Sun. “He 
and I have discussed a lot of state issues that Quincy is 
facing, a lot of challenges that we are facing. That’s been 
the point of discussion each and every time. 

“I am not interested in joining the Baker administra- 
tion because my. heart is in Quincy. I am not interested in 
walking way from my post as mayor. I still have fire in 
the belly. I still love my job. 

“J think we’re making great progress and there’s more 
to be done.” 

Koch is at the half-way mark of his fourth two-year 
term as the city’s chief executive. He was elected in 2007 
unseating then Mayor William Phelan. He was re-elected 

in 2009 in a mayoral rematch with Phelan and two years 
later defeated School Committeewoman Anne Mahoney. 
Koch was unopposed in winning a fourth term in 2013. - 

Potential challengers in 2015 include Mahoney and 
Councillor Doug Gutro. Mahoney told the Sun a few 
weeks ago that she is strongly considering a second bid 
for mayor next year. Gutro has said he will make a deci- 
sion about his political future after the first of the year. 

Next year will mark the first time the city elects a 
mayor to a four-year term. Voters approved doubling the 
term from two to four years by a citizens’ initiative peti- 
tion in 2013. 

So, the winner of next fall’s mayor’s race will receive 
a four-year term to run the city. 

Having a four-year term for mayor will create a lot of 
soul searching for potential candidates. Run next year or 
wait four more years for the 2019 election cycle. 

Gone will be the days when someone can challenge a 
mayor every two years. 

Koch sounds very much like he’Il make his re-election 
candidacy official next month. His reasons for running 
again include a myriad of items on his agenda, includ-

ing upgrading city infrastructure, improving school and 


other municipal buildings, beautifying and creating more 
public space as well as expanding repairs on streets and 
sidewalks and addressing veterans services and public 
safety. 

“We’ve been working real hard on a lot of infrastruc- 
ture issues. We’ve made tremendous progress on our city 
buildings, namely the schools. We’ve made progress in 
a number of areas regarding flooding and draining im- 
provements and seawall work and Quincy Center infra- 
structure improvements but much remains to be done and 
I don’t think I’ve finished the job at this point. For those 
reasons, I probably will seek re-election,” he said. 

Koch is also encouraged by Quincy Mutual’s plan to 
build two six-story buildings featuring 400 residential 
units and thousands of square feet in retail space near 
Hancock and Chestnut Streets. This area had been slated 
for another development before Street Works — Quincy’s 
master developer — and the city severed ties earlier this 
year. 

“The announcement of the new downtown project 
by Quincy Mutual Group two weeks ago is a positive 
one. Those things just don’t happen. There’s been a lot 
of work and I expect there will be subsequent, meaning- 
ful announcements coming in early 2015 with real time- 
tables for construction. So I am excited about that and I 
want to see some of that through.” 

Koch said he believes the Quincy Mutual project will 
act as a catalyst for future downtown development over 
the next two years. 

“There will be other projects that we will. be talking 
about publicly other than Quincy Mutual that will be 
more directly involved with our public lands and we’ll 
be déaling with some infrastructure challenges — namely 
parking. We no longer have a master developer so the 
city will be dealing with several developers although we 
have a consultant to assist us to continue to move our vi- 
sion forward. 

“The players have changed, (but) the plan is still a 
mixed use development. It may not be as designed or 
envisioned by StreetWorks but nonetheless there is tre- 
mendous interest and I expect a lot of construction over 
the next two years for Quincy Center that will fulfill a big 
part of our vision.” 

Koch said the city is ripe for residential development. 

“I can say the market for residential property is ex- 
tremely hot. Residential property values in the city are 
up 7 and a half percent in a year. We enjoy the economic 
growth being on the Red Line next to Boston so therefore 
there is tremendous interest in residential. 

“There is tremendous interest in the retail aspect. The 
commercial is still a little bit flat in the marketplace. 
We’re not going to drive something that is not conducive 
to the marketplace and right now residential and retail 
there’s a tremendous interest in Quincy Center. 

“I’ve been visited by a number of investors, a number 
of developers. There are those who are looking for a fire 

sale and those who come in may want to cut a deal and 
my recommendation is to go and buy some property and 
become a player. There are some real players who bought 
up some property who are putting their plans together. 

“We’ve shared our vision,” the mayor continued. 
“We’ve told them what we want to see. They will get 

back to us because they are capitalized and they are for 
real.” 

Koch said two city-owned parcels — the John Hancock 
Municipal Parking Area and the Ross Parking Garage — 
are future development sites. 

The mayor is also buoyed by an improving economy. 
He said the first few years of his administration occurred 
during one of the deepest recessions since the Great De- 
pression. 

“T think we’re out of the (financial) depth of where we 
were. The climb has been slower. I think we’re making 
- progress and I think Quincy is doing better than many cit- 
ies our size. Those first few years slowed us down as an 
administration, moving forward an agenda and a vision. 
Some of those things that we’re getting to — like those 
other school buildings — I would have liked to get to them 
sooner but financially there was no way to do it. 

“We have eight fire houses that all need work and 
we "re doing analysis on some of those. The police station 
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(building) is a mess. We have some DPW challenges in 
terms of garage space and getting equipment out from 
the weather.” 

Koch also said he wants to place more emphasis on 
street and sidewalk repairs in the next fiscal year budget. 

“We do get our allocation of Chapter 90 money from 
the state which our legislators have always fought more 
but (Gov. Patrick) has only released a portion of it. That’s 
hurt us. This new governor has indicated he will release 
the full amount of Chapter 90 money but even with the 
full amount the challenges we have with almost 300 
miles of roadway just doesn’t cut it so we have to do 
more in-house.” 

Asked what issues would take center stage in the 
mnayor’s race next year, Koch replied: “Quality schools, 
a safe city, beautiful public spaces, continue to improve 
our infrastructure. There’s no secrets to it. The downtown 
piece has been the more challenging one and as I’ve said 
a million times, if it had been easy it would have been 
done a long time ago. These things are complicated and 
challenging but we’re now making headway on that. We 
shifted horses a bit - that’s fine. It was time to do that. 

“I am certainly not going to be talking about a bunch 
of wild and crazy ideas. I think we have enough on our 
plate and we need to continue to chip away at it. 

“It’s been a honor and privilege to serve as mayor of | 
the city. I expect to be a candidate for re-election,” he

1 15-ounce can black beans, drained... 
4 cups grated raw goat cheddar cheese, 2 
cups for stuffing, 2 cups for topping 
3 to 4 green onions, finely sliced 
1/4 cup tomato sauce 
1 teaspoon ground cumin 


1 teaspoon chili powder 
1 teaspoon garlic powder 
1/2 cup loosely packed chopped fresh ci- 
lantro (optional) 
1 teaspoon sea salt, pepper 

Simply cook the quinoa in the broth for 
15 minutes until done. Set aside to cool a 
bit. Stir in everything else (saving 2 cups of 
the cheese to top) together and simply stuff 
the peppers evenly with the mixture and 
place in baking pan that has been greased 
with olive oil with just 1/4 cup of water (or 
broth) placed in as well.

cillor will submit a_peti- 
tion to the appropriate City 
Council Committee where 
it vanishes. The relevant 
committee should be held 
accountable for its actions. 
The committee should vote ~ 
yea or nay with its reasons 
published within thirty days 
of the submission of the pe- 
tition. 

Right now, the attitude 
is that committees can’t do 
anything for political rea- 
sons. If a committee does 
not respond within thirty 
days, the petition should be 
automatically submitted as a 
motion to the City Council 
for a vote with a simple ma- 
jority signifying approval or 
disapproval. 

If approved, the motion 
is sent to the mayor who has 
thirty days to respond. If the 
mayor ignores or vetoes the — 
motion, the motion should 
be voted upon again by the 
City Council. — 

If a two-thirds majority 
approves, the order to act is 
to be sent to the city official 
responsible. 

If the city official fails to 
act within thirty days, he or 
she is to appear before the 
council to explain the situa- 
tion. This, at long last, will 
give the City Council power 
and not simply be a reactive 
force.

Quincy’s proximity to 
Boston and _ surrounding 
suburbs, access to public 
transportation, and historic 
sites are among the fac- 
tors that boosts the city’s 
chances of redeveloping the 
downtown. 

The City Council heard 
Monday night from the real 
estate consultants advising 
Mayor Thomas Koch on 
how Quincy. should move 
forward with downtown re- 
development with previous 
developer Street- 
Works out of the picture. 
Pamela McKinney, of Byrne 
McKinney & Associates, a 
subcontractor brought on by 
Redgate Real Estate Advi- 
sors, said the positives for 
Quincy outweigh the nega- 
tives. 

“What’s critical for ev- 
erybody to understand about 
downtown Quincy is you 
have many, many oppor- 
tunities — many more posi- 
tives if you will — than chal- 
lenges in my view and I’ve 
been around the block many 
times and seen places that 
were not as promising as 
this,” McKinney explained. 

“You have proximity to 
Boston and the suburbs, 
where demand is driven 
from. You have tremendous 
public transit accessibility. 
You already have a concen- 
tration of population and 
employment, which are go- 
ing to serve as residents and 
consumers and employees 
of existing and future devel- 
opment. You have very sig- 
nificant historic resources, 
unlike most cities of your 
size. . 

“And importantly, you 
have an authentic, evolved, 
organically grown down- 
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town already. I can’t tell 
you how many communities 
that I go to who are trying to 
create that downtown out of 
nothing — they’re trying to 
invent it — and you already 
have an authentic down- 
town.” 

The redevelopment of 
Quincy Center, however, is 
not without its challenges. 
McKinney identified the 
project’s history, nearby 
competition, and the eco- 
nomics of new construction 
as challenges the city is fac- 
ing. 

“That’s not to say there 
aren’t challenges,” she said. 
“You have the history of 
the project and the loss of 
your master developer and 
the market’s perception of 
that to overcome. There is 
of course, as there almost 
always is, competition from 
other places to contend 
with. 

“And importantly, we 
have a situation where what 
I call the economics for new 
development — the rationale 
for an investor, a cost that’s 
low enough for the rents to 


support — are very thin.” 

McKinney then provid- 
ed a breakdown of each of 
the three major real estate 
markets — residential, retail, 
and office, targeted for the 
downtown. 

In terms of residential 
development, McKinney re- 
ferred to Quincy as a value 
market providing alterna- 
tives to costlier alternatives 
in Boston and Cambridge 
while still having access to 
the Red Line and several 
major highways. But those 
lower rents make it harder 
for high-rise construction 
to take place without incen- 
tives; stick construction, 
using wood, would still be 
feasible. 

“The economics, because 
the rents are lower and the 
sale prices are lower but it 
still costs the same to build 
a project, tend to be on the 
thin side,’ McKinney said. 
“But even with that, we 
would say residential de- 
velopment is feasible in to- 
day’s market. Certainly it’s 
feasible for certain kinds of 
construction, stick built con-

struction. The economics for 
high-rise, steel and concrete 
construction, are challeng- 
ing but with the right set 
of incentives we think that 
type of development could 
be possible.” 

Those incentives would 
have to reduce the costs of 
development, enhance the 
marketability of the com- 
pleted project, or reduce op- 
erational costs, such as taxes 
and maintenance. 

When asked by Ward 3 
Councillor Kevin Coughlin 
about the construction of af- 
fordable housing in Quincy 
Center, McKinney said it 
would be important to have 
a diverse housing market, 
and not just high priced 
units. Such a mix would also 
be important in terms of the 
amount of residential units 
leased to tenants compared 
to those sold as condos. 

In terms of retail devel- 


opment, McKinney said the 
market in Quincy primarily 
caters to the city’s residents 
and those who work in the 
city. Going forward, she 
explained that it would be 
important to identify tenants 
for large retail projects be- 
fore work commences. 

“Those sorts of new 
construction projects really 
are not ones anyone would 
undertake speculatively,” 
McKinney said, referring 
to shopping centers. “De- 
velopers don’t build it on 
the theory that if we build 
it, they will come. The abil- 
ity to attract new construc- 
tion is highly dependent on 
your ability to identify an 
end user in advance of con- 
struction. Otherwise, the po- 
tential for financing is very, 
very limited.” 

While both residential 
and retail development is 
feasible, McKinney - said 


it wouldn’t be the case for 
development of new office 
space without financial in- 
centives. She did note, how- 
ever, new office space in 
Quincy Center could appeal 
to businesses motived by 
something other than pure 
economics. 

“If you had a user that 
was motivated by some- 
thing other than pure pfofit 
minded, economic concerns 
— a headquarter user that 
has a particular affinity for 
downtown Quincy or Quin- 
cy in general or if you had a 
user that had a particular de- 
sire to be in Quincy because 
their consumer market was 
there and they were going 
to make money out of their 
business — you might find 
a way to entice someone 
to make what I would call 
a non-economic choice,” 
McKinney explained.

“Below grade parking, 
it’s fair to say, is a non-start- 
er.

The city, she fusther not- 
ed, will need to play an ac- 
tive role in the development 
going forward, comparing 
the city’s new role with that 
of a master developer.

Gutro Faults Koch On 
Cost Of Elevation Certificates

Councillor Doug Gutro 
reimbursed the city Mon- 
day for the cost of having 
a surveyor file an elevation 
certificate for his home, say- 
ing he did not wish to ben- 
efit from what he views as a 
flawed policy. 

During Monday’s meet- 
ing, the City Council ac- 
cepted a gift from Gutro for 
$350, the cost Woodard & 
Curran charges the, city for 
each elevation certificate it 
files on behalf of homeown- 
ers. Woodard & Curran has 
been completing the sur- 
veys for homeowners while 
awaiting FEMA’s decision 
on a letter of map revision 
(LOMR) challenging the 


- new maps. 


Gutro has maintained 

Mayor Thomas Koch should 
have appealed the maps last 
year instead of waiting for 
the LOMR to be filed. Woo- 
dard & Curran has completed 
roughly 1,400 elevation cer- 
tificates, at a cost of approx- 
imately $490,000 to the city. 
An additional 200 residents 
have requested surveys on 
their properties. Some 4,600 
properties within Quincy lie 
in a flood plain; Gutro said 
if the owner of each opted to 
seek an elevation certificate 
taxpayers would have been 
forced to foot the $1.6 mil- 
lion bill. 


“The City Council was 
not consulted on this strat- 
egy nor were we asked to 
approve an appropriation 
to pay for it,” Gutro stated. 
“Just as the decision not to 
appeal in the first place was 
made unilaterally by the ad- 
ministration, so too was the 
decision to put taxpayers 
on the hook for up to $1.6 
million for elevation. certifi- 
cates. In my judgment, it’s a 
staggering sum for any com- 
munity to shoulder.” 

Gutro also compared the 
amount spent by Quincy on 
elevation certificates to the 
amount other communities 
paid when they opted to 
appeal the maps outright. 
Boston, Gutro stated, paid 
$100,000 while Chelsea and 
Marshfield paid $35,000 
each. 

“While I don’t fault any- 
one in a flood zone who has 
taken up the administra- 
tion’s offer to pay for their 
elevation certificate, I do 
not wish to benefit from a 
flawed policy that I believe 
was a kneejerk reaction to 
the hardship caused by the 
administration’s failure to 
appeal the flood insurance 
maps in the first place,” 
Gutro said. 

Ward 4 Councillor Bri- 
an Palmucci asked James 
Fatseas, the mayor’s ex- 
ecutive secretary, if the 
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$490,000 cost Gutro stated 
was accurate and also which 
piece of legislation by the 
council authorized such an 
expenditure. Fatseas said 
the number was in the right 
ballpark and said he would 
need more time to answer 
the latter question. 

In addition, Council Pres- 
ident Joseph Finn.asked city

Ward 6 Councillor Brian 
McNamee introduced a reso- 
lution Monday night, asking 
the city’s School Commit- 
tee and Park and Recreation 
Board to dedicate public 
space to the late Joseph W.

less efforts resulted in tax- 
payer savings of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars and 
improved operational effi- 
ciencies; and whereas, the 
City Council again extends 
its deepest sympathy, espe- 
cially during this holiday 
season, to the family of Joe. 

“Now be it therefore re- 
solved by the Quincy City 
Council that the Quincy 
School Committee and the 
Park and Recreation Board 
identify a suitable memorial 
to honor the memory and 
contributions of a favorite 
son, Joseph W. Koch.”

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Judge Orders City To Pay 
$724,000 To Woodward School

The City of Quincy has 
been ordered by a court to 
pay almost $724,000 for 
mismanaging a trust fund 
established by John Adams 
in 1822. 

Probate Court Judge 
James Menno ordered that 
Quincy pay $475 426 to the 
Woodward School for Girls 
and $248,548 to the Adams 
Temple and School Fund. 

The Nov. 14 ruling stipu- 
lates that the city also pay 
12 percent interest on the 
$723,974 total. 

James DeGiacomo, the 
Boston lawyer who began 
managing the trust fund in 
2011, said that with accrued 
interest, the city owes close 
to $1 million. 

“Interest is very substan- 
tial in these cases,” he said. 

He began managing the 
trust fund following a de- 
cision by Norfolk County 
Probate Court Judge Rob- 
ert Langlois who decided 
to take control of the fund 


away from the city. 

The city was found to 
have been mismanaging the 
fund for 50 years in 2011 
during a probate court rul- 
ing. The ruling stated the city 
kept poor records regarding 
the trust and had even used 
some of the trust money to 
pay city workers. 

DeGiacomo _ said the 
$723,974 figure was cal- 
culated based on “the sale 
of real estate at under fair 
market value,” by the city. 
“The decision of the court 
was precisely what was re- 
quested,” he added. 

The original $3 million 
penalty against the city 
dished out in July 2011 by 
the Supreme Judicial Court 
was reduced as it was deter- 
mined the figure was reached 
using outdated investment 
information received by 
Quincy in 1973. 

The trust fund was es- 
tablished following the do- 
nation of land by Adams in 
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1822 which he specified be 
used solely for the benefit of 
education. 

The Woodward School 
for Girls became a benefi- 
ciary of the fund in 1953. 

DeGiacomo sued the 
Quincy Historical Society 
earlier this year in a separate 
case regarding the trust fund 
alleging the organization 
had been using the Adams 
Academy building while 
paying what he regarded 
to be insufficient rent. The 
historical society has been 
paying $100 a month in rent 
since 1972 after signing a 
50-year lease. 

The Adams Academy 
building is built on land 
donated by Adams and was 
built with funds gathered 
from the trust fund. 

The case is pending in 
Supreme Judicial Court, 
said DeGiacomo. 

“Both cases are active,” 
he said. “It will all come to a 
head at some point.”

Taking a monthly snap- 
shot of October 2014 in 
comparison to October 2013, 
Norfolk County Register of 
Deeds William P. O’Donnell 
reports real estate activity 
in Norfolk County has re- 
mained relatively stable. 

O’Donnell cited the aver- 
age sales price for both com- 
mercial and residential real 
estate has decreased by only 
a little more than 1% from 
$642,120 to $632,815 in 
year to year numbers. Ad- 
ditionally, O’Donnell noted 
that total sales comparing 
October 2014 to the previ- 
ous October rose to $567 
million from $560 million, 
an increase of just over 1%.

In the signature game 
of his varsity career, in his 
third start against North on 
Thanksgiving, Lam direct- 
ed the football game the way 
Keith Lockhart directs the 
Boston Pops.

Fields’ running by attacking 
the flats with the short pass. 
Lam’s speed and tailback- 
like running threat held the 
defense, and he rolled out 
all day, left and right, find- 
ing openings and delivering 
strikes to both sidelines. 

If the Red Raiders came 
up, Lam threw. If they stayed 
back, he ran. He floated the 
ball. He threw bullets. He 
spread the ball to five differ- 
ent receivers. 

Six of his completions 


came on: roll-outs, includ- © 


ing a four-yard TD to Ar- 
mani Cardoso for a 13-0 


lead late in the first. When 
North spread out, J.T. Bain 
flew open over the middle 
for scoring hits of 50 and 40 
yards. It was more than the 
ability to run fast or throw 
hard. Lam knew how to run 
the game. He had punts of 
50, 45 and 35 yards. The re- 
sults? Balance? Quincy ran 
for 184 yards and threw for 
177. Victories? Lam won all 
three starts on Thanksgiv- 
ing. 

“It’s my last high school 
football game and it means 
everything to me,” he said. 
“Credit my teammates. The 
offensive line gave me time, 
the receivers were open, and 
J.T. is such an huge target, I 
couldn’t miss him.” 

“James is going to make 
some college coach very 
happy next year,” said North 
coach Mark Nutley.

Lam Sets TD Record But Team Always Came First 


‘Winning On Thanksgiving Will Always Mean The Most To Me,’ Says Quincy Senior Quarterback

It is a long road from 
sophomore to senior year on 
Thanksgiving. 

When his sophomore 
year began, James Lam 
thought he would sit and 
learn and play for the JVs. 
Nice and easy. Take your 
time and get yourself ready. 
Then Andrew Schaff injured 
his knee and it was Lam’s 
team. Just like that. In an 
instant, he was the varsity 
starter. For sure, he could 
throw and run, but he knew 
nothing of varsity speed, 
varsity hitting. 

Step up and learn as you 
play. There would be no easy 
introduction, no smooth 
transition into varsity. Lam 
was the quarterback. That’s 
football. Next man up. 

As a sophomore, he en- 
tered Thanksgiving with a 
5-5 team that hadn’t beaten 
North in three years. Quincy 
had a chance at a winning 
record for the first time in 
nearly a decade. The sun 
was bright. The crowd was 
big. His nerves were bigger. 

“T had a hard time calm- 
ing myself down. All I could 
think was.don’t make a mis- 
take,” he said. 

’ He looked at his brother 
Jackson at left guard and he 
felt . He looked behind 
aw Jalen Green, and 


be all right,” said Lgm. 

In his junior year, he man- 
aged a team with a monster 
defense to a 14-0 win over 
North and a 7-4 season. He 
had two full years of varsity 
behind him and he knew 
well of Thanksgiving. He 
had grown as a player and a 
leader. He ran like a tailback, 
dropped 50-yard passes on a 
dime, and checked off plays 
at the line of scrimmage. 
He was the quarterback. No 
question. 

By senior year on Thanks- 
giving, it had all come full 
circle. There was confidence 
and poise and control. Oth- 
er players looked to Lam 
for support. He seamlessly 
guided an offense that was 
almost perfectly balanced 
(184 yards rushing, 177 
passing) and put on a pass- 
ing show (9-11, three touch- 
downs) that covered throws 
from four to 50 yards and 
should be put on an instruc- 
tional DVD for how to play 
the position. 

“It’s completely different 
as a senior,” said Lam. “I felt 
so much more confident. I 
was excited but not nervous. 
I want to thank the seniors I 
played with as a sophomore 
and a junior for helping me 
elevate my game and build 
my confidence. I owe it to 
them.” 

When it was over, he 
had guided Quincy to three 
straight winning seasons (6- 
5, 7-4, 8-3). That’s 21-12 
over three years and it could 
have been a lot better with a 
little good fortune. In his ju-

Lam led Quincy to a 
place it hadn’t been since 
1990. He broke the school 
record for touchdowns pass- 
es held by Chris Noble with 
his 35" scoring strike on the 


last pass of his varsity ca- 
reer, a 40-yard dart to J.T. 
Bain which. made the final, 
33-6. Try and write a better 
ending. One more thing. He 
was 3-0 on Thanksgiving as 
a starting quarterback, and 
the moon may fall from the 
sky before it happens again. 
In three games on Thanks- 
giving, his offense scored 
77 points. 


“The final touchdown 
was a Called play from the 
coaches so I could get the 
record,” said Lam. 

When asked what meant 
more to him, the TD record 
or the unbeaten legacy on 
Thanksgiving, Lam smiled 
as if the question really 
didn’t need to be asked. 

“Thanksgiving. I will 
always remember being 
the winning quarterback on 
Thanksgiving. It’s not even 
close,” said Lam. “It’s not 
easy going up against North 
every year. I know these 
kids. I grew up with them. 
I know how tough they are. 
They never stop coming af- 
ter you. It’s not easy to beat 
them once, let alone three 
times. 

“T saw how it felt to lose 
to North. My brother only 
beat them once. When he 
lost, he would come home 
and not even touch the tur- 
key. We’ll talk about all that 
tonight” 

Behind the dead-solid 
perfect performance on cen- 
ter stage last Thursday were 
countless hours of hard 
work. It is always so. 

“James became a great 
quarterback because he 
wasn’t satisfied with just be- 
ing a starter,” said coach Bill 
Reardon. “James didn’t play 
defense. When we practiced 
defense, he would set up 
and do quarterback drills 
on his own. He worked and 
worked at being better.” 

It is impossible to talk 
to Lam for more the 30 
seconds without hearing 


him praise his teammates. 
He worked with Green and 
Jahvae Handsom-Fields, 
two of the best tailbacks in 
school history.

often with photos, that would make any normal person want 
to save a neglected or abused animal. The goal is to get a 
rational person to act on emotion. Once a customer agrees 
to pay. for the pet, which is usually a low entry price, there 
is often a series of payments that the customer will have to 
make.

As you continue to pay for charges that 
actually make sense, at some point the reality sets in that there 
is no pet coming! There are so many fake emails ranging from — 
requests for money to bogus investment opportunities and 
most of these are easy to detect. The difference in the case of 
animals in need is the emotional component and the scammers 
know this. To avoid becoming a victim; 

Do not make money transfers — they cannot be refunded. If 
the scammer instructs you to send money via Western Union, 
MoneyGram or a similar service, your money could end up 
outside the U.S.. Remember, there are plenty of animals lo- 
cally that could be helped by you. 

Investigate - Ask for the seller’s name, address and phone 
number. Google is a great amateur investigator tool. Search 
the person’s name to see if there is a history of scams or com- 
plaints. Simply add the word, “scam” after the name, address 
or phone number. 

Track the image - The FTC recommends right clicking’ 
on the photo of the pet and selecting “copy image location,” 
“copy image address” or “properties.” Copy the link into your 
browser. If the image shows up in an older listing, it’s most 
likely a scam. 

Best action — Go to the local animal shelter, where an es- 
timated 2.7 million pets in shelters go un-adopted each year. 
If you really want to help a puppy or kitten in need, make an 
in-person visit to the shelter in your town.

COLA Base Increase 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The City Council re- 
cently improved increasing 
the cost of living adjustment 
(COLA) base for retired city 
employees by $1,000 effec- 
tive July 1, 2015. 

In Massachusetts, retired 
public employees who re- 
ceive a pension can receive 
a cost of living adjustment 
of up to 3 percent annu- 
ally. In most retirement sys- 
tems throughout the state, 
the COLA is based on only 
the first $12,000 received 
from a pension annually, 
which means a retiree with 
a $12,000 annual pension 
and a retiree with a $50,000 
annual pension will receive 
the same cost of living ad- 
justment. 

Legislation approved on 
Beacon Hill in recent years 
allows local retirement 
boards to increase the base 
from $12,000 by increments 
of $1,000, with the approval 


of local legislative bodies. 
Quincy’s City Council ap- 
proved such an increase 
Dec. 1 in a 7-2 vote. 

Ed Masterson, the ex- 
ecutive director of the city’s 
retirement board, told the 
council that raising the 
COLA base could provide 
retirees who earn $13,000 
or more an additional $30 
in the first year, provided 
the board votes in favor of 
another 3 percent cost of liv- 
ing adjustment. Raising the 


COLA base from $12,000 _ 


to $13,000, Masterson add- 
ed, will require the city to 
increase the amount it ap- 
propriates towards pensions 
each year by $276,000 be- 
ginning in fiscal year 2016. 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci and Ward 6 Coun- 
cillor Brian McNamee both 
voted against increasing the 
COLA base. McNamee cit- 
ed the city’s future unfunded 
pension liability.

naval. base and remembers a 
scramble to reach the deck 
of the ship. 

“I was five decks down 
below and the ship was sink- 
ing. Everybody was trying 
to go up one ladder; some 
fell backwards. You got up 
and most of the harbor was 
on fire,” Keith recalled re- 
cently. 

After making it to the 
deck of the West Virginia, 
Keith made it to safety by 
heading aboard the Tennes- 
see. Had he gone the other 
way, into the harbor, he may 
not have been so lucky. 

“T went over on the Ten- 
nessee — it was only a couple 
feet away from land so I was 
able to get off the ship,” he 
said. “If you went the other 
way you would’ve been 
burned to death.” 

After making it to land, 
Keith began treating injured 
personnel. Many of those he 
treated were burn victims. 

The Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor killed 2,403 
sailors, soldiers, marines, 
and civilians; 1,177 were 
killed on the Arizona, many 
after a bomb struck an am- 
munition room. One hun- 
dred six crewmembers 
aboard the West Virginia 
were killed that morning. 

All eight battleships sta- 
tioned in Pearl Harbor that 
morming were damaged, 
and four were sunk, includ- 
ing the West Virginia, which 
sustained as many as nine 
hits from bombs and torpe- 
does. The West Virginia and 
five of the other battleships 
were repaired and brought 
back into service during the 
war. 

Keith continued to serve 
after Pearl Harbor, stationed 
on the USS Chester (CA- 
27), a heavy cruiser. The 
Chester was part of a task 
force that took part in raids 
on the Marshall and Gilbert 
Islands in early 1942; eight 
aboard were killed when a 
bomb struck the ship. Just a 


few months later, the Ches- 
ter took part in the five-day 
Battle of the Coral Sea. 

Keith was discharged 
from the service on March 
15, 1945; later that same 
year he married his wife, 
Barbara. For his service 
in the war, William was 
awarded the Combat Action 
Ribbon, Navy Good Con- 
duct Medal, the American 
Defense Service Medal, the 
World War II Victory Med- 
al, and the Asiatic-Pacific 
Campaign Medal. He re- 
ceived the commendations 
more than 65 years after 
being discharged with the 
help of then U.S. Sen. Scott 
Brown.

New Book Spotlights ‘Local Legends’

“Legendary Locals 
of Quincy,” a 125-page 


book highlighting some 
of Quincy’s most notable 
citizens, entrepreneurs, and 
politicians alongside lesser 
known, yet equally as in- 
fluential city natives, is a 
handy go-to-guide for those 
wanting to brush up on their 
local history. 

The book is dedicated 
in part to one of Quincy’s 
foremost experts on local 
history: Edward Fitzgerald, 
executive director of the 
Quincy Historical Society, 
who is himself featured and 
described by author Jack 
Encarnacao as a man who 
works “tirelessly to keep 
Quincy’s History alive, rel- 
“* evant, and vibrant.” 

The first chapter, “City 
of Presidents,” focuses 
on the Adamses, arguably 
Quincy’s most famous fam- 
ily. Encarnacao gives a brief 
biography of each family 
member, turning “Legend- 
ary Locals of Quincy” into 
an easily accessible refer- 
ence book. 

“I automatically had 
more names than I knew 
what to do with,” said Encar- 
nacao, adding that Quincy 
was home to several giants 
of industry including Wil- 
liam Rosenberg who opened 
the Open Kettle in 1948 on 
Southern Artery. Rosenberg 
renamed the shop Dunkin’ 
Donuts two years later and 
following the successful ex- 
pansion of his business be- 
came known as the “father 
of franchising.”

rote memorization and fol- 
lowed Parker’s more indi- 
vidualized and personalized 
teaching system. 

Parker’s method led to 
him being called “the father 
of progressive education,” 
notes Encarnacao, who 
credited Quincy City Clerk 
Joe Shea with helping him 
with much of his research. 

The book’s fifth chap- 
ter focuses on the politics 
of the city starting with an 
overview of Quincy’s first 
mayor, Charles H. Porter, 
elected in 1888. He served 
two, one-year terms before 
retiring. His successors 
have recognizable names 
often seen throughout the 
city on buildings and street

the youngest mayor in 
Quincy’s history who was 
elected in 1935 at age 33, is 
credited by Encarnacao as 
being “a dignified presence 
in the city.” Burgin Parkway 
is named in his honor. 

William T. Shea, Quin- 
cy’s. first Irish American 
mayor, who served between 
1908 and 1911, once said “I 
believe playgrounds should 
be flooded for skating.” As 
a result, the Shea Memo- 
rial Skating Rink on Willard 
Street was dedicated to him 
in the 1950s. 

“It’s an intensely politi- 
cal city,’ said Encarnacao, 
who had to regrettably omit 
several people from his 
book due to space limita- 
tions or the unavailability of 
clear photographs or drawn 
depictions. 

George G. Burke, former 
Norfolk County District At- 
torney and former state rep- 
resentative, was one “local 
legeend” who was not in- 
cluded in the book. 

As district attorney, Burke 
established —_ school-based 
drug education programs 
and is currently a generous 
donor to the Quincy School 
- Community Partnership. 

Encarnacao_ spent 10 
years as a reporter covering 
local news for The Patriot 
Ledger, an experience that 
immersed him in the lore 
and history of the city, he 
said. 

He was contacted by Ar- 
cadia Publishing, a company 
that specializes in releasing 
books highlighting the his- 
tory and notable citizens of 
cities throughout the United 
States. 

Writing the book took 
two years and included ex- 
tensive research. “I started 
by racking my own brain,” 
he said of the process.

The council, acting 
in its capacity as Quincy’s 
special permit granting au- 
thority (SPGA) approved 
the project in an 8-1 vote 
Dec. 3. 

The Avalon Quincy site 
was initially included in the 
HighPoint proposal; High- 
Point’s developer had a 
permit to build 10 buildings 
containing 1,040 units on 
site, but only five buildings 
with 520 units were ulti- 
mately built. Avalon Quincy 
will use utilities, roads and 
parking lots already con- 


structed on site as part of, 


the HighPoint work. Four 
of the new development’s 
five buildings already have 
foundations as well. 

The new buildings will 
be wood framed. Two of the 
buildings, both six stories 
tall, will have parking on the 
ground level. The remaining 
three buildings are each five 
stories tall. Avalon Quincy’s 
developer, AvalonBay Com- 
munities, initially planned 
for three six-story buildings 
and two five-story ones. In 
order to alleviate concerns 
raised by Ward 3 Councillor 
Kevin Coughlin in an Oct. 
22 meeting on the project, 
AvalonBay agreed to reduce 
the height of building five 
— one of two buildings fac- 
ing Hospital Hill — from six 
to five stories. The reduction 
in building height will result 
in two fewer apartments be- 
ing constructed. 

Coughlin, who represents 
the Avalon Quincy site and 
adjoining — neighborhoods, 
cast the lone vote against 


the project. He expressed 
a number of concerns, in- 
cluding the impact on traf- 
fic nearby and need for hoe 
ramming on site to prepare a 
foundation for one of the five 
buildings; residents living 
near the site had complained 
about blasting and hoe ram- 
ming during construction of 
HighPoint. The councillor 
said he appreciated Avalon- 
Bay’s agreement to reduce 
the height of one of the 
buildings facing Hospital 
Hill, but was disappointed 
the adjacent building would 
remain at six stories. 

“Although I appreciate 
the effort to lower the height 
of one building, I remain 
in part disappointed that I 
could not secure such a re- 
duction in height for both 
buildings four and five, as 
this was a visceral concern 
voiced by some of the clos- 
est abutters to the site whom 
I represent as a ward coun- 
cillor,”’ Coughlin said. 

“Keep in mind a proposal 
floated for the build out of 
the balance of the site by 
Roseland Properties called 
Vista Ridge consisted of all 
five-story buildings at this 
site. My preference would 
have been five five-story 
buildings.” 

Ward 4 Councillor Brian 
Palmucci, whose district 
includes neighborhoods 
near the site, supported the 
project. He credited Avalon- 
Bay’s director of develop- 
ment, Lars Unhjem, for 
addressing concerns raised 
during the previous meeting 
in October. Since that meet- 
ing, AvalonBay has begun 
to undertake a more com- 
prehensive traffic study and 
has also agreed to $350,000 
worth of mitigation work at 
Furnace Brook Parkway’s 
intersections with Quarry 
and Adams Streets. 

“Pll be supporting this 
project tonight,” Palmucci 
said. “I’m on the record in 
previous hearings express- 
ing my deep concern over

some of the issues, some of 
the criteria we have to con- 
sider relative to this. In the 
interim, I’ve received a lot 
of feedback from Avalon- 
Bay and their experts, the 
peer review experts that 
help the city. 

“I too am appreciative of 
the work Lars has done on 
this project. Everything I’ve 
seen has shown a good faith 
effort to be diligent and to 
work hard to mitigate the 
negative impacts this proj- 
ect may bring to our com- 
munity.” 

Palmucci went on to 
cite the criteria used to vet 
projects it considers as the 
SPGA. He noted, among 
other factors, the 396 units 
will help fill the city’s long 
term need for more hous- 
ing and that the developer 
will pay $3.2 million into 
Quincy’s affordable housing 
trust fund. 

Coughlin was able to 
get AvalonBay to agree to 
a number of conditions that 
will appear in the final per- 
mit for the project. 

Among them are require- 
ments for AvalonBay to be- 
gin construction within one 
year and complete the work 
within three years; the de- 
veloper will hire a mitiga- 
tion manager to ensure all 
such projects are completed 
in a timely fashion; a proj- 
ect monitoring committee, 
consisting of the mitigation 
manager and other Avalon- 
Bay representatives, several 
city department heads, the 
Ward 3 and 4 councillors or 
their designees, and com- 
munity members from both 
Ward 3 and Ward 4; limits 
on construction hours and 
restrictions keeping con- 
struction vehicles off side 
roads; a 24-hour hotline 
for residents, a website for 
the project, and updates on 
QATV; on site security per- 
sonnel; and a prohibition of 
blasting on site. 

The council will vote on 
the final permit during its 
Dec. 15 meeting.

of Public Health (DPH), but 
that it could close Dec. 31, 
depending on patient vol- 
ume.

Attorney General Mar- 
tha Coakley’s office is also 
vetting the plan to close the 
hospital, specifically to see 
if it runs afoul of the 2011 
agreement that allowed 
Steward to purchase Quin- 
cy Medical Center.

Gov. Deval Patrick to keep 
it open by declaring a public 
health emergency. 

Walker said Tuesday the 
firm has been in contact 
with the attorney general 
and is considering all op- 
tions the city might take go- 
ing forward. 

“We’re not at the point 
where those options can or 
should be discussed, but 
suffice to say they are leav- 
ing no door unopened,” he 
stated. 

Among those may be a 
deed from 1999, with which 
the city sold the hospital to a 
non-profit owner. The deed 
required the new owner to 
keep medical services run- 
ning at the hospital. 

Eckert Seamans will be 
paid from the Legal Depart- 
ment’s budget; the city has 
$95,000 budgeted for out- 
side counsel in the current 
fiscal year budget. Walker 
said the cost of retaining 
Eckert Seamans is not yet 
known, but the mayor would 
seek City Council approval 
for additional spending if 
needed. 

The law firm previously 
worked with the city in its 
case against Honeywell. 

Koch retained Eckert 
Seamans two days after a 
Dec. 2 hearing on the pend- 
ing closure, which will affect 
545 workers at the hospital. 
Some 300 residents attended 
that meeting to voice their 
concerns about Steward’s 
plan to close Quincy Medi- 
cal Center. 

Despite promises by 
Steward to open urgent care 
facilities, two specialty clin- 
ics, and radiology centers 
throughout the city once 
the hospital closes its doors, 
residents, elected officials, 
and hospital employees said 
they were concerned with 
not only the closing of the 
hospital but with the lack of 
information and transparen- 
cy provided by the company. 


More than 40 people spoke 
at the hearing that night. 

“This isn’t a transition 
plan; there’s no informa- 
tion,” Ward 1 Councillor 
Margaret Laforest said. “I 
need a lot more informa- 
tion.” 

Councillor Doug Gutro 
echoed his colleague’s con- 
cern. 

“Transparency has not 
been a hallmark of Stew- 
ard,” he said. 

At the Dec. 2 hearing, 
Steward officials outlined 
their plans for health care 
facilities in Quincy once the 
124-year-old Quincy Medi- 
cal Center closes. 

Those plans include two 
or three urgent care clin- 
ics, which are scheduled to 
open by Jan. 1. A clinic at 
54 Miller Street in South 
Quincy will provide a full 
range of outpatient services, 
24 hours a day, and is slated 
to open in mid December 
according to Dr. Mark Gi- 
rard, president of Steward 
Hospitals. A radiology clin- 
ic will also be opened there, 
as well as at Carney Hospi- 
tal in Dorchester. Addition- 
ally, Steward is in talks with 
Doctor’s Express to form an 

affiliation and expand the 
hours of service at its loca- 
tion at 485 Granite Street in 
Braintree. 

Manet Community 
Health Center’s North 
Quincy facility, at 110 West 
Squantum Street, may also 
be home to an urgent care 
clinic in the future. 

Steward is also aiming to 
open a specialty clinic at 700 
Congress Street in Crown 
Colony. Services such as 
primary care, cardiology, 
endocrinology, and podiatry 
will be made available and 
there is a possibility general 
surgery: procedures and ge- 
riatric services will be of- 
fered. A second specialty 
clinic will be located at the 
Manet Community Health 


Center on West Squantum 
Street. 

Girard added that phy- 
sicians with offices on the 
Quincy Medical Center 
campus will be “relocated 
within the community.” 

A large point of conten- 
tion for many who attended 
the Dec. 2 hearing is the fate 
of the Quincy Community 
Based Outpatient Clinic lo- 
cated inside the hospital, 
which is operated by the 
U.S. Department of Vet- 
erans Affairs. Girard said 
space available at 275 Han- 
cock Street could possibly 
accommodate the clinic. 

“We are working diligent- 
ly to get the VA relocated in 
Quincy,” QMC President 
Donna Rubinate added. ~ 

Transportation will’ be 
provided within what is 
being called the “Quincy 
Community Care Network” 
between Manet locations, 
clinics, urgent care facilities, 
and two Steward-owned 
hospitals: Carney Hospital 
in Dorchester and St. Eliza- 
beth’s Medical Center in 
Brighton. 

Steward did not unveil 
plans to locate a new emer- 
gency department within the 
city during the Dec. 2 meet- 
ing. 

Residents, according to 
Girard, have been accessing 
Quincy Medical Center pre- 
dominantly for outpatient 
services that do not require 
an overnight stay or admit- 
tance. Only 34 percent of 
Quincy residents access the 
emergency room; the rest go 
to South Shore Hospital in 
Weymouth or choose teach- 
ing hospitals in Boston. Of 
that 34 percent, 80 percent 
are released the same day. 
Those patients, he said, 
could be “more appropriate- 
ly managed in an easily ac- 
cessible outpatient facility.” 

Despite claims by Stew- 
ard that company officials 
have been meeting regularly 


with community leaders for 
a year now, City Council 
President Joseph Finn said 
he has asked Steward rep- 
resentatives to go before the 
city council several times 
without success. Laforest 
also said she was unaware 
of any kind of outreach on 
behalf of Steward. 

“T haven’t seen that,” she 
said. “I haven’t been invited. 
I haven’t been briefed.” 

Hundreds will be without 
work following the closure, 
but employees are being of- 
fered “significant resources” 
useful in finding union and 
non-union positions at other 
Steward-affiliated medical 
centers according to David 
Morales, chief strategy of- 
ficer at Steward. 

Girard said that he be- 
lieves a “large percentage” 
of the current Quincy Medi- 
cal Center employees will 
be matched with similar 
positions at other hospitals 
within the Steward network. 

Some nurses who spoke 
at the hearing, however, said 
that many of the job list- 
ings are for part-time or per 
diem work and there are not 
enough full-time positions 
to go around. 


“T think since Steward: 


has taken over they’ve been 
pushing multiple doctor 
groups out and putting us in 
a position where we couldn’t 
sustain any longer,’ said 
Kristina Penzo, who works 
in the hospital’s emergency 
room. 

“Since they came in and 
took over they’ ve been shut- 


_ting down certain areas of 


the hospital.” 

Penzo added that neither 
she nor any of her colleagues 
have been offered any jobs 
at Steward’s proposed ur- 
gent care clinics or specialty 
clinics. 

“They haven’t offered us 
any open positions or told 
us where it-is going to be lo-

cated,” Penzo said. ““We’re 
up and running ER nurses. 
Why are we not being told 
about this?” 

“I had a heart attack in 
the middle of our ER while 
I was at work and I got 
shipped into Boston,” added 
Christine Smith, who has 
worked in the emergency 
room for 11 years. “I came 
back to Quincy for all my 
post care and in the middle 
of my cardiac rehab [Stew- 
ard] closed the cardiac re- 
hab.” 

She was then told to go 
to South Shore or Milton 
Hospital. 

Following the closing 
of Quincy Medical Center, 
Quincy will be the largest 
city — with a population of 
more than 93,000 — in New 
England without its own 
hospital. 

Quincy Medical Center 
has been losing millions 
per year as patients flock 
to larger teaching hospitals 


outside of the city, which 


House Majority Leader Ron 
Mariano said would inevi- 
tably lead to further clos- 
ings of community hospitals 
‘throughout the state. 

“This system that we 
have in place is not going to 
work,” he stated. 

DPH officials said that 
following the hearing, the 
department will determine 
within 15 days — by Dec. 
17 — whether the services 
provided by Quincy Medi- 
cal Center are essential to 
the city and its citizens. If 
the findings of the depart- 
ment determine that closing 
the hospital would lead to 
difficulty accessing medical 
care, it will require the hos- 


pital to submit a plan detail- 
ing how it will assist patients 
with receiving care. 

Girard explained the 
hospital’s financial woes to 
those in attendance. 

“Over the last 20 years, 
Quincy Medical Center has 
faced financial hardships,” 
he said. “That had led to city 
and statewide bailouts total- 
ing about $100 million fol- 
lowed by federal bankruptcy 
in 2011.” 

He added that Steward 
had invested $100 million 
in the hospital to “improve 
access, improve quality, and 
improve patient safety” and 
had updated the facility by 
building a new lobby, park- 
ing lot, renovating patient 
rooms, and building a new 
geriatric psychiatry unit. 

“Despite the improve- 
ment in quality and patient 
safety,” he said,” Quincy has 
had some financial struggles 
and is approaching losing 
$20 million a year.” 

Close to 70 percent of 
patients who go to Quin- 
cy Medical Center are on 
Medicare or Medicaid, 
which have both recently 
seen funding cuts and have 
contributed to the hospital’s 


financial losses according 
to Girard. “These funding 
cuts have a disproportion- 
ate impact on hospitals like 
Quincy Medical Center,” he 
said. “It’s actually one of the 
lowest paid facilities in the 
commonwealth.” 

“Regretfully, there’s 
larger forces at play here 
that prevent us from operat- 
ing Quincy Medical Center 
any further so throughout 
this whole process we have 
really focused on what is 
best for our patients and our 
employees,” said Rubinate. 

Julie Pinkham, executive 
director of the Massachu- 
setts Nurses Association and 
a Houghs Neck resident, was 
one of many who said a city 
the size of Quincy needs a 
hospital equipped to handle 
emergencies. 

“Quincy should have a 
hospital; it’s 100,000 resi- 
dents,” she said, adding 
that patients will now travel 
further to hospitals out- 
side of Quincy for care at a 
higher cost with no outcome 
improvements and_ lon- 
ger emergency room wait 
times.

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Check From Wells Fargo To Purchase Technology

F.W. Parker Elementary 
School first grade teacher 
Julie White-Patel received 
the surprise of a lifetime 
when she was presented a 
$25,000 check for the school 
on the Ellen show by Ellen 
DeGeneres herself in front 
of a live studio audience last 
week. 

White-Patel said that she 
was watching an episode of 
Ellen last summer which 
featured a school receiving 
a similar gift and decided to 
complete an online survey 
regarding her school’s tech- 
nology needs. 

One school was to be se- 
lected, she thought, for an 
online feature about pairing 
private donors with schools. 

“T love Parker,” she said, 
“and it never hurts to try.” 

Four months passed after 
she completed the survey 
without a word from the 
show. 

“I never expected to hear 
- anything,” she said. 

Then, a few weeks ago, 
she was informed that a pro- 
duction team would be visit- 
ing the school to film a day 
in the life of segment featur- 
ing her and her students. 

She was told the film- 
ing, which occurred just two 
weeks before her wedding, 
would most likely be used 
for the online feature. 

As a thank you from 
show staff, she was then in- 


vited to the Ellen show set 
in California for a taping last 
Wednesday. She flew out at 
the urging of Dr. Maryanne 
Palmer, Parker’s principal, 
who told her to enjoy the 
trip as she hadn’t even had 
time to celebrate her honey- 
moon. 

White-Patel had no idea 
she would be plucked from 
the audience to receive the 
gift. She was only told that 
there was a chance staff 
would pull her aside follow- 
ing filming to ask her how 
her experience watching the 
show was. 

Palmer and Quincy 
School Supt. Dr. Richard 
DeCristofaro were notified 
in advance that the school 
may receive a gift but had 
no idea that Wells Fargo, 
a consumer and commer- 
cial finance firm, would be 
generous enough to donate 
$25,000 to go towards the 
purchase of new technology 
for the school. 

Last Wednesday night, 
students and staff were in- 
vited to watch remotely 
from the schcol’s audito- 
rium as Ellen called a sur- 
prised White-Patel from the 
audience to the stage during 
the taping. 

The last thing she ever 
expected was to hear her 
name called. “I’m surprised 
I didn’t fall out of my chair!” 
she said. 

She went on to tell Ellen 


and the audience that many 
of her students come from 
economically depressed 
backgrounds. 

Low-income students 
make up 74 percent of the 
school population. 

Most of the student body 
— 80 percent — are either 
Chinese immigrants or Chi- 
nese-American. Of those 
students, 69 percent are 
English Second Language 
students and 48 percent are 
still in the process of becom- 
ing proficient in English. 

Some don’t have win- 
ter essentials such as hats, 
scarves, and mittens neces- 
sary for chilly New England 
winters. 

Most kids walk to school 
even during the coldest 
months as Parker doesn’t 
have dedicated bus service. 

Some kids, she said, were 
hungry. She recalled to El- 
len the story of a young boy 
who came to school and told 
her that his stomach was 
hurting. When asked what 
he had eaten for dinner the 
night before he replied that 
he hadn’t eaten anything at 
all. 

Despite that, “the chil- 
dren come to school ready 
to learn,” said Palmer. 

White-Patel said she 
spends thousands of her 
own dollars at the beginning 
of the year buying school 
supplies, snacks, and even 
shoes in one case for her

A 2009 Quincy High 
School graduate and Quincy 
native is serving with Patrol 
Squadron Sixteen (VP-16), 
also known as the “War 
Eagles.” 

Petty Officer 3rd Class 
Chelsea Powell is a yeoman 
with VP-16, a Jacksonville- 
based squadron that operates 
the Navy’s newly-designed 
maritime patrol aircraft, the 
P-8A Poseidon. Each air- 
craft has an aircrew of nine, 
is nearly 130 feet long, may 
weigh up to 188,200 Ibs. 
(max gross) and can travel 
over 560 miles per hour and 
nearly 1,380 miles on a tank 
of gas. 

As a yeoman, Powell’s 
job duties are to perform 
administrative and clerical 
work for the squadron. 

“J take care of all the 
squadron’s paperwork, from 


_ processing security clear- 


ances to doing the awards 
for our members,” said 
Powell. 
The Navy’s replacement 
platform for the P-3C, the 
P-8A Poseidon, is designed 
to secure the Navy’s future 
in long-range maritime pa- 
trol capability, while trans- 
forming how the Navy’s 
maritime patrol and recon- 
naissance force will man, 
train, operate and deploy. 
“It’s awesome! It’s basi- 
cally a 737 commercial jet 
that can hunt for submarines 
in the ocean,” said Powell. 
The P-8A provides more 
combat capability from a 
smaller force and less infra- 
structure while focusing on 
worldwide responsiveness 
and interoperability with 
traditional manned forces 
and evolving unmanned 
sensors. 
Powell also.said she is 
proud of the work she is do-

One 
of their first major missions 
had international attention 
as they participated in the 
international search effort 
for Malaysia Airlines flight 
MH370 in the southern In- 
dian Ocean. 

“Tt was really cool to be 
a part of that mission, being 
right there and being able 
to directly contribute to the 
search was phenomenal,” 
said Powell. 

Sailors’ jobs are highly 
varied in VP-16. Approxi- 
mately 60 officers, 200 en- 
listed men and women make 
up and keep all parts of the 
squadron running smoothly 
— this includes everything 
from maintaining aircraft 
airframes and engines, to 


processing paperwork, han- 
dling weaponry, and flying 
the aircraft.

The Rapid Rise 
Of Anthony Green 


NQHS basketball standout, Now A Postgraduate At 
Tilton School, Accepts Scholarship From Northeastern 


Anthony Green was mid- 
way into his senior season 
when he began to catch the 
attention of college recruit- 
ers. The North Quincy Red 
Raiders were undefeated 
and well on their way to a 
Patriot League title and an- 
other deep run in the MIAA 
Tournament, led by a stingy 
defense anchored by their 
6-9 rim protector. 

By the end of the sea- 
son, his game had escalated 
as fast as his profile and 
Green, still 17, announced 
he would enroll at Tilton 
(N.H.) School as a post- 
graduate. In October, before 
he even suited up for the 
powerhouse prep Rams, he 
decided to accept a scholar- 
ship offer from Northeastern 


’ University. 


“I’m proud to say I have 
verbally committed to play 
basketball at Northeast- 
em University,” Green an- 
nounced via Twitter on Oct. 
7. He made it official on 
Nov. 14 when he signed his 
National Letter of Intent, 
much to the delight of Hus- 
kies’ head coach Bill Coen, 
his parents Tony and Lisa 


Green, and a number of oth- 
ers who were influential in 
Green’s rapid rise. 

“His development has 
just been off the charts,” said 
North Quincy coach Kevin 
Barrett, who remembers 
Green as a gangly freshman 
with limited basketball ex- 
perience. “When he realized 
how good he could be, he 
really started working hard 
and the sky was the limit. 
We started seeing that devel- 
opment his sophomore year. 
Certainly junior season was 
a steady progression, culmi- 
nating with our tourney run, 
when he averaged seven 
blocks a game.” 

In recruiting circles, 
Green was commonly de- 
scribed as “a late bloomer” 
with a “good frame” and lots 
of “upside.” That’s a long 
way from “can’t miss”, but 

by the time the Red Raiders 
were awarded the top seed 
in the Division I South Sec- 
tional, Barrett was receiving 
inquiries from a host of suit- 
ors — ranging from national 
Division I programs to Divi- 
sion II colleges throughout 
New England. 


Tilton’s Marcus O’Neil 
saw the same potential and 
recruited Green as hard as 
anyone. The veteran coach’s 
pitch to the Green family 
was compelling: A chance to 
further mature and develop 
and prepare himself for the 
academic and athletic rigors 
of college. “He’s all busi- 
ness on the court and in the 
classroom, a true gentleman 
with a bright future,” said 
O'Neil, who in his 10 years 
at Tilton has coached and 
mentored roughly 100 high- 
major basketball recruits. 

The Rams are off to a 4-0 
start, with Green playing a 
major role on a team that in- 
cludes a hahdful of Division 
I prospects.

; Upon arrival, the Officers were greeted by. the caller, who 
pointed out the apartment. The Officers could hear very loud 
yelling coming from inside the apartment and it sounded as if 
someone was crying. The Officers knocked on the door and 
were invited into the apartment by a male, who said that he 
was having an argument with his girlfriend of two years. The 
Officers immediately separated the boyfriend and girlfriend 
in order to determine what happened. It was apparent to both 
Officers that the boyfriend was the agitator. He was yelling 
and highly insulting towards the girlfriend and once he real- 
ized that the Officers were not leaving, he became verbally 
assaultive towards them. 

After finishing the interview, the Officers determined that 
the couple went to the Boston Seaport District for a night of 
drinking. The boyfriend said that they eventually took a cab 
trying to get back to Fenno Street, however, at some point the 
cab driver stopped to let them out in Milton. He said that he 
paid the cab driver and they stepped out. As the cab drove 
off, they realized that they were not anywhere close to home, 
so they started to walk home to Fenno Street. As they started 
to walk, the girlfriend became upset with him because she 
now realized how far away they were from home. They start- 
ed arguing and went their own ways, but eventually ended up 
back at their apartment, where the yelling started back up. 

The boyfriend started insulting the Police Officers, repeat- 
edly stating, “You should be doing your job instead of ha- 
rassing me.”

Once you look at the contents, it should be clear 
that there is no urgency (your factory warranty is expiring) 
or time sensitive material enclosed. You will see that there 
is very little factual information that the scammer has about 
you and whatever product that they are trying to get you to 
purchase warranty protection for. The “2nd attempt” implies 
urgency as does the “warning fine for interfering.” Scam- 
mers use these ruses because they work and are profitable. 
As always, when in doubt, get a second opinion or call me, 
Lieutenant Dan Minton at 617 745 5719.

Historic Renovation 
Of Coddington 
Building Completed 


Nauset Construction

Marc Connolly, the com- 
mandant of the William 
R. Caddy Detachment of 
the Marine Corps League, 
was the special speaker at 
Sunday’s ceremony. He re- 
called the words of Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt’s ‘Infamy 
Speech’ given one day after 
the attack before Congress 
declared war on Japan. 

“President Roosevelt said 
of Pearl Harbor, ‘yesterday, 
Dec. 7, 1941, a date which 
will live in infamy,’ and he 
concluded by saying ‘I ask 
that Congress declare, that 
since the unprovoked and 
dastardly attack by Japan... 
a state of war has existed 
between the United States 
and the Japanese empire,” 
Connolly said. 

“That was a dastardly at- 
tack because it resulted in 
3,581 American causalities, 
including. 2,403 killed and 
1,178 wounded. For the U.S. 
Navy, their casualties were 
2,008 dead and 710 wound- 
ed. For the U.S. Marine 
Corps, their casualties were 
109 dead and 69 wounded. 
For the U.S. Army and its air 
forces, their casualties were 


218 dead and’ 364 wounded. 


And the civilian loss of life, 
the casualties were 68 dead 
and 35 wounded.” 

“While the Attack on 
Pearl Harbor occurred 73 
years ago,” Connolly later 
added, “it remains important 
for us to commemorate that 
fateful day — each year — to 
honor those who served, 
those who fought, and those 
who died in service to their 
country. 

“Remember the Arizona. 
Remember Pearl Harbor. 
Remember Dec. 7.” 

Connolly had begun his 
remarks by recounting the 
Attack on Pearl Harbor 
from the perspective of the 
marines stationed there. 

“The dawn of Dec. 7, 
1941, could not have been 
more peaceful for the Amer- 
ican sailors and marines 
stationed on Oahu in the 
Hawaiian Islands. Dec. 7 
started out like most other 
Sundays at Pearl Harbor Na- 
val Base, with some sleeping 
late, some eating breakfast

morning colors,” Connolly 
said. 

“Hardly a man looked up 
when the enemy airplanes 
swooped in at approximate- 
ly 0748 until the death and 
destruction had commenced. 
Most. were. stunned. until

went off, ‘all hands, general 
quarters, we’re under attack, 
this is no drill!’ 

“They came out of the 
north in their disciplined 
formations, these Japanese 
navy dive-bombers, torpedo 
planes, and carrier fighter 
Zeroes, all with deadly in- 
tent and purpose. The main 
body of warplanes made 
directly for the battleships, 
neatly tied up on line in the 
harbor while the rest of the 
enemy aircraft went after the 
rows of American airplanes, 
clustered in tight formations 
wingtip-to-wingtip on the 
airfields located around the 
harbor. 

“From everywhere it 
seemed explosives show- 
ered down on the US. Pa- 
cific Fleet while the enemy 
fighter planes fanned out to 
strafe the nearby airfields 
and base facilities. After a 
brief period of noticeable 
confusion the well-trained 
marine barracks guards at 
the navy yard brought their 
rifles and machine guns 
into action with nominal 
effectiveness against an 
overwhelming enemy air 
assault. 

“At Ford Island Naval Air 
Station, the 1“ and 3" Marine 
Air Defense Battalions were 
quickly called out to man 
the anti-aircraft guns and 
bring fire upon the swarms 
of Japanese warplanes while 
the 2™ Engineer Battalion 
trucks were dispatched to 
the island’s storage bunkers 
for ammunition resupply. 
Altogether, the air defense 
marines claimed three kills 
and shared one kill with the 
ship’s gunners. 

“At the Marine Corps 
Air Station at Ewa Field, the 
men of Marine Air Group 
21 —or MAG 21 - were also 
caught utterly unprepared by 


the first wave of enemy air-* 


planes. Not a single marine 
aircraft would be launched 
into the sky during the first 
attack; the MAG 21 marines 
quickly reorganized their de- 
fenses and used their heavy 
machine guns to claim one 
enemy dive-bomber shot 
down. 

“By the time the second 
attack wave commenced 
at approximately 0900 the 
American forces at Pearl 
Harbor were beginning to 
reorganize their resistance,

Before Steward 
was able to purchase Quincy 
Medical Center out of bank- 
ruptcy in 2011, the company 
reached a lengthy agreement 
with Coakley. Among other 
provisions included in the 
agreement, Steward was re- 
quired to maintain an acute 
care hospital in the city with 
the same level of service for 


at least six-and-a-half years 


and provide 18 months no- 
tice of a pending closure. 
Coakley’s term as attorney 
general is nearly over; one 
of her former top deputies, 
Maura Healey, will take 
over next month. 

On Dec. 11, Carr and 
City Solicitor Jim Timmins 
met with Coakley’s first 
assistant, a bureau chief, 
and two assistant attorneys 
general to discuss the city’s 
concerns. The city’s team 


met with Coakley’s team 


because the 2011 enforce- 
ment agreement allows. the 
attorney general to take ‘any 
action, including injunctive 
relief, deemed appropriate 
by the courts. 

“The enforcement agree- 
ment contains many teeth 
in the camp of the attorney 
general,” Carr said. “Which 
is why we went up and had 
a meeting with them to find 
out when and where and 
if they were going to bear 
some of those teeth.” 

Coakley’s office, accord- 
ing to Carr, will be in dis- 
cussions with Steward and 
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make a set of demands. 

“My understanding is that 
they have or will be engag- 
ing Steward and that there 
are certain demands that 
I understand they will be 
making of Steward — some 
of them are consistent with 
what they mayor’s view is 
in respect to some immedi- 
ate help,” Carr said, while 
also noting it would not be 
an impendent if Coakley 
doesn’t act. 

Steward’s lawyers, Carr 
added, have also been in 
touch with him and want to 
continue the discussion go- 
ing forward. There is no firm 
deadline for when the city 
may seek legal action if no 
resolution can be reached, 
but Carr said he wouldn’t 
wait until the last minute to 
do so. 

“It’s not going to be a 
situation where we are run- 
ning into a courtroom on 
Dec. 30. I won’t permit that 
to happen,” he stated. “We 
are right now in a position 
where we are prepared to 
file well before that.”

The Planning Board gave 
the go-ahead for a project 
that will replace Temple 
Beth El with a 53-unit resi- 
dential building. 

Boston Property Devels 
opment, headquartered on 
Greenleaf Street in Quincy, 
will tear down the syna- 
gogue and construct the res- 
idential building in its place 
at 1003 Hancock Street in 
Quincy Center. 

The new building will be 
six stories tall — four stories 
of living space sitting atop 
two levels of podium park- 
ing. The planned -building 
consists of one- and two- 


bedroom units; the 17 one- 
bedroom units between 700 
and 800 square feet and the 
36 two-bedroom units in the 
range of 900-1,250 square 
foot range, according to Jon 
Hanson, the developer’s 
vice president of design and 
construction.

Croall Seeks Street, Sidewalk Repairs 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Ward 2 Councillor Brad 
Croall wants the city to em- 
phasize road and sidewalk 
repair in the new year. 

At Monday’s City Coun- 
cil meeting, Croall intro- 
duced a resolution asking 
Mayor Thomas Koch’s ad- 
ministration to consider the 
need to repair roads and 
sidewalks in the budget for 
fiscal year 2016, which be- 
gins July 1, 2015, and to 
study the feasibility of a us- 
ing bond for those repairs. 
The council approved the 
resolution in a 9-0 vote. 

“T hear from residents on 
a very recurring basis the 
need for repairing roadways 


as well as our sidewalks. I 
was hoping to introduce this 
resolution and set the stage 
for a productive conversa- 
tion around getting realistic 
about the road situation next 
year,” Croall said. 

“Improving the core 
infrastructure is certainly 
positively impacting our 
constituents’ quality of life. 
I can’t name one person out 
there who had either a bad 
sidewalk or bad roadway 
that isn’t the utmost appre- 
ciative of the services being 
performed in the neighbor- 
hood.” 

While money for side- 
walk repair is often included 


in the city’s budget, Quincy 
has been reliant on Chapter 
90 funds from the state to 
pay for road repair. But the 
state doesn’t always release 
that money early enough in 
the construction season. 

“I do believe Chapter 90 
is a wonderful thing for the 
city and I’d be remiss if 1 
didn’t acknowledge the hard 
work of our local state of- 
ficials,” Croall said. “But in 
my experience over the last 
couple years, when we actu- 
ally take receipt of this pay- 
ment we’re pretty late in the 
game from a construction 
standpoint. I have to wonder 
if we had some sort of other 


mechanism in place, what 
that would like look in terms 
of accomplishing to overall 
goal of infrastructure repair 
in any given fiscal year.” 

In recent years, the city 
has received roughly $2 mil- 
lion annually in Chapter 90 
funds. Public Works Com- 
missioner Dan Raymondi 
said money only allows a 
handful of paving projects, 
because each street costs 
$350,000 to $500,000. 

“The biggest impediment 
is financing,” he said. “The 
need is there, we just need 
to find a way but it’s more 
difficult because the cost is 
greater.”

Remembering Bary " 


re is the time of year that many folks fondly remem- 
ber my father. 

Sure, there are many other days someone will men- 
tion Henry’s name and relay a happy story or memory 
about him. And we get a lot of letters and notes mailed 
to us here at the office telling us that my dad would be so 
proud knowing his Sun is still in circulation. 

We’re proud of that too, of course. 

But when December rolls around, it seems Henry is on 
a lot of people’s minds. 

Certainly when the Salvation Army Community Lead- 
er kettle is set up in front of City Hall. 

The community leader was Henry’s idea 17 years ago 
in 1997. 

At that time, Henry was a member of the Quincy Sal- 
vation Advisory Board. And 1996 wasn’t a particularly 
good year for the Salvation Army’s Christmas Kettle 
campaign in Quincy. For whatever reason — the weath- 
er, the economy, take your pick — the kettle campaign 
in 1996 was down $30,000 compared to the prior year. 
Money that didn’t exist to help some of the neediest fam- 
ilies in Quincy. 

What to do? 

So Henry came up with the idea for the Community 
Leader kettle. He asked local elected officials, business 
leaders and other city activists to volunteer an hour of 
their time and ring the bell for the Salvation Army. 

In the first story that Henry wrote about the Kettle in 
December, 1997, Major Robert Klenk, then the Corps 
Officer at the Quincy Salvation Army, said simply but 
straight to the point: “Working together, we can make a 
difference.” 

The kettle was first located outside Ryder’s Curtain 
and Drapery Store in Quincy Center. It had a small over- 
hang that protruded above the sidewalk to keep bell ring- 
ers dry in the event of inclement weather. And there’s 
been some bad weather days over the i Rain, snow, 
sub-freezing temperatures. 

One nasty winter day some years ago, rain and sleet 
threatened to cancel the bell ringing. A tent was set up in 
front of City Hall (where the kettle moved after Ryder’s 
closed). But a big gust of wind practically blew the tent 
down Hancock Street. 

Fortunately, the last few years have cooperated weath- 
er-wise. And the kettle has been set up at other locations, 
including 1400 Hancock Street and outside The Quincy 
Sun office at 1372 Hancock St. to attract foot traffic in 
other areas of the square. 

But regardless of its location, folks always mention 
Henry. The time they stood outside with him in a driv- 
ing rain storm. Or on a terribly cold day. They enjoyed 
Henry’s company and he’d stay at those kettles all day 
long, to say hello and to say thank you. 

Now they say they miss Henry and another story be- 
gins. 

For some it’s hard to believe that this year’s campaign 
is the sixth one without Henry. He passed away in Febru- 
ary, 2009. 

But he would be very proud of those who continue to 
volunteer their time to ring the bell and help fill the kettle 
year in and year out. This year’s campaign raised $6,899 
— and that’s $2,400 more than last year. It also included 
the first “Christmas in July” kettle that was manned on 
a pleasant summer day outside the Sun office. There are 
plans to do that again next year and some other ideas are 
in the works to help make next year’s campaign even 
more successful. 

In all, “Henry’s Kettle” has raised $62,257. The joy 
in that figure comes from knowing the money is going 
right back into the community to helping those who need 
assistance with fuel bills, food and other basic necessities 
all year round. 

The Community Leader kettle isn’t the only example 
of volunteers teaming up to help the Salvation Army. I 
also want to recognize all the other volunteers like the 
veterans and local high school students and service club 
members and others who donate their time to ring the bell

at Salvation Army kettles positioned throughout the city. 

Hats off also to Mark and Isobel Bertman who for 
many years have donated money received for new watch 
batteries to the Quincy Salvation Army. Their efforts 
have raised thousands of dollars over the years, too. 

Of course, none of this is possible without the gen- 
erosity of so many. Whatever you put in those kettles is 
greatly appreciated. 

And if you have ever wondered what the familiar red 
kettle means to some folks, just spend a little time near 
one of them. You’ll see folks stopping at the kettle, dig- 
ging through their purse or wallet or a pocket, just to put 
a dollar or a few coins in the kettle. Many will mention 
how the Salvation Army helped them at a dire time of 
need. And they want to give back so that someone else 
can receive that same assistance. 

Thank you everyone who came. out to help at this 
year’s kettle. 

And for remembering Henry.

Two 
will be presented to,Quincy High School graduates and 
two will go to North Quincy High School graduates. Two 
of the four scholarships will help graduates who plan to 
study and have a career in journalism or media. The other 
two scholarships will be awarded to graduates who have 
demonstrated outstanding citizenship and leadership 
while making a positive difference at their school and in 
the community. 

With the cost of college escalating, we believe ex- 
panding our Henry Bosworth Memorial Scholarships is 
a win-win. It helps high school students with their educa- 
tion and also perpetuates Henry’s memory in a positive 
and meaningful way. 

Henry, a proud graduate of Quincy High School, was 
equally fond of both of the city’s high schools. He be- 
lieved in sharing their good deeds and community service 
in the pages of The Quincy Sun. He also enjoyed visiting 
students and talking about his career and The Sun’s role 
in the community whenever given the chance. 

Awarding more scholarships in Henry’s memory is one 
more way we can help high school students who wish to 
continue their education at the college level. 

We will be working with the high school guidance of- 
fices to help facilitate this expanded “Henry W. Bosworth 
Memorial Scholarship.” 


THIS 1941 postcard view is an aerial photo view of the 
then newly designated Squantum Naval Air Station.

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aviation skills here until 1953 when the base was closed 
and moved to South Weymouth. In 1956 Boston Edison 
bought the property hoping to build a nuclear power 
plant here, but that idea wasn’t too popular so in 1959 
they leased some of the land and facilities to Boston 
Harbor Marina. For over 25 years the old base build- 
ings were mostly deserted and blighted until the early 
1980’s when development began on today’s upscale 
Marina Bay neighborhood. Today, everything in this 
view is gone. The site of the Victory Plant’s shipbuild- 
ing slips is used by the marina for pleasure boat slips 
and is surrounded by restaurants and the Marina Bay 
boardwalk. The DCR’s Squantum Point Park is partly 
visible on the right.

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A Christmas Wish From The Quincy Fire Department 


‘Tis the season to be jol- 
ly, as the holiday standard 
goes. In many homes, this 
means a log on the fire, a 
trimmed tree or a menorah 
glowing brightly. All these 
signs of the season bring 
feelings of comfort and joy 
to families. 

But what you may not re- 
alize is that they also bring 
an increased risk of fire in 
the home. 

The winter months are 
the peak times for home 
heating, candle, decoration 
and Christmas tree fires, 
according to the National 
Fire Protection Association 
(NFPA). 

Statistics show that two 
of every five home deco- 
ration fires are started by 
candles. Fireplaces or chim- 
neys are involved in almost 
two out of five home heating 
fires. Portable or fixed space 
heaters are involved in four 
out of five home heating fire 
deaths. 

The Quincy Fire Depart- 
ment’s holiday wish is for 
all Quincy residents to have 
a merry, bright and SAFE 
holiday season. By’ recog- 
nizing holiday fire hazards 
and using a little extra cau- 
tion, you can help keep your 
home full of comfort and 
joy. 

Wherr decking the halls, 
choose decorations that are 


flame resistant or flame re- 
tardant and keep them away 
from candles or any other 
heat source. Not all holiday 
lights are made equal so be 
sure that you know whether 
yours are for indoor or out- 
door use and be sure to re- 
place any string of lights 
with worn or broken cords 
or loose bulb connections. 
Use clips, not nails, to hang 
lights so the cords do not get 
damaged. 

Lighting candles, wheth- 
er for decorating or religious 
rituals, should always be 
done with caution. Candles 
should be in a sturdy holder 
and placed on an uncluttered 
surface. Lit candles should 
not be placed in windows 
where a blind or curtain 
could catch fire. Never leave 


a lit candle unattended. 
Blow out candles when you 
leave the room or go to bed. 
Additionally, candles placed 
on or near ’tables, altars, or 
shrines must be monitored 
by an adult. 

Lastly, roasting anything 
on an open fire in the fire- 
place is not a good idea! 
Make sure that your fire- 
place has a sturdy screen 
and keep kids and pets three 
feet away. Have your chim- 


ney cleaned regularly and 
dispose of ashes in a metal 
container far away from the 
home. 

We know that the holi- 
days are a hectic time of 
year for all Quincy resi- 
dents.

Apple Pie Roll (Calzone)

Through the years in my column, I have 
had so many dessert recipes including ap- 
ples, which is a favorite of many. 

Recently though, I decided to make 
something out of the blue since I had one 
apple left and one store bought pie crust. 
With just that plus a few other things, it 
came out amazing. 

I call it an apple pie calzone because I 
rolled it and it was so easy. I’ll be baking 
that more than apple pie or turnovers. 

I used the same recipe for the filling that 
is used to make an ordinary apple pie. 

Preheat oven to 425 degrees 

APPLE PIE CALZONE 
1 large apple 
1 pie crust 
1/4 teaspoon salt 
1/2 teaspoon flour 
1 teaspoon fresh lemon juice 
_ 1/2 teaspoon cinnamon 


1/4 teaspoon nutmeg 

1 tablespoon sugar 

1 1/2 tablespoons raisins 
1 egg for the egg wash 

I did not remove the skin from the apple, 
but if you prefer to do so that’s fine. 

Cut the apple in very small pieces. Place 
in a bowl and add the lemon juice. In a small 
container put the salt, flour, cinnamon, sugar 
and nutmeg and mix all together until well 
blended. Add it to the apples. 

On a cookie sheet, place the pie crust, 
and like making a pizza, spread the apple 
mixture all over the crust. Sprinkle the rai- 
sins all around and roll the crust tucking in 
the sides. 

Beat the egg and brush it all over the 
roll. Make two or three slits on top and bake 
for 15 minutes at 425 degrees and lower 
the heat to 350 degrees and bake until top 
is light brown. When cool, cut-in one inch 
or so slices. Serve with ice cream, whipped 
cream or just plain. Delicious! 


Sweet & Sour Beef, Cabbage Soup

There is no denying that the warm weath- 
er won't be coming back for a while. 

Sometimes we get in a rut when it comes 
to our making soups. Making the same ones 
over and over again.

This German-inspired soup requires 
caraway seeds, which you most likely do 
not always keep in the cupboard.

SWEET AND SOUR BEEF 
AND CABBAGE SOUP 
1 tablespoon olive oil 
1 pound grass fed ground beef 
2 teaspoons caraway seeds 
2 teaspoon dried thyme 
1 medium onion and 2 stalks celery, 


chopped 


1 red pepper, chopped 
1 medium Golden Delicious or other 


sweet-tart cooking apple, 
diced 
6 cups organic beef broth 
1 15-ounce can crushed tomatoes 
1 1/2 tablespoons raw honey 
1 tablespoon paprika, preferably Hun- 
garian sweet 
3 cups coarsely chopped Savoy, or green 
cabbage 
1-2 tablespoons raw apple cider vinegar 
About 1/2.teaspoon Sea salt * * 
Freshly ground pepper to taste 

Heat oil in a Dutch oven over medium 
heat. Add beef, caraway seeds and thyme 
and cook, stirring and breaking up the beef 
with a spoon, until it is mostly browned, 
about 4 minutes. Stir in pepper-onion mix, 
celery and apple; cook, stirring, for 2 to 3 
minutes more. 

Stir in broth, tomatoes, honey and papri- 
ka and adjust the heat so the mixture boils 
gently. Cook for 8 to 10 minutes to blend 
the flavors. Stir in cabbage and cook just 
until barely tender, 5 minutes more. Add 
vinegar, then to taste, salt and pepper.

average single-family home 
is now $334,500, up $19,150 
from last year’s average of 
$315,350. The average ho- 
meowner will pay $4,884 
in property taxes in 2015 
compared to 2014 when the 
average homeowner paid 
$4,686, a difference of $198 
or 4.2 percent. 

The increase is the larg- 
est since 2009, when prop- 
erty taxes went up by $530 
on average compared to the 
previous year. The average 
tax bill dropped slightly 
over the next two years, de- 
creasing by $2 in 2010 and 
$1 in 2011. Tax bills have 
gone up each year since — by 
$97 in 2012, $110 in 2013, 
and $107 in 2014. 

Councillor Doug Gutro 
called the increase a big hit 
for homeowners in the city. 

“It’s a big hit for a house- 
hold to be at $200. We don’t 
see that a lot,” he said. “Sta- 
bility year in and year out is 
valued, I think, by the tax-

payer, as opposed to fluc- 
tuations. That’s my sense 
— that’s the feedback that 
I get...they don’t see big 
swings in their revenue one 
way or the other.” 

In response Municipal 
Finance Director Mark Ca- 
vanagh noted other commu- 
nities have approved similar 
property tax increases. 

“We’re not in a vacuum 
here. The 6 percent residen- 
tial increase is shared by 
many other, if not all other 
communities, some to a 
greater extent,” Cavanagh 
said. “When Braintree is at 
$199 and Saugus is at $228, 
and Salem and so forth, 
you see a lot of similarities 
there.” 

Cavanagh further noted 
that increases in residential 
property taxes in the city 
between 2010 and 2014 fell 
well below the state aver- 
age. The tax bill went up 
by $313 for Quincy hom- 
eowners during that span 
while increasing by $630

statewide, according to fig- 
ures presented by mayoral 
spokesman Chris Walker. In 
neighboring Braintree and 
Weymouth, residential tax 
bills increased by an aver- 
age of $428 and $433, re- 
spectively, during that same 
five-year stretch. 

Without the $3 million 
appropriation from Quin- 
cy’s state-certified free cash, 
the average property tax bill 
would have increased by 
approximately $304. Ca- 
vanagh said the state’s De- 
partment of Revenue certi- 
fied $3.8 million in free cash 
earlier this month and the 
DOR is expected to certify 
an additional $5 million in 
the coming weeks. The city 
has made similar allocations 
in recent years to help keep 
the tax increases down. 

The total levy —- the 
amount collected in proper- 
ty taxes — for 2015 is $197.8 
million, up 3.8 percent from 
the 2014 levy of $190.6 mil- 
lion. The budget for the

current fiscal year, FY15, 
increased by 4.1 percent 
compared to FY14. The 
increase in the city’s bud- 
get was used to hire 10 new 
police officers and provide 
additional overtime pay for 
firefighters while also in- 
creasing school spending 
by nearly $3 million, much 
of which went towards hir- 
ing new teachers and other 
personnel. 

Additionally, Quincy 
is paying nearly $2 mil- 
lion more in debt service 
in the current fiscal year, in 
part because the city began 
making principal payments 
on a bond used for capital 
improvement projects. The 
FY15 budget also included 
raises for the mayor and 
City Council as well as de- 
partment heads and other 
non-union appointees. 

The city’s levy limit for 
2015, the most it could tax 
without an override under 
the provisions of Proposi- 
tion 2 4, is $218.2 million,

leaving the city with $20.4 
million in excess levy ca- 
pacity. Had the city taxed to 
the levy limit and not used 
free cash to reduce tax bills, 
the average homeowner’s 
tax bill would have gone up 
by $685 in 2015, according 
to Walker. 

Communities statewide 
have an average of $1.1 mil- 
lion in excess levy capacity. 

While the average resi- 
dential tax bill increased, the 
tax rate actually decreased. 
In 2014, homeowners were 
taxed $14.86 per $1,000 of 
assessed value. In 2015, the 
new rate will be $14.60. The 
rate for commercial, indus- 
trial, and personal property 
(CIPP) will also be lower in 
2015 than in 2014. In 2014, 
the rate was $31.23; the new 
rate for 2015 is $30.28. 

As it has in recent years, 
Quincy will continue to use 
a 175 percent classifica- 
tion, which is intended to 
shift the property tax bur- 
den from homeowners to

commercial property own- 
ers. Without the classifica- 
tion, the residential tax rate 
would be $17.30; the 175 
percent classification saves 
the average single-family 
homeowner $903 in prop- 
erty taxes next year. 

This year was revalu- 
ation year in which all of 
the city’s properties are 
re-assessed; municipalities 
statewide are required to do 
so every three years. The 
total value of all assessed 
property in the city is now 
$11.433 billion — $9.463 
billion in residential prop- 
erty and $1.969 billion in 
commercial property. That’s 
up from the previous total 
of $10.7 billion, including 
$8 .732 billion for residential 
property and $1.947 billion 
in commercial property. 

A public hearing on the 
mayor’s proposed tax rates 
was held immediately prior 
to Monday’s council meet- 
ing.

which Hanson said would 
provide views of Quincy 
and Boston; a patio area 
facing Hancock Street that 
could be used for outdoor 
events; a fitness center; and 
common rooms, which may 
be made available to com- 
munity groups. 

The podium parking 
structure includes 66 units. 
The structure has two access 
points; the lower level will 
be accessible from Hancock 
Street and the upper level 
from Bridge Street. Five 
parking spaces, for visitors, 
are planned for the driveway 
space off Hancock Street. 

Under Quincy’s zoning 
code, 80 parking spaces 
would have been required 
on site for a project with 53 
units, but the Planning Board 
approved a special permit to 
waive that requirement.

commodate cyclists. 

“We anticipate that this 
is going to attract the same 
kind of clientele or folks the 
downtown development will 
attract — A lot of young pro- 
fessionals who use public 
transportation and utilize the 
T,” Ed Fleming, the appli- 
cant’s attorney, explained. 

Ward 1 Councillor Mar- 
garet Laforest voiced her 
support for the project. She 
said the building — one that 
will attract younger profes- 
sionals looking for access 
to public transit — is an ex- 
ample of the type of growth 
Quincy is seeking just a few 
blocks south in the down- 


‘town. 


“This is what the new 
Quincy Center really wants 
to be,” Laforest said. 

“It’s a great modern look 
and feel building. It is abso- 
lutely going to attract young 
professionals. And the proj- 
ect team has been terrific to 
work with.” 

Charles Devarennes, a 
Bridge Street resident who 
lives next to Temple Beth El, 
spoke in favor of the project 
while expressing concern 
over current conditions on 


his street. In particular, he 
noted the street and side- 
walks are in a state of disre- 
pair and a need to improve 
signage. 

“With lots of people com- 
ing and going the walkways 
and the roadways should 
be improved,’ Devarennes 
said. “Signage should also 
be improved for the safety 
of vehicles coming and go- 
ing. I think access to those 
buildings down there should 
be maximized.” 

The developer is still 
working to finalize plans for 
stormwater management on 
site. As a condition of the 
Planning Board’s approval, 
the city engineer needs to 
approve the final plans for 
stormwater management 
before a building permit is 
issued. 

The project site is in a 
floodplain, and the city’s 
Conservation Commission 
already issued an order of 
conditions for the project. 
Boston Property Develop- 
ment will need to seek an 
amended order of condi- 
tions to reflect to changes in 
the stormwater management 
plan. The applicant also

needs Inspectional Services 
Director Jay Duca to de- 
termine if Zoning Board of 
Appeals approval is needed 
since it is in a floodplain. 
Hanson anticipates the 
project being completed 
within 12 to 15 months.

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Suspension For DPW Worker Vacated

The state’s Civil Service 
Commission has overturned 
the city’s three-day suspen- 
sion of a Department of 
Public Works employee for 
voting in last year’s munici- 


pal election. 
Steven Kozlowski, a 
foreman/special heavy MEO 


in the Sewer/Water/Drain 
(SWD) Department, was 
suspended for three days 
after he voted in the Nov. 5, 
2013, election. 

According to the com- 
mission’s decision, Ko- 
zlowski was called to work 
at 10 am. that day, five 
hours earlier than his sched- 
uled 3 p.m. shift. At 3 p.m. 
that day, he assumed his 
regular duty as a shift super- 
visor. Shortly after that, he 
and David Parsons, a labor- 
er in the department, went to 
29 Hancock Street, where a 
sewer back up had been re- 
paired earlier. Before arriv- 
ing, however, they were told 


the situation was all clear 
and that they did not need to 
report to the scene. 

After that, Kozlowski and 
Parsons went on break. The 
two drove to a bank, where 
Parsons cashed a check, and 
then to St. John the Baptist 
Church, where Kozlowski 
voted. While, at the church, 
Parsons was seen by DPW 
Commissioner Dan Ray- 
mondi, who was also at the 
polling station. Three days 
later, on Nov. 8, Kozlowski 
received notice of his sus- 
pension from the commis- 
sioner; Parsons received a 
written reprimand. 

Kozlowski first sought to 
file a union grievance, but 
was told by the city it was 
a civil service matter. Weeks 
later, the city changed its 
position and said it would 
not consider the grievance 
a request for a civil service 
hearing and that it would not 
be handled as a union griev- 
ance, either. 


Kozlowski then appealed 
that decision to the Civil 
Service Commission, which 
ordered an appointing au- 
thority hearing be-held by 
the city. A hearing took 
place Feb. 27 of this year. 
Subsequent to that hearing, 
on March 6, Mayor Thomas 
Koch suspended Kozlowski 
for three days. 

Kozlowski appealed that 
suspension to the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission, which 
tuled in his favor Oct. 30. 
It ordered the suspension be 
vacated with no loss of com- 
pensation. 

“There was no ongoing 
activity that required the at- 
tention of Mr. Kozlowski or 
Mr. Parsons when they took 
their break. This activity did 
not interfere in any way with 
the business of the WSD or 
the DPW. I find no basis to 
conclude that this activity 
constitutes ‘substantial mis- 
conduct, which adversely

something that can be done 


in a number of days. It is a 


very complicated undertak- 
ing to make sure the citizens 
who are going to rely on 
that emergency department 
get the quality of services 
they’ve always gotten at 
Quingy Medical _ Center’s 
emergency department.” 

On Monday, Keenan 
made an unannounced visit 
to the urgent care facility on 
Miller Street and presented 
the council with a list of ail- 
ments treated there, includ- 
ing respiratory infections, 
sports injuries, urinary tract 
infections, musculoskeletal 
complaints, and minor cuts, 
bruises, and burns. 

“Those services are not 
services that equal services 
provided by an emergency 
department. In a city of 


93,000 people, they need 
an emergency department,” 
Keenan explained. 

“If Steward thinks they 
can just close down the 
emergency department and 
say ‘we'll get to it, we'll 
transition to it through the 
urgent care,’ I think that 
would be a grave, grave 
mistake. It would not serve 
the people of Quincy as they 
should be served. 

“If they want to put an 
emergency facility at Whit- 


well Street, to keep it there, _ 


they have to meet certain 
requirments under the code 
of Mass. regulations and it 
is much easier to meet them 
because it’s existing.” 
Keenan further noted the 
Department of Public Health 
has rigorous license require- 
ments for satellite emer- 
gency rooms. They must be

Hospital in Dorchester, the 
closest Steward hospital. 
Medical personnel — such 
as doctors, physician assis-

their time working in a tra- 
ditional hospital. 

Timmins concluded the 
discussion, saying the city 
expects a positive outcome.

Kyle 
Warwick, a principal at Gate 
Residential, began by high- 
lighting similar projects the 
company has undertaken. 
Those projects included 
Fort Point in Boston, which 
is a set for an early 2015 
groundbreaking, as well as 
the already completed Max- 
well’s Green in Somerville 
and One North of Boston 
in Chelsea. The project in 
Chelsea opened this past 
June and all 230 units avere 
leased within two months. 

“It was a record break- 
ing lease up,” Warwick ex- 
plained. “Our average age 
that we attracted here is 27 
years old; median income 
around $80,000. This is the 
type of person we’re try- 
ing to attract in downtown 
Quincy.” 

One of the project’s two 
buildings, with 65 units, 
will be. located on Hancock 
Street, adjacent to the Gran- 
ite Trust Building while the 
other building, featuring 104 
units, wraps around the cor- 
ner of Chestnut Street and 
Cottage Avenue. 

A new, one-way pub- 
lic road would run across 
the property: from Chestnut 
Street to Hancock Street, 
separating the Granite Trust 
Building from the new 
Chestnut Street/Cottage Av- 
enue building and running 
through the Hancock Street 
building. The developers 
want the new road, known 
as Chestnut Way, and its 
adjoining sidewalks to help 
enliven the block.

“What really makes it 
work, and what we’re really 
excited about, is this new 
roadway we’ve created that 
goes through the property,” 
Garry Gardner, vice presi- 
dent of Quincy-based Shes- 
key Architects, said. 

“The connection between 
the two streets is going to 
bring people from Hancock 
Street onto Chestnut Street 
and vice versa.” 

The project, Gardner 
noted, has been designed ac- 
cording to standards set out 
in Quincy’s urban revital- 
ization guidelines. The two 
buildings, for example, are 
further away from the street 
to accommodate wider side- 
walks. 

“We’ve actually pulled it 
back a bit on Hancock Street 
and Chestnut Street to cre- 
ate wider, more comfortable 
sidewalks for pedestrians 
and to create the opportu- 
nity for sidewalk activity,” 
Gardner said. “For instance, 
a sidewalk café could occur 
on the outside.” 

As a nod to the Granite 
Trust Building, designs of 
the new buildings include 
granite exteriors on their 
first two floors. A variety of 
materials will be used on the 
upper floors. 

“We’re really looking to 
enliven these facades with 
more than one material, 
more than one color, more 
than one shade,” Gardner 
said. “They’re not just flat 
elevations. They’re build- 
ings that have a projecting 
base and varying sizes of 
windows and different ma- 
terials that add a lot of inter- 
est to the facade.” 

In addition to Chestnut

Way, the interior of the proj- 
ect site includes new green 
spaces. One such area, with 
trees and benches, will be 
made open to the public 
while a large courtyard adja- 
cent to the Chestnut Street/ 
Cottage Avenue building is 
for tenants and their guests. 
Among other amenities, the 
courtyard includes a play 
lawn, fire pit, and outdoor 
kitchen. 

The developer’s proposal 
includes 92 parking spaces 
— 75 for tenants in an un- 
derground parking structure 
and 17 above ground open 
to the public. Plans for the 
underground parking struc- 
ture also include bike racks, 
with enough room for 26 bi- 
cycles, 

The project site sits in 
the Quincy Center historic 
district. Planning Director 
Dennis Harrington told the 
Planning Board the city’s 
Historical Commission en- 
dorsed the project on Dec. 
8. Woodard & Curran is 
peer reviewing the West of 
Chestnut plans; the city’s 
department heads are also 
vetting the proposal. 

The West of Chestnut 
project is the first phase of 
‘two developments envi- 
sioned by Quincy Mutual 
and Gate Residential. The 
second project, East of 
Chestnut, is intended for 
the eastern side of Chestnut 
Street where two parking 
lots are currently located. 
There is no timeline for that 
project, which will include 
220 residential units and ad- 
ditional street-level retail. 

The two developments 
have a combined price tag 
of $100 million.

Ermont Inc., the company 
that will operate a medical 
marijuana dispensary at 216 
Ricciuti Dr. in West Quincy, 
hopes to open their facility 
by the end of next year ac- 
cording to representing at- 
torney Valerio Romano. 

Ermont was granted a 
permit to open their facil- 
ity by the Zoning Board of 
Appeals following a presen- 
tation of security measures 
and building plans and input 
from the public at a public 
hearing in October. 

In late January, the state 
Department of Public Health 
(DPH) awarded a provision- 
al license to the non-profit 
company out of Provinc- 
etown allowing them to cul- 
tivate and sell medical mari- 
juana in Quincy. 

John “Jack” Hudson, 
president and CEO of Er- 
mont will be working at the 
dispensary as executive di- 
rector. 

The roughly 35 ,000-squa- 
re-foot warehouse which is 
zoned Industrial B is next 
to the Granite Links Golf 
Club, Quincy Auto Auction, 
and across the street from 
the Archstone Quarry Hills 
Apartment complex and the 
Quarry Hills athletic fields. 

Last year, a zoning or- 
dinance, banning marijuana 
dispensaries from opening 
within 1,500 feet of a resi- 
dential district, school, li- 
quor store, child care center, 
or other marijuana dispensa- 
ry was approved by the City 
Council and Mayor Thomas 
Koch. 

This restriction left few 
places for the dispensary to 
open. 

Patients or their caregiv- 
ers must provide doctor- 
written certification and 
may purchase 10 ounces of 
marijuana once every 60 
days. 

A “Compassion Pro- 
gram” will allow low-in- 
come patients to obtain one 
gram of marijuana per week 
at no cost and offer addi- 
tional marijuana purchases 
at 10 to 50 percent off. 

Also for sale will be in- 
fused beverages, edibles, 
and oral sprays. 

Health insurance will not 
cover the cost of medical 
marijuana or any marijuana- 
infused products. 

Marijuana will be grown

on-site. 

Donna Rheaume, a pub- 
lic relations consultant with 
Medical Marijuana Public 
Relations working with Er- 
mont, estimates that mari- 
juana will cost patients $350 
dollars per ounce. 

“You have to temper 
wanting to make it super 
accessible for every pa- 
tient,” said Romano. “There 
are some people that are 
less than scrupulous and if 
they’re able to buy medi- 
cine for super cheap in a 
dispensary — especially ten 
ounces which is a signifi- 
cant amount — they might 
turn around and sell it on 
the street to somebody else 
so you can’t make it too 
cheap because you create an 
incentive for people to start 
diverting it for non-medical 
purposes.” 

Dispensary staff will need 
to register with the DPH, be 
over 21-years-old, and have 
no felony drug convictions. 

Preference will be given 
to hiring Quincy residents, 
said Romano. 

In the November 2012 
election,.over 60 percent of 
Quincy residents voted in 
support of legalizing medi- 
cal marijuana for debilitat- 
ing medical conditions such 
as cancer, glaucoma, hepa- 
titis C, Parkinson’s disease, 
Multiple Sclerosis, amyo- 


trophic lateral sclerosis 
(ALS), Crohn’s disease, and 
HIV and AIDS. 


The law took effect Jan. 
1, 2013. 

Up to 35 dispensaries can 
now open statewide, how- 
ever no more than five can 
open per county. 

Fraudulent use of a DPH 
registration can result in 
several penalties including 
up to six months in a house 


of correction or a fine of up- 


to $500. Fraudulent use of 
a DPH registration for the 
sale or distribution of mari- 
juana for non-medical use 
can result in up to five years 
in state prison or two:and a 
half years in a house of cor- 
rection. 

Ermont officials have 
predicted the facility will 
serve roughly 2,050 patients 
in its first year of operation. 

Romano, who is_ the 
founder of Massachusetts 
Medical Marijuana Com- 
pliance and has experience 
in defending patients using 


medical marijuana in both 
state and federal court, an- 
ticipates that by year three, 
Ermont will have up to 50 
employees on staff. That 
number will be lower during 
the dispensary’s first two 
years of operation. 

“We want to work with 
Quincy on finding local 
people,” said Romano. 

Patients will be able to 
access the facility through 
the northeast corner of the 
building. The entire site will 
be surrounded by an 8-foot- 
high chain-link fence and 
vehicles will enter through a 
sally port, a type of secure 
and easily observable en- 
trance, and then be directed 
to a security guard who will 
check to make sure those in 
the vehicle have their state 
issued certification as well 
as a second form of identi- 
fication such as a driver’s 
license prior to entrance. 

Security cameras will be 
on-site. 

Cameras within the fa- 
cility as well as outside the 
facility will provide a direct 
feed to the Quincy Police 
Department. 

Romano said that having 
a marijuana dispensary in a 
neighborhood actually im- 
proves public safety as the 
areas are heavily monitored, 
deterring criminal activity. 

At least one security 
guard would also be on-site, 
he said. 

Patients will be provided 
with 11 parking spaces in- 
cluding two handicapped 
spots. Employees and ser- 
vice people will be provided 
with 28 spaces. 

Clients will not need to 
make an appointment to en- 
ter the building. 

Shuttle service will be 
provided from the Quincy 
Adams T station — which 
will run as needed — for 
those who may have diffi- 
culty accessing the site due 
to physical disabilities. 

Rheaume said that she 
anticipates to roll out the 
shuttle service two to three 
years after the dispensary 
opens for business and will 
base a schedule on patient 
needs and requests. 

“Things will ramp up ob- 
viously from when we open 
our doors,” she said. 

The DPH will have their 
own patient database which 
will be shared with facilities

throughout Massachusetts. 

While patients can vis- 
it different dispensaries 
throughout the state, the 
centralized database will 
prevent abuse of the system 
by cataloguing each pur- 
chase and where it’s made. 
In the event that a facility 
loses internet connectivity, 
all sales will be stopped, 
said Romano. 

Hudson said in October 
that this will be his only dis- 
pensary and he has no plans 
to expand his operation into 
other counties. He also said 
that he has been talking to a 
doctor and several pharma- 
cists who are interested in 
working for the facility but 
stressed that his employees 
do not have the authority to 
prescribe marijuana to pa- 
tients. 

Quincy has proposed en- 
tering a host agreement with 
the dispensary, however, the 
terms of the agreement have 
yet to be finalized, accord- 
ing to Romano. 

The terms call for Ermont 
to give the city three percent 
of their annual revenue, up 
to $500,000 per year. 

That money will go to the 
Mayor’s Drug Task Force to 
be used for substance abuse 
education, substance abuse 
awareness campaigns, and 
drug enforcement by Quin- 
cy Police. 

Construction has yet to 
start however Ermont is 
currently working with the 
DPH in finalizing the site’s 
architectural plans, said Ro- 
mano. “They have a process 
by which they vet your plans 
for construction so before 
we do any of that stuff we’re 
going to finish that process,” 
he said. 

Alterations will be made 
to the interior of the build- 
ing and dividing walls will 
be torn down. The overall 
shape and size of the build- 
ing will remain the same, he 
said. 

Romano said he predicts 
the DPH will approve the 
plans in just a few weeks. 


A traffic study done 
showed a negligible impact 
to the area, he added. 


The retail portion of the 
dispensary will be up to 
4,500-square-feet depend- 
ing on the finalized plan. 

“The patients will not 
have any ability to see or ac- 
cess the cultivation parts of

the building,” Romano said. 

The exterior of the build- 
ing will be renovated to re- 
semble a medical facility. 

“The only reason you’re 
going to know that some- 
thing is there is because it’s 
going to be the nicest build- 
ing up there,” he said. 

All transactions will be 
cash only, however Romano 
says that in the future he 
sees purchases being made 
through electronic means. 

As of now, marijuana 
is a Schedule I controlled 
substance, something that 
makes banks hesitant to of- 
fer electronic banking op- 
tions to dispensaries. Sched- 
ule I drugs are categorized 
as having no health benefits 
and posing a risk of addic- 
tion or abuse. 

Romano said that while 
there is a small chance of 
marijuana dependence, la- 
beling marijuana as having 
no medicinal value is incor- 
rect. 

“There’s certainly no ar- 
gument that it has no medic- 
inal value,” he said. “That’s 
just been disproven.” 

Holding up to one ounce 
of marijuana is a civil in- 
fraction in Massachusetts. 
“Its kind of like a speeding 
ticket; It’s not a crime,” he 
said. “It’s totally decrimi- 
nalized under an ounce.” 

A patient liaison will 
work with patients indi- 
vidually to recommend dif- 
ferent strains of marijuana 
based on their illness or 
symptoms. “We’ll be very 


involved with the patient | 


in terms of picking out and 
choosing the right medicine 
for them,” said Rheaume. 
Romano clarified that 
patients would not be giv- 
en prescriptions but rather 
certifications for medical 
marijuana as a prescription 
would make the prescribing 
practitioner complicit in dis- 


tributing a Schedule I drug 
under the Controlled Sub- 
stances Act. 

Providing certifications 
is a First Amendment pro- 
tection for doctors, said Ro- 
mano. 

Doctors providing certi- 
fications must complete at 
least eight hours of contin- 
ued medical education on 
substance abuse and mari- 
juana and must register with 
the DPH. 

“More and more doctors 
are going to come around,” 
said Romano. 

Anybody found to be sell- 
ing marijuana or marijuana- 
infused products purchased 
legally at the dispensary will 
be banned from returning to 
the facility. 

Attitudes have changed 
regarding medicinal mari- 
juana, said both Rheaume 
and Romano. 

“Here in Quincy we 
were delighted and we’ve 
developed a great working 
relationship here in Quincy 
and we think that obviously 
people feel one way or an- 
other about it, but I feel that 
people understand the value 
of medical marijuana,” said 
Rheaume. “I think people’s 
attitudes are starting to 
change.” 

Romano called the issue 
“super polarizing” and said 
that regardless of what the 
medical community says, 
some people will remain 
staunchly opposed to the 
use of marijuana in a medi- 
cal capacity. 

“After these places start 
to open up, a few months, a 
year goes by they’ll see that 
there’s no impact whatsoev- 
er,” he said. “They’re going 
to have no idea that there’s 
anything there.” 

“He’s in this business 
because he’s really commit- 
ted to helping patients,” said 
Rheaume of Hudson.

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Coach Nolan NQHS Basketball Court Dedication Friday 


Successful Hoop Coach Known For 
Integrity, Honesty, Sportsmanship 


Coach Robert “Knobby” 
Nolan will have the basket- 
ball court at North Quincy 
High School dedicated to 
him tomorrow (Friday) 
night at 6 p.m. 

The court naming came 
at the request of School 
Committeeman Paul Brego- 
li, who played on Nolan’s 
first varsity basketball team 
at North in 1965-66. 

Nolan had the highest 
winning percentage of any 
basketball coach at North 
at .684, His team won four 
league titles and made seven 
tournament appearances. His 
1965-66 team was ranked 
number one in New England 
and included Peter Varney of 
Harvard-Yale fame and who 
also played professionally in 
Major League Baseball for 
the White Sox and Braves. 
Dave Zink, one of North’s 
all-time leading scorers, 
played Division I basketball 
at Wisconsin of the Big Ten, 
going up against future NBA 
and ABA players like Pete 
Maravich and Rick Mount. 

Nolan had several of his 
players drafted by both the 
NBA ‘and ABA, including 
Mark Jellison, who was 
drafted by the Washington 


Bullets, and Ron Bradley, 
who was drafted by the 
ABA’s New York Nets. 
Born in Winthrop, Nolan 
was an outstanding football 
player at Winthrop High 
School. After serving his 
country during World War II 
in the Navy, Nolan went to 
Cushing Academy and then 
four years at the University 
of Massachusetts, where 


.. he earned All-New Eng- 


land honors as a defensive 
tackle his junior and senior 
years playing for Charlie 
O’Rourke. The Pittsburgh 
Steelers and Chicago Bears 
expressed interest in Nolan 
upon graduation. 

Nolan spent time at 
Northampton High, Hud- 
‘son High, Millis and New 
Bedford before arriving at 
North. He spent 20 years 
as a football coach. Nolan 
was the coach of the 1966 
basketball team, which was 
the first and only undefeated 
team in school history with 
Ken McPhee playing for 
him. 

In his 11 seasons as bas- 
ketball coach at North, Nolan 
never had a losing season. 
His 1971-72 team advanced 
to the South Sectional Finals 


against Catholic Memo- 
rial. That team went unde- 
feated in the Greater Boston 
League, only the fourth time 
that happened in league his- 
tory. To advance to the sec- 
tional finals, Nolan’s team 
had to defeat Dedham, 
another undefeated team. 
Coaching Dedham was Jim 
Calhoun, who would go on 
to win three national cham- 
pions at the University of 
Connecticut. 

In his last game as head 
coach at North, the Red 
Raiders upset undefeated 
Rindge Tech in North’s 
gym. 

Knobby Nolan not only 
produced successful teams 
at North Quincy, but he 
also instilled in each of his 
players integrity, honesty, 
and sportsmanship. All of 
his players felt they could 
come to Nolan for anything, 
whether it be for advice, 
help in securing a job, or en- 
rolling in school. Nolan was 
a father figure to so many 
of his athletes, establishing 
relationships that lasted a 
lifetime. 

Nolan passed away sey- 
eral years ago, leaving be- 
hind his daughters Sheila, 
Siobhan, Rory, and Erin.

On Monday, December 8, 2014, at approximately 8:00 
a.m., Sergeant Bruce Trieu just completed his midnight shift 
and was walking out to his personal vehicle in full uniform 
when he was approached by a male who asked him if he was 
a Police Officer. When Sergeant Trieu heard this, he was sur- 
prised because they were at the Police station and he was in 
full uniform. The male, said that he needed help, so the Ser- 
geant advised him to go inside and there would be someone 
there to help him. 

The male, now agitated, said, “No, you need to help me 
now - I want to be arrested.” With two closed fists, the male 
weakly punched Sergeant Trieu in the chest area and stated, “I 
just assaulted you so arrest me.” Sergeant Trieu, surprised by 
the male’s behavior, said, “You’ve got to be kidding me. Go 
away, I am not arresting you.” The male, upon hearing this, 
went on the attack again but Sergeant Trieu just stepped away. 

The Sergeant again advised the male to go into the station 
and he would be arrested, so the male walked into the station 
followed by the Sergeant. Once in the lobby, the male became 
verbally abusive and threatening. Officers Patrick Folan and 
Mark Connolly entered the lobby too. After warning the male 
to cease making threats to harm an Officer, Sergeant Trieu 
used his mace to spray the male, who was wearing sunglasses. 
The male was then placed under arrest and did not resist ini- 
tially, however, once inside the booking area, he attempted to 
kick Officer Connolly, who blocked the foot with his hands. 

-Fallon Ambulance was called to treat the male for mace 
exposure. The male, a 50 year old Freeport, Maine resident, 
was charged with “Assault and Battery on a Police Officer and 
Assault and Battery with a Dangerous Weapon, to wit shod 
foot.” Sergeant Trieu noted in his report that he believed that 
the male was chemically imbalanced and needed psychologi- 
cal help from the court. Nice Work! 
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On Thursday, 
December 11, 2014, at ap- 
proximately 1:40 p.m., Officer 
Mike Brandolini was walking 
the Quincy Square area in full 
uniform as part of the Anti- 
Crime Unit. He was making a 
round through the library when 
he observed three males seated 
at an isolated table. As the Of- 
ficer walked out from between 
book shelves, the males looked 
up at him. One of the males was 
holding a marijuana joint in his hand and attempted to hide it 
by cupping his hand, but the Officer was able to take it from 
him. The mate (suspect) immediately reached for. his back- 
pack on the floor between his feet and pulled it up to his waist 
area. 

Not knowing what the suspect wanted to access in the 
backpack, such as a weapon, Officer Brandolini attempted to 
pull it away from the suspect, who then tugged it back from 
the Officer.- The suspect then wrestled with the Officer over 
control of the backpack, which led to both falling to the floor. 

The suspect then lodged the backpack into his stomach area 
and bent over, refusing commands to cease. At this point, Of- 
ficer Brandolini had the suspect in control but could not get the

handcuffs on, so he called Communications for assistance. As 
a crowd gathered during the commotion, Officer Brandolini 
kept telling the suspect to “stop resisting.” 

In moments, Anti-Crime Unit Officer Ryan Donnelly and 
Community Policing Officer Roger White arrived on scene 
and handcuffed the suspect. The suspect was placed under 
arrest for “Disorderly Conduct.” Officer Brandolini inspected 
the backpack to find a glass jar with a plastic sandwich bag 
inside, that contained approximately a 4% ounce of marijuana. 
There were also plastic bags commonly used in the sales of 
marijuana. The suspect, a_16 year old East Bridgewater resi- 
dent, was additionally charged with, “Possession of Class D 
Drug with Intent to Distribute.” Nice Work!

THIS IS AHAMMER 
Leaky Window Sash 


Is a Simple Fix 


By SAMANTHA MAZZOTTA 

Q: One of the windows in our bedroom is leaking air un- 
derneath the bottom sash. On cold days I can feel air flowing 
between the sash and the windowsill, and condensation of- 
ten forms along the bottom of the windowpane, In the sum- 
mer, this is the window that we put our air-conditioning unit 
in. I checked underneath the sash to see if there is any dam- 
age, but did not s¢¢ any. How can I stop the leak? -- Drafty 
in Durham, N.H. 

A: The, window frame may not be damaged, but some 
slight warping may have occurred over time as the win- 
dow braced the air-conditioning unit. If there is no visible 
damage, you should be able to quickly block the leak using 
weather stripping. 

As far as the condensation: If the condensation is on the 
outside or inside of the window -- and not forming between 
double panes -- it probably is a normal occurrence during 
winter. (If it forms between double panes, it may be time 
to replace that pane or bottom sash.) However, its location 
can help you pinpoint where a gap exists between the sash 
and the sill. 

In this case, the condensation is forming along the bot- 
tom of the window. On really cold days it may even drip 
down and puddle along the sill. It signals that warm and 
cold air are meeting much more frequently along that sash 
than other parts of the window. 

As I mentioned, weather stripping should resolve this 
problem quickly. Your main conéern is what type of weather 
stripping to use. This Old House has a nice, quick guide to 
the different types of weather stripping here: www.thisold- 
house.com/toh/photos/0,,20441335 ,00.html. 

Because you need a fix in a hurry, consider either felt 
stripping or foam tape. You probably will need to replace 
the felt stripping each year, but it’s fairly inexpensive, and 
easy to install with finishing nails or a staple gun. Foam 
tape comes in several widths and can be rapidly installed 
by peeling off the backing and sticking into place along the 
bottom of the sash. 

A pricier, but longer-lasting option is a vinyl-tube type of 
weather stripping. It’s durable and can be purchased in dif- 
ferent widths, and typically has the option of either a peel- 
and-stick backing or screw-in fasteners. 

Before installing weather stripping, clean the contact sur- 
faces of the window thoroughly with soap and water and 
make sure they are completely dry. Measure the width of 
the bottom sash and cut the stripping with an extra inch on 
each side. When you install the stripping, use a utility knife 
to trim away excess at each edge. 

HOME TIP: ff the windows in your home or a room fog 
up regularly in winter, try increasing air circulation to re- 
duce humidity: open curtains and crack windows for a few 
minutes daily, or run a dehumidifier.

Pork Roast Stuffing, Scalloped Potatoes

There are many families who are going 
to sit down for dinner on Christmas day to a 
turkey or ham dinner. 

This year in addition to our traditional 
pasta dish, we are having a pork roast. I use 
the shoulder as it seems to be have the fla- 
vor and the tenderness. but any kind will do 
fine. 

Today’s recipe is for the stuffing. We all 
know everyone has their favorite way to 
prepare a stuffing, and I’ve certainly have 
tried my share.

STUFFING FOR

2. Trim the base of the cauliflower to 
remove any green leaves and * woody 
stem. 

3. In a medium bowl, combine the yogurt 
with the lime zest and juice, chile powder, 
cumin, garlic powder, curry powder, salt 
and pepper.

Hiring Seen Next Month 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

The Quincy Housing Au- 
thority has begun the pro- 
cess of hiring for their newly 
created director of facilities 
position and is aiming to 
have someone in place this 
winter according to James 
Lydon, executive director of 
the Quincy Housing Author- 
ity at a meeting last Wednes- 
day. 

The position, he said, 
which oversees both the 
maintenance and modern- 
ization departments, was 
listed a week and a half ago 
and will remain online until 
Jan. 2. A hiring decision will 
be made two weeks after 
that. 

Former maintenance 
manager David Ferris was 
put on paid administrative 
leave July 9 and ultimately 
handed in his resignation on 
Sept. 12. 

It was revealed earlier 
this year that incompetent 
maintenance management 
led to unsafe and unsanitary 
living conditions for hous- 
ing authority tenants. 

Orders sent to the main- 
tenance department dating 
back to 2008 were found 
that were either ignored or 


flagged as low priority by 
Ferris according to Lydon. 

He also knowingly signed 
off on work orders that were 
never completed. 

Ferris held the $85,000 
per year position for over 10 
years and managed roughly 
50 maintenance workers. 

A report following the 
inspection of ten percent of 
Quincy’s state-aided public 
housing units and common 
areas conducted on March 
31, April 1, and April 3 of 
2014 by the Department of 
Housing and Community 
Development (DHCD) re- 
vealed subpar living condi- 
tions in need of immediate 
repair. Another report issued 
on April 30 following a rein- 
spection outlined operational 
issues such as poor commu- 
nication between the main- 
tenance department and the 
authority as well as physical 
condition concerns such as 
exposed electrical wiring, 
holes in walls, improperly 
stored combustibles, mold, 
and mildew. 

Officials from the US. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) 
stepped in to inspect feder- 
ally owned housing author- 


ity properties and units in 
July. 

“Before we had main- 
tenance and modernization 
just butting heads with one 
another with nobody in a 
superior position to the oth- 
er and we had inspections 
and a consultant that was 
answerable to maintenance 
and the maintenance de- 
partment didn’t really want 
to hear about any problems 
with the units,” said Lydon. 
“When the inspectors didn’t 
find anything their manag- 
ers were happy that they 
weren’t finding anything.” 

An in-house inspector 
will be hired after a director 
of facilities is chosen. 

Inspections were previ- 
ously handled by Tennes- 
see-based firm McCright & 
Associates. 

Lydon described their op- 
erations as “poor” and said 
they were not communicat- 
ing to the authority all of the 
safety and health issues later 
discovered by DHCD and 
HUD. 

The appointment of 
the director of operations, 
who will have a salary of 
$105,000 per year, must be 
approved by the board, he 
said.

Housing Authority Launches 
New Health Initiative 


By KRIS KALABOKAS 

Residents of Quincy’s 
Housing Authority will ben- 
efit from a newly launched, 
first-in-the-nation —_ health 
initiative presented at the 
authority’s monthly meeting 
last Wednesday. 

Through the Prevention 
and Wellness Trust Fund 
sanctioned by outgoing 
Gov. Deval Patrick— which 
awarded $1.7 million to 
Quincy and@ Weymouth in 
January — _ hypertension 
screening, smoking cessa- 
tion, substance abuse coun- 
seling particularly in rela- 
tion to alcoholism, and falls 
prevention programs will be 
enacted. 

The initiative awarded 
$42 million to nine com- 
munities for the implemen- 
tation of up to four preven- 
tative health initiatives per 
community and is aimed at 
cutting long-term healthcare 
costs. 

Quincy and Weymouth 
were among nine entities 
awarded grant money for 
the initiative. 

The funds, made possible 
through non-federal Afford- 
able Care Act dollars, will 
be given out over the course 
of four years, said Cynthia 
Sierra, senior director of 
public policy, public affairs 
and program development 
at Manet Community Health 
Center. 

Manet will be the manag- 
ing partner and lead agency 
coordinating the initiative 
and will work in conjunc- 
tion with Bay State Com- 
munity Services, Quincy 
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Medical Center, South Shore 
Elder Services, South Shore 
Hospital, the South Shore 
YMCA, South Shore Work- 
force Investment Board, the 
Quincy Health Department, 
and the town of Weymouth. 

“At the end of the day this 
grant is about a new, deep, 
and more intrinsic way of 
connecting physicians with 
municipalities, with com- 
munity based organizations 
so that we’re all talking to 
each other,” said Sierra. 

Referrals done electroni- 
cally to organizations such 
as the: YMCA and Meals on 
Wheels will create a more 
transparent and easier to 
navigate health care system, 
she said. 

Once every four to five 
weeks, residents in each 
housing authority building 
will have their blood pres- 
sure checked and if found to 
be dangerously high, will be 
transported by ambulance 
to a nearby hospital. Those 
with moderately elevated 
blood pressure will be re- 
ferred to their primary care 
physician according to An- 
drew Scheele, health com- 
missioner with the Quincy 
Health Department. 

“We can follow those 
rates and we can follow 
those numbers to see if we 
can reduce the number of 
people who are on blood 
pressure medication and to 
bring these numbers back 
down,” he said. 

Cooking classes taught at 
QHA properties will enable 
residents to make informed 
and healthy decisions about

their diet. 

“We can bring in peo- 
ple that will be able to do 
healthy cooking for the 
residents here so that when 
they go back into their units 
they’ll be able to do it nght 
there,” said Scheele. 

Balance workshops are 
planned to be conducted 
weekly for two hours to 
benefit those who are frail 
or prone to falls. 

Services will be rendered 
on-site so that elderly resi- 
dents won’t have to leave 
their buildings, something 
Scheele said is particularly 
important during the cold 
winter months. 

“Residents will not have 
to leave the building to do 
any of this,” he said. = 

The city’s health depart- 
ment had been visiting pub- 
lic housing frequently, con- 
ducting programs on bed 
bugs and nutritional semi- 
nars, however with the new- 
ly awarded funding, those 
programs can be expanded 
and additional programs can 
be added.

All 
partners would be present 
with booths introducing the 
building’s population to all 
of the new programs. 

“We really want to en- 
courage people to partici- 
pate,” he said.

Quincy Medical Center 
Talks With State, 
City Officials Ongoing »»

With one week left to 
go before Quincy Medical 
Center closes, negotiations 
between the hospital’s own- 
er and city and state officials 
remain underway. 

Steward Health Care, the 
for-profit company that pur- 
chased the Whitwell Street 
hospital in 2011, announced 
plans last month to close the 
hospital Dec. 31 and replace 
it with an urgent care clinic 
and standalone emergen- 
cy department in the city. 
Mayor Thomas Koch has 
since retained the law firm 
of Eckert Seamans to repre- 
sent the city in negotiations 
with Steward and state regu- 
lators regarding the closing. 
Chris Walker, a spokesman 
_ for Koch, said Monday the 
negotiations are continuing. 

“Discussions are on- 
going,” Walker said. “The 
mayor remains committed 
to protecting the city’s in- 
terests. 

“All of these issues will 
be coming to ‘a resolution, 
we believe, one way or the 
other prior to the 31*.” 

The city’s main concern 
so far has been the fate of 
the emergency department 
at the hospital. On Dec. 16 
Steward announced plans to 
keep an emergency depart- 
ment, in the city for up to 
one year after the hospital 
closes. rail the emer- 
gency department would 
be located at 114 Whitwell 
Street inside the existing 
hospital building. 

“From the beginning, 
Steward has always been 
committed to maintaining 
24/7 access to emergency 
room services in Quincy,” 
Dr. Mark Girard, president 
of Steward Hospitals, said 
in a statement. 

“We are working closely 
with the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health 


and local officials to deter- 
mine the best way to meet 
the needs of the Quincy 
community.” 

The proposed Steward 
Satellite Emergency Facil- 
ity — Quincy will be staffed 
at all times with emergency 
room physicians and nurses, 
the company said. It would 
operate under the license 
of Steward’s closest hospi- 
tal — Dorchester’s Carney 
Hospital — and offer patients 
emergency care 24 hours 
per day at the satellite loca- 
tion in Quincy. On-site diag- 
nostic radiology (including 
CT scans and ultrasound) 
and laboratory — services 
would also be available. If 
necessary, patients will be 
transferred to other acute 
care hospitals for inpatient 
services or serious emergen- 
cies. 

“As we wind down op- 
erations of the full Quincy 
Medical Center at the end 
of this. month, we hope to 
maintain uninterrupted ac- 
cess to Emergency Servic- 
es,” Girard explained. 

Beginning this past 
weekend, Steward stopped 
accepting inpatient admis- 
sions to Quincy Medical 
Center. Patients who are ar- 
riving at the hospital in need 
of inpatient care are being 
transferred elsewhere. 

Attorney General Martha 
Coakley’s office is continu- 
ing its review of the closure. 
In 2011, Steward and the 
attorney general reached 
an agreement allowing the 
company to acquire Quincy 
Medical Center out of bank- 
ruptcy. 

As part of that agree- 
ment, Steward agreed to 
maintain an acute care hos- 
pital in Quincy for at least 
six-and-a-half years after the 
purchase and provide notice 
of a closure 18 months in 
advance. Other provisions

in the deal mandated that 
Steward continue the hospi- 
tal’s community benefit out- 
reach services to Quincy’s 
Asian population, which’ at 
the time included an Asian 
outreach coordinator posi- 
tion, a chest clinic, and the 
training of medical outreach 
interpreters. 

Christopher Loh, a 
spokesman for Coakley, said 
in a statement that closing 
emergency services on Dec. 
31 would be unacceptable. 
He added that Coakley be- 
lieves the company should 
find a new home for the 
Quincy Community Based 
Outpatient Clinic located 
inside the hospital, which is 
operated by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs. 

“The closure of emer- 
gency services on Decem- 
ber 31 is unacceptable,” Loh 
said Dec. 16, before Steward 
announced plans to keep the 
ER open. 

“We also believe Steward 
should ensure VA services 
continue for those veterans 
who are being served by 
QMC and provide many of 
the community benefits that 
it now offers. We have made 
clear to Steward that any 
resolution with our office 
will need to include those 
measures or we Will pursue 
our legal options.”

Houses Passes Reauthorization 
Of The John Adams 
Memorial Foundation 


The House of Represen- 
tatives has passed the reau- 
thorization of the Adams 
Memorial Foundation to 
establish a commemorative 
work in honor of former 
President John Adams and 
his legacy. 

Cong. Stephen F. Lynch 
(MA-08) introduced H.R. 
3802, which extends the 
authorization of the Adams 
Memorial Foundation for 
seven years through Dec. 
2, 2020. Lynch’s bill lan- 
guage was included in the 
Senate Amendment to H.R. 
3979 the National Defense 
Authorization Act for Fiscal 
Year 2015. 

The reauthorization al- 
lows the Adams Memorial 
Foundation, the National 
’ Park Service, the National 
Capital Memorial Advisory 
Commission and all stake- 
holders to continue working 
toward the goal of siting and 
building a commemorative 


memorial honoring John 
Adams and his family and 
their role in shaping the na- 
tion. 

“John Adams has a lasting 
legacy as a dedicated public 
servant,” Cong. Lynch said. 
“He was one of our most in- 
fluential founding fathers, a 
defender of due process, an 
experienced diplomat, Vice 
President, and President of 
the United States. John Ad- 
ams and five generations of 
the Adams family called the 
City of Quincy home until 
1927. I am proud to repre- 
sent Quincy, nicknamed the 
‘City of Presidents,’ in the 
House of Representatives. 

“While the City of Quin- 
cy has honored the Adams 
family with one of our coun- 
try’s most significant nation- 
al parks, the Adams National 
Historic Park, our nation’s 
capital lacks a memorial 
honoring this remarkable 
leader. The passage of this 


legislation allows the foun- 
dation the time necessary 
to find a fitting location in 
Washington, D.C. to honor 
this admirable man.” 

“I am pleased that the 
House and Senate included 
the reauthorization of the 
Adams Memorial Founda- 
tion in the National Defense 
Authorization Act. I thank 
my colleagues in the Massa- 
chusetts delegation for their 
support of this important 
legislation, particularly Sen. 
Ed Markey for introducing 
the companion bill in the 
Senate,” Lynch added. 

The bill was originally 
introduced in the House of 
Representatives by former 
Congressman William Dela- 
hunt. The last authorization 
extension expired on Dec. 2, 
2013. The Adams Memorial 
Foundation includes mem- 
bers of the Adams family 
and respected historians in 
its leadership.

he said the concept was out- 
dated due to the advent of 
modern cell phones that can 
take photos, video, and in- 
stantly connect to police. 

Neighborhood watches 
are rarely assembled and 
usually only ‘during a crime 
spree, he said. 

Still, he urged people to 
call 911 if they notice any- 
thing suspicious. 

_ “We ask you to look 
out your windows,” said 
Minton. “Is there a car that 
doesn’t belong there? Is 
there somebody sitting in a 
car? Is there someone who’s 
hanging on the corner?” 

“We’re never going to 
charge you for making a 
false report of a crime,” he 
said. ““We’re never going to 
make you be a witness.” 

Minton said that the po- 
lice have hired a person 
to create a Facebook and 
Twitter account to distrib- 
ute crime information to the 
public. 

Glennon presented crime 
statistics for the neighbor- 
hood and stressed that num- 
bers were comparatively 
low and urged residents to 
not fear for their safety but 
to remain proactive and re- 
port any suspicious activity 
to police. 

“We live in a very, very 
safe neighborhood,” said 
_ Glennon who has been the 
Ward 5 officer for eight 
months. 

According to  analy- 
sis done: between Jan. 1 to 
Dec. 16, 32.crimes occurred 


in .the Beechwood Knoll © 


neighborhood. The - largest 


percentage of crimes were 
related to family disturbanc- 
es. The second most report- 
ed crime was larceny. Third 
was breaking and entering 
and fourth was assault. The 
remaining incidents were 
armed and unarmed rob- 
beries followed by larceny 
of motor vehicles, two re- 
ported cases of arson, and 
one reported case of a home 
invasion. 

Pamela Brennan said 
that she went to the meet- 
ing because she has a teen- 
aged daughter and fears for 
her safety as she jogs along 
Wollaston Beach at dusk 
or while she’s walking the 
neighborhood. 

“TI had heard about the 


Andrews break-in with the 
teenager home and I heard 
about that shooting® over 
on Willard Street and then 
I heard about’ the stabbing 
recently by ENC and it just 
made me concerned because 
I live right in that area,” she 
said. “I’m concerned about 
crime in the neighborhood.” 

In October, a shooting on 
Willow Avenue was linked 
to gang activity. 

Bullets hit a nearby home 
and car. Nobody was in- 
jured. 

“J think the statistics 
were helpful. I think it’s nice 
to know that we have such 
a large police presence that 
live in the neighborhood. 
That always feels good.”

a.m.,a BOLO (be on the lookout) for a dark gray 2008 Hyun- 
dai Elantra with a Massachusetts license plates, was put out 
over the airways. 

The Massachusetts State Police were looking for this ve- 
hicle in regards to a motor vehicle hit and run crash on Route 
93 (expressway), where the suspect vehicle struck the rear 
end of a truck and fled. At approximately 8:57 a.m., Officer 
James Menz was conducting selective enforcement on Han- 
cock Street and Russell Park (crosswalk violations), when he 
observed the suspect vehicle fail to stop for a pedestrian (about 
5-6 feet away) as it travelled northbound on Hancock Street.

¢ Avoid small decorations that look like candy to chil- 
dren, who could choke on them. 

¢ If using space heaters, follow safety rules closely: don’t 
leave them unattended; don’t drape clothes or other items 
over them; and don’t let kids or seniors sit too close.

They will surely play 
better, but in the first week

“J don’t think we’ve 
played a consistent game 
from start to finish, but we 
have played well in stretch- 
es,”-said coach Dave Parry. 
“Tonight against Duxbury, 
I thought our defense was 
better in the second half, and 
we did a better job of finish- 
ing our offensive chances.” 

The Presidents were up 
27-20 at the half, and the 
defense took over the game 
in the third. The fullcourt 
trap churned out turnovers 


and Quincy translated them 
into breakout points. The 
halfcourt man-to-man gave 
few open looks and forced 
a fistful of missed, contested 
shots near the hoop.

In February, Mayor 
Thomas Koch formally put 
developer Street-Works on 
notice after the firm failed to 
meet key benchmarks in its 
agreement with the city; that 
agreement was terminated 
one month later. In April, 
the $8 million, 18-month 
Adams Green roadway im- 
provement project began. 
Over the summer, Koch re- 
tained the services of Red- 

_gate Real Estate Advisors, 
a Boston-based company to 
consult the city on develop- 
ment moving forward. And 
in November, the Quincy 
Mutual Group and Gate 
Residential unveiled plans 
for a 169-unit, mixed use 
development in the 1400 
block of Hancock Street, 
with a second, larger phase 
planned nearby. 


Not far from the down- 
town, one longtime city 
institution closed its doors. 
Steward Health Care an- 
nounced in November plans 
to close the 124-year-old 
Quincy Medical Center at 
year’s end, while offering to 
keep an emergency facility 
in the city through 2015. 

The city completed reno- 
vations of the Coddington 
School building in August, 
providing a new home for 
the School, Planning, and 
IT Departments. Renova- 
tions at Old City Hall were 
delayed, however, after cop- 
per thieves sparked a three- 
alarm fire inside the historic 
building in September. 

With the new Central 
Middle School open, the 
city found a buyer for the 
old building. City and school 
officials also began plans to 
replace the aging Sterling 
Middle School with a new 
facility sited nearby. Plans 
to renovate North Quincy’s 
Teel Field were approved 
by the City Council, and the 
city began purchasing near- 
by homes to make way for 
the project. 

Unlike 2012 and 2013, 
no major tropical storms or 
nor’easters struck Quincy.

Flooding, however, was on 
the minds of many residents 
as the federal government 
unveiled new flood plain 
maps that directly affected 
4,100 property owners. 

The city’s sports teams 
continued to excel in 2014.

and restaurant later known as The Flamingo. Today, 
that site is home to the DCR’s bathhouse and life guard 
station. The dark stripe down the middle of the unpaved 
East Elm Avenue was from oil the city sprayed to keep 
down the dust.

David Casey, Captain 
Fishbones executive chef

Games” in January. 

His season four episode 
“Family Style: Food Feud” 
will air Sunday, Jan. 25 at 8 
p.m. 

Hosted by restauranteur 
and television personality 
Guy Fieri, The show’s new 
season debuts with the first 
of four episodes which are 
part of the “Family Style” 
competition on Jan. 4. 

“I keep an eye out,” said 
Casey who has worked at 
the Marina Bay restaurant 
for three years. “I look for 
shows that are casting and 
it’s been my dream to ap- 
pear on the Food Network.” 

He decided to try. his 
luck with “Guy’s Grocery 
Games” — also sometimes 
called “Triple G” — after 
seeing that contestants were 
wanted for the show’s up- 
coming season. 

After writing a small es- 


say explaining why he want- 
ed to appear on the show and 
completing a questionnaire, 
he sent in his application in 
March not expecting to hear 
anything back. 

He wasn’t at work when 
casting executives called to 
speak to him, he said, but 
was given a message to pre- 
pare for what he had been 
waiting for for so many 
years; an interview with the 
Food Network. 

The call back was a com- 
plete shock. “I kind of for- 
got about it,” he said. 

In June, via Skype, he 
had his chance to make the 
impression of a lifetime. A 
few months later in Octo- 
ber he was on a plane, along 
with his mother Linda and 
brother Patrick, headed for 
the show’s studio in Cali- 
fornia. 

When he found out 
his episode would feature 
families, he immediately 
knew he wanted to bring his 
mother and brother along.

Here are a couple of appetizers that can 
be used for New Year’s Eve and anytime.

1/4 cup Parmesan cheese 
3 cherry tomatoes (cut up) 
2 teaspoons basil 
1 cup 2% milk 

Drain the shredded zucchini, and pat it 
dry.

Dozens Of Quincy Police 


Officers Attend Funeral 
For Slain NYPD Officer 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Nearly three-dozen 
Quincy police officers at- 
tended the funeral of a mur- 
dered New York City police 
officer on Saturday, joining 
thousands of officers from 
across the country and be- 
yond. 

The funeral for Rafael 
Ramos was held Saturday 
morning at Christ Tabernacle 
Church, located in Queens’ 
Glendale neighborhood. Ra- 
mos, age 40, and his partner 
Wenjian Liu, age 32, were 
shot and killed while in their 
patrol car one week prior, on 
Dec. 20, in Brooklyn. 

Quincy Police Lt. Rich- 
ard McCusker was among 
the 35 Quincy officers who 
attended the funeral. The of- 
ficers, along with 20 others 
from the Hingham and Wey- 
mouth departments, boarded 
a bus at 4 a.m. on Saturday 
to attend the funeral service 
in Queens. When they ar- 
rived for the funeral, they 
stood shoulder-to-shoulder 
with fellow police outside 


the church and watched the 
services. Vice President Jo- 
seph Biden, New York Gov. 
Andrew Cuomo, and New 
York City Mayor Bill de 
Blasio were among the dig- 
nitaries who spoke during 
the funeral. 

McCusker said he felt 
mixed emotions Saturday: a 
sense of honor and pride for 
being there with so many 
other officers, but also sad- 
ness and grief for Ramos’ 
family, including his widow 
and two sons. 

“I felt a great sense of 
honor and pride, but I also 
felt a great amount of sad- 
ness and grief for the fam- 
ily,” McCusker said Mon- 
day. 

As many as 30,000 offi- 
cers — including ones from 
as far away as California and 
the United Kingdom — and 
civilians stood outside the 
church during the funeral. 

“There were so many 
people. It was an incredible 
amount,” McCusker said. 
“You couldn’t move. People

were wall-to-wall for as far 
as you could see.” 

Many New York City 
officers, McCusker noted, 
thanked the officers from 
Quincy and elsewhere for 
coming from out of state to 
attend the services. A 26- 
year veteran of the Police 
Department, McCusker said 
he has attended other funer- 
als for fallen officers, some 
with as many as 10,000 at- 
tendees, but nothing on the 
scale of Saturday’s services. 

Police Chief Paul Keenan 
said he was proud of the of- 
ficers who traveled to New 
York for the funeral. 

“I was very proud the 
officers went down there in 
a show of solidarity for the 
New York officers and their 
families. Police work is like 
a brotherhood, and when 
they’re hurting we’re hurt- 
ing,’ Keenan said. “They 
took time away from their 
families during a busy holi- 
day week to be there. It was 
an outstanding show of sup- 
port by the officers.” 

A contingent of Quincy 
police officers is expected 
to attend services for Liu, 
which were announced 
Monday. Visiting hours are 
Saturday, Jan. 3 from 1 to 
9 p.m. at Aievoli Funeral 
Home in Brooklyn.

The Quincy Fire Depart- 
ment asks of all Quincy 
residents to get rid of the 
tree when it begins dropping 
needles. Dried-out trees 
pose a serious fire danger 
and should not be left in the 
home or garage, or placed 
outside against the home. 

The City of Quincy pro- 
vides a service in which 
Christmas trees will be col- 
lected curbside for 2 weeks 
following Christmas for re- 
cycling. 

2. Chimney Fires: 
The National Fire Protection 
Agency recommends “that 
a fireplace chimney should 
be inspected by a quali- 
fied technician prior to the 


heating season. A substance 
called creosote can build 
up inside the chimney and 
cause a fire if not removed. 
Woodstoves should bear the 
mark of a recognized testing 
laboratory and meet local 
fire codes. Chimney con- 
nections and flues should be 
inspected prior to each heat- 
ing season.” 

3. Fires Started by 
Candles: The top three days 
for home candle fires were 
Christmas, New Year’s Day, 
and Christmas Eve. The 
Quincy Fire Department 
would like to remind Quin- 
cy residents to keep candles 
at least 12 inches from any- 
thing that can burn. 

Never leave a burning 
candle unattended. Blow 
out candles when you leave 
a room. 

4. Motor Vehicle Ac- 
cidents: The Insurance In- 


stitute for Highway Safety 
conducted a study which 
concluded that New Year’s 
Day is the most dangerous 
day of the year to be afoot 
on public roadways. The 
same study concluded that 
alcohol plays a significant 
part in why New Year’s Day 
is very dangerous for motor 
vehicle commuters and pe- 
destrians. 

More pedestrians are fa- 
tally wounded by vehicles 
on New Year’s Day than any 
other day of the year. 

The Quincy Fire Depart- 


ment advises Quincy resi- 
dents to either take a taxi, or 
to utilize public transporta- 
tion for transport to your 
New Year’s destination(s). 
If you decide to drive, the 
Quincy Fire Department ad- 
vises Quincy residents to set 
up a designated driver ahead 
of time.

The City Council autho- 
rized the city to solicit bids 
for the site of the former 
Central Middle School.

The suspect was then searched and a total of 16 credit 
cards with his name were found on him. The Suspect, a 
28 year old Brooklyn, New York resident, was placed un- 
der arrest and charged with, “Assault on a Police Officer, 
Resisting Arrest, Disorderly Conduct and Uttering.”

Officer DesRoche now had the time to closely exam 
the credit cards and the card receipts used at the restau- 
rant. The last four digits on both credit card receipts did 
not match the last four numbers on the actual card(s) it- 
self. The Officer was aware that the fraudulent activity 
was known as “Skimming,” when someoné obtains credit 
card details, copies them onto a bogus card and then uses 
it. Skimmers are often people who work in some type of 
sales and swipe the customer(s) credit card(s) through a 
pocket-size device with a scanning slot which resembles 
a pager worn by these individuals on their belt or kept in 
their pocketbook. The process of swiping the ‘good’ cards 
takes only a few seconds and can be done quickly and in- 
conspicuously without the card owner or another employee 
noticing. Once the information is swiped from,the mag- 
netic strip, it is stored into memory which then can be cop- 
ied to a counterfeit card with complete security features on 
them. The fact that the suspect had 16 credit cards all with 
his name on them led the Officer to believe that the suspect 
was aware of the cards ‘status’ and was a conscious and 
active participant in this scam. 

After completing the detail, Officer DesRoche filed his | 
report and with this information, additionally charged the 
suspect with “16 counts of Possession of Fraudulent/Stolen |

Question: You’ve mentioned before that certain home- 
repair tasks should be handled during specific seasons. I can 
understand not wanting to fix the roof in cold weather, but 
shouldn’t house damage be addressed immediately? -- Cliff 
in Mobile, Alabama 

Answer: While many home-maintenance tasks are better 
performed at specific times of the year, you’re right -- dam- 
age should be repaired as soon as possible, particularly to 
a home’s exterior. That certainly means a DIYer may find 
himself or herself tacking down a replacement shingle in 
frosty weather, or carefully thawing an ice dam that threat- 
ens to destroy a gutter. 

But, say that several damaged shingles need to be re- 
placed, or the gutter is in good shape but just needs some 
cleaning and a patch or two. More extensive maintenance 
and repairs should take place in warm months, so that patch- 
ing material and roofing cement can cure properly. 

That’s why now, at the start of the new year, is a good 
time to rough out a home maintenance calendar. It doesn’t 
have to be precise -- you don’t have to block out exact days

Cont'd From Page 
structure needs, including 
parking,” the mayor said. 

’ “All the infrastructure 
down there has to be taken 
care of. It’s old. It’s inad- 
equate. The Ross Garage is 
on its last legs. All of those 
improvements, if we had to 
do them today, would be on 
the dime of taxpayers city- 
wide. The plan still is going 
forward that we incur debt 
in our downtown to deal 
with infrastructure down- 
town, but the debt will be 
paid' down by the new value 
in the new development in 
the downtown so it’s not a 
drag on the general fund.” 

The City Council had 
approved the disposition of 
those parking areas to pre- 
vious downtown developer 
Street-Works. Koch said he 


_ would keep the council up 


to date on plans for those 
lots moving forward, but 
he’s not sure if a: new vote 
will need to be taken. 
“There is a process in 
place under urban redevel- 
opment. We’ll be, at the 
very minimum, meeting 
with the council and pre- 
senting our plans to them. 
Whether there are actual 
votes needed, it’s early to 
say until we get more defini- 


‘tive plans on how it will be 


broken up. Those decisions 
will be made at that)time,” 
Koch said. 

“But certainly as it jells 
more we're going to keep 
the council apprised of ev- 
ery step.” 

Elsewhere in the down- 
town, work began in 2014 
on the Adams Green road- 
way improvement project. 
The mayor said designs 


for the new park, located 
between City Hall and the 
United First Parish Church, 
are at the 90 percent stage. 
The final design should be 
finalized and ready to go out 
to bid for construction in the 
fall. The portion of Han- 
cock Street between the two 
buildings will close in April 
or May of 2015. 

“The new traffic con- 
figuration has to go in first. 
We’re expecting sometime 
in the spring, whether it’s 
April or May, this portion 
of Hancock Street will be 
closed,” Koch said. “We then 
begin the process of under- 
ground utility work, dealing 
with our drain lines, our wa- 
ter mains, our sewer lines, 
and utilities — gas, electric, 
Comcast — all of that has to 
be dealt with before we can 
start the park. We’ll be look- 
ing to tackle those things in 
calendar year ’15.” 

“I would expect in cal- 
endar year 2016, the actual 
park construction will start,” 
the mayor added, noting 
construction would likely 
take 18 months. 

Koch will begin the new 
year by delivering his mid- 
term address on Monday, 
Jan. 5, at 7 p.m. inside the 
Richardson Room at the 
Thomas Crane Public Li- 
brary on Washington Street. 
The midterm will be Koch’s 
fourth since taking office in 

At the mid-term City 
Council meeting, Council- 
lor Joseph Finn is expected 
to be re-elected city council 
president. Council _presi- 
dents are elected to one-year 
terms and traditionally serve 
two years before the gavel is 


passed to another colleague. 

Among those taking part 
in the ceremony will be 
Quincy Veterans Services 
Director George F. Nich- 
olson who will lead those 
present in the Pledge of 
Allegiance and Rev. John 
S. Chen, Quincy Catholic 
Collaborative, will give the 
invocation. 

The next regular City 
Council meeting will be 
Tuesday, Jan. 20. 

One item Koch plans to 
focus on during his mid- 
term is the need to repair 
Quincy’s infrastructure — 
not only roads, seawalls, 
tide gates and public utili- 
ties, but also the city’s many 
municipal buildings. His ad- 
ministration is now. drafting 
a five-year capital improve- 
ment plan, which, he intends 
to send to the council for ap- 
proval in early 2015. 

“I’m sure a good _ part 
of the theme is going to be 
infrastructure,” the mayor 
said. “I think that contin- 
ues to be a major challenge, 
not only for Quincy but for 
governments at all -levels, 
whether it’s municipal, state 
or federal. In our case, it’s 
water lines, it’s sewer lines, 
it’s drain lines, it’s seawalls, .. 
it’s tide gates, it’s roads and 
sidewalks, it’s buildings. 

“We've made some 
great progress the last few 
years in my view ‘but much 


to do some of _raag things is 


hopefully going forward is 
the stability we’ve created 
financially. We’re in a good 
place. We’re building our 
reserves. Our bond rating 
has gone up this past year. 
Those are good things. 


“The other reality is right 
now we have the capacity 
for bonding. We’re at a very 
low debt ratio as compared 
to many communities. Ev- 
ery expert economist would 
suggest, whether you’re in 
private industry or govern- 
ment, there is no better time 
to borrow money to do in- 
frastructure because the cost 
of borrowing is very low. 
The interest rates are very, 
very favorable. For those 
reasons it makes sense for 
us to continue to work on 
our infrastructure and work 
on our challenges.” 

During Koch’s tenure as 
mayor, the city has com- 
pleted construction of a new 
Quincy High School and 
Central Middle; plans for a 
new Sterling Middle School 
and Squantum Elementary 
School are also in the works. 
Koch believes the time is 
right to begin looking at oth- 
er municipal buildings, such 
as police headquarters and 
Quincy’s eight firehouses, 
in need of repair. 

“We'll continue to chip 
away at the schools, but we 


-have eight firehouses. We 


have a police station. We 
have DPW buildings, Parks 
, buildings, Recreation, build- 
ings, and they all need to be 
addressed,” Koch said. 
“We have a committee 
now looking ‘at the fire-

we get from the Chapter 90, 
which is not adequate to deal 
with our needs and chal- 
lenges,” the mayor added. 

This winter, the city will 
move forward with planned 
renovations to Teel Field in 
North Quincy. The $12 mil- 
lion project also includes 
a new parking lot to serve 
both the field and nearby 
North Quincy High. Before 
the project could begin, the 
city began purchasing nine 
area homes. 

Seven of the nine have 


been purchased. One of the 


situation is nearing a resolu- 
tion. The attorney represent- 
ing the final property owner 
has said the family does 
not wish to sell their house. 
Koch said City Solicitor 
Jim Timmins has submitted 


the final offer for property; 


eminent domain will not be 
used to take the house and 
the city would construct the 


- parking lot around the Prop. 


erty. 

“T think we’re still down 
to that last home. I think a fi- 
nal offer was sent by the so- 
licitor to their attorney and 
we have not heard anything 
back,” the mayor stated. “If 
Lhave to I will [build around 
it]. I will not use eminent 
domain to take a home.” 

Demolition of the homes 
will begin soon; Koch hopes 
to have the project complet- 
ed in time for the fall sports 
season. ; 

“Most of the people have 
moved out. The homes are 
purchased. We've taken 
the oil out of the oil tanks 
and put them in the school 
oil tanks. We have secured 
those properties of the peo- 
ple who have moved out in 
preparation for demolition,” 
the mayor said. 

“Hopefully during the 
wintertime it will be done so 
that as soon as winter breaks 
we can jump into actual ex- 
cavation and construction of 
the facility. 

“The goal is to be ready 
for fall sports in 2015. 


That’s aggressive, I might 
admit, so it could be pushed 
back to spring of 2016. But 
we still think we’ll make at 
least part of the season of 
2015.” 

In total, Quincy has spent 
$3,395 million on the seven 
homes. Koch defended the 
city’s decision not to release 
appraisals for those already 
bought until the city has 
closed on each home it in- 
tends to purchase. 

“The solicitor’s position 
on that was we’re negoti- 
ating in good faith on that 
with individuals,” Koch 
said. “We don’t want. to be 
negotiating in the- public. 
That doesn’t serve the :pub- 
lic in the end.” 

In August, Koch said the 
city would consider using 
the former St. Mary School 
on Crescent Street to help 
alleviate overcrowding at 
Lincoln-Hancock.

That in- 
cludes Montclair, . which 
serves West Quincy. It’s 
very tight over at Montclair. 
But -we’ve been pretty flat 
in the enrollment numbers. 
It’s not like this huge uptick, 
which calls for construction 
of a new building,’ Koch 
said. 

“Nobody likes to shift 
lines — the school bound- 
ary linés — because there 
are some interruptions. But 
not all of our buildings are 
chalk full so there is some 
room to do some shifting. 
All that will-be on the table 
— whether it’s moving some 
streets into other school dis- 
tricts or, in addition to re- 
placing Squantum, whether 
additional classrooms are 
considered going forward.”

said, “so too was the deci- 
sion to put taxpayers on the 
hook for up to $1.6 million 
for elevation certificates. In 
my judgment, it’s a stagger- 
ing sum for any community 
to shoulder.” 

Ward 6 Councillor Bri- 
an McNamee introduced a 
resolution asking the Park 
and Recreation Board and 
School Committee to find 
an appropriate way to honor 
the late Joseph Koch. 

The City Council ap- 
proved the 396-unit Avalon 
Quincy project, set to be 
constructed off Quarry 

* Street, in an 8-1 vote. Ward 


3 Councillor Kevin Cough- 
lin, who represents the site, 
voted against the proposal. 

Koch retained the law 
firm of Eckert Seamans*to 
represent the city in nego- 
tiations over the pending 
closure of Quincy Medical 
Center. Peter Carr, an attor- 
ney with the firm, said the 
city’s top priority was keep- 
ing the emergency room 
open. 

“It’s been there for over 
100 years and people know 
where to find it,’ Carr said 
of the hospital. “People 
drop people off at the emer- 


gency room and God for- 
bid it wasn’t there and they 
dropped [someone] off at an 
empty building.” 

Steward Health Care, 
the hospital’s owner, later 
offered to keep an emer- 
gency department in the city 
for one year after Quincy 
Medical Center closed. The 
standalone facility would 
initially be located within 
the existing hospital build- 
ing. Negotiations over the 
closing continued as the 
year came to an end.

posal for 2015. As a result, 
the tax bill for the aver- 
age single-family home in 
the city would increase by 
$198, or 4.2 percent, from 
$4,686 to $4,884.
